Of the new and agreeable adventure that happeneS to 
the curate and barber, in the brown mountain. 

THRICE happy and fortunate was that age which 
produced the raoft audacious knight Don Quix-^ 
ote de la Mancha, iii confequence of whofe honour- 
able refolution to reftore and revive the. loft, and, as 
it were, buried order of kiiight-errantry 5 we of 
thefe times, barren and unfruitlul of fprightly amufe- 
mentSf enjoy the agreeable, entertainment, not only of 
his own true atid delightful adventures ; but, alfo 
the intervening epifodes, which are no lefs real, art- 
JFuI, and delicious, than the main hiftory itfelf, tlie 
twilled, reeled^ and ravelled thread q^I>ic||is con- 
tinued thus: 

Juft as the curate was ready to offer fome cpnfola- 
.tion to Cardenioi he was prevented by a voice- that

faluted bis ears in thefe mournful accents : *^ WoUld 
to God \ I could find a place to ferve as a private 
tomb for tbis wearifome burthen of life, which I 
bear fo much againft my inclination ! this very fpot 
will yield me wh^t I afk, if I can truft the folitary 
appearance X)f thefe mountains. Alas ! how much 
more agreeable is the company of thefe rocks and 
thickets, which give me opportunities of complain- 
ing to Heaven, than that of faithlefs man ; fince na-* 
ture hath not created one of whom I could reafon- 
ably expeft advice in difficulty,* comfort in affliftion, 
or remedy in diflrefs !" ' 

This exclamation was diftinftly overheard by the 
priell and his company, who concluding that the 
perfon who fpoke mull be hardi by, arofe to make 
further inquiry, and had nt)t gone twenty paces, 
when behind the fragment of a rock they perceived 
a boy fitting under an afli-tree,'in the habit of a 
peafani, whofe face, as he (looped, in order to wafh 
his feet in a brook that murmured by him, they could 
not then furvey. Tlieir approach they managed 
with foftnefs and filence, while his whole attention 
was employed in bathing his' legs, that feemed two 
cry Hal pillars, which had been produced among the 
peobles in the rill. They were furprifed at the 
• whit^nefs and beauty of bis feet, which they could 
not believe had been formed to tread tlie clods, and 
follow the tattle or plough, as his drefs would have 
feemed to intimate ; and the curate who went fore- 
moft, finding himfelf flill uiip^rceived by the youth, 
made (igns to the reft to crouch down, or hide thcm- 
felves behind a neighbouring rock.

white alabafter. Having waflied his delicate feet, 
hfe wiped them with a handkerdiief, which he took 
oat of his cap, and in fo doing, lifted up his head, 
fhewing to the bye (lander s^ a face of fuch exquifite 
beauty, that Cardenio faid in a whifper to the cu- 
rate, ** Since that is not Lucinda, it can be no 
earthly, but fome celeftial being !*' The youtii taking ♦ 
off his cap, and Ihaking his head, a large quantity 
of hair that Apollo himfelf might envy, flowed 
down upon his flioulders, and difcovered to the 
fpeffcators, that the fuppofed peafant was no other ' 
tlitan a woman, the moft delicate and handfome that 
the curate and barber had ever beheld : or even Car- 
denio, . had he not feen and been acquainted with 
Lucinda, who, alone, as he afterwards owned, could 
contend with her in beauty. Her golden locks fell 
down ii> fuch length and quantity, as not only co- 
vered her ihoulders, but alfo concealed every other 
part of her body except her feet :, and, inftead of a 
comb, fhe made ufe of her hands, which, if her feet 
looked like cryftal in the brook, appeared among 
her hair like moulds of drifted fnow. All thefe cir- * 
cumftances increafing the defire of the by-ftanders ' 
to know who fhe was, they refolved to (hew them- 
felves, and at the ftir they made in advancing, the 
beauteous phantom raifed her head, and parting her 
locks with both hands, to fee what occafioned the 
noife fhe heard, no fooner perceived them than Ihe 
llanrted up, and, without flaying to put on her fhoes, 
or tie up her hair, feieed a bundle that lay by her, 
anxl betook herfdf to flight, full of confternation and 
furprife: but fhe had not run fix yards, when her 
delicate feet, unable to bear the roughnefs of the 
ftones, failed under her, and fhe fell to the ground. 
This accident being perceived by the other three, 
they ran to her afliftance, and the curate approaching 
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her firft, "Stay; madam, faid he, whofoevei* you Tttc^ 
thofe whom you fee have no other defign than th^t 
of doing you forvice : therefore, there is no neceflity 
for your attempting fuch a precipitate flight, which 
neither your own feet nor our inclination will allow/' 
To thivS addrefs fhe made no reply, being quite . 
.;aftoniflicd and confufed; but, the prieft taking her 
|)y the hand, proceeded in this manner : " Madam, 
though your drefs concealed, your hair hath difcover- 
ed manifefl: figns, that it muft be no flight caufe 
which hath fhrouded your beauty in fuch unworthy 
dtfguife, and brought y<^|i to this folitude where it is 
our fortune to find you ; and to offer, if not a cer- 
tain remedy for your misfortune, at leaft our bed 
advice : for no grievance can harafs <or drive the af- 
fli£^ed to fuch extremity, while life remains, as to 
•make them ihut tl^^ir earsagajoA tlmt counfel which 
Ls given with the moft humane zSf .benevolent in- 
tention. Wherefore, madam, or fir, or what you 
pleafe; tQ be, recoiled yourfelf from the confulion 
in which the fight of us hath thrown you, an<l tell us . 
the particulars of your good or jevil fortune, in full 
aifurance of finding us altogether, qr each by him* 
fclf, difpofed lo fympathize with your affli£Uon." 

While the curate pronounced thefe words, the dif- 
guifed damfel ftood. wrapt in attention, gazing at 
tiiem all around, witliout moving her lips, or uttering 
one fyllable, ilike a country villager gaping at rarities 
which h& had never feen pefor e : but the prieft in* 
forcing what }xe had faid with other arguments to 
the fame effect, (he heaved a profound figh, and 
broke file^ce, faying, ^ Since thefe folicary moun- 
tains have not been aUe to conpesii me, and my loofe 
difhevelled hair allows me not to difgufe the truth, it . 
would be in vain for me to feign fuch things as your 
Tcafon could not believe, though your courtefy might 
excufe them.

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gendemen, for your humme offer, which lays me 
•Hader the obligation of giving you all the f.*tisfacVi6J> 
you dcfirc | though I am* airaid, that the rcJation t 
fhall make of my misfortunes, will, inflead of com- 
-paffion, excite your difguft ; for, you will find it im- 
ppfiible either to cure my woes, or teach me to bear 
them with fortitude ; biit, nevcrthelefs, that my te- 
.putation mny not fuffer in your opinion, as you nave 
difcovered me to be a woman, and a youn^ one, alone, 
and in this difguife; circumttances, which, confi- 
dered cither togctlier or apart, might prejudice my 
good name in this world ; I will freely difclofe to' 
you thofe things, which, if pofliWe, I would have 
wHlingly concealed/* 

All this preambk was uttered in a breath by the 
beautiful apparition, with fuch volubility of tongue, 
and fwcctnefs of voice, that they admired her good 
'fenfe as much as her beauty y aiid repeating their 
T^po&rs of fenrice, as wclf as their intreaties, that 
-ihc wemW perform her promife j (he, without further 
•iniportumty, put on her fliods with gi^eat modefty, 
•adji^ed her hair, and fat down in the midft of Ecr 
•three hearers, upon a feat in the rock, where, after 
having endeavpotQd to reprefs a few tcar$ that dart- 
ed in her eyes, fhej with a clear and deliberate voice^ 
<began the ftory of her llffc, in this manner :

cation of feeing myfelf in this diArefs : for,. J believe 
my misfortunes proceed from their defedl in point of 
birth, v/hich, though not fo mean as to make them 
afliamed of their origin, is not fplendid enough to 
^overthrow my conje£?ure a|;>out the fource of my afr- 
fli6i:ion : in {hort, they are farmers, of a plain hone(l 
family, without die lead intermixture of Moorifli 
blood, but, as the faying is,^ old, rufly chriftians ; 
ay, andifo rufty, that hy their riches and opulent 
way of living, they arc gradually acquiring the title of 
gentlefolks, nay of quality too j though what they 
prized above all ricKes and tftle was their happinefs 
in having me for their daughter; and therefore, as 
they had no other child to inlierit their eftate, and 
were naturally the moll affedlionate of parents, I^ 
was beloved and ^indulged .by them with the utmo^ft 
degree of parental fondnefs... I was the mirrour in 
which they beheld themfelves, the ftafF of their age, 
and fliared with Heaven their whole attention and de- 
fircs, with which, as they were pure and unblemifl*- 
ed, my own perfeftly correfponded ; and thereforp,^ 
was miftrefs of their afFeft ion as well as their wealth. 
By my advice, they received aijd difmifled their fer- 
vants : the tale and account of what was both ibwed 
and reaped pafled through my hands.. I maiaage^ 
. the oiKmills, tlie vineyards, the herds and the flocksj 
the bcc-hiTes,^ and every thing that fuch a rich farmer 
^s my father may he luppofed to poffefs 5 in fliort, 
1 was fteward and miftrefs,' and a£ted with fuch care 
and ceconomy, that I fhould not find it eafy to exag- 
gerate the pleafure and fatisfaftion which ray parents 
enjoyed. Fhofe parts of the day that remained, af- 
ter I had given all due attention to the herdfrnen^ 
ovcrfeers, and other day-labourers, I employed in 
exercifes equally decent and neceflary for young wo- 
meni fuch as lace-making, needle-work, and fpin* 
ning : and^ if at any timcj^ I interrupted thefe em- 
ploy- 
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ploy men ts, in order to recreate the "mind," I enter- 
tained myfelf with fome religious book, or diverfified 
my amufement with the harp ; being convinced by 
experience, that mufic lulls the difordered thoughts, 
arid elevates the deie6^cd fpirits. Such was the life I 
led in my father's houfc : and, if I have defcribed it 
too miiuitely, it is not through oftentation, in order 
to difplay our riches, but with a view of man i fell* 
ing how innocently I forfeited that happy (ituation, 
and incurred the mifery of my prefent Hate. While I 
pafled my time in thefe occupations, my retirement 
was fuch as almofl: equalled that of a nunnery, be- 
ing feen by nobody, as I thought, but the fer\'ants 
of the family ; for, I went to mafs early in the morn- 
ing, accompanied by my mother and the maids \ and 
veiled with fuch refcrve, that my eyes fcarce beheld 
the ground on which I trod : yet, neverthelefs, I 
was perceived by thofe of love, or rather liber tin ifm, 
which even exceeds the lynx in penetration, and then 
poffefled the faculties of Don Fernandp, younger foil 
of the duke whom Ihave already mentioned." 

She no fooner mentioned the name of Don Fcr- 
nando, than Cardenio changed colour, ahd began to 
fweat with fuch agitation, that the curate and barber, 
perceiving it, were afraid he would be feized with one 
of thofe fits of diftraftion -which, as they had heard, 
aflaulted him from time to time: but, after fome. 
drops of fweat had burft out upon his (kin, he re- 
mained quiet, ahd looking earneftly at the farmer's 
fair daughter, immediately gueffed who flie was i 
while (he, without obferving the emotions of Carde- 
nio, went on with her ftory, in tliefe words : "And 
he fto fooner beheld me, than, as he afterwards pro- 
tefted, he deeply felt the power of love, which in- 
deed his behaviour clearly evinced : but, to fhorteu' 
the account of my misfortune,x which is lengthened ' 
beyond all comfort, I will pafs over in Clerice the ih-' 
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induflrious fchemes that Don Fernando planned^ for 
iDppoftunities of declaring his paflion : he bribed 
jcvery fervant in the family, and cv?n made prefenta 
and proffers of fervice to my relations : there was no- 
thing but gaiety and rejoicing all day long in our 
Arcct : and all night, it -was impoffiblc to fleep for 
ierenades. The letters which, through an imknowit 
channel, came to my hand, were witliout number^ 
filled with the mod amorous flights and profefEons, 
and vows and promifes in every Fmc ^ but all thefe 
4?flfbrts, far from foothing, hardened me againil him,, 
as much as if he had been my mortal foe } and all 
the ftratagems he praflifed, in order to fubdue my 
coynefs, had a qtiite contrary effeft : not that I wa$ 
Jifgufted at the gallantry of Don Fernando, or en- 
raged at his importunities ; for I felt a certain kind 
^f pleafure, in being courted and beloved by Cuch "a 
noUe cavalier : neither did I take umbrage at fee- 
f,ng myfelf praifed in his letters ; for it is my opi- 
nion, that all women,, kt them be never fo homelyj^ 
are pleafcd to hear themfelves celebrated for beauty j 
but to all thefe artifices^ I oppofed mv own virtue> 
together with the sepeated advices of my parents^ 
vho plainly perceived the paflion of Don Fernando % 
becaufe he hirafelf took no care to- conceal it from 
the world. They afltired me, that in my virtue and 
prudence alone they confided and depofited their own 
Konour and reputation : they bade me c.onfider the 
if^quality between Don Fernando and me, which 
was a convincing proof that his lo\'e-, though he 
himfelf aflerted the contrary, tended more to his own 
l^tification than my advantage j and faid, if I could 
throw any obflruftion in his way, to make him <^uit 
his unjuft pretenfions, I fhoukl be married imme- 
diately accciding to my own choice, either to on^ 
cf the principal perfons of our own town, or to 
ipme gentleman ia &e neighbourhood^ as I had 

abun* 
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^tundatice of levers, attraSred. by' thfeir wealth, and 
mv reputation. With thdfe affliranccs) the truth of 
"Which I <buld not doiibt) I fortified taf Integrity^ 
'and would never feml any ftpitf to Don Fernando, 
that could, in the moft dlftant manner, flatter him 
with the hope of accompliihifig his wl(b : but all my 
referve, which he ought to have looked upon as the 
cffeft of difdain, ferved only to whet his libidinous 
appetite, which is the true name of the paflion he 
jiiofeffed 5 for, had h been genuine love, you would 
not now be Jiftening to my ftory, which I fhould 
have had no occafionrto recount. 

In fine, t),6n IVrmandb got notice, that my parents 
inten4l^to beftow the 1ft ttfatTh^, that they might 
deprive him of all hdjpe of p^fleif&ng me,, or, at lead 
jprovidc me with more gtratus to- pfrolteftnTy virtue j 
and this pfece.of n^ws alarmedt him fo much, tliat he 
put. in prafticeran eicpedteiit to tetard the dreaded 
match. One night while. 1 (at in niy .apartment| 
attended by mv maid only, the doors being all faft 
locked, that throligh HegHgence rfty virtiTe mlglit 
not be in danger, without knowing or comprehend- 
ing the means of his conveyance, he appeared before 
me in the midft of this referve, precaution, folitude, 
filence, and retreat ! At*flght of him, I was fo much 
confoimricd, that the light forfook my eyes, and my 
tongue denied itacfflrcci fo that being deprivetl of 
the power of utterance, I could not try for help, 
neither, I believe, would he have fuffered me to ex- 
claim ; fdr he inftanrly fctzed me in his- arms, my 
confufion beil^g fuch, that I had not ftrength to de- 
fend myfelf, and began to pour forth fucb protcfla- 
tions, that I caunot concevve how falft^hood Ti able to 
ape truth fo exaCliiy.. .The tniitor's teirsg^ive credit to 
his words, and his (Tghs' confirmed the honcfty of liis 
intention. I.being a poor young creature, by myfelf,. 
altogether unexperienced in thofe affairs, began, I

know not Kow, to believe his falfe profeflion&; hvtt^ 
.not fo as to 6e moved to weak compaflion, either by 
his vows or artful forrow ; on the contrary, my firft 
furprife being, over, I fecollefted my diffipated fpiritSy 
^and with more courage than I thought myfelf pof- 
fefled of, faid to him, Signor, if, inftead of being 
within your arms, as I now am, I was in the paws of 
a fiercJe .lion^ and my deHverance entirely depended 
upon my .doing or faying any thing prejudicial to my 
virtue, it would be as ihipoflible for me to comply 
with thefe terms, as it is impoflible for that which is, 
to Idfe its exiftence : wherefore, though you keep my 
body confined within your arms, I am^i^ full poflet- 
iton of my foul, with all her chafte ddfires, whicjk 
are entirely oppofite to yours,, as you will plainly 
perceive, if yju rcfolve to proceed in gratifying your 
wiflies by force. I am your vafiaj, but not your 
flave: the nobility of your blood neither has, nor 
ought to have, the power of diftionouring or defpifmg 
the lowlinefsof mine ; and my charadler Is as precious 
to me, though I am but a plebeian farmer's daugh- 
ter, as yours' can be to you, who are a nobleman 
and cavalier.

Any pf thefe expreffions in a man, to whom 
jmy parents fliould give me in marriage, would gain 
• my confent and reciprocal inclination 5 nay^ if my 
honour were fafe, I could facrificc my fatisfaftion, 
and voluntarily yield what you, fignor, now attempt 
to obtain by force: this I obferve, that you may 
reft: alTured, that I will never grant any favour to 
him who is. not my lawful fpoufe." 

" If that be your fole objedlion, charming Doro- 
thea (for thit is the name of this wretched creature) 
(aid the perfidious cavalier, behold I here prefent my 
hand, in pledge of being yours for ever j and may 

Heaven,' 
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Heaven, from which nothing is concealed, together 
with that image of the Blefled Virgin, bear witnefs ta 
the fincerity and truth of this declaration." Carde- 
nio, when flie called herfelf Dorothea, was furprifed 
anew, and confirmed in his firft conjcfture : but un- 
willing to interrupt the ftory in which he cxpefted M 
hear the iflue of w^hat he already knew, he only faid, 
'** Is your name Dorothea, madam ? I have heard

£urppfe$ for he was UHc a msm who, m making s| 
argain, never boggles 4t the price of the commodi^ 
ty, becau(e he never intends to pay it. At the fame;. 
time» I held a ihort conference with my own breaft^ 
faying within myfcliF, ** Neither fliall I be the firft^ 
witOf by marriage, has^ rifen from 9, low ilation, ta 
f«rik and grandeur $ nor will Don Fernando be the 
lirft nobleman whotii beauty, or rather blind aSec-» 
tioo>^ath induced tcfharefcis greatnefs with a part-^ 
ner ^ uit^ual birth. Sitice therefore, I neither 
inake a new WorM nor a new cuilom,.i$ is but reafonf 
able in nic to en^brace this honour ''that fortune- 
throws in my way v. and although the aiFe£lion he 
profeiies fhoulJ nos furvive the accomplifiiment of 
(lis wifh, I fiiaU neverthelefs, in the fight of God>. 
remain Iiis true and lawful wife. Befides, fhould I 
treat him with difdain, { fee he is determined to 
tranfgrefs the bounds of duty, and avail hi«ifelf of 
force V in which caie, I ft all be dilhonoured and in*- 
excufable in the opinion of thofe who do not know 
how innocently I have incurred; their cenfure ; for 
where fliaU I find arguments to perfuade my parents^, 
(hat this cavalier entered my apartment without, 
my knowledge and confent. 

All thefe reflexions, which my imagination re- 
▼olved- in an rnftant, began to fway me towards that 
which (though I little thought fo) proved my ruin ^ 
cfpecially when aided and inforced by the oaths o£ 

Don 
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Don Fernando, the powers he called to witncfs, the 
tearS'he fced^ anxt, }n fljort, by his genteel carriage 
and agreeable difpofition, accompanied by fuch 
piarks o£ real paffion, as might have melted aiiM 
other heart a& fpft and miexperienecd as mine. Jt 
galled n^y maid to be a joint evidence with the powers 
of Heaven : Don Fern;\ndo repeated and confirmee^ 
his paths ;. took other faints tp witnefs hU iptegritv 5 
imprecated a thooGmd cnrfea on his head, in cafe be;

The morning that fucceeded this night of n(iy mif- 
fortune^ did not ,^rrive fo foon, I believe, as Pox* 
Fernando coold have wiflied ; for when once a maa 
h^th. fatisfied his rage of appetite, . his chief inclina*. 
tion is to q^uit the fcene of ms fuccefs. This I ob-- 
fsrvc, becaufe Don Fernando feemed impatient to be

I told him at parting, 
that now I w^s his wife, he might fee me any night by 
the fame means he had ufed to procure this firft inter- 
view, until he ftiould think proper to make our mar- 
riage public : but excepting the following night, I 
could never fet eyes on him, either in the ftreet or at 
church, during a whole month, which I fpent in the 
litmoft anxiety of expeftation, although I kn^w he 
was in town, and almoft every day employed in the 
chace, an exercife to which he was greatly addifted. 
Thofe were doleful and dift rafting hours 'and days to 
me J for then I began to doubt, and afterwards to 
difbelieve the faith of Don Fernando j then was my 
maid expofed to thofe rebukes for her prefumption, 
which fhe had never heard before : then was I obliged 
to hu(band my tears, and wear cpmpofure on my 
countenance, that I might not give occafion to my 
parents to afk the caule of tny difcontent; and be 
put to the trouble of inventing falfehoods to deceive 
them* But all this conftraint was baniihed by an 
event, the knowledge of which trod down all other 
refpefts, put an end to all my prudent meafures, and 
by deftroying niy patience, publilhed my misfortune 
to the world. This was no other than a^teport that 
foon after prevailed in our town, by which I learned 
that Don Fernando was married, in a neighbouring 
city, to a young lady of exceeding beauty, and dif- 
tinguiflied birth, though her parents could not give 
her a portion fuitable to fuch a noble alliance. I un- 
derftood her name was Lucinda, and that feveral fur- 
prifing accidents had happened at their nuptials." 

Cardenio hearing Lucinda's name, though he faid 
nothing, Chrugged up his fhoulders, bit his lips, cbn- 
trafted the fkin of his forehead, and difcharged from 
his eyes two fountains of tears : but, notwithftand- 
xng, Dorothea continued her ftory, faying, " Thi^ 
» " ' melan^ 
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melancholy piece of news no fooner reached my cars* 
than, inftead of freezing, it inflamed my heart with 
fuch rage and fury, that I had well nigh run out into 
the ftreets, and publiflied aloud the falfehood and 
treachery he had pr^£iifed upo^r me ; but my rage 
was reftrained for that time» by a plan which I coiv- 
ceived, and a£lually put in execution that very night;. 
I drefled myfelf in this garb, which I received from 
one of the fwains belonging to the houfe, to whqm 
I difclofed my whob misfortune, intreating him to 
attend me to the city, where I underftood my adverr 
iary was. After . having'difapproved of the attempt, 
and blamed my refoUition, feeing xhe determined, he 
offered to keep me company, as he faid, to tlie 
world's end j that moment I packed up my woman's 
drefs in a pillow-cafe, together withfome jewels ami 
money, as a refource in time of need; aind, in the 
dead of that very night, without giving the leait binf 
to my perfidious . maid, left my father's houfe, and 
accompanied by my fervant, and a thoufand ilrange 
imaginations, fet out fot that city on foot, winged 
with the defire of finding Don Fernando; and re- 
folved, though I could not prevent what was already 
.done^ to demand with what conference he had 
done it. 

In two days and an half I arrived at the city, and 
enquiring for the houfe of Lucinda's parents, the 
.firft perion to whom I put the queftion, told me 
more than I defired to hear. He directed me to the 
houfe, and related every incident which had happened 
at his daughter's wedding ; a ftory fo public, that it 
was become the common town-talk. He faid, that on 
the night of their nuptials, after flie had pronounced 
the Yes, by which he became her hufband, Lucinda 
was feized with a violent fit ; that Don Fernando 
opening her breaft to give her frefli air, found in it a 
paper written with her own hand, importing that 

ihe 
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tffie could not lawfully efpmife Ferniando, being al* 
ready the wife of Carcfenio, who, as the man told 
me, wis one of the principal cavaliers of that town ; 
and that (he had now pronounced thefi^al Yes, merely 
becaufe (he would 4iot fwerve from the obedience Arc 
owed to her parents: m ffiort, he fard the contents 
of the.pftf)er plainly gave them to underftand, thit 
'Ae intended ifo make away with berfelf, immedi- 
-*fel^ after tfie cereihony, induced by the rcaforisc 
which were there contained ; and this refolution ^as 
confirmed by a poignard which they found conceafcd^ 
in fomc part of her drefe. Don Fernando perceiving, 
t)]r what happened, that Lucinda had baractf, fcom- 
tdy and undervalued his addrefles*, fan tp lier1>eforfe 
ibe had recovered the mfe of her feirfeSt arid with the 
poignard they Kid ibiind,. would have ftabbed her to 
the heart, had he ndt been prevented by her parent* 
and the reft of the company. It was, nioreover, re*- 
ported that Don Fernando immediately retired : and 
ihat I>ucinda conlrinued in a fit till next day. When 
i3ie recovered fi*om her fwoon, fhe declared to her fa- 
ther and mother, that (he was the true tind lawful 
wife of that fame Cardenio^ who it feems, was pre- 
fent at the ceremony 5 and who,- when hefaw hetr 
aftually married, contrary. tp his. former belief and 
firm expeftation, quitted the city in defpalr, having 
fifft left a writing, that declared the wrong fte had 
done bkn, and fignified his intention, to banifh 
himfelf for ever from the fociety of mankind. AB 
this tranfaftion was fo notorious and public in thc. 
city, as to furnifli difcourfe for every body 5 and the 
fubjedi was not diminifhed when it was known, that 
-Lueinda wa» not to be found either in her father's 
houfe, or any other part of the town, which was 
fcarched atl over by her parents, who had almoft run 
diftra£^ed, not knowing what other method they 
ihould take to retrieve her. This information revived 
- - my 
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my hopes a little ; for I was better plcafcd to have 
ihifled Don Fernando^ than to have found him married 
to another v thinkings that every gate of comfort 
■was not yet (hut againft me ; and that Heaven, per- 
haps, had thrown that impediment in the way of his 
fecond marriage, with a view of making him rcfleft 
upoYi what he owed to the firft ; and reminding him 
of his being a chriftian, confequently more interefted 
in the care of his foul, than in any other human con* 
cern. All thefe things I revolved in my imagination ;, 
and as I had no reaL comfort, confoled myfelf with, 
the moft feeble and diftant hope,, itt order to fup- 
port a life which I now abhor. 

While I remained in this city, undetermined what 
courfe to take, as I could not find Don Fernando, I 
heard a public cryer defcribe my perfon and drcfs,. 
and offer a confiderable reward to any one that fiiould 
difcover where I was. Nay, it was faid, that I had 
feduced from my father's houfe the young man who 
idttended me ; a circumftance th^t touched n^e to the 
very foul : finding my credit fallen fo low, that they 
were not fatisfied with publifhing my cfcape, but

was literally my cafe : my trufty fervant, who had hi • 
therto behaved with fuch zeal and fidelity, feeiag me 
in this fcffttary place, and inlligated by his own 
^vilUny, rather than any beauty of mine, attempted 
to avail himfelf of the ojpjportui^ity which he thought

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this defert offered ^ and with great impudeiiGejt eon- 
tempt of Heaven, ^pd difregard to me, began to talk 
of love ; when, finding that I rejefted his immodeft 
propofals with juft indignation and difdain, he laid. 

' afide intreaties for the ufe of thofe who might pleafe 
to ufe them, and began to employ force for the ac- 
complifhment of his will : but, juu Heaven, who felr 
dom or never abandons the righteous intention, fa- 
voured and affifted mine fo efFeftually, that with th^ 
little ftrength I have, and no great trouble, I pufhed 
him over a precipice, unknowing whether or not he 

. furvived the fall: then, as nimbly as my wearinefs 
and terror would allow, I penetrated farther into 
the mountain, without any other thought or inteur 
tion, than that of keeping myfelf concealed from 
my father, and thofe whom he had employed to find 
me out. 

^ I know not how many months I have lived in this 
place, where I met with a grazier, who took me into 
his fervice, and carried me to his houfe, which (lands 
in the very heart of the mountain. Him I have ferved 
all this time, in quality of a cowherd, endeavouring 
to be always in the field, that I miglit the more eafily 
Conceal that hair which hath now fb unexpeftedly 
difcovered my fex : yet all my care and induftry were 
vain i for my matter having found me out to be a 
woman, was feized with the fame defire that took 
poflefiion of my own fcrvant. But fortune with the 
evil does not always fend the remedy ; for, I could 
neither find rock nor bog, by which I might have 
difabled my matter,, as I had before puniflied my 
man : and therefore, as the leatt inconvenience, I 
have left his houfe, and chofen to hide myfelf again 
among thefe thickets, rather than try my ftrength 
againft him, in defence of my innocence. I fay, I 
returned to thefe woods, in hopes of finding a place 
in which I might, without impediment, implore

my mifery, and give me induftry and grace to over- 
come it, or quit my being in this foiitftde, without 
leaving behind me the leall trace or^ remembrance of 
this forlorn wretch, who, without any fault of her 

..own, hath afforded fa much matter for converfaticBi 

-^and cenfure both at home and abroad. 



CHAP. 11. 

Of the beautiful Dorothea's diferetion ; with other 
pleafant and enter tainjng particulars. 

** 'T* HIS, gentlemen, is the genuine detail of my 
^ tragic llory : confider, therefore, and judge 
whether or not I have fufficient caufe to heave more 
" fighs than I huve vented, utter more complaints than 
,you have heard, and fhed more tears than have 
flowed from mine eyes ; and when you fhall have de- 
liberated upon the quality of my misfortune, you 
will perceive how vain all confolation muft be; as 
the difeafe admits of no remedy. I only alk what 
. you eafily can, and ought to grant, namely, that 
. you would inform me where I can pafs my life> wsth- 
-out being haraffed by the furprifc and fear of be- 
ing found by thofe who are in fearch of me. Foi, 
though I am well affured that my parents, out of 
their great love and affeftion, would receive me again 
-into meir favour, fuch is the fhame and confufion I 
feel at the bare thought of their having altered their 
opinion to my prejudice, that I would rathei' conceal 
myfelf from their fight for ever, than appear in their 
prefence, under the fufpicion of having adled con- 
trary to the expeftations they entertained from my 
virtue." So faying, (he left off fpeaking, and her 
face was overfpread with a blufli that plainly denoted 
the fentiments and confufion of her foul. Thofe 

who 
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who had heard her ftory^ were equally furprifel 
and aiBi^d at her misfortune ^ to which the curate 
was going to offer ^feme confolation and advice, 
when Cardenio took her hj the hand, faying, " It

whole courfe of my unfortunate ftory?" 

'^ I am, replied Cardenio, that unfortunate man, 
to ^hom, as you have obferved, Lucinda faid ^e 
wastnarried. 1 am that miferable Cardenid, whom 
the vilbiny of him who reduced yoti to your prefent 
:fituation, hsidi brought to thi^ deplorable condition 
•in which you now fee ine^ rsigged^ half<4iaked, de{- 
;titut^ of idli hunian^ comfbn> and, which 16 ililT 
worfe, deprived of my underftanding^, except $it cef-^ 
:tain fhort intervals, that I enjoy by tn^^rmiffion of 
Heaven. I, Dorothea, am the perfon who was pre* 
fent at the perfidy of Don Fernando, and heard Lu- 
•cinda pronounce the fatal Yes, by whidviflie accepted 
^im for a hufband. I am he who wanted refolulion 
ito wait the ilFuc of her fwoon, or ftay and fee thfe 
refill t of that paper which was found in her bofom r 
for my foul could not fuftain the /hock of fiich ao- 
etmiuiated misfortune ;' and therefore I quitted the 
lioufe, already, abandoned bf ihy patience, and leav*- 
inga letter with my hoft, whoral charged to deliver 
-k into Lucinda^s own hand, betodk myfelf to theft 
defeitts, with an intention here to finifti the life whi^h 
from thatin&ant I have abhorred as my moft invete- 
rate foe. -But fate hath not ^ been pleafed to grant 
my wifli, contenting itldf witli Slaving depri^ ni^ 

of 
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of mf judgment^ with a view, p^ri>|ip% of refcrving 
me for better fortune 4 which I begin to hope may 
proceed from tliis Ittcky meeting with you> fince, .if : 
that which yoii have recounted be true, as I believe it 
is, there is a pofiibility that Heaven may have in Cbove - 
for us both a more favourabte termination of our 
•difafters than we imagine ; for, fuppoiing that Lu- 
ciiida, who is already my wife» as ilie hath openly 
♦declared, cannot be married to Don Fernando, nor 
he JawfuUy wed her, being already efpoufed to you, 
I think we have room to hope, that Heaven will one 
day reilore what mutually belongs to us ; as it is 
neither alineated, ruined, nor irretrievable. And 
fmce tills confolation (till remains, fprung from hopes 
that are not very remote, and founded on expecta- 
tions which are not the efieiSts of a difordered ima- 
gination, I entreat you, madam, in the purity of 
your fentiments, to change your prefent refolution, 
as I intend to alter mine, wd accommodate yourfelf . 
to the hopes oi better fortune ; for I fwcar upon the 
faith of a gentleman and a ehrilli^n, that I will ne- . 
ver abandon you,, until I fee you in the arms of Dor 
Fernando, whom, if' I cannot, by rt^ibnable argu- 
ments, bring to a true fenfe of his duty towards you, 
I will then ufe that privilege to which every gentle- 
man is intitled, and, in fingle combat, demand fa- 
tisfaCtion for the injury he has done you, without 
minding my own wrongs, which I will leave to the 
vengeance of Heaven, diat may tlie fooner revenge 
yours upon earth." 

Tliis fpeech of Cardenio put an end to the fur- 
prife of JDorethea, who being at a lofs how to thank 
him for his kind and generous ofFer, ilooped in order 
to kifs his feet ; but this piece of condefcenfion he 
would by no means allow. The pricft anfwering for 
both, approved of Cardenio's declaration ; and, in a 
particular manner, intreated, advifed, and perfuaded 

tliem 
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them to accompany him to the village where he lived, 
in order to provide themfelvcs with what they wanted ; 
and there confult fome fcheme either for finding Don. 
Fernando, or for carrying Dorothea back to her pa- 
rents, or, in ftiort, for doing that which fhould feem 
moft neceflfary and convenient. Cardenio and Doro- 
thea thanked him for his courteous offer, which they

obferved, that if this resolution Ihould hold, it was 
poflible he might never attain to the rank of an em- 
per^, as he was in duty bound, nor even to that of 
an archbifhop, which was the leafl he could exped. 
tie'defired tnem, therefore, to confiderfome means 

of 
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of difengaging the knight from his folitude. The 
prieft bade him be under no concern, for they would 
fall upon a method to remove his mafter, whether 
he would or no. 

Then he explained to Cardenio and Dorothea, the 
plan they had laid to cure Don Quixote of his mad- 
nefs, or, at leaft, bring him back to his own houfe. 
This Dorothea no fooner underftood, than fhe told 
him, that fhe was more proper than the barber for 
afting the part of the diftrefled damfel ; efpecially, as 
fhe had cloaths along with her, that would anfwcr 
the purpofe •, and bade them truft to her, for repre- 
feiiting every part of the charafter, which fhould be 
necefTary towards the fuccefs of their defign ; for, 
flie had read a great many books of chivalry, and 
was perfectly well acquainted with the ftile in which 
afflifted damfels were wont to beg boons of kiiigb;*- 
errant. " If that be the cafe, faid the cura'te^'^let 
us not delay the execution of our fcheme : for, with- 
out doubt. Heaven feems to favour my endeavours ;

this priinc^fs to come from thence in queft of him,'* 
'** Bleffed queft ! cried Sancho, and happy finding, 
fay J, efpecially, if my matter {bould be fo fortu- 
nate is to ri^ht the wrong, and redrefs the griev- 
ance, by" killihg that fon of a whore of a giant that 
yoiir worfhip mentions : and kill him he Certainly 
will, if they fhould once meer, provided he. be not 
a phantom^ for, you muft know, mj mafter has 
,no power over phantoqis. But, one thing among. 
many others, I muft beg of you, Mr* Licentiate, 
and that is,, to ^ut my mafter out of conceit of an 
:frchbifhopric, for, I am afraid his inclination Jeans 
that way, and advife him to marry this princefs out 
of hand, a match which will make it impoifible for 
him to receiye holy orders \ and therefore he will the 
more eafily arrive at the feat of empire, and I at the 
end of my wifli. For 1 have carefully confidcrcd 
the affair, arid by my reckoning, I fhall not find my 
account in his being an archbifliop/ as I am altoge- 
ther unfit for thexrhurch, by the reafon of my being 
married j and for me, who have a wife and children

to 
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10 be petitioning for difpenfations to hold livings^ 
would be an endlefs ta(k. Wherefore, fignpr, the 
point is this : let my mafter immediately take to wife 
the fame lady, wJiofe name I do not knovr ; fbrj itj»- 
deed, I never faw her grace before this bleflfed mi- 
nute." " She is called the pxiiiccfe Micomicona,' 
replied tlrc curate, becaufe, her kingdom being Mi- 
comicon, it is plain her name muft be Micohiicona/*' 
** Yes, to be fure, faid Sancho, I have known fe ve- 
ra! people take a fimame and addition from the place 
of their nativity, calling themfeLves, for example, 
Pedro d'Alcala, Juaa de lJbeda„ Diego de VaUado- 
lid; and I fuppofe.th^y have the lame cuftom ia 
Guinea, where the quedns take their names from the 
kingdoms they rule.** The prieft confirmed Sancho's 
opinion, and prnmifcd to urc his utmod'inSuence to- 
promote tlie marriage of the knight. With this af-- 
f urauce Sancho retted as much fatisfied as the other- 
was furprifed at his fimpHcityv when he perceived* 
how carefully he cheriflied, in his imagination, the- 
fame extravagant whims that po^effed hia mafter, 
who, he firmly believed, would one day become vtk

^Dy thi^ time, Dorothea being mounte4 on the cu«- 
rate's mule, and thebarber's face accommodated with 
the ox's tail, by way of beard, they dftfirj^d Sancho 
to guide thetti to' the pl^ce w%^re Don Quixote;: was, • 
and cautioned htm ajainft pretending to know the ' 
licentiate and his eompalSon, affl^ring him that Jhis 
matter's becoming an emperor entirely depended upon ' 
his profeffing ignorance of their perft^ns. Yet nei- 
ther the curate nojr Cardtenio would accompany them ;

between tlicm •, and it was not yet proper that the 
prieft fliould appear ; for which reafons, they let the 
reft proceed by themfelves, and they followed at *

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fmall diftance, after the curate had given her cue to 
i)oYothezy who deCrcd him to make himfelf perfeftly 
xafy on her account j for ihe would aft the part af- 
fjgned to her, without having the leaft occaCon for a 
prompter, in the true ttyle and ^irit of knight- 
errantry. ' 

Having trayelled about three quarters of a league, 
they difcovcfed Don Quixote already cloathed, though 
Itill unarmed^ (itting in the midil of a labyrinth of 
rocks; and Dorothea no fooner underftood it was 
lie, in confequence oi Sancho's information, than (lie 
Vhipt up her palfrey, clofe attended by the well- 
bearded barber, who, when flie approached the 
knight^ threw himfelf . from .. his" mule, and ran to 
i^elp lus lady to alight. But (he, difmounting with 

freat agility, went and fell upon her knees before 
)on Quixote, whom, in fpite of his repeated en- 
.^eayours to xaife her, fhe avcofted in thefe words : 
^.** Never will I rife from tl^s pofture, moft valiant 
^i iiwincible knight, . until, your benevolence and 
courtefjT grant me a boon, which will not only re- 
4Dund to.the hon<Air and applaufe of your own per- 
fon, but alfo to the advantage of the moft injured 
jsuid difconfolate dapifel that ever the fun beheld 5 
and, if the valour of your mighty arm correfponds 
with the voke of your immortal fame, you are 
^iiged to favour the unfortunate, who, ^ttrafted by 
tne odour of your celebrated liame, come from far 
diftant regions :in queft of jgur affiftance.'* *' Beau- 
teous lady. Implied Don Quixote, I will not anfwer 
one word, nor hear one circumftance of your afiairs, 
until you rife from the ground." " I will not rife, 
fignpr, anfwered the afflifted dajpafel, until I (hall 
have obtaincS from your condefcenfion the boon I 
beg." ** I condefcend and grant it, refumed the 
knight, provided, in fo doing, I aft neither to the 
detriment nor derogation of my king, my country, 
. . and 
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and her who holds my heart and liberty enflaved *.** 
«' Your compliasice, , worthy fignor, replied the 
mourning lady, (hall in no ways zff6£t the excep- 
tions you have made." 

At that inftant Sancho came up, and whifpered 
foftly in his matter's ears : " Your worihip may fafei]^ 
grant the boon (he afks, which is a mere trifle. ; no 
more than flaying a gigantic fort of a fellow; and 
(he who begs it, is the high and mighty princefs Mi- 
comicona, queen of the great empire of Micomicon 
in ^Ethiopia." " Whofoever (he is, anfwered Don 
Quixote, I will do what I am in duty bound to per« 
form, and a£l according to the diftatcs of my own 
confciencc, and conformable to the order I profefs.** 
Then turning to Dorothea, " Rife, moft beautiful 
lady, faid he, the boon you afk is granted." « Then 
what I afk is this, refumed the damfel> that. your 
magnanimity would immediately accompany me., to 
the place from whence I cime, and promife to at- 
tempt no other adventure, nor grant any other re* 
queft, until you fhall have taken vengeance on a 
traitor who hath ufurped my crown, contrary to «11 
right human artS divine," '« I grant your requeft, 
madam, anfwered Don Quixote; henceforth . you

We arc told hy Joinville, that the queen of St. Lewis being big with 
child, and in the utmoft terror of falling aliyc into the hands of th« 
infidels at Damletta in ^gypt, (ell upon her knees befpre an M 
knight turned oi^urfcore, and conjured him to. grant her boon : The 
old man having promifcd to comply, on the faithprf his knightjiood, 
Ihe told him the favour (he fo preflingly foliated, was, that he would 
cut off her headvJ)efore (he Ihould fall into the hands'of the eneniy :

The diftteflfed damfcl ftntggkd with great perfe- 
vci^iice .fo kifs his hand; but Don Quixote, who 
was ill ^U ttf^Bi^ a well-bred Itnlgbt, would by no- 
nwans J«lk>w fttch humiliation : on JChe contrary, 
taifing iier up,^ he embraced her with great poHtc- 
Hcfe and cordiality, ordering Sancho tii fecurc Rozi- 
iftrtHe'5 ginhs, amd help him to arm with all cxpe- 
<Hti6n. The -ftjuire taking down the larmour, which 
Itaig on a ffrce, in the manner of a trophy, and ad- 
joftiiig the horfc's girths, in a twinkling, equipped 
His matter, Wio finding himfclf armed, •• Now, 
UmA he, kt u« gd, hi the tiamc of Gj|d, to fhe affift- 
ance of this high-born lady." Tfte barber, who 
Wd$ all this time on his knees, at infinite pftins to 
f referve his gravity -and his t)eard, the fall of which, 
perhaps, would have utterly ruined their laudable 
4efign, when he found the boon was granted, and 
ftiw with what cagensrcfs the knight undertook to 
ftfHlllt, rofe up, and, with the affiftance of Don 
<Juixorc, helped his hdy upon her mule agai|n; 
Hheri her proteftor beftrode Rozinantc, and he him- 
Mf mottntcd^is own beaft, while Sailcho Pansta, 
feeing left on Toot, felt the lofs of Dapple anew :' 
but this he contentedly bote, believing that his 
matter was now in the right road, and almoft at the 
vety point of being ah emperor: frtr he aflured

life! No, to be fure, fleep on, void pf all inven- 
tion or ability io difpoCe of your w<are, and fell t\^ltt/f 
Of ten thoufand flav^sg in the turning of a (Irair. 
-Before Qoi \ Til matke 'thcKfl fly, lijttle and bl^, or 
juft as I may ; and, black^i a6 they ar^e^ turn the^n »ll 
into whit^ and y'ellows. JUet me alone to Cixck^fo^ 
jown fingeiE!6." With thiefe conceits he \y^ fo mych - 
rengr^fled, and fo well fati&iG^ that'he ^u^Uy &r* 
:jgat the psiin of travelling ^on foot.

meeting with the mirror of chivalry, my worthy 
compatriot Don Quixote de la Mancha, tne flower 
and cream of gentility, the proteftor and phyfician 
of the diftrefled, and quinteflence of knights-<rrant !** 
oo faying, he embraced the left knee of Don Quix- 
ote, who, being aftonifhed at the words and aftion 
of the man, began to coniider his features with 
great attention, and at length recollecting him, 
was ftruck dumb with admiration at feeing him in 
that place, and made many efforts to alight ; which 
wheji the prieft oppofed, " Give me leave, Mr/ Li- 
centmte, faid he, it is not feemly, that I (hould rer 
main on horfeback, when fuch a reverend perfon as 

}rou travels on foot/* ** I will by no means, an- 
wered the curate, confent to your alighting; (ince on 
Itorfeback, your mighty arm hath atchieved the greateft 
exploits and adventures that this age hath feen, it ihall 
fuffice for me, who am but an unworthy prieft, to get . 
upt with permiflion, behind this gentleman who tra- 
vels in your'worfliip's company ; and then I fhall ima- - 
gine myfelf mounted upon Pegafus, a Zebra, or that 
Hcrj courfer thatcarried the famous moor Muzaraque, 
who ftill lies enchanted in the vaft mountain Zulema, 
at a little diftance from the great Compluto," " I did 
not think of that expedient, Mr. Licentiate, refumeH 
the knight, but I know that my lady the princefs 
will, out of regard to me, be-pleafed to order her

taken off and ibaved as clean by the heel of the 
mule, as if it had been, done by the hand of a bar- 
ber ►**. The curate, feeing the rifle he ran of being* 
dete<%ed in his fcheme, fhatched up the tail; and 
tunning with it to Mr. Nicholas,, who (till lay htU 
lowing for help, puUed his head to his breaft with 
one jerk, and clapping it on again,, muttered fome 
words, which he laid, was an infallible charm for 
fixing on beardis, as they (hould prefently fee ; ac- 
cordingly r when the afiair was adjufted, he quitted 
the fquire, who now feemed as well bearded and as 
found as ever : a circuraftance that, above pieafure, 
furprifed the knight, who begged, that the curate, 
at a proper opportunity, would impart to him the

I am ' 
much miilaken in my notions -of kingdoms, if you 
are not bound for .Micomicon/' She, who had bcea 
well Inftrufted in her cae, concluding, that fhe muft 
answer in tht affjxmativc, faid, '^'Yes, fignor, that' 
13 -the place of my dellination.** ** Then you mull 
pafs through ^ur village,, anfwercd the curate, anS 
talcje your xoutse to Carthagena, where your highnefa 
may happily embark 5 and if you ixieet with no Jiur- 
ricane, tut be Javoured with a fair wind and ftnooth 
lea, in fometjiing lefs than nine years, you may ^ej . 
fight of that vail Take Meona, I mean, Meotis, whicli 
is a little more than one hundred days journey from 
your majefty's kingdom." " Your worfliip muft be 
miftaken Jald the princcfs,, for two years are not 
yet elapfed fince I fet out from thence 5 and thqpgh 
the weather has always been bad, 1 have already 00* 
tuined what I fo much longed after, namely, the 
tight of fignor Don Quixote dc la Mancha, whofc 
fame reached my ears as foon as I landed in Spain> 
9nd induced me to come in queft of him, that I ^ 
mighj foiicit his courtefy, and truft my righteous 
caufe to. the valour of his invincible arm,^ *' Enough,, 
madam,' faid Don Quixote 5 fpare your encomiums j 
for I am an utter enemy to all forts of adulation ; 
and although you are not to be fufpeac4 of flattery,.

"ndcrable fiimt and yefterday,, P^^^^g th-rougfe -ihis^ 
piace, we were fet lipop by 'four higbwayttienw ^who" 
(tripped us even to our very ^hiflf^rs^ ^^^t-hdt iiis 
fuch a manper as obliged the barber to yv^^x artificial* 
ones,; ^^nd you may fee, pointing to-Cardcnlo, hgiif 
th^y'have flefpoil^ed the face of this .ypung ^man whcK 
^ccopfipanied us 5 and the cream pf the ftory is,'rthat 
according to the public report, which prevails in thife. 
^eighboufboodj fhofe yrho robbed us' w^re galley- 
flaves, tl:iat, almoft in this very jilace,. werefetat fi- 
bber ty by ^ ixiswx fo ydiant, as to }et tjiem aUloofe,,, 
in fpite .of the. cpmmiflTary and'his guar.ds. Witlioitt 
all doubt, he muil havj2 ibcen deprived pf his fenfe»,- 
QT as great ^ villam as any of thcffebei^recdy or feme 
pcrfonvold of all confci^nce and feeling,, who could 
thus turn loofe the wolf among .the laTnbs,^ tllG fax 
among the poultry, aiul the flies among the honey- 
pots ; defrauding juftice, and reb^Uing, ^gaiiift h\& 
king and ; rightful fovereign, by .afting contrary 16* 
his jufl convuands,. in depriving tlxj gallic of their 
hands, and patting in confufion the holy bro^heiv 
hood, which have continued fo^ manj^ years fn un- 
diilurbed repofe : in ihoxty lie hath dona a^ deed tli^& 
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may tend to the perditioQ of his own foul as well as 
body:'' 

Sancho had bdfote r:eCottnted to them the advent 
ture of the gailey-^flaYes, which he had atchieved 
with fo much glory ; and therefore the curate urged 
it home, in order to obfcrve.the behaviour of Don 
Quixote, who changed colour a( every word, with- 
out daring to own hitnfelf the deliverer of that wor- 
vthy crew. •* Thofe, added tlie prieft* where the per- 
fons who rifled us ) and God of his infinite mercy 
forgive the man who prevented, the puniihment they 
ib richly deferved !" ,

CCAItCE had the curate pronounced this apof* 
.^ trophe, when Sancho blundered out, "Then,

I chanced to light upon 
a firing of miferable and difcontented obje£ts, in be- 
half ot whom I a£led according to the dilates of 
my religion, without minding the confequence ; and 

he 
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he who takes umbrage at what I have done, faving 
the facred charader and honourable perfon of Mr; 
Licentiate, is, I infill upon it, utterly ignorant of 
chivalry, and lies like the bafe-born fon of a whore ; 
and this aflertion I will make good with my fword, 
in the mod ample manner." So faying, he fixed 
himfelf in the ftirrups, and cocked his beaver ; the 
barber's bafon, wliich hd miftook for Mambrino** 
helmet hanging ufelefs at the fdddle-bow, until the 
damage it received from the galley -flaves could be 
Repaired. 

Dorothea, who was equally prudent and witty>^ 
underftanding that every body prefent, except. San-* 
cho, diverted themfelves with the extravagant hu-* 
rhour of Don Quixote, was willing to have her (hare 
of the entertainment, and accordingly, perceiving 
that his indignation was raifed, "Sir knight, faid 
file, I hope your worftiip will remember your pro- 
faiife to me, by which you are reftridted from en* 
gaging in any other adventure, howfoever preffing it- 
inay be. Subdue your refentment therefore, and be 
affured, that had Mr. Licentiate known the galley- 
flaves were fet at liberty by that invincible arm, he 
would have taken three ftitches in his mouth, and 
bit his tongue three times, rather than have uttered 
one word that fliould redound to the prejudice of your 
worfliip." **That I fwear I would have done, faid 
tiie curate, ay, and have plucked oiF one of my 
whiikers to boot." •* Madam, anfwered the knightj 
I am (ilent. I will reflrain the juft indignation which 
begins to rife within me, and proceed in the utmoft 
peace and quiet,* until I fhall have fulfilled the boon* 
ipromifed to your highnefs : but, in recomper ce for 
this my kind intention, I befeech* you, if it be not 
too much trouble, to make me acquainted with the 
nature of your misfortune ; and tell me the number, 
quality, and condition of thofe perfons on whom i 
am to take juii fati$fa£lion and full vengeance, in

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your tehatf." " With ail nw heart> anfwered Do* 
Tothest, though I am afraid oi tiring you with a re* 
cital of my woes and misfortunes." The knight af-' 
fured her that would be impoflible ; and fhe relumed^ 
** Well then, be fo good a/& to favour me with your 
attention." * 

At thefe words-Cardenio and the barber went up 
clofe to her, in order to hear what ftory (he, in her 
difcretion^ would invent ; and Sanclio Panza, who 
was as much deceived as his mailer, followed their 
example. After (he had feated herfelf firmly in the 
iaddle, cleared her pipes with a hem or two, and 
made other preliminary g^ilures, flie, with great 
fprightlinefs, thus began : 

'^ Tn the firft place, gentlemen, you muft know^ 

that my name is ^ ." Here (he made a full 

ftq>, having forgot how the curate had chriftened 
her : but this defeat was fooa remedied v for, im-^ 
mediately conceiving the caufe of her heHtation, he 
£iid> '' It is no wonder, madam, that your highnefe 
is diilurbed and difordered at the recoUeftion of your

orphan: hut this Coniideratio% he faidi did not

the malicious tyrant praftifes, in order to furprifc 
and intimidate thofe who behold him:^ I fay, my" 
father forefaw by his art, that this giant, informed 
of my being an orphan, would invade me with jk 
great army, and deprive me of mry whole kingdom^ 
without leaving fo much as a village for my retreat ^ 
and that nothing could prevent this my ruin and mis- 
fortune, unlefs I would confent to marry htm ^ 
though fo far as he could ieaon, it would never 
come into my thoughts to make fudi an unequal 
match : and truly his conjefture was welt founded ;. 
for it never entered into my head to wed thisgiant,. 
or other perfon, howfoever tall and unmeafureabte lie- 
might be. My father, therefore, advifed me that 
when, after his deat^, I fliould get notice that Panda- 
filando was beginning to invade my kingdom 5 T 
ihould not ftay to put rayfelf in a pofture of defencev 
which would prove my deftruftion, but freely leave 
him the poflciuon of my realms, if I was refolved ta 
avoid my own death, and to prevent the total de- 
ftruflion of my good and faithful fubjefts : for it 
would be impoflible to defend myfelf againit the in-

fatisfy myfelf about that mole which your royal fa- 
ther mentioned." " You need not give yourfelf 
the trouble, faid Sancho, I know your worfliip hath 
Juft fuch a mole on the middle of your back-bone, ' 
which is a fign of ftrength." ** That aflurance is 
fufEcient, refumed Dorothea, for, among friends, 
we ought not to ftand upon triifles ;-and it is of very 
little copfequence whether the mole be upon the 
ftioulder or the back bone ; provided there is really 
fuch a mark on any part of your body, which is all 
compofed of the fame flefli : without doubt, my

and now your majefty may proceed." I have no* 
thing more to fay, refumeo the princefs, but that^ . 
at kngth, deftiny has been fo favourable to me in 
my (inding Don Quixote, I reckon, and look upon 
myfelf as queen again, and miftrefs of my wholi 
realms, fince out of his great courtefy and magnifi-^ 
cence he hath promifed, in confequence of the 
boon I aiked, to go with me whitherfoever I ^lall 
conduct: him ; and my intention is no other than to 
bring him face to face with Pandafilando of the 
gloomy afpefi:; that he may, by putting him to 
death, reftore me to the pofleflion of that which he 
■fo unjuftly ufurps j and all this will literally happetty 
as it was prophefied by my worthy father Tinacrib 
the fage, who hath alfo left it written in Chaldean or 
Greek chara£iers, for I cannot read them, that if 
the knight mentioned in the prophecy ihould^ afteir 
having cut off the giant's head, demand m€ m mar- 
riage, I muft inftantly accept of him as my lawful 
hufband, without the leaft hefitation, and give him 
immediate pofleflion of my perfon and throne. 

Don Quixote, hearing this circumftance, cried, 
" What do you think now, friend Sancho ? do ye 
hear what paflTes ? and did not I tell thee as much ? 
Obferve now, whether or not we have not a queen 
-to marry, and a kingdom to govern.** *' Adzookers ! 
it is even fo, cried the fquireli and plague upon the 
"fon of a whore who refufes to marry her, as foon as 
Mr* Pandahilado's weafond is cut : then, wh^t a 
delicate morfel the queen is ! odd ! I wiih all the 
fleas in my bed were fuch as (he !** So faying, he cut 
a brace of capers^ with marks of infinite fatisfac* 

tion. 
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tion, then running up, ^nd taking hold of the bri- 
dle of Dorothea's mule, made her halt, whil^ he, 
falling down on his knees before her, befought the 
princtfe to let him kifs her hand, in token of his re- 
ceiving her as his queen and miftrefs. Which of thp 
company could behold the madnefs of the mailer, 
and the fimplicity of the man, without laughins;'! 
Dorothea a6;uaily gave him her hand, and procpned 
.to make him a grandee, as fooii as, by the favour 
of heavep, flie mould be reftored to the pofleffion df 
her kingdom ; and he thanked her in ternis wbiclk 
redoubled the mirth of all prefei»t. 

•* This, gentlemen, added the damfel, is my ftory j 
and nothing now remain^, but to teH you, that of 
jail the people who attended me when I left my own 
xountry, not one furyivcs, except this well beardeif » 
fquire i all the reft having periihed in a dreadful * 
ftorm that overtook us after we were within fight q£ 
land : he and I miraculoufly floated to the fliore oa 
two planks ; and indeed the whole courfe of my life,. 
;as you raav have obferved in my narration, hatji 
been full oi myftery and wonder. If I have in any 
thing exceeded the bounds of credibility^ or been ie w* 
accurate than I ought, I hope you will impute it to 
that caufe afligned by the Licentiate, in the begins 
iiing of my ftory, namely the continual and extra- 
ordinary affli<5lion that often impairs the memqry of 
•the uHfortunate.*' " But mine (liall not be im- 
paired, n'loft high and virtuous lady ! faid Dop 
,QuLxotc, by all the misfortunes I (hall undergo i^^ 
your ferviccy let them be ever fo great and lAipre-^ 
cedented: therefore, I again confirm the boon I 
have promifedy and fwcar to attend you even to this; 
^world's end, until J get fight qf that ferocious ad-^ 
verfary of yoi|rs, whofe proud head I hope te flicft 
oft) with the aiTiftance of Gk)d, my own arm, and 
the edge of this (I will aot fey good) fword i .thanks* 

* • -to* 
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to Giiles de * iPaflamonte who run away with it>y 
own •/' (this laft apoftrophe he mattered between his 
teeth, and then proceeded a]oud> faying,) And af* 
ter I fliall have deprived him of his head^ and put 
vou ill peaceabk pofleflion of vour throne, you {hall 
be at free liberty to difpofe 01 your perfon, accord- 
nig to yqur own will and plealure j for, while my 
memory is cngroflcd, my will enflaved, and my un- 

derftanding fubjefted to her who 1 fay no more, 

but that it is imj>o{fible I (hould incHne) or have 
the leaft thought towards marrying any other per- 
fon, though flie wefe a perfeft phoenix/* 

Sancho was fo much difgufted at this lad declara^^ 
tioa of his matter refufing the -marriage, that rai- 
jGng.his voice,, he cried with ^reat indignation^ 
f' bignprDpn Qmxot'e^ Iifow and fwcar your wor- 
fhip in crazy,, elfe you would nevewr boggle at jfiar- 
Tying fuch a high-born princefs as this 1 Do yoi» 
imagine that fortune will ofFer Cuch good luck at 
every turn, as fee now prcfents ? or pray, do you 
think my lady Dulcinea more handfome than tht; 
princefs ? I am fure fee is not half fo beautiful, and 
will €ven venture to lay, that fee is not worthy to^ 
tie her majefty's fcoe-ftrings. How the plague feaU 
i ever obtain -the earldom I expefl:, if your worfeip 
goes thus a- fifeing for m.uferooms at fea ? Marry 
ner, marjyher^ in the deivil's name,, without muco- 
ado ; lay Jiold on this kingdom that drops, as it 
were, "into your hand ; and, after yt)ur coronation^, 
make me a marquis or loxd-lieutenant, and tlien the 
devil, if he will, may run away with the reft.'* 

Don Quixote was entagcd, when he heard fuch 
blafphemies uttered againll his miftrefs Dulcineai 
and lifting up his lance, without Ipeaking a fyllable* 
or giving die leaft notice of his intention, difcharged

• K the knight wa« rebbed of his own fword by Gmes, where ditl 
ba find that which he wqre oa this^Qccafion ? 
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two fuch hearty blows upon the fquire, as brought 
him inilantly to the ground, and had not Dbrothefi 
called aloud, and begged of him to forbear, would 
certainly have murdered poor Sancho on' the fpof. 
*^ Do you think, (faid he, after- fom^ paufe) Jou 

Elebcian fcoundrel, that I will always ftand with my 
ands in my pockets ; and that there is nothing to 
be done, but for you to mifbehave, and for me to 
forgive you ? I'll teach you better manners, you ex- 
communicated rafcal, for fuch to be fure you are, 
elfe you would not wag your tongue ag^inft the 
peerlefs Dulcinea. Doirt you know, you groveling 
beggarly villain, that were it not for the valour with 
which me infpites this armj I ihould not have enough 
to kill a flea ? Tell me, you viperifh fcofier, what 
you think hath won this kingdom, cut off di€ 

fiant's.head, and made you a marquis,' for ^11 this 
look upon as already done and determined ? Is it 
not the valour of Dulcinea that makes ufe of my 
arm as the inftrument of her exploits \ In me (he 
fights and overcomes ; In her I live, breath, and 
have my bein?. O thou whorefon, ungrateful ruf* 
fian, who fceft thyfelf raifed from the duft of the 
earth to the rank of nobility^ and rcpaycft the obli- 
gation by flandeiing thy benefaftrefs. 

Sancho was not fo roughly handled but he heard ' 
every fyllable that his matter fpoke, and ftarting up 
as nimoly as he could, ran behind Dorothea's pal^ 
frey, from whence, he faid to the knight, ** PrayJJ 
Sir, if your worfhip is determined again ft marrying 
this great princefs, is it not plain, that the kingdont 
cannot be yours ; and if that be the cafe, what favours 
can you teftow upon me ? This is what I complain 
-of. . I w6uld your worfhip would, once for all, marry 
this queen, who is, as it were, rained down fronr 
heaven upon us*, and then you may converfe with 
my lady uulcineaj according to the cuftom of fome 
kings who keep concubines* As to the affair, of 

beauty> 
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beauty, I will not intermeddle, but, if the truth 
may oe tdd, I like them both very well, though I 
never faw my lady iDulcinea in my life." How \ 
not feen her ? blafphemous traitor \ cried Don 
Quixote ; have you not juft brought a meflage from 
her ?" " I fay, anfwered Sancho, that when I faw 
her, I-had not an opportunity of examining the par* 
ticulars of her beauty and good qualities one by one > 
but altogether, (he pleafed mc very much,"^ " Now, 
Sancho, faid Don Quixote, I exculpate thee, and 
thou muft forgive what I did in my wrath j for no 
man can command the (irft emotion of his paffion^'. 
** That 1 can plainly perceive, anfwered the fquire, 
and therefore, the defire^of fpeakins is always the 
firft motioa in me ; and truly, when once my 
tonsue begins to itch, I cannot for my blood keep it 
within my teeth." « For all that, friend Sancho^ 
faid the knight, I would have you confider before you 
fpeak ; for, though the pitcner goes often to the 
wcU-^I need n^ mention what follows :** *< In good 
time, replied the fquire, there is a God above, wha 
fees the fnare, and will judge which ef us is mod to 
blame } I in fpeaking, or your worihip in doing 
evil." " Let there be no more of this, Sancho, 
faid Dorothea, but run and kifs your matter's hand> 
and beg his pardon ; and henceforth, fet a better 
guard upon your praife, and 4iQ>^fagcment : above 
all tilings, beware of faying any thing to the prejn- 
dice of that lady Tobofo, whom I know by nothing 
clfe than my inclination to ferve her : and if you put 
your truft in God, you will not fail of acquiring fome 
Cxtate, by which you will live like a prince." 

Sancho took her advice, and, hanging his hea4> 
went to beg a kifs of his mailer's hand, which was 
granted with great folemnity of deportment ; nay, 
the knight gave him his bleffing alfo, defiring he 
would attend him while he roda on a little beforc 
the reft of the company, that he might have a better 

oppor* 
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Opportunity of diking a lew ^ucftion$» and convcr- 
fmg with htm about affairsof the ntxnoft iiBportancc. 
Sancho obeyed iht order, and the two having ad- 
vanced a good way befe^e the reft, ** Since thy re- 
turn, faid Don Quixote, I have h^ neither tinie 
tJor convenience, to enquire about many particular 
circumflamres of thy embafTy, with the anfwer tl^pu 
haft brought : and now, that fortune favours us with 
a fk opporttinity, thou muft not deny me the plea- 
Yure I fliall receive from thy agreeable information/* 
^ Your worftip,, anfwered the fquire, may aik as 
many queS:ions as you pleafe : I ftiall make every 
thing come out as clear as it went in : but I intreat 
you worfiitp, ttcar Sir, not to be fo revengeful for 
the future :" Why doft thou call «je i*ev€ngeful,^ 
-faid the knight? " Becaufe, refumed the jCquifc> 
ihofe blows I was juft now honoured with, wej?e 
more owing to die quarrel the -devil picked b^ween 
, us t'other nighty tjian to any thii^ I fatd againA 
my lady Dulcinea, whom I love aiv reverence aa a 
^relic, tkiugh Ihc be not onc^ merely becaufe flic 
'appertains to your worfliip/* No more of thefc 
iEededrions, on thy life, faid Don Qjjixote ; qlfe th<»i 
wilt give me frcfli umbrage : 1 freely forgave thee at 
,that time, and thou knoweft, that, accor^wg to the 
4:ommon obfervation, Every new fault aelcrves .a 
new penance.*' , 

"WTiile this conrcrfation paiTed between them> 
they perceived a man riding towards them tan an afs j 
and, when he came a little nearer, diflperncA him to 
she a gypfifi : but Sancho Panza, who fent his foul 
abroad with his eyes, to examine every afe that a|^ 
peared, no fooiier beheld tJie rider, than he recog- 
nifed Gines de Paflamonte, and by the thread of the 
gypfic difcovered the clue of his own/ afs.; for it was, 
aftually Dappk Aat carried Paffamonte, who, for 
the better convenience of felling tjhc beaft, had dif- 
{[utfed himfdf in the dref3 of a gypG£> vrhok lAfi* 

g^age^ 
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gtmgei with many others, he coold fpeadc as fluently^ 
as fais mother tongue. Saticho faw and recoUeded. 
liim, and no fooner had he leen and recolicAed him, 
than he belfowed forth, ** Ah villain Gincdllo ! rc- 
•ftore my goods— give me back the comfort of my 
life— rob mc not of my heart's content— give me 
my afs — give me my darling—- fly — ^tlwef— (kip, rob- 
-ber ; and feet not to prefcrve that which is none of 
thy own.**^ 

There was no need o€ all diis excLmn^tion and 
reproach j for Gines leaped off at the firft word, 
and at a pretty round trot, which might have paiJ'cd 
for a gallop, made the beft of his way, and vaniflied 
in a twinkling. ' Sancho running to his afs, em-- 
braced it with great atfeftion, faying, " How haft 
thou been, my dear Dapple ? my trufty companion 
and Joy of my eyes !'* Then kiffed and carefled it as 
if it had been a chriftian 5 while Dapple very peace- 
ably received thcfe demonftratibns of love and kind- 
neis, vrithout anfwering one word. The whole com- 
pany wiihed him joy of his recovery j particularly 
Don Quixote, who affured Wm, that although he 
had retrieved Dapple, the proiliife of tht three colts 
fhould not be annulled ; and Sancho tlianked him for 
his generofity. < 

While the mailer and man were convcrfing by 
therafelvcs, the curate told Dorothea, that flie had 
behaved with great difcretion in her ftory, both with 
regard to the matter and brevity of it, as well as the 
re&mblance it bore to thofe legends that axe fbund 
in books of chivalry. She obferved that fhe had cm- 
ployed a good part of her leifure time in veading 
fucn romances, but, being ignorant of the Stuation 
of different provinces and fea^ports, flie had fpoke at 
random, when flie mentioned her landing at Ol&na,** 
^* I thought fo, refumed the pricft, and made all* 
hafte to adjuft matters by what I faid ; but is it not 
very ftrange, to fee with what facility this poor un- 

. ' fortuuate 
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fortunate gentleman fwallows all thofe lies and fic' 
tions, merely becaufe tliey are delivered in the ililc 
and manner of his nonfenfical books." *^ So very 
ftrange and fingular, faid Cardenio, that I queftion 
if there be any genius w^hatever fo fertile as to frame 
fuch a jcharaa:er by the mere force of invention :" 
*^ And what is a very remarkable circumftance, re- 
plied the curate^ waving thofe extravagancies which 
this worthy gentleman utters upon the fubjeft of his 
diforder, he can difcourfe upon other topics with fur- 
prifing ability, and appears to be a man of great 
knowledge and intelle£^s : fo -that, if you do not 
touch upon chivalry, his hearers mud look upon 
him as a perfon of excellent underftanding. 
. While they were engaged in this converfation, 
Don Quixote proceeded in his withiJancho, to whom 
he faid, " Come*, friend Panza, let us forget what 
is pad, with regard to animofity, and tell me, with- 
out any inpjrcdient of rancour and refentment, where 
and how you found Dulcinea ? What was flie, doing ? 
What did ftie fay ? What anfwer did fhe make ? 
How did fhe look when (he read my letter? Who 
tranfcribed it for her perufal ? Thefe particulars, and 
every other circumftance of the a (Fair, which you 
think worthy to be known, afked and anfwered, I 
expeft you will explain, without feeking to increafe 
ray pleafure with falfe additions, much lefs to dimi- 
nilh it by malicious omiiTion." " Signor, anfwered 
Sancho, if the truth muft be told, no body tran- 
fcribed the letter j becaufe I had no letter to be tran- 
fcribed." " That is very true, replied the knight ; 
for, two days after thy departure, I found the poc- 
ket book in which it was written j a circumftance 
that gave me infinite pain, as I could not conceive 
what thou wouldft do, when the riiiftake (hould ap- 
peal; indeed I always imr^gincd thou wouldft have 
returned hither immediately upon the difcovery." 
** 7'hat would certainly have been the cafe, faid the 

fquirc. 
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Cquire, if, when your worfhip read it to me, I had 
not retained it in my memory, fo perfect as to be 
able to di^kate it to a pariih clerk, who, as I re- 
peated, tranfcribed it fo exad^ly, that he faid in all 
the days of his life, though he had read many letters 
of excommunication, he had never feen fuch a clever 
letter as yojiirs." " And doft thou ftill retain it," 
faid D^ Quixote. *' No, Sir, replied Sancho* 
For, after I had put it into her hand, I thought 
there was no further occafion to retain it, and there- 
.forc let it flip out of my remembrance ; or, if any 
part remains, it is that of tKe fubterrene — ^I mean 
fovereign lady, and the conclufion. Yours till death, 
the knight of the Rueful Countenance ; with about 
three hundred fouls, and lives, and pigfniesj which 
I. fet down in the middle." 

CHAP. IV. 

Tlie favoiiry converfation that pafled between Don 
' Quixote and his fquire Sancho Panza j with 
' many other incidents. 

■ 

^* A LL this IS pretty well ; proceed,' faid Don 
^^ Quixote : how was that queen of beauty em- 
ployed, when you arrived ; I dare fay, you found 
her ftringing pearls, or embroidering fome device for 
this her captive knight, with threads of gold.'* 
•^ No, truly, anfwered the fquire ; I found her win- 
nowing two bufliejs of wheat in the yard." •* Then 
you may depend upon it, refumed the knight, the 
grains of that wheat were converted into pearls by 
the touch of her hand : and didft thou obfarve, my 
friend, whether it was of the fineror common fort ?" 
"** Why neither, faid Sancho, it feemed to be as it 
were red wheat." *' But, fmce it was winnowed 
by her fair hands, altered Don Quixote, I dare af- 
firm, it will make the wbiteil bread m Spain. Go on 

with 
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with thy information. When the letter was delivered 
did fhe not kifs it, and place it on the crown of her 
head> in token of rcfped: ? did fhe not perform fome* 
ceremony worthy of fuch a letter ? pray how drd fhe 
receive rt !" *^ When I prefented the letter, anfwered' 
Sancho, fhe was in a main hurry, winnowing a large 
heap of wheat that was in her fieve j and faid to- 
me, Friend, lay down the letter on thai fack : for I 
cannot pretend to re;id it, until I have *made an end 
of my work.'* " Difcreet lady ! cried the knight ; 
her intention certainly was to read it at hct leiiure, 
that fhe might recreate herfelf with the contents. — 
Proceed, Sancho — and while fhe was thus employed, 
what converfation paf!cd between you ? what quef- 
tions did fhe »fk concerning me ? and what anfwers 
didft thou make ? Recount tlie whole, without leav- 
ing one fy liable untold." 

•* She afked me nOquefKonj replied the fquire; 
-^But I told her, how I had left your worfhip doing 
penance for love of her, fkipping among thofe rocks, 
nalced from the waift upwards,, like a mere favage, 
flecping on the bare^ ground; negleSing to eat your 
foodiike a chri&ian, or to comb your foeard lil^e a 
decent man, but whining, and weeping, and curfing 
youT fortune*- '- " If you faid I curfed my fortune, 
you .milreprefented me, faid Don Quixote ; for I 
Wefs my fate^ and will blefs it all the day^ of my. 
life, for having made me worthy to afpire to the 
love of fiich an high lady as Dulcinea del Tobofo.'* 
*^ High indeed ! anfwered Sancho, for, in faith, (he 
is a good hand taller than I am." " How^pft thou 
been m^fured with her, Sancho !** faid. the knight, ' 
" ril tell you how, anfwered the fquire j while I. 
was helping to lay a load of corn upon an afs, w^v 
came fo clofe together, that I could eafily perceive 
fhe over-topped me by a fuUMnd/' " That may 
be true, faid Don Quixote ; though her tallnefs is 
accompanied and adorned by a myriad of mental 

graces* 
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gracesl But, this you will not deny, Sancfao^ that 
wink you was fo near her, your noftrils were regaled 
by a Sabaean odour, an aromatic fragrance, a certain 
delicious fenfation, for which diere is no name. I 
mean a fcent, a perfume, fuch as fills die {hop of 
feme curious glover/' *^ All that I can iay, an* 
fwered Sancho, is, that I was fenfible of a lort of 
rammiih fmell, which, I believe, was owii^ to her 
being in a muck fweat with hard work." ^^ That is 
impoflible, cried ibe knight; thy fenfe muft have 
been depraved; or that imeU muft have proceeded 
from thy own body; for I am perfe£kly well ac» 
quainted with the odour of that rofe among byars^ 
that lilly of the valley, that liquid amber." " It 
may be fo, faid Sancho: I have often known fuch 
fmells come from myfelf, as then . feemed to come 
from my lady Dulcinea : but that is not to be wonr 
dered at : becaufe as the faying is, every fiend may 
ftink of brimftone." « Well then^ aiWed Don 
Quixote, (he hath now winnowed the wheat, and 
fent ii to the mill, how did ihe behave after fiie had 
read my letter f " " The letter, anfwered *Saiicko% 
was not read at all : for, as fhe could neither read nof 
write, ihe chofe to rend and tear it to -pieces, rather 
than give it to any body who might publiili her fe>> 
crets in the village ; faying,* (he was very well fltis^ 
fied with the information J gave her, by word of 
mouth) concerning your worftiip^s love ifSr her,, and 
the extraordinary penance I left you doing. on her ac« 
count. Finally, ihe bade me tell you, that ihe kifibd 
your worfliip's hands, 1>eing much more defiroiss o€ 
feeing than writing to you ; and therefore ihe intreatad 
and commanded your woriliip, by thefe prefents, to 
quit this defert, and leave off playu||.tbe fool, arid 
forthwith fet out on 50 «r journey to lobofo, pro^ 
Tided that fomcthing clfe-of greater iatiportance fliould 
not happen ; for ihe longed very JJLuch (ox a fight of 
your worihip : and^ laughed lieartily when I told her, 
Vot. II. D that 
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thjt ycm had talceh the name of the knight with thtt 
Ruefol Conni^minee. When J %iked» if the Btfcapa 
had boreii ktciy with her^ flie anfwered. Yes ; ai^d 
that he was t ery mudi of a gcademan : but, when I 
'ts<i(|uireil about i the gstlleT-flarcs,^ ihe laid, (he had as 
yet f(?«a; noott df ttcHn." . 

"• *^.Hitiidrta,.ali goes well^ faiA the knight; but, 
yixiy tdl sne, . what jewel fiie/ gave you at parting, 
ibn.xhk ntwij'.ycm 'had brought of- me Jicr loTcr ; for 
k is aiL ai&cflBat)praAice and cuftiian ainong knights-- 
crraiit and tbtir . miftiefies, to befliow upon their 
4i^Irc8, damfefs, or dwarfs, who bring them news of 
«ach other, fome rich jewel, as a reward and acknow* 
kdgmdnt for th'C meflagc.'* ** It may be fo, faid 
Sanclio, and I think it an excellent cuftom ; but 
that muft have been in time paft : for, in this age, 
it is cuftomary to give nothing but a piece of breaxi 
and oheefe, which was all the prefent I received from 
my lady DuUnnea, who reached it over the yard 
iirail, vAesi I took my leave ; by this token, tliat 
Ibe cbtefe was made of ewe's milk." ^^ She is libe-* 
acal ta excefs, iaid the knight ; and if {he omitted 
riving .thee a jewel, it muil certainly have been own- 
ing to her not having any by her; but all in good 
^mc * : 1 flxall fee htx bcon, and then every thing 
ivill be fet to rights* Yet, thiere is one thing, San- 
cka, Vidiich overwhelms me with tiftoniihment. You 
feem. to hav« travelled throiigh the air*, iotr you 
have ^ent iittk more thaoi. three days in your jour-* 
hey ; though 'jTobelb is more than thirty leagues dif- 
tant from, hence. Trcm tUs.cxtaraordinary expedi- 
f t m, I conje£bure, that the fage, who is my friend, 
ond interefts himfelf in my aiSain, and fuch there 
certainly is, am^ muft be, elfe I fiiQtild be no true 
]cni|ht-erran!t : I fay, this enchanter muft have 
afiiited tfaee in thy journey, though thou didft ^t

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perceive it ; for fome there arc of that clafs, wha 
will take up a knight-errant while' he is afleep in hit 
bed, and without his knowing any thing of tne tntt- 
ter, he fliall awake next tnortiing in fome place mof^ 
than a thoufand kagues from the houfe where he 
took np his Jodgii^^ the night befbrej and without 
fttch ftrd<len ti^hf^ortations, it would be impoffible 
for knights to fuccour cich other, in diftrefs, as they 
frequently do. A knight-errant, for example^ hap- 
pens to be fighting in the dtftnrts of Armenia, with 
fome fierfce dragon, dreadful goMtii, or rival ktlight 4 
and being worfted, and juft at the point of being 
flain, behold, when he leaft expe^ls it, there fuc{- 
denly appears in a cload or fiery chariot; another

Bat, waving this fubje£l, how do'it thou thiiik I 
ought to regulate my condu<£^, now that my miftrcfs- 
commands me to appear in her prefence ! fw, al-' 
though I find myfeif obliged to comply with her or-- 
4iers, I am utterly incapacitated byihe boon I have 
^ , D 2 granted 
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graated to this princefs; and^ I am bound, by tK^Sr 
l^ws of chivalry^ to fulfil my promife, before I in- 
dulge my inclination.

the kingdom as I ihall think proper ; and to whom 
ihould I give it but to thee ?'* " That is very plaiin

^ancbo ^was not preient, ihe tojd the whole ftory of the 
blanketing, to the no fmall entertainment of the com-, 
pany.

able to alter his beSfef/'' ** Confufery brother/' re- 
Rimed the cwatb^ **'that theve never was upon earth 
ftich a perfisiT as Fclixmarte of Hyrcania, nor Don 
CirongiKo' of Thrace, nor any other of fuch knights 
as are celebrated in books of chivalry. The whole 
h a fi£fion compofed by idle perfons^ of genius, for 
the very purpofe you^ mentioned, namely pailime^ 
which was the aim of yomr reapers ; for, I fwear to 
you, no fuch knights ever exifted, nor were any 
fuch exploits and extravagances bver performed inr 
this world.'* " Yon mwft throw that bone to fome 
other dog," replied the1andlord> " as if I did not know 
that two and three make five ; or where my own* 
ftioe pinches. Your worfliip muft not think to feed 
me with pap, far egad I am no fuch fuckling : a 
good joke, faith ! You would make me believe thai? 
all the contents of thefe books are madnefs and lie^,- 
although they are printed by licence from the king's 
council 5 as if they were perfons who would wink 
at the printing or fuch lies, battles and enchant-

never be mad enough to turn knight-errant^ as I can 
eafily perceive that the cuftoms now-a-days are quite 
different from thofe in times pad, when, as it is re- 
ported, thofe famous heroes travelled about the world." 
Sancho, wlio had come into the room, about the

*1N Florence, a rich' and celebrated' city of ItaTy^i 

** fituated in the province called Tufcany, lived An- 

Tclmo, and Lotl:ario, two wealthy and noble cava- 

.JierSj fo ilridly luuted in the baods, of amityt that 

. , every 
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every body who knew them called them by way of 
excellence and epithet, the two Friends? and in- 
deed, being both batchelors, and their age and edu- 
cation fo much alike, it was not to be wondered at 
if a reciprocal afFe£lion fprung up between them : 
true it is, Anfelmo was rather more addi6led to amo- 
rous paftime than Lothario, whofe chief delight was 
in hunting ; yet, upon occafion, Anfelmo could quit 
his own amufemcnts to purfue tliofe of his friend ; 
and Lothario could poftpone his favourite diverfion, 
in order to pra£irfe that of Anfelmo : in this maur 
ner, their inclination proceeded fo mutually, that 
no clock ever went with more regularity. Anfelmo 
happened to fall defperately in love with a young lady 
of rank and beauty, in the fame city, defcended from 
fuch a noble family, and fo amiable in herfeif, that 
he determined, with tjie approbation of his friend^ 
without which he did nothing, to demand her of hc^ ' 
parents iir marriage } and accordingly, put his rer 
folution In prat^ice. Lothah-io was intrufted wi^h tlv^ 
meflage, and concluded the affair £0 much to the 
fatisfaftion of his friend, that in a very little timc^ 
Anfelmo faw himfelf in pofleQion of his heart's dc* 
£rc ; amd CamiHa thought herfeif fo happy in hav- 
ing obtained fuch a huiband, that flic was inceflimt 
m her acknowledgements to heaven and Lothario, by 
whofe mediation her liappinefs was effected. •; 

During the firft two days after marriage, which 
are commonly fpent in feafting and mirth, Lotharia 
as ufual, frequented the houfe of his friend, with % 
vie\^ of Jionouring his nuptiaU, and endeavouring 
as much as in Jiim Jay, to-promote the j-oyandfeftivity 
attending all fuch occafions ; but, the wedding being 
over, and the freij[uency of vifits a^d Congratula- 
tions abated, he began carefully and gradually t(| 
abfent himfelf from Anfelmo's houfe, thinking, ^ 
every prudent pcrfon would naturally conclude, tha^

from a friend, but even from a brother. Anfelmd 
perceived Lotharla's remiflhefs, and complained of it 
loudly, faying, that if he had thought his marriage 
would have impaired their former correfpondence, he 
never would have altered his condition ; and begged, 
that as by the mutual friendfliip which infpired thent 
while he was fingle, they had acquired fuch an 
agreeable title as that of '^The Two Friends, he would 
not now fufFer that endearing and celebrated name 
to be loft, by a fcrupulous adherence to mere form 
and punftilia.

in whom his chief confidence is. repofed. Where- 
fore^ Lothario obferved, that every married man had 
occafion for fome friend to appiife him of any omif- 
ilon in her condu£l ; for it often liappens, that ho 
is too much in Ipve with his wife to obferve, or too 
much afraid of offending her, to prefcribe limits to 
her behaviour, in thofe things, the following or 
cfchewing of which, my tend to his honour or re<» 
preach ; whereas, that inconvenience might be eafily 
amended by the advice of a friend. But where iliall 
we find fuch a zealous, difcreet truity friend, as is 
here required"; I really know not, except in Lothario 
himfelf, who, confulting the honour of Alfelmo with 
the utmoft care and circumfpe£tion, was at great pain$ 
to contrafi, abridge, and diminiili the number of the 
days on which he had agreed to frequent his houfe ^ 
that the idle, vulgar, and prying eyes of malice, might 
not indulge their love of flandcr, when they perceived 
a genteel young man of fuch birth, fortune, and ac* 
compliihments as he knew himfelf pofTefled of, go 
into the houfe of fuch a celebrated beauty as Camilla ^ 
for although his virtue and honour might be a fuf- 
ficient check to the mod malevolent tongue, he.

mankind, I find myfdif brtc of fht moft difgufte'd 
and difcontented men alive*' I have beftti for th^fc 
many days fo harrafled and fatigued with fuch an odd 
unaccountable defire, that I cannot help being amaz- 
ed at my infatuation, for which I often blame and 
rebuke myfelf, endeavouring to fupprefs and con- 
ceal it from my own rei!c£tioii 5 but I find it is im- 
poflfible to keep the fecret, as if I hndinduftriouilv 
publifiied it to the whole world ; and fi nee inn u ft' 
actually be difclofed to fomc body, I would have it 
depoiited in the moft fecret- archives of your heart | 
in full confidence, that by the diligence which you, 
as a tnifty friend, will exert in my behalf, when you 
know it, I (liall foon fee myfelf delivered from that 
anxiety to v^hich it hath reduced me ; and by your 
affiduity be raifed to a pitch of joy, equal to the d^^ 
gree of vexation which my own fcJly hath intailei 
upon me." 

Lothario was aftoniflied at this difcourfe of An- 
felmo, as he couM not comprehend tlie meaning of 
fuch a long preface and prearnble^ and endeavoured 
by revolving cv^\<y thing irt his imagination^ to fltid 
out what this dfcfire could be^ thcit preyed fo much- 
upon the fpirits of his friend ; but 'finding hinvfeHT 
always wide of the mark, he was willing to eafe him- 
fclf immediately of the exceffive pain his fufpence oc-^ 
cafioncd.; and with tins view, told Anfelmo, that he 
did a manifcft injury to fhe warmth of his friendfhipy 
iit -going abcut the bufli, fceking indiieft methods to 

impart 
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impart hii i»oft fccret tbaughts, feicc he iras wdl af- 
fured, that he might entirety depend upon him, either 
for advice to fupprefs> or aliiftauce to fupport them. 
<M am well convinced of the truth of what you fay, 
anfwered Anfelmo ; and in that cohfidcnde will tell 
you, my friend, that the defire with which I am 
poflcfled, is to be certain, whether or not my wife 
Camilla is at virtuous and perfefk as I hclicve her to 
be : and this truth I fhall never be fully perfuaded 
ofj until the perfection of her nature appear upon 
trial, as pure gold is proved by fire : for it is my 
opinion, that mere is no woman virtuous, but in 
proportion to the follcttation flie hath withftood ; 
and,.,that fhe only is cha'le, who' hath not yielded to 
th#promifes, prefects, tears, and continual importu-i 
nities of perfevering lovers. And pray, where is the 
merit of a woman's being chafte, when nobody ever 
eourted her to be other wife ; what wonder^ that Ihe 
{lipuld be referved and cautious, who has no oppor- 
tunity of indulging loofe inclinations, and who knp^ 
her hufband would immediately put her to death) 
ihould he once catch her tripping? Wherefore, I can 
never entertain the fame degree of efteem for a wo- 
man who is chafte out of fear, or want of opportu- 
nity, as I would for her who hath triumphed over 
pcrfeverance of folicitation : fo that, for thefai and 
many other reafons I could urge to fandion and en- 
force my Opinion, I dcfirc that, my wife Camilla may 
undergo the tell, and be refined in the fire of impor- 
tunate addtefl'es, by cne pofleffed of fuSicient accom- 
pliihments to infpire a woman with love ; and, if 
ihe comes. ofF, as 1 belijve fhe will, viftorious in the 
trial, I (hall think my own happinef* unparrellelcd. 
I fhall then be able to fay, that my wiflies are ful- 
filled ; and that flie hath fallen to my lot, of whom" 
the wife inan faith, ** Who hath foiuid her ?" AncJ 
^ven, if *the contrary of what i expicdl; (houid hap- 
pen^ the iatisfaQ:ion of feeing my opinion confirmed^ 

will 
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will lieJp me to bear with patience that whith woulrf 
otherwife prove fuch a coftly experiment. Suppofing 
then, that nothing you can fay, in oppofition to this 
dcfire of minCi can avail in diverting me from my 
purpofe, I expect and intreat that you, my friend 
Lothario, will condefcend to be the inftrument with 
which I execute this work of my inclination. I will 
give you proper opportunities, and fupply you witK 
every thing I fee necefT^ry for foliciting a woman of 
virtue, honour, and dilinterefted referve ; and what, 
among other things, induces me to intrufl: you with 
this enterprife, is the confideration, Ithat (hould 
Camilla's fcruples be overcome, you will not purfue 
your conqueft to the laft circumftance of rigour, but 
only fuppofe that done, which for good reaAm, 
ought to remain undone | fo that I (hall be injured 
by her inclination alone, and my wrongs lie buried 
in the virtue of your filence, which, I know, in 
whatever concerns my welfare, will be eternal as that 
of death. Wherefore, if you would have me enjoy 
what deferves to be called life, you will forthwith un- 
dertake this amorous conteil, not with- lukewarmnefs

Si|ph wa§ the difcourfe of Anfelmo, to which Lo- 
thario liilened fo attentively, that, except what he is 
already faid to have uttered, he did not open his lips, 
until his friend had finiilied his propofal ; but find- 
ing he had nothing more to aliedge, after having, for 
fome time, gazed upon him as an obje^ hitherto un- 
ieen, that infpired him with aftonifhment and fur- 

Erife ; ** I cannot be perfuaded, Anfelmo, faid he, 
ut what you have faid was fpoke in jell ; for had I 
thought you in earneft, I fliould not have fuiferetl 
you to proceed fo far, but by refufing to liilen, have 
prevented fuch a long harangue. Without doubt,* 
you muft cither miftakc my difpofition, or I be uttterljt 

unacquainted 
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unacquainted with yourt} and yet, I know you to 
be Anfelmo, and you mail be fenfible that I am Lo« 
thario : the misfortune is, I no longer find you the 
fame Anfehno you wont to be, nor do I appear to 
you the fame Lothario as before ; your difcourfe fa- 
vours not of that Anfelmo who was my friend ; nor 
IS what you aik, a thing to be demanded of that Lo- 
thario who ihared your confidence. Good men, as 
a certain poet obferves, may try and avail thcmfelves 
of their friends, Ufque ad aras\ I mean, not pre- 
fume upon their friend{hip, in things contrary to the 
decrees of Heaven. Now* if a heathen entertained 
fuch ideas of friendfhip, now much more fliould 
they be cheriflied by a Chriftian, who knows, th^it 
no human afFeftion ought to interfere with our love 
to God : and, when a perfon ftretches his connexions 
fo far, as to lay afide all rgfpeft for heaven, in order 
to manifeft his regard for a friend, he ought not to 
be fwnycd by trifles or matters of fmall confequence, 
but by thole things only on which the life and 
honour of a friend depeftd. Tell mc then, An- 
felmo, which of thefe is in danger, before I ven^^ure 
to gratify your wiih, by complying with the defecftable 
propofal you have made ? Surely, neither : on the 
contrary, if I conceive you aright, you are defirous, 
that I fhould indefatigably endeavour to deprive you 
and myfelf alfo of that very life and honour, ^ich 
it is my duty to preferve : for, if I rob you of ho- 
nour, I rob you of life ; fince a man without ho- 
nour is worfe than dead; and I being the inftru- 
ment, as you deflre I (hould be, that entails fuch a 
curfe upon you \ (hall not I be difhonoured, and, of 
confaquence, dead to all enjoyment and fame. Liften, 
with patience, my friend Anfelmo, and make no an- 
fwer, until I (hall have done with imparting the fug- 
geftions of my mind, concerning the ftrange pro- 
pofal you have made, for there will be time enough 
lor you to reply, and me td liften in my turn." 
Vol. n. i; «Wkh 
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'"^ With all my heart, cried Anfelmo ; you mayTpe'ik 
as Ipng as you pleafe.*' 

Accordingly, Lothigirib proceeded, feying, ** In my 
opinion, Anfelmo, 'your difpofitioti is at prefent like 
that of the Moors, 'syho will not fufFer themfclves to 
be convifted of the errors of their fcft,by quotations 
' from the holy fcripturc, nor with arguments fouhd^d 
on fpeculation, or the atticleis of faith 5 but muft be 
confuted or convinced by examples that are palpabfe, 
eafy, familiar, and fubje6k to the certainty of mathe- 
matical demonftratjon : for inftance, if from equal 
parts we take equal p&tts, thofe that remain are 
equal. And if tney do not underftand this propofi- 
tion verbally, as is frequently the cafe, it muft be 
explained and fet beforfe their eyes by manual opera- 
tion, which is atfo fufEcient to perfuade them of the 
truth of our hoiy religiin. ^ The felf-fam'e method 
muft I praftife with you, whofe defire deviates fo far 
from every thing th^t bears the leaft fhadow of rea- 
fon, that I ftiould look upon it as time mifpent, to 
endcavbur to convince, you of your folly, which is 
the only name. your intention feems to deferve. Nay, 
I am even tempted tt) leave you 'in your extravagancy, 
as a punifhmehf for yout prepoftcrous defire : but I 
' am prevented from ufipg fuch rigour by my friend- 
. fhip, which will not permit me to defert you in fuch 
xnanifcft danger of perdition. But to make this af- 
fair ftill more phin, tell me, Anfelmo, did not you 
defire me to folicit one th^t was* referved, fedut^e <3rie 
that was chafte, make ptefcnts to one that was dif- 
interefted, and affiduoufly court one that was wife ? 
Yes, fuch was your demand. If you are apprifed, 
then, of the referve,. virtue, difintereftednefs, and 
prudence of your wife, pray, what is your aim ? If 
you believe that (he will triumph over all my affaults, 
a:> undoubtedly {he will, what fairer titles can you be- 
.ftow upon her, than thofe ihe poflefles* already ? or 
bow Will flie be more perfedt after that trial, than flie 

* is 
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is at prefent ? You either do not beleivc (he is fa vir- 
tuous as you have reprcfented her, or know not tl^e 
nature of your demand. If you think flie is not fo 
chafte as you have tiefcribed her, you fhould not ha- 
zard the trial, but rather, according to the .diftates 
of you» own prudence, treat her as a vicious, woman t 
if you,are fatisfied of. her virtue, it would.be altoge- 
ther impertinent to,make trial.of that truth, whiqi^ 
from the teft, can acquire no additional efteem. 
Prom whence we may reafonably conclude, that for 
nien to execute, defigns which ^are clearly. produftiVc 
of more hurt than benefit, is tlie province of mad- 
nefs and temerity ; efpecially, when they are not in- 
cited or compelled to thefe defigns by any fort pf 
confideration •, but on the contrary, may, at a 
greater . diftancc, perceive the* manifeil madnefe of 
their intention. pifHcultics . are . undertaken, either 
for the fake of God, of this w^rld, or of .both. 
The firft are incurred by holy men, who live the 
life of angels here on eauh; the fecond, by thofe 
uho traverfe the boundlefs ocean, vifitiug fuch a di-» 
verfity of climates and nations, with a view, of ac- 
quiring \v'hat ar^Mf^alled the goods of fortune : and 
fuch undertakings as equally regard God and man, 
fall to the fharc of thofe valtajat.foldiers, who no fooner 
behold, in the .wall of an adyerfe city, a breach, 
though no bigger than that which is made. by a fingle 
cannon-ball, than laying afide all . fear, and over- 
looking with unconcern the . manifeft daaiger that 
nienaces them, winged with defire of fignaHzing their 
valour in behalf pf thqir king, country, and religion, 
throw themfelves, with the utmoft intrepidity, into 
the mid ft of. a thqufand deaths that oppofe and await 
, them. Thefe are the enterprifes which are gene- 
rally undertaken, and, though full of peril and in- 
convenience, attended with glory, honour and advan- 
tage*, but that which you have planned, and piir- 
pofe to pyt in execution, neither tends to your ac-

quiring the approbation of 'God, the goods of for- 
tune, nor the applaufe of mankind : ifor, gonting 
that the experiment ihould fucceed to your wifli, it 
will make you neither more happy, rich, or refpedcd 
than you are; and fhould it turn out contrary to 
your cxpc£lation, you will find yourfelf the moft 
miferable of all mortals. It will then give you little 
• eafe to refleft, that your misfortune is unknown : for 
- the bare knowing it yourfelf, will be fufficicnt to 
plunge you in afRiflion and defpair. As a confirma- 
tion of this truth, you muft give me leave to repeat 
the following ftanza, written, by the celebrated poet 
Lewis Tanflio, attlie end of the firfl part of the tears 
of St. Peter. 

When Peter faw the approach of rofy morn. 
His foul with forrow and remorfe was torn ; 
For, though from every mortal eye concealed. 
The guilt to his own bofom flood reveal'd : 
The candid breaft will, felf-accufing, own 
Eacli'confcious fault, tho* to the world unknown : 
Nor will th* offender 'fcapc internal (hame, 
Tho' unlmpeach'd by juftice oM>y fame* 

Wherefore, fecrecy vriW never afluage your grief ; 
but on the contrary, you will inceflantly weep, not 
tears from your eyes, but drops of blood from your 
heart, like that (imple do£lor, whom our * poet 
mentions, who made trial of the vefiel, which the 

* LttdoTico AriollOt author of Orlando Furiofo» to which poon 
CerYautcs frequently alludes. Here, however, he feemt to have 
forgot the palTage he meant to cite : for the pcifon who proiTercd 
the cup to Rinaldo, was no dodor. In Canto 43', of the Orlando 
Furiofo, mention is made indeed of one Aaletmo, who was a do<S^or 
of law ; hot, not at all concei ncd in the enchanted cap : yet it muft 
be owned, that Dr. Anfelmo hod recourfe to an aftrologer, in order 
to know whether his wife prcftrved her chaftity in hit abf« nee. 

7 prudent 
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prudent Rinaldo, with more difcretion, rcfufed to 
touch: and although this be a poetical fiction, it 
neverthelefis contains a well-couched moral, worthy 
of notice, ftudjr, s^nd imitation j efpecially, as what 
I am going to fay will, I hope, bring you to a due 
fenfe of the great error you want to commit. 

Tell me, Anfehno, if .heaven or good fortune had 
made you matter and lawful pofleilbr of an exquifiic 
diamond, the brilliancy of which was admired by all 
the lapidaries who had feen it, and unanimoufly ak 
fowed to be the moft perfcflfc of its kind ; an opinion, 
which, as you knew nothing to the contrary, was 
exa£kly conformable to your own *, would it be wife 
or pardonable in you, to put that jewel betwixt art 
anvil and hammer, and by mere dint of blows, raid 
ftrength of arm, try if it was as hard and perfe£t as 
it had been pronounced? for, fuppofing that the. 
diamond ihould refift the force of this fooliflj experi- 
ment, it would thereby acquire no addition of value 
Of fame 5 and if it ihould be broken topieces, a thinjj. 
that might cafily happen, would not all be loft r 
Yes, for certain; and the owner be linlverfally 
deemed a fool. Confider then^ my friend, that Ca- 
Oiilla is an exquiiite diamond, not only in your efti- 
niation, but in that of every one who knows her, 
and it would be highly unreafonable to expofe her to 
the Icaft poflibility of being broke ; for, even fliould 
fce remain intire, her reputation will receive no in- 
creafc ; but, fliould flie fail in the trial, refleft upon 
^hat you muft feel, and the reafon you will then 
have to complain of yourfelf, for having been the^ 
fatal caufe of her perdition and your own defpair* 
Confider, that no jewel upon earth is comparable to 
a woman of virtue and honour •, and that the ho- 
oour of the fex confifts in the fair charatSiers theyv 
maintain* Since, therefore, the reputation of your, 
^jfe is already as high as it poflibly can be, why would 
y<iu bring this truth into queftion ? Remember, my 

E friend,' 
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fricndj that woman is an imperfcft'crcatttfej andth^tt" 
far from laying blocks in her way, over whicli fhfe 
might ftumble and fall, we ought to remove them 
with 'care, and clear her paths from all obftfuft ions, 
that' fhe may, without trouble, proceed finoothly in 
attaining to that perfeftion which (he rrtay ftill want, 
namely, immacculate virtue. We are informed by 
njatuTalifts, that the crmin is a little animal, covered 
v;jth a fur of exceffive whitenefs, and that the hun- 
ters ufe this artifice to catch it : being well ac«* 
qiiaintcd with the places through which it chufes to 
pfafs in its flight, they daub them all over with mvtd^ 
and as foon as tlicy get fight of the creature, drive it 
direftly thither. '^llle ermin finding itfelf thus barri-* 
carfoed, (lands ftill, and is taken 5 chufing captivity, 
rather than by paffing through the filth, to ftain and 
fully the whitenefs of its fur, which it prizes above 
liberty, and even life itfelf. A chafte and virtuous 
wife is like the ermin, her charafter being more pure 
and white than drifted fnovr ; but he, ^o wottM 
guard and preferve it, muft ufe a method quite dif- 
firpnt from that which is praftifed upon the little 
animal, and beware of clogging her way with the 
ifiud of entcrtaiumcnts, and the- addreiTes of im- 
portunate 16vcrs 5 lei¥ perhaps, nay> without a- per-^ 
haps, flic ftiouia not pofleft fuch virtue and refolution 
a^ aTC' fufficient of themfelves to furmount thofe 
o1>ftru£lion8. It is therefore neceflary to remove 
them, and place bcfbre- h-er the purity of virtue, 
and the beauty of , an unblemifhed reputation. A 
virtuous woman aHb refembles a tright tranfparent 
thirror, which is liable to be ftained and obfcured 
Hy the breath of thofe who approach too near it. 
A virtuous woman, like reliquesj ought to be adored 
at a diftance. She ought to be preferved and efteem-. 
cd^s a- beautiful garden full of flowers and rofes, the 
owner of which will fuflfer nobody to handle them 
or juXi through i^ pernxittin^ them, only to enjoy 
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its fragrance and beauty, afar off, tluough the iron 
rails that furround it. In fine, I will repeat a few 
verfes that I juft now recoUeA, from a modern co- 
medy, becaufc tliey feexn to have been compofed upon 
the very fubjeft of our prefent difcourfe. A fage 
old man advifing his friend^ who is bleffed with an 
handfomc daugmer, to lock her up, and watch over 
her with the utmoft vigilance and care^ among other 
leafons, cautions him with tliefe :

All that I have hitherto fuggefted, Anfelmo, re-» 
irds yourfelf V arid now it is but. reafonable yoit. 
lould hear fomething that concerns me ; and if I 
fhould be prolix in my obfervations, you muft excufer* 
me, bccaufe it is abfolutely neceflary to expatiate 01% 
the fubjefl:, in order to extricate you from the labyi 
rinth in which you are involved, and from whica 
you defire to be difengaged by my affiflance. Yoa 
eonfider me as a friend, and yet feek to deprive 
me of my honour ; a defire oppofite to all friend- 
&ig or regard i, nay,, even endeavour' to make me* 

E- 4^. robk 
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rob you of your own. That you want to dcftroy 
mine, is plain; for Camilla finding herfelf expofed 
to my folicitationSi as you defire, will certainly look 
upon me as a man void of all principle and honour ; 
becaule I attempt to fucceed in a defign fo contrary 
to the dignity of my own chara£ler and the friend- 
fliip fubfifting between us. That you defire I fhoulc) 
rob you of yours, is not to be doubted ; becaufe 
Camilla feeing herfelf importuned by my addrefles, 
will think I muft have obferved fome levity in her 
condufty which hath encouraged me to difclofe my 
vicious inclination, and think herfelf diflionoufed ac- 
cordingly ; fo that you will be as much concerned 
in her dlfhonour as if it was your own. Hence 
^fprings the common obfervation, that the hufband 
«f a lewd woman, though he neither knows, nor hath 
given the leaft occafion for the mifcondu^l of. his 
wife, and though his misfortune was neither owing 
to his want of prudence or care, is notwitbftanding 
pointed at, and diftinguifhed by a name of fcandal . 
and reproach ; being looked upon by thofe who 
know the frailty of his wjfe, with an eye of difdain, 
inftead of conipaflion which he certainly deferves, 
as his difgra^e proceeds not from any fault of his, 
but from Ae loofe inclinations of bis worthlefs 
fpoufe. I will now explain the reafon, why the huCi 
band of a bad woman is juftly dilhonoured, though 
lie nQther knows, i>or hath been in any (hape ac- 
ceflary to her backflidings ^ and you muft hear me. 
with patience, becaufe my remarks will, I hopcj^ 
redound to your own advantage* 

When God created our firft parent in the terrcf-. 
trial paradife, we are told by the holy fcripture, that 
he was thrown into a deep fleep, during which, the 
Almighty took a rib from his left fide \ and of tliis 
Eve being formed, Adam no fooiier awoke and be- 
held her, than he cried, " This creature is flcfli of 
my flcfl), and bone of my bone," " Nay, God himfcif 
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pronounced, " For this fliall a man leave father and 
mother, and they two Ihall be one flefli." Then 
Was inftituted the divine facrament of marriage, 
confifting of fuch tie* as death alone can unbind ; , 
and endowed with fuch miraculous virtue and power^ 
as to unite two difierent perfons in one flelh ; nay, ^ 
what is ftill more wonderful, to combine two fouls, 
fo as to produce but one will ; provided -the union be 
happily effected* From hence it follows, that the flefli 
of the wife being the fame with that of the hufband, , 
whatever (lains or blemiihes are imbibed by the firft, . 
muft equally afFeft the other, although, as I have 
already obferved, he is, in no manner, aceflbry 
to the misfortune. Wherefore, as tlie whole per- 
fon is aiFe6bed by the pain of the foot, or any other , 
member of the human body ^ and the head, though . 
no way concerned in the caufe, be a fellow-fuflfcrer 
with the ancle, when it, is.hurt ; by the fame rule ai^ 
hulband, being a part of the fame whole, muft bear 
a.fhare of his wife's diflionour 5 for, as all the ho- 
nours and difgraces of this life proceed from flelh 
and blood, the infamy of a vicious woman,, being 
of the fame origin, mufl be fhared by her hiifband, 
who ought to be looked upon as a diflionoured per- 
fon, though he be utterly ignorant of the gurit* Rc- 
fleft, therefore, Anfelmo, on the danger into which 
ypu bring yourfelf, by feeking to clifturb the peace 
and tranquillity of your virtuous wife. Refleft upon 
the vanity and impertinence of that curiofity, which 
prompts you to awaken a^nd ftir up thofe humours, 
that now lie tamed and quiet in the bofom of your 
chafte fpoufe. Confider that, in this rafli adventure, 
your gain muft- be very fmall, but your lofs may be 
f(d great, that I leave it unmdltioned, becaufe I want 
words to exprefs its eftimation. On the whole, if 
what I have faid be fuflicient to divert you from 
your mifchevious defign, I defire you will chufe 
iome other inftrument of your misfortune and dif- 
gracej for I will not undertake the oflice, though, 

E S by 
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by my rcfufal, I ihould even lofe your friendfliipr^. 
which is dearer to me than any thing upon earth." 

Here the virtuous and priident Lothario left ofi^ 
fpeakingj and Anfelmo remained in fuch confufion* 
and perpfexity, that for fora^ time, he could not 
anfwer one word : at length,, however, he broke 
filence„ frying, ** I have liffened,. my friend Lo- 
thario, as' you may have perceived, with great atten- 
tion to all you hail to fay, and by your arguments^ 
examples, and comparifons, am fully convinced, not 
only, of your great difcretion, but aHb of that per- 
feftion of friendfhip to which you have attained 5 I 
fte alfo, and own, that in refufing ypar counfel, and 
fdllowing my own, I avoid the good- and purfue the 
evil* This truth being acknowledged^ you muft 
confider me as a perfon affli£ted with that infirmity^ 
whicji induces fome women to fwallow earth, chalk, 
coal9> and other things of a worfe nature^ which if 
loathfome to the fight, how much more difagreablc 
Hluft they be to the tafle. Wherefore, 'there is an ab— 
fblute neceflity for ufing feme method of cure, which? 
you may eafily ejffed, by beginning to Iblicit the 
lave of Camilla, though coldly and feignedly; and 
fare,, fhe cannot be fo frail as to furrender her virtue 
af tike -firft encounter* With this flight attempt E 
(Hall reft fatisfied,. and you fulfil the duty of friendi- 
ihip, not only in giving me new life, but alfo in dif-> 
fiiading me from being die caufe of my awn difho— 
»bur» Nay,, you are obliged to comply with my re- 
queft,. by this other conSderation^ that, determined 
as I am to put n>y defign in execution, you ought 
iM. to aUow me to communicate this extravagant 
refolution to any other perfon, left I run the rifle of 
lofing that honour xvhidk you endeavour to preferve t 
and as to your fufFering in the opinion of Camilla,, 
by tempting to feduce her, that is a refleftion of 
* fmall importance, becaufe, when her integrity is 
proved, you can foon inform her of our whole' 
contrivance j confctjuentlj^, regain and repoflefs the 

former

forrher place yoir held in her cfbem; Sincje thftre* 
fore, by adventuring fo little,, it is in yciur power to 
give me fp mucli. fatisfacMon, 1 hope^. you will not 
refufe the office, even if it waa attended with more 
inconvenience V for I have already told youy that 
I.ihall look upon the affair as coifdaded, whenever- 
you (hall have made the firft attempt*'* 

Lothario feeing him fixed in his refblution, event 
after he had exhaufted all hk rhetoric to diiTuade him^ 
from it ; and fearing he would execute his threat 
of imparting his unhappy defign to fome other per- 
fen, deternjined, to prevent a greater misfortune^ bjr 
complying with his defire; purpofing, however, to 
manage the bufinefs in fuch a manner, as to fatisfy^ 
Anfelmo, without altering the fentimdnts of his wife. 
With this view, ke told Anfelmo, that he ftiould have 
no occafion to communicate his. intention to any other 
man ; for he, Lothario, would undertake the affair^ 
and begin when he plcafed. Anfelmo, enibracing hi^ 
friend with great tendernefs and a(Fe£tion, thanked 
Km as muchifor his com-pliance, as if he had grant- 
ed, him fome vaft favour ; and it was^ concerted be- 
tween them, that Lothario fhould begin the cnter- 
prife the very i^ext day, when Aufeimo vrould give 
him time and opportunity of being alone with Ca- 
milla, that he might fpeak to her with freedom j and 
alfo fupply him with money and jewels, tliat with 
fuch prefents he might promote his fuit ; he, more- 
over advifed him to attempt her by nuific, afpd write- 
verfes in her ^raife v or, if that would be too much' 
trouble for the gallant, he himfelf would compofe-* 
them for the purpofe. Lothario undertook^ every 
thing, but with a very different intention- from* wiiat 
Anfelmo fuppofed v aud the agreement being raade> 
they returned to the houfe of this laft, . where they" 
found Camilla waiting with great anxiety for her 
hufband, who had that day tarried longer thati ufuah 
abroad. Lothario ibon after wrsnt home to his: own. 
lodgings^ leaving' his. friend as lioppy asr himfelf was. 

£ 6 perplexed 
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fwrplexcd how to contrive the fchemc for brmging^ 
this affair to a fortunate iflue : but that night, he 
fell upon an expedient to deceive Aafelmo, withou.^ 
^ving' offence to his wife. 

• Next day h& went to dine with his friend) and 
was very kindly received by Camilla, who entertained 
him with great cordiality, as her hufband's intimate 
companion* Dinner being ended, and the table 
withdrawn, Anfelmo rifing up, defiring Lothario ta* 
ftay with Camilla till his return from an indifpenfible . 
piece of bufmefs, that would detain him an hour and 
an half* Camilla intreated him to defer it until an- . 
other time, and Lothario offered to go along with* 
him ; but he was deaf to both, preffing Lothario to: 
let him go, while be fhould wait at his houfe till he 
came back, for he wanted to talk with him upon a 
fulje£l of ihe laft importance; at the fam^ time,, 
deuring Camilla to keep Lothario company till his.! 
return : in fhort, he fo well feigned the neceflity, on- 
rather folly of his abfence, that nobody could have. 
fufpe£bed the deceit. He accordingly went out, and 
ieft Camilla and his friend by themfelves ; for the 
f eft of the family had gone to dinner : io that Lo* 
tbario feeing himfelf widiin the lifts, according to- 
Anfelmo's defiire, with his fair enemy,, whofe beauty, 
alone was powerful enough to overcome a whole - 
fquadron of ^rmed knights, it may be eafily con-: 
ceived w:hat r^afon he had to fear : yet all he did,, 
was to lean his head on. his hand,, while his elbow- 
tufted upon the arm of the cbakr in which he fat, and 
^ter having begged pardon for his ill manners, to 
tell Camilla, he would take a nap till Anfelmo's re- 
turn. She faid, he would be more at his eafe in a . 
couch than in the chair^ and advifed him to walk ii>» 
to a chamber where he woukl find one. This offer^ 
however, he declined, and flept where he was till the 
return of his friend, who finding Camilla In her own 
apartment, and Lothario afleep, concluded, that by 
his long ftay> he had given them time^ not only to 

fpeak, 
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(pale, but alfo to take their rcpofe ; and was hn-' 
patient for Lothario*s waking, rfiat he might cany 
him out to walk, and citquire about his own fortune* 
' Every thirig fiKceeded to his willi : when his friend 
awoke, they went forth together, and he put every- 
queftion to him- that hiscuiiofity fuggefted : Lothario* 
anfweredy that thinking it iajproper to explain him** 
felf, on tire frrd occaiion, he had done nothing but 
p^ifed Camilla^s beauty, which, together with her 
difcretion, be toid her, engroffed the conrerfation of 
the whole city r ihisy he ii»agined, was the moft • 
prudent beginning, as it might prepofiefs her in his 
jzvbuTj and difpofe her to liilen to*him another time 
widi pleaftire ; being the fame artifice which is prac-^ 
tffed by the devil^ whoy when he wouM feduce thofe 
i^bo snre on their guard, transforms himfelf froni an 
imp of darknefs into an angel of light, and flattering ' 
them with fpecious appearances, at length difcovers 
hifs cloven foot, and fucceeds in hisdefign, provided 
his deceit be not dete&ed in the beginning. This^ 
declaration was altogether fatisfa£tory to Anfelmo,. 
^ho faid^ he wowld give him the fame opportunity • 
every day, without quitting the houfe, in which he 
would employ himfe^fo artfully, that Camilla fhould 
never fufoeft his defign. Many days pailed, in whicli 
though Lothario never opened his mouth on the fub- 
jtik to Camilla, he told Anfelmo that he had made 
many efforts, but could never perceive in her the leafl- 
tendency to weaknefs, or obtain the Icaft fhadow of 
hope f on the contrary, that five had threatened, if 
he did not lay afide the wicked defign, to difclofe the 
whole affair to her hufband. ** Very wall, faid Anfel- 
mo, hitherto £he is proof againft words ; we muit 
»ow try whether or not Ihe can refill works alfo-^ 
to-morrow you fliall have two thoufand crowns in 
gold, for a prefent to her; and as much more, to 
purchafe jewels for a bait : thefe are things with 
which all beautiful women are captivated i for, be

they ever fo chafte, they love finery and gay apparel ;^ 
if fhe withftands that temptation, I will reft fatis^ 
fied, and give you no further trouble." 

Lothario promifed to go through with the enterprifc, 
now that he had beguny though he was perfuaded he 
fhould be fatigued and bafiled in tht execution*. 
Next day he received four thousand crowns and as 
many perplexities along with them y for fee did not 
know what lie he fhould next invent : however^ he 
determined to tell his friend, that Camilla was as in- 
vincible to prefents as to words »; and that he Ihould 
give himfelf no further, vexation^ fincc all his endea- 
vours were thrown away to- no pm*pofe : but for- 
tune, which candu£ted matters in another jnanner^ 
ordained that Anfelmo,. one dayy after. b«viag> ac- 
cording to cuftom, left Lothario and. his wife by 
tbemfelves, and gone, to Im own chamber, ihoul4 
peep through:the key-hole, and liftem to their converr 
fation: it was then he perceivcd,^ that in half ait 
hour and more, Lothario did not fpeak one word^ 
neither would he have opened- his mouth, had he re- 
mained a whole age in the fame< fituation, Froav 
hence he conclud^ tliat every thing his friend had 
told him of Camilla's replies, was mere fiction: but 
to be ftill more afliired, he came out of his chamber, 
and called Lothario afide, a{ked whal^jkews he had^. 
and how Camilla ftood afFefted to hinir He replied,, 
that he was refolved to drop the bufine;f8 ihtirely j. 
for fhe had checked him with fuch bitternefs and iji-r 
dignation, that he had no mind to -return to the 
charge. " Ah Lothario ! Lothario, faid Anfelrao^ 
how much you have failed. in the duty of friendfliip, 
a*id abufed the confidence I. have repofed in your af- 
feftion I I have been all this time looking through the 
key-hole of that door, and perceived that you have 
not fpoken one word to Camilla : from whence, i 
fmfpeci, that your firft declaration is yet to come ; and 
if that be the ca%as-witho.ut doobtit is,, wherefore 

* have 
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li'^e you thus deceived me ; and in fo doing, pre- 
vented me froni other means to'&tisfy my defirc ?'*; 
He feid no more> but this was fufficient to cover Lo-. 
thario with (hame and confufion •,. who thinking hi* 
honour concerned, in being conviiled of a lie, fwore- 
to Anfel^o, he would from that moment take the 
charge of giving him the fatisfaftion he required, 
without the leaft equivocation,, as he might perceive,. 
by watching- him narrowly ;, though there would be 
no occafion for ufmg fuch diligence, becaufe his fu- 
ture behaviour in that affair would acquis him of ait 
fufpicion. 

Anfelnlo gave credit to his proteftation ; and that 
his opportunities niight be more fecure, and lefs fub* 

)*e£l to interruption, refolvcd to abfcnt himfelf froitt 
lis own houfe*, for eight days, during which he pro- 
pofed, to vifit a friend who lived in a village not far* 
from the city ^ and whom he defired to invite him to^ 
his houfe with the moft earncft in treaties, that he 
might excufe himfelf to Camilla for his abfence.— 
Unfortunate and imprudent Anfelmo \ what art thou? 
doing ? What art thou contriving and concerting .^ 
Confider that thou art adding againft thyfeilf, plan- 
ning thy own difhonour and perdition. Your wife- 
Camilla is virtuous and fober> and you pofTefs her at* 

f)refenc in quiet \, enjoying uninterrupted pleafure r 
ler inclinations never ramble beyond the walls of your 
own ^houfe v you are her paradife upon earth, the 
goal of her defires, the accomplifhment of her, wifhes,, 
and the ftandard by which fhe meafures her will> 
adj lifting it, in all refpedls, according to your plea- 
fure and the dir^ftions of Heaven. Since the mine 
of her honour, beauty, modefty and virtue, yields 
thee, without trouble, all the riches which it con-^ 
tains, or thou canft defire ; why wouldft thou, by^ 
digging in fearch of a nev/ and unheard of treafure,, 
rife the fall or deftruclion of the whole, which is 
fdftained by tlie feeble props' of female conftancy ? 

Remem- 
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Remember, it Is but juft, that he who builds o» 
impoflibilities, ihould be denied the privilege of any 
other foundation j as the poet hath better expreffed 
it, in the following couplets : 

In death, I fought new life to find. 
And health, where pale diftemper pinM i 
I loolt'd for freedom m the jail, 
And faith, where perjuries prevail : 
But fate fupreme, wbofe ftern decree 
To forrow matchM my dcRinj, 
All poflible relief withdrew 5 
. Becaufe th' impoflible I kept in view. 

Next day Anfclmo went to the country, after hav-^- 
lAg told Camilla^ that> in his abfence, Lotharia 
would take charge of the family, and dine with her 
every day j he therefore defired her to treat him with 
a}l the reipeft due to his own perfon^ Camilla, being 
a womao of honour and difcretion,. was difguiled at 
this order,, and bade him confider how unfeemly it 
was* for another man to (it at the head of his table 
in his abfence i, at the fame time begging, that if his 
direfltions- proceeded from his diffidence in. her capa- 
city, he would for once put her management to the 
trial, and be convinced, by experience,, that fhe was 
equal to a more important charge.

r^illa together' with ithe. ogportuixity-' which; thie igno- 
rant huuuuid put intohi^ handsi ii^tir^ly pvertlu'ew' 
the integrity of Lothario ; vfho giving, wsfy at once- 
to the diclates.of his p^flion, bpgan at the end 0f 
three day Sy during which hip had beeli at continuat 
vrzr with his deiires, to addrefs himfelf to Camilla 
wjth fuch diforder, and amorottsdifcaurfeythat fhe 
was utterly aftoniflied^ and riiiiig «Pj wept to her 
o.wn chartiberj without ai)fwerii»g one. word: but.. 
t$i5 cayne&.did npt abate Lothaflrio^s hope, whick. 
always increafev with ^ maur's love ; on .the cootrary^. 
hfi redoubled his eSbrt6^ while ihe^. peitceiving him; 
* l^have fd wide, of ex{>e£tation| did not well know* 
Vfhat condu£i to efpoufe ; but thinking' it would be. 
both unfeesnly and. unfafe in her to grant him. an- 
other opjjprt^nity, flie, determined tJiat very ni^t,. 
to ferid a meffage to her hulb^nd and a£^ually dii* 
patcheda. fervant (o hitm^ with . the following, letter ;

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This foiig wa3 commended as much as the firft, 
by. Anfelmo, who in this manner added link to link

- Lebnela* pi^omifed to be upon her guard; hut 
managed her affairs Ivith fo little diforetion^ that fiie 
confirmed CamlUa in the apprehenfion of lofing I)er 
reputation by the carelelTnefs of her maid ; for tji^ 
bold and imniodeit Leonela^ feeing that her^lady's 
conduQ was not the fame as formerly, had the al^ 
furance to introduce and conceal her Jover in the 
lioufe, confcious, that although her miftrefs (hould 
perceive, (he durft not deteft hrm, in that fituation. 
Among other difadvantages incurred by the flips of 
i^'omcn of fafluon, they become Saves to their own 
fervants, and • find themfelves obliged to connive at 
their impudence and vice.

But, find- 
ing that flill undone, I take it for granted, flie 
means to keep her promife of giving me an inter- 
T icw in the wardrobe, the very next time you go to 
the country : (and here it was that Camilla actually 
Bfed to entertain him) but I (hould not- wifli fhat you 
would run precipitately into iany fcheme of ven- 
geance; However, as the crime is committed in 
bought only, before an opportunity offers of per- 
forming that promife, Camilla may change her mind, 
and repent of her weaknefs. Wherefore as yy>u have 
Jiitherto, in whole or in part, followed my advice, I 
hope you will treafure up and obferve one which I 
ftall now offer, that you may, without the leaft 
^oflibility of being deceived, carefully and cautioufly 
fetisfy yourfelf, fo as to take fuch meafures as your 
prudence fhall fugged. You may pretend that you 
arc going, as ufual, for two or three days, to the 
country, and, in the mean time, conceal yourfelf ia 
Ac wardrobe, where you will find tapeftry and 
plenty of other things for the purpofe : from thence 
you, with your own eyes, as I with mine, will ob-?

At length, he refolved t-o difciofe ih^ 
whole to Camilla, as there wanted not opportunities. 
of being, with her alone ; and that very d^yi , beingp

When Camilla began thas diftsouife, Loth;u'io ma-p 

S'ued It wa» an aitifice to deceixe and perfuade biua^ 
^at the man he had feen coming out of the houfb 
ba4 been there on Ijeonela's account only ; but fee-. 
iog his mi&refs weep, and ia thi& utmpft affli^ion 
intreat hi^n to find o^t feme remedy for this in- 
convenience, he was copvmced of the truth, and co^ 
vesed with ihame and remorfe for what he had done : 
neverthelcfs, he ikfired Camilla to make herfdlf eafy,

and recommend another, which perhaps Oie n^ight 
npt- think fo eifedual. Accordingly, LothariQ topk 
his leave;, and next day, Anf$:lmo, under pret^x^^.^;

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going to his friend's country-houfc, fet out, \xit 
foort returned to his hiding-place ; Camilla and her 
inaid having purpofcly given him an opportunity o£ 
getting in unfeen. There he remained in a ftate of 
perturbation, which may bfc eaCly. conceived to ha- 
rafs the brcaft of a man who expeded to fee, with 
his own eves, the bowels of his hwrotir il?lR<tei^ 
and found himfelf on the brink of lofing that fupremc 
bKfs which he thought he pofTefTcd in his beloved Ca- 
milla* 

She and her maid, by this time, certified of hi9 
being there, went to the wardrobe, which Camilljr 
»o fooncr entered, than heaving a profound figh^ 
•• Dear Leonela, faid fhe, rather than execute the 
defign which I conceal from your knowledge^ that 
you may not endeavour fo prevent it, would it not be 
better for' you to tak^ this poignard of Anfelmo, and 
j^lunge-it in my unfortunate bofom? Yet, do not, 
Leoncia J for it were unreafonablfc, that I fhould be 
puniOied for another's, crime \ I want, firft, to know 
iXrhat the daring and licentious eyes of Lothario have 
difcerned in my condu£i, that fhould encourage him 
to declare a paflion fo guilty as that which he hath:

expefting to fucceed in his wicked intention : but I

ning and well-in flrufted Leonela, how do you intend 
to ufe that fatal poignard ? are you determined ta 
take away your Own life, or that of Lothario? by 
fiBtcrificihg either the one or the other, you will en- 
tirely riiin your own reputation.

'-* Go, dear Leonela^ replied her miilrefsy and fear 
nothing i for although, in your x>pinion» I may be 
ta(k 2fid even unr^afona)^ in thu$ refenting the af-« 
front upon my hoaour, I fhall not behaye like tliat 
Lucretia, who, 'tis faid, kilied herfelf, though inno** 
eent, without having firfl punaihed the v^lainous 
€att& of ker misfortune. If I muft die, I will at leaft 
fall, fully revenged of him who is the occaiion of my 
being here> to bewail his audacious bjshavious, whicfa^ 
I am fure, proceeded from no mifcondufb of mine/^ 
Many intreaties did fhe ufe, before Leonela would 
go and call Lothario, but at bngtfa fhe prevailed^ 
the maid went out to leek. him, and, .in her abfence, 
Camiiia uttered the following ipliloquy: ^ Good 
tieavenLJ would h not have been more prudent to 
, difmifs Lothario as ufual, than to give him this oc-« 
' cafion of thinking me vicicms and immod^cft, evea 
though i^at opinion can only laft until I have an op** 
pottunity of undeceiving him ? Yes, certainly : but, 
I ifaa}l not think myfelf revenged, nor the honouif of

Let the traitor pay 
with his life, for the enterprife of his lafcivious de-r' 
lire ;-^the world fhall know, if ever the afiair be made 
public, that Camilla not only preferved her affeAion 
fpr her hufband inviolate, but alfo took vengeance 
on the man who fought to impair it. Yet, metlunks, 
I ought to difclofe the whole to Anfelmo : hut I 
have already touched upon the fubjed, in the letter 
Z fetit him when he was in the country; and his 
pmitting to apply a remedy to the evil I then hinted 
at^ muft certainly be owing to his own integrity and 
Unfufpefbing heart, which would not fuffer him to 
lielieve, that the inreaft of fuch a conflant friend

bathed in my own chafte blood, ai;id. cmbrued in tne 
tainted gore of the falfeft friend that ever friend (14.p 
faw ?" So faying, fUe brandifhed the drawn dagger in 
her hand, and ilalked acrpfs the room with fucii dif-^ 
ordered iieps and violent gedures, that (he feeined ,t;q 
have lofl her fenfes, and looked more like a defper^c 
TuHian than a delic^t^ wife. 

All this tranfport and agitation was ' perceiveSj^ 
with aftoniihment, by Anfelmo, wl^ere he ftood con-? 
cealed behind (he tapedry : he thought he had ndy^ 
feen and heard enough to difpel fufpicions pi ^ 
ftronger kind than thofe,he entertaim^d; and evei^ 
wifhcd that the proof might proceed no farther, by 
Lothario's failin?.to keep the appointment; for 1^, 
was afraid that lome fudden unlucky accident mighty 
happen. — ^Being therefore on the point of (hewing 
himfelf, and running to embrace and undeceive Hiai

Lothario, if you know my hufband Anfclmo, and 
what ftation he maintains in your opinion ? and then 
be • as explicit in your fentiments of me : anfwer 
"without perturbation or difficulty ; for the queftions 
I a(k are eafily folvcd.*' 

Lothario was not fo ignorant, but that he had con- 
ceived her defign, from the moment of her defiring 
him to advif^ Anfelmo to conceal himfelf^ and there- 
fore, his replies were fo feafonablC) and correfpond- 
ed fo exafl^ly with her aim, that this fi£iion had all 
the air of the mod genuine truth. ** Beauteous Ca- 
diilla, faid he, I did not - imagine you had fent for 
<ne, with a view of afking queftions fo foreign to the 
purpofe for which I come : If you mean to delay the 
promifed blifs, you might have protrafted the alngna- 
tion to a moie diftant term ; for the nearer the proC- 
peft of cnjoyihent is, the more grievous will the dilt 
appointment be: but, that you may have no caufc 
to complain of my refuGng to anfwer your demands, 
t will own that I know your hufband Anfelmo, with' 
ivhom I have been intimate from our moft tender 
years.

not call it^ becaufe it could not be the eiFe£k of deli- 
berate determination, but muft have proceeded from 
a negleft of fome of thofe forms which women often 
inadvertently omit, before thofe whom they think 
they can erttertain without ceremony. Otherwife, 
tell me, traitor, when did I ever anfwer thy addreflcs 
with any word or fign that could awaken in thy breaft 
the leaft glimpfe of hope to accomplifh thy infamous 
aim ! did I not always rejeft and reprove thy amorous 
prot-eftationswith rigour and feverity ? and when were 
thy promifes and prefents believed and acc^i^d'^ 
But as I think no perfon could long perfevere in fuch 
a flagitious intention, withcrut being fupported by 
' fome fort 6f hope, 1 am willing to lay the blame of 
your impertinence at my own door 5 fince, without 
doubt, fome failure of care in me hath enabled you 
to exert yours fo long ; and therefore, 1 will inflift 
upon myfelf the punimment that your crime deferves : 
but that you may fee, in being thus inhuman to my- 
felf, it was impoffible for me to deal mildly by you, 
I have invited you hither, to be witnefs of the facri- 
fice I mean to offer to the injured honour of my noble 
hufband, -^hom you have aggrieved to the utmoft of 

Jour power, I myfelf being acceflbry to the wrong, 
ecaufe I have not induftrioufly enough avoided all 
occafion, if I gave you any, of favouring and coun- 
tenancing your wicked inclinations. 1 fay, the fuf- 
picion I have, that fome levity of mine engendered 
fuch frantic fentiments in your bofom, gives me the 
utmoft pain, and prompts me to chaftife my indifcre- 
tion with my own hands, rather than make my fault 
tcioxt public, by fubmitting to another executioner :

So faying, (he ^iTauIted Loth&rio with incredibler 
force and agility, manifefting fuch eagernefs to plunge 
the poignard in his bread, that he himfelf doubted 
whether her endeavours were feigned or real, and 
was aftually obliged to exert liis whole ftrength \n, 
defending himfelf from Camilla, who a£led. this- 
ilrange impofture fo much to the life, that, in order 
to give it the greater appearance of truth fhe re-, 
folved to colour it with her own blood ; for, feeing,.

I Leonela lifted her up, and laying her on the bed, 
eameftly intreated Lothario to find fome perfoii 
who could cure her privately y and beeged he would 
advife her, with regard to what (he ftould tell An-^ 
felmoy abdut her lady's wounds, in cafe he (hould re- 
li^m before fhe was cured : he faid^ ihe might tell 
kim what (he pleafed, for he was then in no condi- 
tion to give any profitable advice about the matter ; 
he only defired her to fall upon fpme method of 
ftaunchiBg the blood } and declared, that for . hm 
own part, he would go where man fliould never fee 
him. He accordingly departed, with the appearance 
of infinite grief . and anxiety, and, when hie found ' 
faimfeif alone in a private place, crofied himfelf 
with amazement at the invention of Camilla^ and 
the artful behaviour of her maid: he could eafily

Compofe- yourfelf, dear 
madam, endeavour to calm the perturbation of your 
fpirits, that my mafter may not perceive your difor- 
der ; and leave the confequence to my care, and that 
of Heaven, which never fails to favour the righteous 
defign." 

Anielmo liftened with the utmoft attention to this 
tragedy, of the death of his honour, which was re- 
prefented with fuch exquifite and furprifing addrefs, 
that the aftors feemed really transformed into the very 
characters they feigned: he longed impatiently for 
night, and an opportunity of efcaping unfeen, that 
he might fly to his worthy friend Lothario, and re- 
ceive his congratulation upon the precious jewel he 
had found in this vindication of his wife's virtue : 

they 
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they took care to furniQi him with the occafion he 
wanted ; and he, without letting it flip, ran imrne* 
diately in queft of Lothario : it would be difficult to 
defcribe the eagernefs df his embraces at meeting, 
or to recount the expreffions he ufed in the overflow- 
ings of his fatisfaSion, and the extravagant praifes 
he beftowed on Camilla.

to be apprehended, he hoped for the. future, to en-

That ipftant, they hfcardagreatnoiie ih the a^art-« 
ment, and Don Quixote pronounced alo4id^ ^ btay,, 
viBain, robber, caitiff, here I have thee^- and thjs. 
fqymitar Ihall not avail.'*^ Then he began to ftrike 
furiouily at the walls ; and Sancho exclaimed, Don't 
$and here liftening, but go in and part the fray, or 
knd your aiTiftance to my nrtafter j though I believ/s 
JhdA will be needlefs by this timey for 3ie giant is. 
(;ertatnly dead and giving an account to God of 
l^is wicked and mifpent life: nay, I law wilii ray 
ewn eyes^ his blood running about the floor, and his 
head cutoff, lying on one fide as a large wine bag." 
^ May I be hanged, cried the inn-keeper^ at thefe 
words, if this Don Quixote, or Don Devil> has 
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not cut opeii ose of the (kins filled with red wine^ 
tb^t .flood at. his bed's hetd, and the wine th^t 
rail out. is n)iflal^ea by this fimple fellow fof 
Wood!" 

Sp fayingi he ruilhcd into the apartrae^tj^ with thi 
whole company at his heel^y and found the knight in^ . 
a. very Judijcijou^ fituatipn : he appeared in, his fliirt^ 
which was too fcanty before, to cover his thighs^ . 
and ftill ihorter behind) by dx inches at leaftj and 
difpjayed a pair of long lank legs, imbrown^d w:iife 
hair, and not extremely clean ; his head was goyereA 
with a little, red, greafy nightcap, belbngi^ig to th«

(9 furioujdy, that t^ ^vbole f otom wai 
aflpal: ^idt tbeif contend. 

The innkeeper no fooner perceiyed this hayockj 
&2in i^csfed to the lad degree, be afiauhed Don 
Qgi^ote with his clencikcd iSls^ and began to pum-» 
9iel him fo. fenjerdy, that if the curate a«id Cardenio- 
had Qot interpof<^, he would . (oon have put an end to- 
tiie.aclv.entu3se of the giajit: yjet, for all that, the 
pocwr knight did not aMfake, untU the b^b^r^. f^tchihg^ 
A kettle of cold water from the well, foufed him aU 
over ; even then, though flecp forfcpk him, be did hot 
recoHeft the fituation he was in ; and Dorothea fee- 
ing him fo flight and airily fequipt, did notchufe to

be a fpeftator of tke combat between her adverfaryr 
and proteftor.- Mean while, Sancho went about the 
iroom, prying iato every comer, and fearching for the 
giant's head, which, when he could not find, " I 
knew, faid he, that every thing goc» by en/chantment 
ht this houfe : the laft time I was in this very fpol, I 
received a great many thwacks and thumps, without 
feeing a foul, or being able to guefs horn whence they 
came ; and now this head- is vanifhed, though I faw ir 
tut off with mine own eyes, and the blood fpout out 
of the body, like water from a fountain." " Wha| 
do^ft thbtb talk of blood and fountainsv thOu enemy 
of God and his faints, cried the inn-keeper f don't 
Voii fee; rafcal, that there is no blood or fountain,, 
but the (kins that are pierced, and the red wine thar 
fwims about the room ? I hope the foul of him who^ 
))ierced them, will fwim in hell.!'* ** 1 know no- 
thing of the matter, replied Sancho; but that, on ac-r 
tount of my not! finding the head, I (hall fee my earl-- 
. dom diffolve like fait in water." 

Thus the fquire, diough awake, was more extnnra-^ 
gant than Don Q^iixote in fiis dream : fuch an im* 
prefiion had his mailer's^ promifes made upon his 
imagination. The phlegmatic temper of the fquire^ 
together with the mifchievous difpofition of the 
knighr, wcil-nigh diftradted the landlord, who fwore, 
that they Ihould nol now, as formerly, go away widi.* 
out paying; and that all the privelege of their er- 
i^antry ihould not exempt them from paying both 
reckonings to the laft farthing, for the damage'they 
had done, even to the bits of leather for botching^ 
ihe iKtne-fkins that were? cut. The Curate, by this 
time, had gcitr hold of the hands of Don Qutxotej 
y^ho, believing he had now finifhed the adventure, 
and was in prefence of the princefs Micomicona,, 
fell upon his kaees before the prieft, faying, " Re- 
nowned princefe, ]p»ir highnefs may henceforth Jive 
fecure^ of whart that mk&egotten wretch can do ;

breathe, happily and fully performed." ** Did not 
I tell you fo? cried Sancho, hearing thefe word«. 
You fee I am hot drunk, and may take notice that"" 
my mafter hath put the giant in pickle — the holi- 
days will certainly come round, and the earldom fit 
roe to a hair." 

Who could refrain from laughing at the follies of 
the mafter and nwm ? they occaficned abundance of 
mirth to every one prefc^nt, except the landlord, who 
curfed hinnfclf to the devil. At length the barber^ 
curate, and Cardenio, with no fmall difficulty, put 
the knight to bed again, where he fell afleep in an 
inftant like one who had been exceflively fatigued : 
they left him to his repofe, and went out to confole 
Sancho for his difappointment in lofing the giant'* 
head ; but they found it a harder talk to pacify the 
inn-keeper, who was driven almoft to defpair, by the 
fudden death of his wine bags: l^efides, the landlady 
began to cry in a whimpering tone, ** In an unlucky 
minute and evil hour did this knight-errant enter my 
doors 5 for I am fure, I never beheld him, without 
paying dearly for the fight ! The laft timejhe was 
here, he refufed to defray a whole night's expence of 
fupper, lodging, ftraw, and barley, for himfelf and 
his fquire, his horfe and his afs ; faying that he was 
a knight- errant, forfooth*, (God fent him and all 
other knights-errant upon errands that vy^ill tend to: 
their forrow !) and therefore was not obliged to pay 
for any thing, becaufe it was not ordained in the 
regifters . of chivalry : then this gentleman coming 
after him t'other day, borrowed my tail, and thouch' 
I have got it again, it is a good penny the worfe for 
the wearing, the hair being plucked ofF in fuch a 
manner as makes it unfit for my hulband's purpofe ; 
and to iinifh and conclude the wholC) my bags are 

broke, 
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Tsroke, and my wine fpUt: (wookl I could fee his 
heart's blood in the fame condition !) bixt he muft 
hot think to get off-fo eafily-; for by the bonts 
of my father, and my mother's foul ! they {hall pay 
for every thmg upon the nail j or, may I never he 
called by my own name agaxri^ or believed to be my 
father's own child ! 

Thefe, and o^her ei^preiBons of the fame kind, werfe 
uttered, with great bitternefs, by the landlady ; and 
her faithful fervant Maritornes joined in the exclama- 
tion, tj^hile the daughter held ner peace, and, frdm 
time to lime, fm iled at their indignation, which at 
laft was appeaTed by the curate, who promifed to 
give them fatisfa£tion, to the beft of his power, for 
tlie lofs they had fuilained in hags and wine, and, in 
particular, for the damage done to the tail, which 
they valued fo highly : and Dcfrothea ^eomforted San- 
cho, *by tellmg him, that as foon as ever it ftould 
appear thit his matter had actually cut off the ^pant's 
head, and fhe feoxild find herfelr ii\^ quiet poffeflion 
of her kingdom, flic would befto:w upon him thebtft 
earldom in her gift. The fquire was confoled by this, 
promife, amd a^rcd the princefs, that he was -cer- 
tain lie had feen the eiant's head, by the fame token, 
that he had a »huge oeard that flowed down to his 
middle ! and that the whole was now vaniihed, be- 
daufe every thing in that houfe was performed by en- 
chantment^ as he had found by woeful cxperiente, 
' the laft thne he had lodged in that apartment* Do- 
rothea faid fhe was of the fame opinion, defiring he 
wouki give himfelf no uneafinefs, for every thing 
would be for the beft, and fucceed to his heart's con- 
tent. The quiet of the houfe being thus ro-eftablifli- 
ed, the curate wanted to read the remaining part. of 
the novel, which, he perceived, alre^y dr^w near a 
olofe ; and Cardenio, Dorothea, and the reft, intreat- 
ing him to-fialfh the ftory, he, with a view of pleafing 
them as weil as hkufelf, proceeded in thefe words :

a'dyed-himfelf widiodtt the lead difturbance cnr care ( 
ik Ctunilla, in order to <lifguife her real fentiments^ 
afit&ed always to frown upon LothariOy who, as a 
fttPtfaer fandion to this ftratagem, defired Anfdmo 
to excufe' him from coining to his houfe, finoe it was 
plain that Camilla was difgufted at his prefence : but 
the infatuated Anfelmo would far no means comply 
with this requefty fo that this unnappy hulban^'wa^ 
in a thottfand fliapes^ the author of nis own difho- 
fifour, while, in his own opinion, he was laying up a 
{tore of hap{}inefs and. reputatioa. 

About this time, Leoneta^s dcfifc of gratifying her 
own loofe wrflies, carried her to a pitch of impru- 
dence, that fliegave her wantonnefs the rein with- 
out tiie leaft caution; confcious rhat her miftrefs 
would co-nceal her condud, and even advife her how 
to carry oti the intrigue without the leaft danger of 
being deteftcd. At length, however, Anfelmo, one 
night, heard fo'mebody walking in her apartment, 
and endeavouring to get in and fee who it was, found 
the door (hut againft him. This dircumftance in- 
creafed bis defire, he Knade a violent efert, atnd the 
door flew open, upon which he entered, and feeing 
a man leap out of the window into the ftreet, ran 
haftily to lay hold or get fight of him ; but he was 
difapipointed in both, by Leonela, who, hanging upon 
her mafter, cried, " Hold, dear Sir, ht not furprifed, 
nor, feek to pcnrfue the perfon who is fled ; he was 
here on my account, and is as good as my wedded 
hnfband." 

Anfdmor wouM give no credit to hrt: words, but, 
blinded with paflion, drew his poignard-to -ftab Leo- 
tida, whom he commanded to reveal the truth, on 
pain of immediate death. She, terrified bv his threats, 
znfwettd, without knowing what (be laid, " Spare 
my life, good Sir^ and I wUl difdofe things of great- 
er importsnce than you imag^ine." '* Speak then, 

cried 
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cried Anfelmo, or thou fliak inftantly die." ** At 
prefenty replied Leonela, I am in fuch perturbation^ 
that I cannot poflibly make a diftin£k confeffion*-^^ 
delay your vengeance till to-morrow morning, and 
then you (hall hear fomething that will ftrike you 
with aflonifhment ; mean while be aiTured, that 
he who leapt put of the window^ is a young man 
of this city, who has given me a promife of 
marriage* 

Anfelmo being fomewhat pacified by this declara- 
tion, refolved to grant the refpite ihe demanded \ though 
he never dreamed of hearing any thing to the preju- 
dice of Camilla, of whofe virtue he was fatisfied and 
fecure : he therefore quitted the room, in which, . 
however, he. locked up Leonela, telling her, (lie 
mull continue, in that place, until (he ihould have 
made this promlfed difcovery: then going to Ca^ 
milla, informed her of every thing that had paiTed, 
together with the promife her maid had made of 
dilCQvering things of great importance. It is almofl: 
needlefs to fay that Camilla was diilurbed at this in- 
formation 'y the terror that took poilefCon of- her was \ 
fuch, that believing, witli good reafon too, Leonela 
would af^ually difciofe to Anfelmo every circum-* 
dance' of her infidelity, (he had not refolution enough 
to wait the ifliie of her fjifpicion ; but that very. 
night, while her hufband was afleep, collected the 
bed of her jewels, with fome money, and getting out 
of the'houfe, without being perceived, fled to Lo-f 
thario, and recounted what had happened \ at the 
fame time, befeeching him to put her in a. place of 
fafety, or accompany her to fome retreat, >where they 
ihouJd be fecure from the fearch of Anfelmo* <' 

Such was the coi^ufion of Lothario, at the news 
of this unexpe£led event, that he could not anfwer 
one f/liablc, nor. for fome time rc/blve upon what 
was to be done. At length, he propofed to carry 
Camilla to a monaftery, tlie abbcfd of which was. his 

firft 
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firft cofufin ; and his miftrefs confenting to the pro- 
f ofal, he condudied her thither^ with all the difpatch 
which the nature of the cafe required, and leaving 
her to the care of his relation, quitted the cit^ that 
very nig^t, without imparting the caufe of his ab« 
fence to any living fouL 

, Next morning as foon as it wa^ day, Anfelmo, 
without percming that Camilla was gone, fo eager- 
ly did he long to hear this confeflion of her maid^ 
arofe and went dire£Uy to the room in which he bad 
confined her ; but he no fooner opened the door^ 
and entered the apartment, than he perceived the 
iheets of the bed tied together, hanging out at the 
window; a manifeft proof that Leonela had low- 
ered herfelf down into the ftreet by means of that 
contrivance ; he then returned, with a good deal of 
chagrin^ to communicate his difappointment to Ca- 
miUa, whom when he <:ould not find, he was feized 
' with the utmoft conftcrnation, efpecially as none of 
the fervants could give tlie Icaft account of her de- 
parture : but, chancing, in the courfe of hi^ inquiry, 
to find the coffers open, and the befl part of her jew- 
els carried oii-^ he began to comprehend his difgrace ; 
and concluded, that Leonela was not the caufe of 
his miiafortune. 

Difpirited with this refleflion, he did not flay to 
drefs, but went, in a mofl difcoafolate fituaticn, to 
give an account of his mifhap to his friend Lothario ; 
and, when he underilood frona his fervants that their 
niaiter had gone out in the night, and carried all his 
teady money along with him, he had well nigh lof); 
his fenfes. To crown his mifery, he returned to his 
own houfe, which was defertcd by all his fervants* 
and found himfelf the mofl folitary being in nature : 
he knew not what to think, fay,' or do, s^nd his judg- 
nicnt began to be impaired ; for upon recoU' fltion he 
perceived that he was, in an inflant, deprived of w f Cj^ 
&iead, and fervants, renounced byheaven, and, what

deftitute of honour by the mitcaxidiuBt of Camill^t 
trQfri ' which ke dated his utter dcftrufbion. At 
'^ength| after a long internal ftruggie, he reibliped to 
go to Ac c(Hi«tpy*houfe of his friend, where he had 
been% when he furniihed thd opportunity of plan* 
ning his own ruin. Accordingly, having locked his 
door, he mounted his horie, and almoft fainting un- 
der the burthen of bis woes^ fee out for that place : 
Jbut fcarcc had he travdkd ane half of the way, 
"when harraffed by his fliocking refledLon:s, he was 
obliged to alight and tie his hoi fe to a tree, at the 
root of which he threw himfelf down, giving vent 
to the moft lamentable iighs ' that ever were heaved ; 
there he remained till the twilight, about which 
tiijje, he perceiving a man comitig on horfeback 
from the city, after felutation, he aiked what news 
were ftirring at Florence ? — " The ftrangeft, replied 
the citizen, that have been heard thcfe many days : 
it is publicly reported, that IjOthario, the intimate 
friend of Anfelmo the rich, who lived at St. John's, 
hath this laft night carried ofF the wife of his friend, 
who is alfo miffing. This difcovery was made to 
fhe governor by Camilla's maid, who was deteftcd 
in letting herfelf down by a fheet, from one of the 
windows of Anfelmo's houfe : in ihort, I do not 
know the particulars exaftly ; but the whole city is 
aftonifhed at this event, which . they could never 
have expefted from the intimacy of the two gentle- 
men, who were fo ftriftly united in the bands of ami- 
ty, as to acquire the title of the Two Friends." "Do 
you know what road Lothario and Camilla have 
taken," faid Anfelmo ? " That is not yet difcovered, 
replied the traveller; though the governor hath ufed 
great diligence in the inquiry." Anfelmo wifhed him 
a good even ; and the citizen having returned the 
compliment, procepdcjd .on his journey. 
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This unhappy ne^ws rfednced this ilf- fated haf« 
band to the verge of deafih as weii as dillrad^ion : h6 
mounted, however, as wdl as he could, and arrived 
at the houfe of his friend, who had not as yet hearrf 
i&f his misfortune ; but feeing him fo exhaufted^ 
ghaftly, and pale, he imagined he had met with fome 
grievoHS difafter. Anfeimo begged to be put to bed 
immediately, and fuTni(hed with pen, ink, and pa- 
per : ditts provided, he was left alone, and the cham-* 
her locl»ed, at his own dciire-: then the remem- 
brance of his misfortune began to be fo heavy uponf 
his foul, that he plainly perceived his end approach- 
ing, arid bfjing defirous of declaring the caufe of hi^ 
ftrange and fudd<m death, he took up the pen ; but 
before he could execute his defign, his breath failed 
him, and he expired, a vitlim^ to fhat forrow which 
was ocoafioned by his own impertinent curiofity.

Next day, his friend fent anaccouirt of 
his death to his parentSf who were already informed 
of .bis mifchance^ as aHb -of *tlie convent to whick 
CanuUa had retreated 4 and -where fhe now lay at 
the point •of lacGompanying her fpoufe in his laft in- 
difpenfable journeys not>{b mtuch <on accoiiist of An- 
felmo's deaths as in con&quence of ;the information 
flie receivied concerning her abfent lover ^ it was faid, 
that though ihe was now a widow^ flie would neither 
quit tlie convent, nor take the Xeii; but in a litde 
$*iHie, the news arrived of Lothario's being killed in a 
battle, which mras fought between the renowneS 
captain Gon9alo Fernandez de Cordova, and mon- 
fieur de Lautrec^ 'w. the kingdom of Naples, whither 
this too late repenting friend had made his retreat. 
This event was no footer known, than CamiUa pro- 
fefled herfelf jnun, and, in a few days, yielded up 
her life a prey to grief and melancholy. Such was 
the untimely <£nd to which they were all brought^ 
from a beginmne of whim and indifcretion 1'^ 

This novel, wd the ourate, is not ami& :; but I 
cannot think the ftory is true, and if it be feigned^ 
the author has erred in point of invention ; for it 
cannot be fuppofed, that any hulband would be fo 
mad aS ti» try this dangerous experimeot of Anftlmo : 
had it been related of a gailant and his miftrefs, it 
Oiight have pafled^ but with regard to a hufband 
and his wife, it is altogether improbable : however^ 
the manner o£ narating U is not difagreeable«

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each of them equipped with lance, target, and malk ; 
with a lady on a fide-faddle, drefled in white, and 
veiled, and two attendsBit« on* foot." When the 
prieft afkedr if they were near,, he anfwered, ** So 
near, that they are already at the gate." 

Dorothea, hearing this information, put on her 
veil, and Cardenio withdrew into Don Quixote's 
apartment. Immediately the "^ole company, an^ 
nounced by the landlord, entered- the inn-yard, and: 
the four faorfemen,. who were perfons of genteel mien 
and carriage, inftantly alighting,, went to help the* 
lady from Ivsr horfe-; when one of them, taking her in 
his armSj placed her in a chair that flood by the door 
of the room in which Cardenio had concealed him- 
felf. All this time neither (he nor they took off their 
maiks, nor uttqred one fyllable ; but when (he was 
feated, (he heai^ a profound figh, and let her arms fall 
down ^n each fide, like a perfon fainting with 
weakneff* While the footman led the horfes into the 
liable, the eurate, being curious to know who thofe 
perfdns were, fo remarkable in their filence and drefsy 
went up aaidput thequeftion to one of the lacquies,^ 
who anfwered, "Truly, iignor, we arc as ignorant 
in that particular asjou are \ though they feem to be 
people of condition, efpecially he who took the ladjr 
m his arms, becaufe all the reft behave to him wim . 
great refpe£l, following his dire£lions in every thing, 
with the utmoft pundluality." " And, pray whdr 
raay the lady be," faid the prieft? "We know as- 
little of her as of the men, replied the lacquey ; for 
during- tbe journey,, I have never o^ce beheld her 
f^ce, I have often heard her figh bitterly, and utter 
piercing groansy in every: one of which (he feemed 
to yield her very foul ^ but' it is not to be wondered 
at that we (hould know fo little of their afiairs ; 
~my companion and I having attended them two days 
©niy ; for meeting ns on the road, they intreated 
and perluaded us to accompany them as far as An*

filence ; nothing is. heafrd but the fobs andfighsof 
tfetf poor bdy, which move lis to compaffion : we 
firmly beiieyc, that flie is forced upon this journey ; 
«n4 gather from her drekj that fhe is a nun^ oc 
lKr}|k}i i^ more probable, going to take the -veil ; and 
finding herfelf very little inclined to that way of life^* 
16 melancholy at the profpcft.'* 

The curate faid, nothing was more prdbablci atid 
leaving the lacquey> returned to Dorotliea, who, by. 
this tinae, out af natural fympathy with the afflL£lioa 
of the maiked lady, had approached and accofted her 
in thefc wcnrds : '" What is the matter with yau^ dear: 
ihadam ^ if youiabqiir under any indifeefitioa ^hich^ 
thfi pra^^ice and experience of wcimen oanr relieve»j 
my aS>ftan£e ia heartily at your forvioe." To thia* 
kiud oSer no reply was made by the ibinrowfiil lady»: 
y^'hoy notwithftacdihg the other's repeated iatreattcS) 
"^cutJd mot open kev mouth : until tke perfon, who» 
hy the lacqueys isformatlony was chief of the com- 
pany^ addirefSng himiHf;^ to Dorothea, feid, ** Do 
ttpl fatigue yourfelf^ madam, in .making proffers of 
ferviee ta that woman, who cannot be grateful for 
apy favour fhe ireceiKea ; nor importune her for .any ; 
replf , unl^fi; you defire to hear &m& falfehoods pro* 
ceed fifom her lips." " My lips, faid the hitherto 
iiient lady, were never profaned with falfehood ; on 
the contrary, my prefent misfottane is owitig to my 
fincerity and my abhorrence of lies. Of diis a0ero» 
tion, you yourfclf are too fcnfiUc ; fiwce .your own 
perfidy and fialfehood are the effe<9:s of my conftancy 
and truth." 

Thefe word« were diftinftly overhealrd by Cardenio, 
who was only fepauated from them by the door of 
Don QuisLote's chamber | and they nafooiaer reached. 

his • 
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Kk^ ears, than he cried aloud, " Good ^heaven'! 
What do I bear ! What voice h that which (Iruclc 
my fenfe V* The lady being exeeedingiy furprifed at 
that exclamation) turned about her headland not 
feeing the perfon that proiiotinced it, ftarted up and* 
Tttn to'wards the apartment froryi whence it feemed to 
come ; but was prevented by her conduftor^ who. 
would not faffer her to mov^ ooe iftep farther. In 
Ac difor<ler oecationed by iter ftraggle, her mailt 
dropped off, and difcovered a countenance of incom- 
parable and amazing beauty, even thougii- difguifed 
with palenefs and horror ; for her eyes rolled about 
to every corner which her fight could reach, with fuch 
eagernefs and wiMiief^, that &e looked like a wo«» 
man poflefled* 

Dorothea, and all prefent, were inftnirdy concern- 
ed at thefe fytnptoms, the meanirtg of which they 
could not dnderitand: mean white, me cavalier wa3 
fo buited in holding her ftift by tfie (hduid^rs, that- 
he could not attend to hig naaflc, which alfo fell to*, 
the groiind : and- Dorothea lifting up her eyes to^ 
wards him, as he held the lady in hid acrmS) per-^ 
ceived that this cavalier wa« no other than her owtir 
hniband, Don Fernando. No fooner did (he recogni:«e 
his features, then fetching a long and melancholy 
%h from the very bottom of her foul, fee fell bacfc-^ 
ward in a fwoon, and if the barber had not beeft ^ 
hand to fupport her, would ha^e -certainly come to 
the ground : the curate tan ittftantly to take off her 
veil, that he might fprinkle water on her face, which 
was immediately known by Don Fernando, who held 
the other lady in his arms, and Was thunderftruck at 
the fight : he would not, however, quit Lucinda,. 
who ftruggled to get loofe : ihc and Cardenio having ' 
by this time recognized each other by their mutual 
exclamations : he had alfo overheard the groan ut- ^ 
tered by Dorothea, when fhe fainted, and believing 
tliat it prtjcreried. from Lucinda, ru&ied out of his 
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apartment in a fright^ when the firft objeA he beheld 
was Don Fernando clafping her in his arms. This 
nobleman knew him immediately^ and all three^ 
namely^ Lucinda, Cardenio> and Dorothea, were 
ftruck dumb with aftoniffliment, and (eemed infenii- 
hie of what had happened > gazing in lilence at one. 
another. 

Dorothea diredied her eager view to Don Feman-^ 
doy who flared at Cardenio, whofe eyes were fixed 
upon Lucinda, who looked wiflifully at him-; but 
the firft that i)roke filence, was this laft, who ad- 
dreffed herfelf in theCe words to Don Fernando : 
** Suffer mCy iignor, in regard to your own charac-^ 
ter, fince you are deaf 'to every other confideration,, 
to cleave fo that wall of which I am the ivy, to avail 
myfelf of that prop from which you could not dif- 
engage me, with all your importunities, promifes and. 
threats. Behold how Heaven, by nnufual and myf- 
terious means, hath brought me to my true and law-^ 
ful hufband : and fince you know,, by dear4>ought: 
experience, that nothing but death can expel his^ 
image from my breaft, let chis^ plain deihonilration^. 
fince all other attempts are vain, convert your love 
into rage, your friendfhip into hate, and inftantly 
deprive me of life, which I fhall yield with pleafure 
in the prcfcnce of my legal lord, who will then^^ per- 
haps, be convinced of the fidelity I preferved;^to the 
laft moment of my exiflence.'" 

In the mean time Dorothea, being recovered from 
her fwoon> had liftened to Lucinda's declaration, by. 
which flie difcovered her fituation and name : but 

Eerceiving that Don Fernando neither quitted his 
old, nor anfwered one word to her folicitation, fhe 
icxerted her whole flrength in falling down on her 
knees before him, and having flied a large quantity 
of tears from her beautiful eyes, accofted him in thefe 
words : " My dear lord ! if your eyes were not 
dazzled and obfcured by the rays of tliat ^n which 
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you lioltl eclipfed within your arms, you would per- 
ceive that (he who thus kneels before you, is the un^ 
happyXfo long as you are pleafcdfhe (hould be fo) and 
forlorn Doromea—I am that humble countryrmaiden 
whom your generofity of paflion vouchfafed to raife to 
the honour of calling you her own* I am (he who^ 
confined within the bounds of modefty, lived a con- 
tented life, until moved by your importunities, -and 
f[:emingly upright addreffes, fhe opened the gates of 
lier referve, and furrendered to you the keys of her 
ftreedom. An oiFering but ill requited, as plainly ap- 
pears by that hard fate, in confe^uence of which t 
am found in this place, and alfo find you in your prc- 
fent fituation. Neverthelefs, I would not have you 
ifxiagine that I came hither, induced by any diiho- 
nourable motives ; but that the forrow conceived at 
feeing myfeif forfaken and forgotten by you, was the ; 
fole cauie of my retreat. You defired I (hould be . 
your own, and that defire you accomplifhed fo ef- 
ie£tually, that although your inclinations may be 
changed, it ia impoflible you (hould ceafe to be mine. 
Confider, my lord, that my unparrelled afFeftion 
may counterbalance the beauty and birth of her, for 
whom I am abandoned r you cannot be the fair 
Lucinda's hu(band, becaufe you are already mine, 
nor (he become your wife, while fhe appertains to 
Cardenio $ and it will be a much eaGer tafk, if you 
refled upon it impartially, to recal your love for her 
who adores you, than to gain ^e affe£lion of one by ^ 
whom you are abhorred. You foUcited my unfufpe£t- . 
ing heart, you importuned my integrity, you was not 
ignorant of my lowly ftation, and know in what 
manner I yielded to your will ; fo that you have no 
fubterfuge, nor the leaft room to fay you was de- 
ceived. If this be the cafe, as doubtlefs it is, and you 
be a chriftian as well as a gentleman, why do you, 
by fuch evafions, delay to make the end as happy as 
ihe beginning of my fortune ? If you will not re- 

G 5 ceivc 
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ceivc me as whart f really, am, yonr lawful wife, at 
Icaft admit me into the number of your ilaves ; for 
ift whatever ihape I belong to you, I fhall account 
myCalf fortunate and ble^d; do not, therefore, by 
renouncing me entirely, give fcandal an opportunity 
of impveaching my' honour. Make not my parents 
miferableirt their old age ; their faithful fervices to 
your father merit a more kind return : If you think 
your blood will be debafed in mixing with mine, 
conilder, that almoft-* all the great families on earth 
have undergone the fame intereourfe, and that the 
woman*s quality in no manner afFe£t:s illuftrious 
clefcents 5 bdfides, true nobility confifts in virtue^ 
and in that fhall I have the advant-age over you, if 
you deny and oppofe the juftice of my claim. I'm 
fine, the laft argument I fhall ufe i« thivS, whether you 
are pleafed or difpleafed with your deftiny> I am your 
lawful wife : witnefs your own- Words, which nei- 
ther are, nor ought to be falfe, if you val^e your- 
fell on that^ for which you undervalue me ; witniefs 
your hand*'vvridng, and heaven above, to the tefli- 
mony of which you appealed^ for the performance ofe 
your promife \ and if all thefe' Aoukl: fail, y©*tr- con— 
icience will never ceafe whrfpeilng' to you, amrdlb* 
your plcafures, in vindication of this truth) whicb- 
will difturb your moft exalted emoyments.'*' 

This fupplifeation, enfor€ed> with othef arguments^ 
was pronounced fo feelirfgly by the afHitted and weep- 
ing Dorothea, that tears of fympathy were fiied by- 
all prefcnt, the companions of ©on Pti^nando not~ 
excepted ; he bimfelf Uftenod-witfe^irt anfwcering one- 
word, until (he had made an end' of her add4*ef&, *and- ' 
begun to utter fuch woeful fighs^ and groans, as were 
almoft fufficient to melt an heart of brafs. Lucinda 
flood gazing upon her with equal compaflSon for her 
forrow, and admiration of her beauty and g^od fenfe ;. 
nay, fhe would have gone and ofFer€d<her all- the con-* 
felaiioIi^iI> her fotver^ Jistd fhe^ nott SJMf heenke^t-faft • 
' locked 



locked in the arms of'Don Fernando, who, full of 
confufion and furprife, after having for a good while 
fi^i^ed his eyes upon Dorothea, with great attention, 
opened his arms, and leavitig Lucinda at liberty,, 
faid, " You have conquered, beauteous Dorothea — 
The vi£iory is yours ; for fo many truths conjoined: 
are furely irrefiftible." 

Lucinda was fo faint and weak, thv^t when Don^ ^ 
Fernando quitted her, ihe would have fallen to the 
ground, had it not been for Cardenio, who had; 
placed himfelf behind her ravifher, that he riiight 
not be knoMm * : but now, laying aftde all fear, and 
refohring to adventure every thing, he fprilng td 
the affiflance of Lucinda, and catching^ her in his; 
arms, •* If, faid he, it be the will and pleafure o£ 
pitying Heaven, that you Ihould find repore,.rny faith- 
ful, conftant, and charming Lucinda! I think yott 
can enjoy it no where fo (ecurdy, as in thefe atm?,, 
'which now receive, and formerly encircled yot!^ when 
fortune was plcafed that I Ihould call' you mhie.'* 

At thefe words, flie gazed upon him with^ grcar 
eagernefs; fhc had before begtm to recognize hisv 
Toice, and now recoUcdMng his features, like a per- ' 
fon deprived of judgment, who difregards all decency 
and form, ihe threw her arms about his neck, and- 
joining her lips to his, ^Yes, my dear Cardenio,/ 
faid fhe, you, are the real lord of this your flave,in 
fpite of adverfe fate, and all thofe threats, though 
greater than they arc,^that perfecute my life, which? 
now depends on yours alone." 

An unexpe6bed firght was this to Don Fernando^ 
and all the by-ftanders, who were not a little fut-* 
prifed at what they faw. While Dorothea obferving;:' 
her hufband change colour, and figitify an rnclifia— 
tion of being revenged upon- Gardenro, by. laying hiS'

Btrnandoaxxd. Lucinda Aliquainlo i'mus darmiiaS HomcKuu^ 
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hand iipon his fword, ran, with incredible agility^ 
and clafping his knees, which (he kifled, held him fo . 
firmly embraced that he could'^not move, faying,- 
while the tears inceflantly trickled from her eyes^ 
" What mpans my only refuge to do on this unex- 
pe£led occaGon ? i our own wife is now kneeling be- 
fore you, and (he whom you defire to wed is in the ; 
arms of her lawful hufband ; confidcr whedier it be 
juft or poflible for you to undo that which Heaven^ 
hath done, why Ihould you feck to unite yourfelf 
with one who, difdaining all oppofition and incon* 
venience, and confirmed in her own conftancy and 
triith, even before your eyes, lets fall from ners a 
fhower pf tendemefs into the bofom^of her lawful 
fpoufe ? For the fake of God and of* yourfelf, I in- 
treat and befeech you, that this remarkable recogm- 
tion.may not only fail to increafe your indignation^ 
but even diminim it in f(ich a manner^ that theCe. 
two. lovers, may, without ^ny. impediment for you^ 
enjoy each other as long as Heaven will permit tnem. . 
to live. In this felf-denial you will manifeft the 
gpnerofity of your noble and illuftrious foul, and 
convince the worid,^that you are governed more by 
reafon than by appetite." 

While Dorothea pronounced thefe words, Car- 
denio, though he held Lucinda in his arms, kept his 
eyes ftill fixed on Don Fernando, with full refolu- 
tion^ if he attempted any thing to his prejudice, to 
defend himfelf ^s well as he could, againft hi$ adver- 
sary ahd^l his adherents, although it ihould coft him 
his life. 'But this young nobleman's friends, toge« 
thcr with the curate and barber, not forgetting honeil 
Sancho Panza, who were prefent at 3ie whole af»» 
fair, interpofed, and making a circle about, him» 
begged earneftly, that he would be pleafed to confider 
the tears of Dorothea, and if what (he alledged was 
$rue, as they firmly believed it was, no longer fuflier 
iier to be dtfraudi^a of her juft and reafonable hope.

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They dcfired him to obferve, that in all appearance, 
it was not by accident, but the immediate direction of 
Providence, that they had all met togetlier fo unex- 
pediedly in this place : and the curate intreated Tiim 
to refleft, that death alone could divide Lucinda 
from Cardenio ! that though they might be parted by 
the edge of the fword, tiiey would look upon death

that he ihould contemplate Dorothea's beauty, which 
far from being excelled, was equalled in few or none ^ 
and to her beauty, add the confideration of her hu- 
mility and exceSive love ; above all, take notice,. 
that' if he valued himfelf upon being a gentlemanr. 
and a chriftian, he could do no lefs than perform the 
promife he had given, and in fo doing, aft in confor- 
' mity to the will of God, and fatisfy the difcreet part 
of mankind, who are very fennble that it is the pre- 
rogative of beauty, even in a low eftate, when ac- 
cogdpanied with virtue, to be lifted up to the highcft 
rank, without any difparagement to the perfon who 
thus raifes it to an equality with himfelf ^ and (ince 
the irrefiftible force of inclination muft prevail, pro- 
vided there be nothing criminal in the means, he is 
not to be blamed who afts according to its diftates.** 
To thefe arguments wefe added fo many of the 
fame fort, that the valiant heart of Don Fernando, 
nourilfaed by illuftrious blood, relented, and he was 
overcome by the force of that truth which, however 
^ inclined9 he could not deny. The fignal of his fur- 
render and reafoning to this reafonable and juft pro- 
pofal, was his ftooping down and embracing Doro- 
thea^ to wliom be faidy ^< RKe, madam ; it is ndt 

juft 
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|uft that (he who reigns in my foul, ihould fie prot- 
fratc at my feet. If hitherto, I have given fmall 
proof of vrhat I novjr profefs, perhaps my omiffion 
hath been owing to the appointment of Heaven, that 
hy giving you an opportunity of manifefting the fin*^ 
cerity of your love, I might know how to eileem you 
according to your deferts. I beg, therefore, you will- 
not upbraid me with your mifconduft and unkind nd- 
gle£t; fince the fame force and occafion that attached^' 
rae to^ you, was the caufe of my endeavour to difen- 
gage myfelf.' That you may be convinced of the. 
truth bdhold and contemplate the eyes of the now- 
contended Lucinda, in which you will find an excufe 
for all my errors : and, iince fhe hath found and at- 
tauned her heart's defire and my utmoft wrfli is ful- 

'filled in thus retrieving you,, may (he live in peace 
a«d quiet, for ma»y happy years, with her Cardenioj 
and may heaven grant the fame felicity to me wkh- 
Dorcthea.'*' 

So faying, he embraced her again,, preffrag his lips 
te hers with fuch tendernefs, that it required his^ 
greateft efforts to forbear giving, with his tears^ in- 
dubitable figns of his affeftion and rem<5rfe.. But/ 
thofe endeavours did net fucced with Lucinda, Car^- 
denio, and every other per foil prefent, who began to- 
weep fo plemifuliy either at their own bappincfs, or- 
the fatisfadlion of their friends, that one would have 
thought fome grievous misfortunes had happened to the 
whole company. Even Sancho blubbered,, though he 
afterwards owned that his forrowproceeded from fee- 
ing that Dorothea was not, as he ftiagined, the queen 
of Mkomicon, from whom he exp€£k:d fuch favours* 
This univerfal admiration and t^aw having lafted 
fome time, Cardenio and Lucinda fell upon their 
knees before Don Feniandoy, whom they- thanked fetr 
tu& genorifity in fuch pqjite terms, tnat he* fcarce^ 

\ knew what anfwer to make, birt raifed and embraced

& 
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tefy and affe£Hon. Then afking Dorothea, how fhc: 
had come to chat place fo diitant fcom. her own 
home, (he, with great elegance and brevity, repeated 
•what fhe had before recounted to Gardenia: and her* 
hufband and his company were fo pleafed with her 
narration, that they wiihed it could have been fpmr 
out to a much greater length ; fo gracefully did flie 
relate her own mi sfor tunes* 

Her taflc being finiflied, Don Fernando inforn\ed 
them of what had happened to him in the city, af- 
ter he found, in Lucinda's bofom, the paper igi which 
fhe declared herfelf Cardenio's wife. Seeing that fhc 
could not poffibly be his, he faid, he was determined 
to pu€ her to death, and would a££ually have exe<* 
cuted his purpofe, had not her parents interpofed^ 
He tfcen quitted the houfe full of fhame and refent- 
ment, refolving to revenge himfelf with the firft op- 
portunity 5 and next day, underftood that (he was 
gone oiF, without any body's knowing whither ihe 
had dire£Ved' her flight. At len<2;th, however, in a 
few months he got notice, that fhc was in a certain 
monaftery, where flie intencfed to fpcnd her whole 
life, if fhe could not enjoy it in the company of Car- ' 
dcnio. He no fooner received this intimation^ than 
ehoofing thefe three gentlemen for his companions, ' 
he went flrait to the place of her * refidence, but 
"withput fpeaking to. her, or making himfelf known,. 
left the monaflcry fhould be more ftriftly guarded on 
his account. He waited therefore^ until one day he 
found the porter's lodge open,, when leaving two of * 
his friends to fecure the doorj he entered the mo-^ 
nailery with the other, in querft of Luci«daj wl^m 
he found in the cloiflers, talking Wtth a, nun ; 2bnd:

-with one back ilroke, flam went his head to the 
ground ; and difcharged fuch a quantity of bloodj^, 
that it ran like rills of water along the iield/* ** Or 
rather like red wine, your worihip fhould iay^ rcj 
plied the fquire; for I muil inform you, if you do 
jiot already kno iv it, that the dead giant is no other 
than a wine-bag, and the blopd eighteen gallons ofi 
good red wine, which was contained in its belly : 
the head you cut off is the whore my mother, and 
the whole affair is gone to the devil." ** What does 
the lunatic mean, faid Don Quixote, are you ia 
your right fenfes, Sancho ?*' '^ Rife, iir, refumed thji. 
iquire, and fee what a fine piece of work you have 
made, and what a fcore you have run^ You ihall 
behold the queen converted into a private lady, call- 
ed Dorothea, with many other itrange events, at 
which if you take them right, you will be hugely 
aftonifhed." " I ihall not wonder at any thing o£ 
that kind, replied his mailer: for thou may'il re- 
member, the lail time we were in this houfe, I toldl 
thee, that every ijicident which happened was con- 
duced and brought about by enchantment ; fo that 
we need not be furprifed, if the fame power ihould 
prevail at prefent." *^ I ihould be of your woriliip's 
opinion, anfwered Sancho, if my blanketting had 
been of the fame ilamp : but , that was not the cafe v, 
for it was really a truly and fub-lantiol toiEng. This 

very 
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very inn-keeper, whom we faw to day, feeH a cor- 
ner of the Wanket, and- canted me into the air with; 
■great ftrcngth and nimblenefe, pafHng a thoufand 
waggifli jokes, and laughing at mc all th-e while ^ 
from whence 1 concluded, fimple and (inner as I am, 
that as I knew their perfons, there was no inchant- 
ment in the cafe, but abundance of bruifing and bad 
fortune." ** Well, Heaven will make thee amends 
faid the knight : mean while, reach me my cloaths >• 
for I want to go fofth, and examine thofe events and 
transformations which thou haft mentioned." . 
While Sancho was helping him to drefs, the curatei 

fave Don Fernando and his company an account of 
)on Quixote's madnefs, and the artifice they had 
ufe to difengage him from the poor rock to whicb 
he imagined hinifelf exiled by the difdatn of his mif-s 
trefs. He alfo recounted aft thofe adventures that 
Sancho had imparted to him, at which they were not 
a little furprifed, and laughed jmryderately j agree- 
ing in opinion with every body who knew the knight, 
that it was the fErangeft extravagance that ever en- 
tered a difturbed imagination. The prieft, more* 
over, obferved, that finqe the good fortune of Doro- 
thea obftrufted the progrefs of their defign, there 
was a neceffity for inventing another plan that ibould^ 
bring him home to his own hoitfc. Cardcnio pro-- 
pofed that they fliould profecute the fcheme they had 
already begun; and Lucinda would aft and rcpre- 
fent the part of Dorothea." " No, faid Don Fer* 
' nan do, that muft not be, Dorothea fhall ftill pro- 
ceed with her own invention j for, as it cannot be 
far from hence to the habitation of thathoneft gentle-^ 
man, I fliall be glad to contribute towards his cure.** 
And when he underfbood that they fhould arrive m 
two days, at his houfe 5 '* Were it farther off, faici* 
he, I ihould go with pleafure to affift'in fu^h a lau- 
dable defign." 

At 
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At that inftant Don Quixote cam* forrfa, armed it 
all poiivts, witU Maixibrino's helmet, battered as it 
i^as, upon hi& head, his ihkld braced upon his arm^ 
and his pole or lance in bis hand. Don Fernando 
and his coropatuoiQs were amaaed at this ftrange ap- 
parition, when they beheld fuch a rueful length of 
laee, fo whithered and tawny \ together with his ill- 
forred armour, and the folemnity of his gait. They 
gazed upon him, in filent expeftation of what he 
i*H>^ld fay 5 while he, with ir;finite gravity of afped, 
fixing his eyes upon Dorothea^ accofted her in thefe 
MToros: "Fair lady, I am informed by this my 
fquire that your gratenefs is aiinihilijted, and your 
<|uaHty undone, by being changed from your former 
rank o( queen and foyereign princefs, into the con- 
dition of a private damfcl. If this hath been done 
by the necromancy of the kiTig your father, who hy 
perhaps, alraid that I ihould not b$ al^le to give you^ 
the afliftatice required; I fay he neither knows, nor 
e¥^T dJd know, me half of tfeat art which he pro^ 
fc^<^ y and that he is hut little eonverfant in the 
hiftory of ehivalry j for had he read and perufed it 
wk& fuch leifure and attention as I have beftowcd 
upon that fubjefi, he would have founds that, on^ 
every occafion, knights of i!nuch kfs reputation than 
I poiTefs, have atchieved much more difficult enter- 
prifes than thi« ; it bein^ a matter of fmall moment 
to kill a pitiful giant, lee him be as arrogant a& he 
will : for not many hours ago, I faw myfelf engaged . 
with one*— but I chufc to be filent, rather than have 
my veradty called in queflion, though time, that- 
unmaiks all things, will fhew, whfeff;^c leaft ex- 
pea it—'' 

"That you was engaged with wine-bags, and.- 
not with a giant," cried the innkeeper, who waai* 
filenced by L)on Fernando, and forbid to interrupt 
the knight's difcourfe, in any (hape whatever. So 
that Don Quixote proceeded^ faying* *' in fine, if. 

the 
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the father of your difinherited highnefs hath pcffofm*^ 
cd this metamor{)ho(ii5 on your perfon, for the caufes* 
} have mentioned, t hope you wUl give no credit to- 
fuch confidlsrations, for. there ib no danger upoti- 
earth through M^hich my fword will not open a "^ay*: 
and by laying the head of your adverfary in the duft, 
hra few days inveft yours with that crown tq».wlMch' 
you have an undoubted right/* 

Here- Don Quixote left ofFipeaking in expe£batioiiv 
of a reply from the prkicefa, wKo knowing it was* 
Don Fernando's pleafure that flie (hould continue 
the deceit until the knight could be brought back- 
to his own' houfe^ amfwered with equals gravity and» 
grace, '•'Whofoever hath told you,, moft valiants 
knight of the Rueful Countonance, that I am changed^ 
and transformed from what I was, has not adhered > 
to the truth m his information : indeed I am (bme-- 
what changed by certain fortunate events which have 
happened even beyond my own expe£tadon i but 
neverthelefs, I have not ceafed to be what I wa8>.. 
nor ^tered that refolution which I have always main- 
tained, of taksng the advantage of your valiant and 
invincible arm. Wherefore, dear fir, be fo good as- 
to do juftice to the honour of the father who be^t> 
me, and look upon him as a man of fagacity and. 
forefight ; fince by the fcience he poflefled, he found 
fuch an eafy and efFedual path to the cure of my 
misfoftune : for i firmly believe^ that wepc it hot- 
for you, I fhould not now be fo happy as I am, as- 
the greateft part of thefe gentlemen can truly wit- 
nefs. Nothing then remsrins, but that we fet out to- 
morrovTy becaufe we could not propofeto travel far 
to day ; and as for the fuccefs on which my hopi^, 
arc built, I leave ir entirely to God and the worth df ^ 
jx>ur heroic bread."' 

Den Quixote hearing thefe words, turned to San- 
cho, in the moft violent indignation, faying, *' I pro- 
tvft, Crrah ! yoi* are the moft malicious little llan- 

derer 
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^ dcrer in Spain. Say, you rafcal^ — ^you vagabond ! did 
^ jiot you tell me }uft now, that the princeis was tranf- 
/ormed into a private, gentlewoman called Dorothea i 
and that the bead, which I know I cut from the 
giant's fliojulders was the whore your mother : with 
«nany more foolifh particubrs, which threw mc into 
the greatefl; confufion that ever I felt fince I was 
\ born ? By heaven ! (her<e he turned up his eyes and 
bit his lips) I have a ftrong inclination to commit 
fuchr (laughter upon thee, as will be an * inftruftive 
warning to all the lying fquires who ihall hencefor- 
wsLvd attend knights-erranc ia the courfe of th^ir 
adventures." 

** Pray be pacified, good your worfliip, cried San- 
cho, I may poilibly be deceived in what concerns the 
change of my lady princefs Micomicona j but as to the 
giant's head, being a wine -bag, and the blood no other 
than good red wine, I am not miilaken, as I fhall 
anfwer to God ! for the fkins that were flaflied are 
' i!lill to be feen by your worflilp's bed-fide, and the 
whole room is flooded with the wine« But the prou£ 
pf the pudding is in the f eating of it : you will be 
convinced when Mr. What-dye call him our land- 
2ona' here makes out a bill of the damage he has fuf* 
♦ fered. As tp the reft, I am rejoiced from my foul, to 
find that the queen's majefly is the fame as ufual ; 
becaufe it concerns me as well as any other neigh- 
bour's child." "I tell thee, Sancho, replied Don 
Quixote, that thou art diftra£ted ; forgive me, that 
is enough." ** Enough in all confcience, faid Don 
Fernando, there is nothing more to be faid on this

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fubjeft. I think the princefs judges very prudently in 
deferring her journey till to-mortow; becaufe the 
day is already far advanced 5 let us therefore fpend thii 
night in agreeable" converfation, and at the approach 
of day, we will in a body attend the gallant Don 
Quixote, thnt we may be witneffes of the unheard-of 
exploits which he will doubtlefs perform in the 
courfe of this vaft enterprife he hath undertaken/* 
" It is my duty and refolution to fecve and attend 
you, anfwered the knight: and I have the moft 

frateful fenfe of your favour and good opinion, which 
fhall endeavour to juftify, though it Ihall coft me 
my life, or even more — if more I can pay." 

Many compliments and proffers of fervice pafled 
betwen Don Fernando and Don Quixote ; but they 
' were interrupted by the arrival of a traveller ; who, 
by his garb, feemed to be a chriftian flave, lately 
cfcaped from Barbary.*, for he was clad in a coat of 
blue cloth, wanting a collar, with fliort flcirts and 
half-fleves ; his breeches and cap were of the fame 
ftuff; and he wore date-coloured buCkins; with a 
. Moorifh fcymitar flung in a ftioulder-belt, acrofs his 
breaft. He was followed by a woman drefled in the 
Mooriih habit, mounted upon an afs ; with a veil over 
her face, a brocaded bonnet on her hear', and a man- 
tle that flowed from her fhoulders to her heels. The 
man was robuft, and well-proportioocd, feemingly 
turned of forty, with a brownifli complexion, large 
whilkers, and a weiWurniflied beard; in' flioitj, his 
mien was fo genteel, that if he had* been pix>perly 
dreflet), they would have taken him for a man of birth 
and quality. 

Soon as he entered the gate, he called for a private 
apartment, and feemed very much concerned, when 
he underftood that all the rooms of the inn were en- 
gaged.; however, he vt^ntto the lady in -Moorifh drefs 
and lifted her ofFin his arms. Upon which Lucinda, 
Dorothea, the landlady, lier daughter, and Mari-* 

tomrs^ 
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tornes, flocked around her, their curiofity being ex- 
ited by the novelty of the garb, which none of them 
had ever feen before j and Dorothea, vsrho vi^as alwrays 
good humoured, mannerly, and difcreet, concluding 
that both flie and h^r conduGor vv^ere chagrined at 
their want of a chamber, fpoke to her thus : ** Be 
not uneafy, madam, at your want of accommodation 
here ; it is the inconvenience of almoft all inns \ but 
if you will be pleafed to partake with us, pointing to 
Lucinda, perhaps you will find that, in the- courfe of 
your journey, you have been fain to put up with 
harder fare." The veiled lady made no anfwcr, but 
onJy rifing from her feat, fignified her tlianks, by 
eroding her lutnds upon her bofom, bending her bo* 
dy and bowing her head : fo that from her filence| 
theyconjetSured that flie muftbe a native Moor, and 
that file could not fpeak any Chriflian language. 

Her attendant, who had hitherto been employed 
in fomething elfe, perceived that the company had 
made a circle about his companion, who could make 
no replies to their interrogations, faid to them, 
** Ladies, this young woman underf lands little or na 
Spanifh, and fpeaks no language but that of her own 
country ; fo that flie is incapable of anfwering any 
qucftions you may have afked." " We have afked 
no queftions faid Lu;;inda, but only made her an of- 
fer of our company, fpr this night, with a fhare of 
our lodging, and what accommodation is to be had ^ 
and this we tender with that hearty good will which 
obliges us to ferve all flrangers, efpecially thofe of 
our own fcx who fland in need of our afliflance.'* 
*^ Dear Madam, replied the condufkor, in her name 
and in my own, I return you a thoufand thanks ; and 
highly eflcem your proffered favour, which on this 
occafion, and from fuch perfons as your appearance 
proclaims you to be, mufl certainly be very kind and 
condefcending;'* ^* Signor,^' faid Dorothea, V is tJiis. 
lady Chriltiau or Moor ? By her filence and her drefs^ 

we 
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we are indticed to 'believe fcc isitot what we could 
•wi^ifli her to be.'* " In her body and drefs/* replied 
the ftranger, " flie is a Moor, but altogether a Chrlft- 
ian in her foul ; for (he longs ardently to be a pro- 
feflcd convert to our faith." ** Then fhe is not bap- 
tized," refumed Lucinda? **flie has had no oppor- 
tunity^ faid flie t:aptive, ii»ce flic quitted Algiers, 
whicn IS her native country ; and hitherto hath never 
been in fuch imminent danger of her life, as to 
make it neccflary, before fhe is inftru£ted in all the 
ceremonies enjoined by her holy mother church: 
but, i£ it pleafed Heaven, (he fhall be baptifed very 
foon, with decency fuitable to the quality of her 
perfon, which is greater than either her drefs or 
mine feems to declare." 

This intimation raifed the curiofity of all the fpec- 
ttitorSj to know who this Moor and c^.ptive were ; but 
nobody chofe to alk the queflion, at that time, 
which feemed more proper for repofing thenifelves 
than relating the hiltory of their lives. Dorothea 
taking her by the hand, feated the ftranger clofe by 
her fide, and intreated her to take off the veil : fhe 
looked at her conductor, as if flie wanted to know 
what the lady defired, and he told her in Arabic, 
that they entreated her to be uncovered ; at the fame 
time advifing her to comply with their requeft. Sh6 
accordingly unveiled herfelf, and difcovered a face fo 
amiable, tnat Dorothea thought her handfomer than 
Lucinda, who, in her turn, gave her the preference 
to Dorothea ; and all prefent concluded, that if any 
creature upon earth could vie with them in beauty, it 
was this Moorifh lady, who, in the opinion of feme 
of the company, excelled them both in certain parti- 
culars. As beauty, therefore has the privilege and 
energy to conciliate minds and attra£^ affeilions, every 
body prefent were feized with an inclination to fervc 
and cherifh the charming Moor. Don Fernando 
•aiked the name of her captive, who anfwered, Lela 

J Zorayda: 
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•Zoraydai this Ave nofobtier Reard, tKan underfland- 
tng the queftion which had been put to the chyWlian, * 
flie pronounced with gteat eagernefs and fweetnefs 
-of concern, " No, no Zorayda; Maria, Maria*," 
^gnifying that her name was Maria, and not Zo- 
jrayda : thefe words, with the affe<fling manner in 
which they were exprefled, brought tears from the 
eyes of fome of the hearers, efpecially the women, 
who are naturally tender and compaffiortate. Lucin- 
-da embraced hex affc<9:ionately, faying, " Yes, yes, 
•Maria, Maria:" and to this Uie Moor replied, 
" Yes, yes, Maria— -Zorayda Macange 5" which, 
in the Arabic, (ignifies No. 

Mean while it grew late,- and the innkeeper, by- 
order of Don Fernando's attendants, prepared, with 
great diligence and care^ as good a repaft as he could 
poffibly provide : fo that, when fupper-time arrived, 
they fat down altogether at a lojig hail-table ; for 
jihcre was neither a round nor fquare one in the 
houfe: they forced the head and principal feat, in 
fpite of all his excufes,' on Don Qu^ixote, who defired 
that the princefs Micomicoha might fit by the fide 
of her protestor:, next to her, Lucinda and Zorayda 
placed themfelves, being fronted by Fernando and 
Cardenio, at whofe left hand fat the captive and the 
Osther gentlemen, while the curate and the barber 
took their flation ciofe to the ladies. Ifi this man- 
ner they fupped with vaft fatisf allien, which was 
ftill increafed, when Don Quixote, leaving off eat- 
ing, and infpired by the fame fpirit that moved him 
to harangue among the goat-herds^ began the fol- 
lowing' diflertation : " Verily, gentlemen, if it be 
duly confidered, great and unexpected events are 
feen by thofc who profefs the order of knight-errant- 
ry. What inhabitant of this earth, if they fhould 
now enter the gates of this caftle, and behold us 
feated in this manner, could conceive or credit that 
we. are what we are? Who could imagine, tliat this

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lady on my right hand is the great queen whom we 
all ktew her to be> and that I am the knight of the 
Rueful Countenance, fo celebrated by the voice of 
Fame ? Now there is no manner of doubt, that this 
.( xerclfe and art exceeds all others hitherto invented 
fby man, and that it ought to be more efteemed, b^ 
caufe it is more expofed to danger. Away with thofe 
who give letters the preference over arms : I affirm, 
that fuch people, whofoever they are, know not 
what they fay; for the fole reafon to which they 
adhere, in this decifion, is, that the labour of the 
body is exceeded by that of the mind ; and that the 
profeffion of arms is altogether as corporeal as the 
exercife and office of a common day-labourer, that 
requires nothing more than bodily ftrength ; as if 
that which is called foldierfhip, by us who prbfefs 
it, did not include afts of valour which none but 
pcrfons of uncommon genius could execute : or as 
if the toil of a warrior who has the charge of an ar- 
my, or commands in a town that is befiege'd, doth 
not zffcOi the mind as well as the body : is it to be 
fuppofed, that by mere corporeal ftrength, he can 
•penetrate and difcover the intention of the enemy ? 
To anticipate defigns, baffle ftratagems, furmouiit 
difficulties, and prevent the mifchief that is to be 
dreaded, ai-e all effi^rts of .the underftanding, in 
which the body hath no fliare : if the profeffion of 
ar.ns, therefore, requires genius, as well as that of 
Jet ers ; let us fee which of the two requires moft 
mental toil: and this queftioft may be determined, 
by conftdering the end and aim of each; for that 
occupation deferves the higheft eileem, which hath 
the nobleft purpofe in view — the end and fcope of 
letters* I fpeak not here of that divine learning, 
whofe aim is to raife and conduft the foul to hea- 
ven; to an end fo infinite, no intention whatever 
can be compared : I fpeak of human leaniine, the 
ultimate end of which iS| to regulate diftributive 

• Juftice, 
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juftice> render to .every^ one his d^q, and to under- 
ftand and. protect: the equitable laws^ an aim cer- 
tainly generous, and highly commendable ! yet not 
To defcrving of the moll lublime praifc ^s the profei^ 
'fion of arms, the obje£t and the end of >f hich is peace^ 
;the greatefi good that mortals can enjoy ; fpr the 
.flrft blefied news which this world and mankind 
ji^ard, were thofe pronounced by tlie angeis, on that 
night which was our day, when they fung in the air^ 
^ iGlory be to God on higli^ and on earth peace and * 
good Mrill towards men!' ami ;the .ialutation, which 
.the. bcft mafter either in heaven or. in earth, tauglu 
Jhis adherents and favourites^ which was to fay, 
M!hen they entered any houfe, * Peace be to this 
houfe!' Nay, 1^ himfelf, at difiirent times, faid 
• My peace I give unto you. My peace I leave with 
you* rcace be among you/ A Jewel and legacy well 
worthy of him who left it t a jewel, without which 
there ^an be no felicity, e||her on earth or in hea* 
yen! Th^s pi^ace is the genuine aim. of war; for 
arms and war^ire the fame ; and this beix^ taken for 
granted, the end of war is nobler than that of .learn* 
ing : wherefore, let us next confider the bodily toil 
fuftaiued by each, that w^ may fee on which fide 
th^ balance UeS| in that particular.'^ 

In this fenfible manner did Don Quixote continue 
bis difcourfei from which no boj^^^ that heard him 
could diilinguifh that he was mad t on the contrary,. 
nis audience confiflin? chiefly of gentfemcn, to which 
title the profeffion ofarms is annexed, they liftened 
with great pleafure, while he proceeded thus : 

•* The hardships of a ftudent, I fay, arc thefe ; 
flrft of all, poverty (not that all (Indents are poor, 
but that we may fuppofe the word that can happen) ; 
and when I have named his indigence the whole of 
his misfortune is mentioned; for he that is poor 
can enjoy nothing that is good, but muft endure ne- 
Ceility iQ aU it§ fowsa fome times hungerj fometimes 
\ J H.2 cold^ 
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cold, fometimes tiakednefs, and often all. three to- 
gether : neverthelefs, hi'^ iieceflity is ' nbt fo great, 
but that lie eats, though .perhaps latef 'than ufualj or, 
though he may 'feed upon the'leavitigs of the rich, 
or which i^' thd greatefl: ihifery to wRi^h' a fcholar 
can "be Feduced,' go ^a-fopping *, as they term it : 
then they 'are always admitted to'fonie charitable per- 
fons fire-fide or chimney-cofherj where, if they caft*- 
not warm themfelves effeftually, they may at leaft 
defy the cold; and at night tKey deep' 'under cover. 
I need hot defccnd -to* minute particiilars,'''fuc!h^as 
want of linen, fcarcity of fhoes, ffimfy ahd'thte'adr 
bare clothes,- nor the furfelt^ whicTr thifyTo/e^get^y 
incur, when their good fortune fets a plentiful table 
in their way. By this* pRth, rough and difficult as I 
have already defcribed it^ after many tumblings. Hid-

'TpHE knigfit proceeded thus : " Since we began 
* with tne. ^udent, reprefentlng his poverty in 
all its 9ircuniftances, let us fee if the foldier be more- 
wealthy : and we (hall find that poverty itfelf is not 
poorer; for he is reftrifted to his miferable payy 
which comes always late, if eyer^ or to what he can 
plunder by force, with the imminent danger of his 
life and confcience : and frequently, his nakednefs is 
fuch^ that his flafhcd bufiT-doublet fcrves him inftead 
of coat^ fliirt, and all other parts of apparel. In a

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thefe miracles rarely happen. Tell me, gentlemen, 
have you confider^d \vliat % fm^ll piroportion thofc 
who make their fortunes by war bear to thofe who 
perilh in the fic^ld ? Doubtlefs, you muft anfwcr, that 
there is no fort of comparifon ; that the (lain are 
fcarce.to be numbered, while the living,, who are re-, 
compenfed for their fervices, may be comprehended 
within three figures of * arithmetic. The cafe of the 
learned, is quite the reverfc f : for one way or an- 
other, they are all provided j fo that,' though the toil 
of a foldier is greater, his reward is mucHTefs* To 
this obfervation, it may be replied, that ft is' far 
more eafy to reward two thoufand fcholars thap thir-v 
ty thoufand foldiers; for the firft are recon:ipenfed* 
with offices which muft, of courfe, be beftowcd on 
people of their profeffion ; whereas, the others can ' 
enjoy no reward, except a (hare of the property be- 
Icfnging to their mafter whom they ferve; even.thia 
impoflibility ftrengthcns my affeveration. 

But wavmg that confideration, which, would kad' 
us into a moft intricate labyrimh, let us return to 
the pre-eminence which arms have orcx leariiing, a 
jpoint hitherto undecided : of fuch force are the rea- 
ibns alleged on both fidts of the queftion : one of'

>vhlch In favour of the laft, is, th^t without letters^ 
the profeffion of arms could not be fupported, becaufe 
there are laws to which war itfelf is fubjeft ^ and all 
laws fall within the province of letters and learned ^ 
men. To this obfervation, the partizans of the 
other opinion reply, that no laws could be maintain* 
ed without arms, which preferve the conilitution, de- 
fend kingdoms, guard cities, fcour the highways, and 
clear the feas of piratical corfairs. In fliort, that 
without arms, all republics, kingdoms, monarchies^ . 
cities, journies by land, and voyages by fea, would 
be expofed to the horror and confufion' that attend 
Unbridled war, while it continues in all its licen- 
tious privilege and force. It is a gei^ral and efta- 
hliihed maxim, that every thing ought to be efteem-. 
cd ift proportion to wliat it coft$ : now, to become r 
eiiiineril* in letters, cofts the. ftudent much lirne^ 
watchmg^ hunger^ nakednefs, vertigoes, indigcftion^. 
and their confequences, which are in part mqntionedi 
above : but to acquire^^ in a regular nianner, the cha^ 
rader of a good foldier> a man., muft « undergo all^ 
t^efe ineonvemences in an incomparably greater- 
liegree ; becaufe he- is every moment. in danger oFv 
lefing his life. What fear of indigence and poverty 
can feize and harafs the ftudent's apprehenfiony^ 
equal to that which muft' poifefs the fddier befieged 
in a fortrefs, who being, placed centinel or guard in 
fome ravelin or * cavalier, perceiver the enemy ai^ 
work undermining the very fpot whereon be (lands ^ 
without daring to ftir from his poft, or avoid th^ 
danger by which he is fo eminently threatened f 
All he can do, is to give notice of what pafles tahiji 
captain, who muft endeavour to baffle the foe by

ftantly vifit the profound bofom of the fea : yet, ne* 
yerthelefs, with an intrepid hearty incited and t ran f-* 
ported by. honour, he bears the brunt of th€ir?*whble» 
artillery, and endeavours by that»narrow paflage to 
board the adverfe veflel : and, what is very much ta- 
be admired^ is, that as foon as one falls, n«vet feo rife 
agSin till the -general refurre<ftion, another occupies^ 
his place, and fhould he alfo d-rop into tlie fea, which,- 
like an enemy, gapes to devour nim, amethet and an- 
nother flill fucceeds, without the ftnalleft-mtermiffion j 
'an vnflance of gallantry a»d boldnefs. tfce gteateft'to* 
fee found in aH the extremities of war* Happy werc- 
the ages paft, while ftrangers to thofe infernal inftru- 
ments of artillery, the author of which is, I firmly 
feelieye, now in hell, enjoying the reward of his dia- 
bolical invention, that puts it in the power of an in- 
famous coward to deprive the moft valiant cavalier of 
life i fo often in the heat of that courage and refo-^ 
lution that fires and animates the gallant breaft, there 
comes a random ball, how or^from^ whence no man 
can tell, fhot off, perhaps, byone that fled and was 
afraid' at the ilafh of his own accurfcd machine, and, 
in an inftant, puts an end to the fchemes and evid- 
ence., of a man who def^rved to live for ages. • Tliis 

very 
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yety^cohfidcration makes me almoft own, th'atl am*^ 
forry for having chofen this, profeffion of a knight-- 
errant in this deteftable age •, for though no danger>can • 
daunt my refolution, it gives me fomc uneafinefs to 
think that powder and fliot may deprive me of the 
opportunity of making myfelf famous and renowned ' 
through, the whole globe, for the valour of my arm, - 
^nd the keenriefs of my fword : but let the will of 
Heaven be fulfilled ; if I accomplifh my aim, J ihall , 
be more efteemed, becaufc I have faced more dan- 
gey than ever was incurred by the knights-crrani - 
in ages paft." 

.While the reft of th« company were employed in • 
ea^tingy^ this long harangue was uttered by Don 
Quixote, who never thought of fwaliowing a morfcl ; * 
though Sancho frequently put him in mind of eating 
his fuppcr, obferving, that he would afterwards have 
time enough to fayk.what* he pleafed. The hearers 
were moved with frefh concern, at feeing a man 
who, in in every other fubjefl:, feemed to have a large" 
{hare of fenfc and difcernment, lofe it fo irrecovera- 
bly, \th'ciaever the difcdufc turned upon the curfed'' 
naifchievoufi dUteihe of chivalry* The curate obferved, 
that there was a great deal of reafon in what he had . 
advanced in favour of arms y and. that he himfelf, 
though a gra4uate^ confequently .a man letters, was 
entirely of the knight's op ittipn. 
. Supper being ended, and. the table uncovered, • 
vf{>iie tlf^andlady, .'her -daughter, and MaTitoriies ^ 
were buCed in .fitting up the garret of Don Quixote ' 
d.e la i\$a[nf:ha,.ip which /it w^^s determined the three * 
ladies ihould pafs the night by themfelvesj. J3oil Fer- 
nando intreated the captive to recaunt the (lory of 
his life, which he imagined' muft be bothuneo*"nraon 
and entertaining, from the fpecimen they had already ■ 
feen, in his arriving th^is* equipped, in company. with 
the fair Zorayda. . To this re^eft the'ftranger an- 
fwered, tliat he would willingly obey his command,

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though he was aff^id the company wotild^ not find'the 
relation to their liking; but neverthelefs, rather 
than fail in point of obedience, he was ready to nlake 
it. The curate and whole company thanked him for 
his complaifance, and joined' in the reqiieft; and he 
feeing hicnfelf befought by fo many, fsdd, there was no 
occafion for ii^reaties, where they might fo eiFeftual- 
ly conmiand : " Lend me your attention thereforei 
and you fhall hear a true ftory, perhaps unequalled 
by thofe ii£lions which are ufually adorned with all* 
the curious and profound artifice of compofition.*^ 

At this preamble, all prefent adjufted a^d com- 
pofed themfelves 5 and he perceiving the genehl 
iilence in which they waited for the petforiwance of; 
his promife, began in this manner, with a grave afn4- 
afreeable voices 

C H A p. 201. 

In which the ci^tive recounts his life and adrentnf^* 

"IN a certain plac% am«>ng the mount^ns of Leon, 
•* my family had its origin ^ rnore beholden to the li- 
berality of nature than toth^ fmiles of fortune : though 
amidft the riarrowriefs of circumftances, which pre- 
vails in that country, my father had the reputation of 
being rich, and really, was. fo, had he poffefTed the 
art of preferving, as he prai£tifed the means of fpend- 
ing his eftate: This liberal and profufe iPpofition 
was owing to his having been a foldier in his youth \ 
the army being a fchool, in which the nEiifer becomes 
generous, and the. benevolent man grows prodigal ; 
for a covetous foldier is a monfter which is rarely 
feen. My father exceeded the bounds of liberality, 
and bordered upon thofe of prodigality^ a difpofition 
©f very little fervice to a married man, who has 
chOdren to fucceed hiift in rank as well as name : and 
be had no leis thaa three i all of them fon$| already 

at 
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at an age to choofe for thcmfclves. The old gen-* 
tleman nnding it impoffible, as he faid> to rcfift the 
bent of his ipclinationy was refolved to deprive him-* 
felf of the means that induced and enabled him ta 
fpend fo lavilhly, by giving up his cftate ; as» without 
money, Alexander himfelimuft have feemed frugal. 

One day, therefore, calling us all three together! 
Into his chamber, he delivered himfelf in thefe or the 
like words ; *' Sons, to fay I love you, is no more 
than to fay and know you are my own children t 
though it would feem that I do not love you, by my 
fquandering away the fortune which is your due : 
but that you may be henceforward convinced that I 
love you lik a true parent, rather than feek your de* 
ftruflion like a ftepfather, I am refolved to execute 
a plan which I have formed a good while ago, and 
digefted with the moft mature deliberation. You are 
now of an age to choofe fettlements for yourfelves, or 
at leaft, to pitch upon employments which>in your 
riper years, may conduce to your honour and advan-- 
tage. My intention is to divide my eftate into four 
equal parts, three of which you Chau receive among 
you, in equal fhares, without the leaft difference or 
diftin£):ion j and the fourth I referve for my own 
fuftenance and fupport, while Heaven will be plcafed 
to protra£k the days of my life. But after you have 
received your portions^ I ihould be glad to find your- 
inclined to follow the paths which I fliall propofe. 
We have a faying in Spain, which> I believe, is very 
tFue, as indeed all proverbs are, becaufe they are 
fhort fcntence^difliated by long and Cage experience : 
that which I mean, contams no more than thefe 
•vords : • The church, the court, or the fea^ ;* as if 
it more fully exprefied the following advice. He that 
would make his fortune, ought either to di£bate his 
time to the church, go to fea as a merchant, or at-* 
tach himfelf to the court : for it is commonly obferv-* 
cd, that, * The king's crumb is worth the barottll

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batch.' niis I menitron, becaufe I wifli and definr 
that one of you \vould follow letters, another mer- 
chandize, and a third ferve his fovereig»4» the field, 
fince it is difficult to obtain an office at court : and,- 
ahhough much wealth cannot be expefted, there is a 
great deal of valour and reputation to be acquired^ 
in war. In eight days I will give each of you his 
ihare, ifi ready money, without defrauding you of 
one farthin-gy as^ you will fee by my diftribution. 
'Jell me, therefore,, if you are willing to follow my 
advice in what I have psopofed ?" faid my father, 
addreffing himfelf to me as the eldeft. After having 
diffimded him from parting wklr- his eftate, and de- 
ficed him to fpend as much of it as he pleafed, ob- 
ferviiig that we were young men, aiid capable of\ 
making pur own fortunes, I concluded with- faying, I 
would obey, his will, and, for my own part, chufe tc 
ferve God and my king, in adhering to the exercife- 
of arms. My fecond brother made the fame offer,- 
porpofing to fet fail for the Indies, and employ his^ 
ilock of ready money in traffic. The ydungeft, and* 
I believe the wifeft, faid,. he would qualify himfelf' 
for the church, by going and finifiiing his lludiesaf 
Salamanca. 

We having thus agreed in the choice of oxtr differ- 
ent employments, ourfather eRubraced us all affec- 
tionately, and within the time he had propofed, per- 
formed his promife of giving us our portions, which, 
to the beil of ray remetnbrance, amounted to three 
thoufand ducais ehch r. for an uncle of ®urs paid rea- 
dy money for* tlie Whole eftate, that it might not be 
alienated from the family*. In one, day,. all three took 
leave of our wuDrthy father, when I,, thinking it a 
piece of inhumanity to leave him fo^ftraitened in his. 
old age, prevailed upon him to accept tv/o thoufand 
of the three I had received,, as the remainder, was . 
• fufficient to accommodate me with all the neceffa- 
xm of a ibidier.. Each of my brothers> induced by> 

my 
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my example gave him back one third of. thmr (barest 
fo that he remained pofiefied of ; four thoufand du- 
catS' in cafl), and the value of three thoufand more 
inJand, which. he did not choofe to feil. At lengthy 
I fay, we took leave of him, ..and that uncle whom L 
have mentioned, - not without great coticern andr 
many tears on all fides : they charging us to .feize* 
every opportunity of making theih acquainted withi 
our* adventures,, either in profperity or adverfity^ 
Having giving this promife^ and received their em- 
braces and blelling, one took the road to Salamanca,, 
another went to Sevil, and I fet out for Alicanty 
where I underftood there was a. fiiip taking in 2u 
lading of wool for Genoa. Two and twenty years^ 
arret now elapfed fince I left my father's houfe ; and- 
during all that time though I have written, feveral 
letters, I never received the' leaft. information, con- 
cerning him or my brothers. What hath happened to- 
myfelf within that period, I will now briefly relate. 

.Embarking at Alicant, I had a favourable paffaget 
to. Genoa, from whence I went to Milan, where I- 
providcd.myfelf with arms.and fomc gay military fur^ 
niture* Then I departed for Piedmont, with a refo-' 
lution of inUftuig in the fervice 5 and being upon the; 
road .to Alexamkia de la Paglia, was informed tWt 
the great duke of Alva was on. his. march into Flan-- 
d^s.. Upon receiving thi^ intimation, I changed my 
defign, attended him to the Low Countries,, ferved* 
in all his campaigns, and. was prefent* at the death. 
of the counts Egnjont and Horn. There. I- obtained, 
an enfign's commiffidn in the. company of a famous 
captain of Guadalajara^ whofe name wais Diego de 
IJjbina : but after I had been (bme time in Flanders,: 
the news arrived of the league, between his holinefs: 
Pope Pius the Fifth of happy memory, and the Spa-*^ 
ni(h monarchy, againft their commcaa enemy the^ 
Turk,, who about that time had, by means of his fleet, ( 
made a. conq^ued of the. .famous ifland^of Cyprus^ 

" ' whicli 
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i/ehich was under the dominion of the Venetians : » 
Hioft lamentable and unfortunate lofs. It was certain- 
ly known that the mod ferene Don John of Auftria^ 
natural brother to our, good king Philip, was to be 
general of this league \ and tlie vail preparations for 
this war were publickly reported. All thefe rumours 
raifed and excited within me the defire and refolution 
of being prefent in a campaign of fuch expedlation ^ 
and though! had ftrong hopes, and indeed, certain 
promifes of being promoted to the rank of a captain 
as foon as a vacancy fhould happen, I chofe to quit 
that profped, and go, as I aflually did, to Italy ; and 
luckily for me, Don John, of Auftria was then at 
Genoa, juft going to embark for Naples, in order to 
join the Venetian fleet, which he afterwards found at 
Meffina.' In ihort, I ferved in that moil happy cam- 
paign, and was advanced to the rank of captain of 
foot, which honourable pod I obtained more by good ' 
fortune than merit ; and that day which was fo fortu- 
nate for Chriflendom, on which, the world was con- 
vinced of the error they had efpo)Lifed in believing! 
the Turks invincible by fea; on that dayj I iay, 
when die Ottoman pride and infolence was humbled . 
and broke, among fo many happy Chriftians there 
prefent (and fure thofe who fell were happier than- 
the living victors !) I alone was unfortunate j for in- 
ilead of receiving a naval crown, which would have 
been mv reward, had I lived in the Roman ages, on* 
the nignt that fucceeded that glorious day^ I found 
nfiyfelf a captive loaded with chains j and this was the, 
oiufe of my misfortune : Uchali king of Algiers, a'^ 
bold and fortunate corfair, haying attacked and maf- 
tered the capitan galley of Malta, in which there 
remained only three knights alive, and thefe defpe- 
rately wounded ; the veflel commanded by John Aih- 
drea Doria, in which my company was ftationed^ 
hdftened to her ■■ relief, and I^doing. my duty on that 

occafioDi leaped into the enemy's Oiip) which dif- 
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«ignging terfelf imitfediatdy from our galley that* 
tras grappled with her, my foldicrs were prevented^ 
from follo^idng their officer, and I found my felf alone 
a^ong my foes, whom by reafon of their numbers, 
I- could not refill ; therefore was obliged to fubmit, 
after having been almoft covered over with wounds;^ 
atid* Ucb&li, a^ you have heard, gentlemen, hav-' 
ifig faved himfelt with his whole fquadi^on, I re^' 
mained his prifoner, the only fad perfon admidft the 
gi^neral joy, and captive among fo many that were" 
fet free ; for full fifteen thoufand Chriftians who 
came into the a£lion, chained to the Turkiih oars^ 
t&at diy recovered their long-wiftied-for liberty. ' " 
I was carried to Conftantinople^ wHere Sdim the 
Gr&ni Turk created my mafter general of the fea> 
f^r having done his duty in the battle, and, as a proof 
of his valour, brought off the high ftandard of Mal- 
ta. Next year, which was that of feventy-two, I 
r6wed in the capitan galley of th^ three lanthorfts, 
at Navarino, where I faw and obferved the Chriftiafi^- 
lafe the opportunity of takine the whole Turkifh 
fleet in theharboilr; for aU the Levantines and Ja- 
xiizarieisr belonging to it laid their acc;t>unt >w^th being 
attacked in port^ and had a£lually got in readinefs 
their knapfacks and paifamaques, which are a kind '' 
of fhoes in order to go on fhore, and feek their fafety 
in flight, without waiting for the aflault ; fiich was 
the confternation that prevailed ariiong them ! But' 
Heaven ordained things to ha^^n in another man- 
ner, not through any error or negleft of the gcne- 
rad who ctonmanded the expedition, but on account 
of the fins of Chriftendom, it being the will and 
permtflion of God that we fhould never want execu- 
tioners to chaftife us. In (hort, Uchali retreated to - 
Modon, which is an ifland almoft contiguous to Na- 
varino, where he difembarked his men, fortified the 
mouth of the harbour, and remained until Don John 
let fail on his return* In this expedition, the galley

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called the Prize, commanded by a foh of the/femou^v 
oorfair BarbaroiTay was taken, by! the capitan galley^ 
of Naples^ called the She-wolf, the commander of^ 
which was ^hat .thunderbolt of war,. that father of-. 
Kis foldiers, that fortunate and invincible chief, Don?; 
Alvaro de Bafan, marquis of* Santa Cruz.; ♦ arid I can-i 
not help mentioning what iiappened at; the tiking of; 
this prize : the /on of Barbarofli was ib ct'u^I,.andr* 
Ufsated his captives fo inhumanly, ^t when the row—. 
cas perceived the She-wolf- ready to boardi and in a- 
fair way of taking her, they quitted their oars all at' 
once, and feizing the captain, who ftood upon the* 
** ftentrel, calling to them to row.luftily,: they tofledf 
hin^ forwards from .bench' to ben oh, and bit him fo 
feverely as he went. along, .that j before hodpafled thd> 
main^maft, his foul pafTed. iritf)* hell. . Such was his : 
b^rtjafity, a^ I have already obfetved, and /uch the i 
revenge which their hatred to him infpired ! : 

We returned to Conftantinople, and duriog the^ 
following year, which was feventy-three, underftood •. 
tl^t Don John. had taken ^T urns, *Wrefted that.yrohle i 
kingdfjm from, the Tptksj, 'and p\it' Muky?Hamct:in •- 
poffeffion ci^i the. whjole. j .thus cutting t of .: ail the < 
hopes of a ijeft^^ration from Mule^y H4i»id3,r<thb'mofl: ^ 
valiant and moft c^yiiel Moor.of his time. The Grand * 
Signor was deeply affefted with this lofs, and pra<9bifing : 
that fagacity which is peculiar to all thofe x)f his fa-- 
nuly, cTapt up a peaqe with the Venetians, who were • 
much more deGrpUj^ of it than hfc.; Next ycar,f being ^ 
fqventy-four, be attacj^ed »the :gol®ta-and fort, •] which ^ 
Dion John had left half-liniflied,»ne^t Tunis : and on"? 
all thefe occafiona. I . was prefent, being tied to* the o 
o^r, without. the leaft hope- of freedom, elpecially by 
ranfom : for I was- rQfolyed-jnjDt to writer- to my.'

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father an account of my misfortune. At lengthy- 
the goleta and fort were both loft, Having 'been be- 
fieged by fevehty^five thoufand Turkifli foldiers re- 
gularly paid, and upwards of four hundred thoufandJ 
Moors and Arabs from the other parts of Africa ; 
this multitude bemg provided with a vail quantity of 
warlike, ftores and ammunition, and attended witk 
fuch a number of pioneers^ that by. throwing hand' 
fuls of earthy they might have covered both the pla- 
ces they came to befiege. • The goleta, which hacJ 
been counted impregnable, was firft taken ; not 
through any fault ©f the beGeged, who performed' 
all that men could do in its defence ; but becaufe- 
experience fliewed that trenches could be made with- 
eafe in that loofe fand, under which, though water 
was comhionly found at the depth of tvi^b fpans, tKe^ 
Turks, at that time, dug as many fathoms, vvithout 
finding one drop ; and fo filling ar vaft number of 
lacks, raifed their "works fo high' as to overlook the* 
fart ; then mounting this eavalier with cannon, kept 
luch a firing as rendered it impoffibJe for the garrifon- 
to make any longer defence. It was a common opi- 
nion, that our troops oiight not to have fliut fehem-» 
fclves up in the goleta, but oppofed the difembark--^ 
ation in the plain : however, thofe who talk in that 
manner, fpeak at random, and mud- be perfons of 
iiiiall experience in fuch affeirs, for if the whole 
garrifon, in both places,- fcarce amounted to feven* 
thoufand foldiers, how could fuch fmall a number, 
though ever fo valiant, take • the field, and, at the. 
fame time, defend the forts againft a fuch multitude- 
of foes '? And how could tlie forts be poffibly main- 
tained without fupplies, in an enemy's country, when^ 
they were hemmed in by fuch a numerous and obfli- 
nate army ? But others thought, and I am of the- 
fame opinion, that Heaven manifefted a. particular 
gr^ce andr 'favour to Spain, in permitting them to 
deftroy that rendcz^vous and pretence of mlfchief,. 

Uiafe 
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that fink, fpur^e and devourer of infinite fums ot 
money, which were there unprofitably ip^nt, with- 
out ferving any other purpofc than that ot preferving 
the memory of its being the moft happy conqueft of 
tlie invincible Charles the Vth : as if it was neceflary 
for thofe flpnes to fupport his fame, which is already 
immortal. The fort was alfo yielded ; though the- 
Turks won it by inches ; for the garrifon behaved 
with fuch gallantry and refolution, that in tw^ and 
twenty general aflaultS| the enemy loft upwards of 
twenty-five thoufand men ; and of the three hundred 
Spani(h foldiers that remained alive, they did not 
make one priibner who had not been wounded during 
the fiege : axlear and certain proof of the obftinate 
valour with which the places w^re defended* A fmall 
fort or tower, that ftood in the middle of the lake, 
under the command of Don Juan Zanoguera, a 
Valentian knight and celebrated foldier, furren* 
dered upon terms : but Don Pedro Puertoearrero, 
general of the goleta, was made prifoner ; and though 
he did all that man could do, in .defencte of the 
place, he wa& fo deeply afFe^ed by the lofs of it,^ 
that he died of ^ief on the road to Cetiftantinopk,r 
thither they were carrying him captive. The gene-' 
ral of the fort, whofe name was Gabria Cerbellon,; 
a Milanefe gentleman, a great engineer and excel<- 
lent foldier, was - likewife taken prifoner : and in 
thefe two forts periflied many perfons of note, 
among whom was one Pagan d'Ofia, a knight of St- 
John, a gentleman of the moft generous difpofition, 
as appeared from his excefiive liberality to his bro-> 
tlier, the famous Juan Andri d'Oria ; and what 
made his death ftill more lamentable was, that he 
perifhed by the bands of . fome Arabs, to whom, 
feeing the fort already loft, he trufted himfelf, rely- 
ing upon their promife to carry him, difguifed in s 
Moorifli drefs, to Tabarca, which is a Xmall port or 
fettlemcnt belonging to the Gcnoefe, who fifli for 

coial 
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-mmt on thatjiistrt'of Ac ooaft ; but thofe pcrfidioor 
Arabs cut Off his head,. which they carried to the 
general of the Turkifli! navy, who fulfilled upon' 
them our Caftilian proverb, which imports, that 
though wfc love the treafon we abhor the traitor ;> 
for it was reported, that he ordered therA all to be 
hanged) becaufe th^y had not brought him afire. 

Among the Chriftiams^who'wqre takm in the fort,, 
was one Don Pedro de Aguilar^ a native of « fomo' 
town in Andalufia, who haxi been' an enfign in the' 
garrifon, a foldier of great worth and rare endow- 
ments, particularly blefTed with a happy talent for 
poetry. This circumftance. I mention becaufe it 
was his fate. to belong to oUt galley, where he was 
my companion at the oar^^ and fellowJlave ; aud be- 
fore we departed from that hatbdur, he compofed 
two fongs, by way of epitaph, upon the goleta and 
the fort. As I have them both by hearty I believe 
it wiirnot be difagreeable to the company, if I re- 
peat them.** 

When the captive nientloned Don Pedto de Agui- 
lar, Don Fernando looked at hi^ companions, who 
fmiled, and when the ftran^er Vas going to repeat 
the fong^5 one of the diree ftid- toJhim* ***Bbfore 
you proceed, r beg the favour to know what became 
of that Efoft Pedro de Aguilar ?'* " All that I know 
of the matter, replied the captive, js that after having 
ftaid two years at Conftantinople, he made off in the 
habit of an • arnaut, witK a Greek fpy ^ but I do 
not know ^whether or not he obtained his liberty ^ 
though I 'believe he fucceeded ; for about a year af- 
ter, f faw the fame Greek at Confl:antin"o|)le j but I 
had not an oppdrtunity to inquire about the fuccefs 
of their fcheme." ** Then 1 can fatisfy you in that

In (hort'the viflorious fleet returned in triumph tq 
Conftantinople, wl^e, in a few: months, happened 
the de^th of my mafter Uchali, . who went by 
the naajie of Uchali Fartax, wlxich iti the^ l.an*, 
guage .of that country, (ignines the fcjibby, fene*? 
gado ; -for fuch-be acSluaUy ]fa3^ and- it Is a cuftom 
among the Tu^ks, to beftow. epithets upon peoplcj 
derived either from fomedefefl: or virtue inherent in 
them : this ipethod they praftife, becauf<; they have 
but four families diftinguiflied'by particular names, 

and 
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and thefe are defcended fnDm the houfc of OttomatK 
fo that the reft, as I have obferved, adopt fome appel- 
lation either from the blemiftres of the boily, or the 
virtues of the mind. This leper, therefore, tugged 
i!t<the bar, during fourteen years, as flave to the Grand 
Sigrtor; and .when he was turned of thitty-four apo* 
ftatized, out of refentment againft a Turk, who 
ftruck him ^t the ^ar, *ienouncing his religion, that 
he plight ;be able to revenue the aficont. Such was 
his gaUantry and cpndu^, that witliout prad^fing 
thj^fe vjle lleps and methods by which the Sultan's 
'favourites are raifed, he ^w^s promoted to the throne 
of Algiers, and afterwards created general at fca, 
which is the third poft in the empire. He was a na- 
tive of Calabria, a man of good morals, and behaved 
with great humanity to his flaves, who, to the num-i 
ber of three thoufand, were, at his death, in eonfe- 
quence of his laft will, divided between his renega- 
does and the Grand Signor, who is alfo coheir with 
the children of atU his deceafcd fubjeftsi^ I fell to 
the fliare of a Venetian, who had been a common 
failor, when he was taken ; and TJchali had fuch aa 
affi^i^ion for him, that he enjoyed the greateft fliarc 
of his favour, and became the moft cruel renega* 
do that ever was knownl This man, whofe name was 
A zdnaga, acquired great riches, and even fucceeded 
to the crowil of Algiers, to which place I accompani- 
ed him ffom Conftantinople, with feme degree of 
fatisfa£):ion at the thoughts of being fo near my 
ow^n country ; hot that I intended to- fend home an 
account of my unhappy fate, hut to fee if fortune 
would not prove more favourable at Algiers than at 
Conftantinople, where I had laid a thoufand fchemet 
for my eicap.e, without having an opportunity of 

Jutting one of them in execution : but I was in 
ope of finding at Algiers fome other more ef» 
' fedual means oF obtaining that which I fo ardently 
defired j for the hope of gaining my liberty nevet 

forfeok 
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fbrfooik my breaft : on the contrary, when all my 
pains, eHbrts, and expedations mifcarried, far fronfi 
abandoning myfelf to defpair, I endeavour to find 
out feme new expedient, which, though ever fo frafl 
and unfubftantial, ferved to fupport my fpirits, and 
flatter my imagination. Thus I made Ihift to live 
within a houfe or prifon, called a bath, in which the 
Turks confine the chriftian capKves, whether be- 
longing to the king or private perfons, or of that 
clafs, which they call magazine (laves ; thefe are the 
captives of the .council, who fcrve the ftate in public- 
workfi, and other kinds of day-labour, and find great 
diHiculty in obtaining their freedom, becaufe they 
belong to the community, and have no particular 
mailer with whom they can treat concerning their 
ranfom, even though they can command money for 
the purpofe. 

In thefe baths, as I have already faid, fome pri- 
vate perfons lodge their flaves, -efpecially when theit 
ranfom is agreed upon \ and there they remain fe- 
cure, and at their eafe until it arrives. Neither do 
the king's captives, who are to be ranfomed, go out 
to work with the reft of the crew, except^ when Ae 
money is delayed ; and then, that they may be in- 
duced to write with more importunity, they are 
fent out with the reft to cut wood, an office of no 
fitiall mortification and toil. As they knew I had 
been a captain, I, in vain, affured them, that I had 
neither intereft nor money ; they put me into the 
number of thofe that were to he ranfomed, loading 
mc with a chain, ratiigr to denote my condition than 
to fecure my pcrfon 5 fo that I fpent my time in; 
that bath, among a great many cavaliers and pebple 
of fafliion, who were thus marked and dc%ned for 
ranfom : and though we were fometimts, nay, almoft 
always expofed to hunger and nakednefs,' nothing 
gave .us fo much pain, as to hear and fee, upon 
every occafion, the new and unhe^rd*of cruelties' 

which 
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wHi<^H my h^after exercifed upon: the chriftians. Jit 
\^as. ejwqry 4^y;ha^igiTig one, and fimpaling another, 
anaimipg'-a AW* Jupon fuch ilight occafibns, fne- 
?quent|y{ without any c^ufe aiTigned, that the Turks 
theqiftlves e^wped he afted thu« oait of mere wanton- 
rnefs of barbarity^ as being, naturally of a favage 
-difpofition, apd an inveterate enemy to the whole 
human race; Thd perfon who ufed the greateft free- 
dom with hira was a Spanifh foldier, called fuch-a- 
pne ;de Saave^lrai who, though 'he didniany things 
.w^ich' ^hofe pcjpj^lq .will not fbon forget^ in attempt- 
ing jt(D. regain ^his liberty, he never gave him one 
blow, nor ordeired him once to be chaftifed, nor 
even* chid hiflp with.ojie hafty word.; and yet the leaft 
of all his pranks wa$ fufficient, as we thought, to 
bring ,him to the ftake ^ nay, he himfclf was more 
than* once afraid of being impaled alive. If time 
yrould permit, Jl cauld'here recount fohie of that fol- 
dier's aftipn^, whi?li,^;p^hfip«, might entertain and 
furprife yoii more^ thsin ' the relation of my own 
ftory. ^ ' .. 

But to return to the thread of my narration, jpft 
ovfr, the yard of our'^prifon were the windows of a 
rich and* principal Moor: but, ; according to the 
cullom of the fCountry, they wbre-^ rather like peep- 
holes, tlian wifldofws, . and even thefe covered with 
very thick. and, clpfq lattices. One day I chanced to 
be on the tecrace- of our jaili with three of my com- 
panions,- pauing th^ time in trying which of us could 
leap fartheil, in our fliackles, the reft of the chriftians 
being, gpiitt o.uj to work ; I.cafiplly lifted up my eyes, 
5^qd .perceived ^ cane with a .handkerchief tied to it,- 
h,qld.out|.at th^fe little opepings I have mentioned, and 
w;?yif]gjtjif^^pdjfr9 ^if by way of fignal fqr.fome of 
ujs tO[.go!a\id.pat|qhf,-lt;. This, object. was no fooner 

oible^^yeJ." tl^4]./^JI?,iPi.W companions ran hafKly to

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fequence : but, when he arrivedi it was pulled up» 
and moved from one fide to another, as if a man 
Should fignify his diflent frpm any propofal, by (hak-^ 
in^ his head : when the chriftian returned, the cane 
ws^ lowered again, with the fame motion as at firft $ 
upon which another of pur company tried tht expe- 
riment, but fucceeded no better than the firft ; a 
third went, and mifcarried like tKje other two. Ob- 
fcrving their difappointment, I was refolved to try 
my fortune alfo ; accordingly, I had no fooner phced ' 
myfelf under the cane, than it was dropped, and'fell 
down within the bath, ji^ at mv feet. I fnatched it 
up immediately, and xmtied t^e handkerchief, in 
which I found a knot containing ten ziatiiys, which 
, are pieces of bad gold, current among the Moors, 
each of them valued at ytn rials of our money. ' It 
would be fuperfluoils to fay that I rejoiced at this 
windfal : indeed itfy joy was equal to my furprife ; 
for I could pot. conceive from whence that prefent 
could comd, efpecially to me, the circumftancfe of 
the cane's being rcfufed to every other perfoh, piklhly 
flic wing that the favour was intended fot ttlV. I 
pocketed this lucky fum, broke the cane, retiirhed 
tonhe terrace, and looked at the window, through which 
appeared a very white hand, that opened the lattice, 
add haftily (hut it again : from this circtmiftance wc ' 
underftood, or at leaft imagined, that we owed the 
prefent to fome lady who lived in that houfe ; and, 
in token .of thanks, made our obeifiirt^e in the Moor- 
i(h manner, by bowing the head, bending the body, 
and crolUng the hands upon the breaft. Soon after 
this- ceremony, a fmatf crofs thade of cane, was held 
out at the window, and immediately withdrawn : a 
fignal which confirmed, us in the opinion, that *wc 
were befriended by fome chriftian woman, who U^ed 
as a (lave in that houfe ; but this fupppfition W9S 
changed, when wc reflefted upon the whitcnefs o£ 
the hand, and die bracelets which we had perceived \ 
Vot. U. 1 aa4 
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atuj then wc concluded that fljie muft,bc one of thofe. 




much more than the wonien of their own nation: 
Itut all our comeEUires were wide of the. truth. 

From this cuiy forWard, our' whole entertainment 
\iras to gaze at tiie window, as the north, in which the 
ftar of the- cane lyid" appeared : but^ fiiU' fiffteen' 
days elapfedi^ before we had' another glimp'fe either * 
of that' or the hJin3^ ot indeed of .'any other fignal: 
and during this interval, thoiigh we'endeavoured,by all 
the means' in our power, to karri who lived in that, 
hpufe, and whether or not there was a chriftian re- 
xiegado in' it, we never could 'get any other ihform- 
atisDn, but that it belonged to 'a rich Moor of great' 
note) caHed Agimbrlitoi who had' been alcade of,' 
FaUj an- office of great honoiir among that people : 
but,^ when we leaft expefted anbther mower of zia- . 
xAys, the cane i:e-appeared all.of a fudden, with an- 
nother handkercfcel^ arid a larger knot than before : 
a^d this bccuri'ehce happened as formerly, when 
jicne but ourfclves, were in the bath : we made the 
ufual* experiment ; each of my three companions, go- 
ing towards it, as at firft, without fuccefs^ until I ap- 
proached, and then it wiis iriimediately dropped. I 
untied the knot, within which I found fortv crowns 
in Spanifh gold, arid a piaper written in Arabian cha- 
Ta£^ers, with a large crofs at the head of the page : 
I kiiTed the facred fign, put up the mpiey, returned 
to tlie terrace, where we made our obeifance j the 
hfnd' appearing again, I made;^ figns that I (hould 
read the letter, and then the window was fhut. We 
were equally pleafed and perplexed at this event ; 
for none o^ us underftood Arabic : and altliough our 
impatience to know the contents of the paper was 
very great, the difficulty of finding an interpreter 
^a« ftill greater : at leDgtli| I determined td truft a 

rcne* 
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renegade,, a native of Murcia, who had profcfled. 
himfelf my friend, and given me fuch pledges of his 
fidelity,^ as obliged him to keep any ^cret I (houIA 
think proper to impart : for thofe renegades, who 
intended to return to Chriftendom, ufually carry about 
with them certificates figned by the principal cap- 
tives, attefting, in the moft ample form they can de* 
vife, that fuch a regenade is an honed man, who 
hath always been obliging to the chriftians, and is 
defirous of making his efcape with the firft opportu- 
nity. Some there are who procure thefe tellimoni- 
als with a good intention ; others ufed them occafion- 
ally, as the inftrumerits of their craft, for going to. 
rob and plunder on the chriftian coafts, if they- 
(hould chance to be fliipwreeked or taken, they pro-^ 
duce their certificates,, and obferve, that thefe papers 
will ilxcw the real defign of their coming oii a cruize* 
with Turks, which was no other than .to take the^ 
firft occafion of returning to their native country:* 
by thefe means they efcape the firft fury of refent-. 
ment, and are reconciled to the church, without 
fuffering the leaft damage ; but when they fee their 
opportunity, they return to Barbary, and reaflume- 
their former way of life : whereas thofe who procure 
recommendations with a good defign, make, ufe of 
them according! j% and remain in peace among the. 
chriftians. Such a renegado was this friend, who^ 
had obtained certificates from all my companions,* 
c(mceived in the ftrongeft terms of confidence and 
applaufe :. for which, had he been detefted, the 
Moors would have burned him alive. I knew that 
he could both fpeak and wiite the Arabian tongue ; . 
but before I would difclofe the wholq affair, I de- 
fired him to read that paper, wliich I had found by , 
cl^nce in a corner of my cabin. He operied it ac- 
cordingly,* and having pored and perufed it a good 
while, muttering between his teeth, I alked if ho 
underftood the contents ? He anfwered in the,, affirm- 

I 3i ative, 
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ativei bidding me, if l chofe to .have the literal 
meaning, furniih him with pen and ink that he 
might tranflate it the more exaftly. I accordingly 
accommodated him with what he de(ired| and when 
lie had made an end of the tranflation at his own 
leifure, he faid, ** Tliis that I have writteit in Spa- 
ni(h, is the literal meaning of that Moorifh paper | 
and you are to take notice, that wherefoever you 
rtieet with the words tela Marien, they fignify our 
lady the bleffed virgin.** 

The paper contained thefe words, ** When I was 
•* a childy my father had a woman flave, who in 
* my own language, taught me the chriftian wor- 
^' {hip, and told me dii(ers things of Lela Marien. 
" This chriftian died, afld I am furc her foul did not 
** go to the fire, but to Ala ; for I faw jier twice 
** after her death, and fhe advifed me to go to the 
•* land of the chriftians, where I fhould fee Lela 
** Marien, by whom I was beloved. I know not 
•* which way to go : many chriftians I have (ccn 
^ from this window, but not one who feems fo 
*' much a gentleman as jrourfelf. I am very beautiful 
*' and young, and have a great deal of money in 
'^ my pofrefTioa : if thou canft find out any m<;:thod 
*• of carrying me to thy country thou (halt there 
** be my hufband, if thou art fo inclined ; but if that 
" be contrary to thy inclination, I (hall not be un- 
** eafy, for Lela Marien will provide me with a 
** fpoufe. I write this with my own hand : let no 
'' body read it, but fuch as you can truft. Beware 
" of the Moors: for they are altogether deceitful: 
'* therefore, I am very much concerned, for I would 
" not have it difclofed to any perfon whatever ; be- 
^* caufe, if it fhould come to my father's ears, he 
<' would inftantly caufe me to be funk in a well, and 
** covered with ftones. I will faften a thread to the 
*^ cane, to which thou may*ft tie thine anfwer i and 
^* if thou haft not a proper perfon to write for thee 
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** in Arabic, let me know by figns; for Lela Ma- 
" rien will help me to underiland them. May ihc 
•* and Ala preferve thee, by means of this^ crofs, 
•* which I often kifs, according to the dire£\ton of 
" my deceafed flavc." 

You may eafily conceive, gentlemen, whether or 
not we were fuprifed and rejoiced at the content? 
of this paper. Indeed, the fymptoms of joy and ad- 
miration appeared fo plain in our behaviour, thaf 
the renegado fufpe£bed it was not found by accident', 
but adiualiy written and addreiTed to one of our 
company. He accordingly intreated us to tell him, 
if his conjefture was true^ protefting that we might 
^fafcly truft to his fidelity, and afluring us, if we would 
favour him with our confidence, he would venture 
his life in procuring our freedom. So faying, he 
pulled from his bofom a crucifix of metal, and, witU 
many tears, fwore by the God reprefented under the 
form bf that image, in whom he, though a wretched 
(inner, fully and faithfully believed, that he would 
be trufty and fccrct in every thing we Ifaould pieafe to 
communicate ; for he firmly believed, and, as it were, 
pTognofticate4 ' thai bf mcai:is of her who . ^d 
written die papery we mould all obtain liberty, and 
he accomplifh that which he had fo much at heart, 
namely,, his readmifliion into the bofom of his holy 
mother church, from which he, through his ignorance 
and guilt, 'had been like a loiten member, divided 
and cut off. This declaration he made with fo 
many tears and figns of repentance, that we unani- 
moufly agreed to entruft him with the affair, and 
accordingly, gave him an account of every thing 
that had happened, without fupprefling one circunj- 
ftance ; and Ihewed him the window at which the 
cane had appeared 5 fo that from thence he took, his 
|[nark of the houfe, refolving to inform himfelf, with 
great care and caution, of the name and quality of 
thofe who lived in it. Mean while, we were all of 

I 3 opi- 
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opinion, that there wa« a neceffity for anfvvering the 
billet ; and there being a pSrfon prefcnt, who could 
.perform that ofFice, the renegado that inftant wrote 
in Arabic what I didtated, which was literally as I 
fliall now repeat ; for of all the material circum- 
ilances of that affair, not one hath cfcaped my memo- 
ry, lA'hlch will retain them all to my iaft breath. In 
(liort, this was the anfwer which I fent the beautiful 
INIoor. 

*« My dear lady ! 
" Mayeft thou be proteftcd by the true Ala, and 
that blefled Mary the real mother of God, who, 
becaufe ihe loVes thee, hath put it into thy heart 
to go to the land of chriftians : befecch her there- 
fore, that fhe will be pleafe4 to teach thee how 
" thou mayeft obey her commands ; for fhe is fo 
"benevolent, tl^at flie will grant thy Tequeft. For 
"my own part, and in behalf of thofe who are my 
fellow-prifoners, I promife to fervc thee" with our 
whole power, even unto death. Fail not to write 
.." and give me notice of what thou fimlt refolve to 
.** do'; and I will always anfwer tl y letters ; for the 
** gr^at Ala hath favoured us with the friendfliip of 
'** a chriftian captive, who can fpeak and write thy 
** language, as thou wilt perceive by this paper : 
** wherefore^ thou mayeft communicate thy will and 
** pleafure to us without fear. As to thy offer oi 
** becoming my wife, when thou fliak be fafely f^^" 
." tied in the land of the chriftians, I pledge myfelf 
'* thine, on the faith of a good chriftian ; and know 
** that thofe of our religion perform their pfomifcs 
. ' ** more punftually than the Moors. God, and his 
" mother Mary, take my dea,r lady into their holy 
** proteftion." 

This letter beinw written and fealed, I waited two 
days,, until tlie bath wa$ enipty, asid then went to 
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tfic ufual place oh tKe terrace, to loot for the cane^ 
'which in a Uttlc tiriie app^ariecj. . I no^ fooner per- 
ceived the fign, thoilgh I could not fee who ftiade ir> 
'than I hetd up die letter to make her uuderftond', 
%at file dipuld feften a thread to the cane •, but 
that was already done, and I tied the paper to it ac- 
cordingly. In a little time our If ar appeared again, 
loaded with the white flag of peace ; which bein^ 
dropt, I took it up, and found, in different coins of 
^bld arid'filver, to tlie amount of fifty "crowns, which 
increafed our fatisFa^lion fifty fold, and confirmed us 
in the hope of obtaining our freedom. That fame 
tiight our renegado returned, and tokf us, he was 
iniormed the houfe was inhabited by that ^ixme Moor 
1 have mentioned under the name of x\p:imorato> 
who was excefiSvely rich, and had only one daughter 
\o inherit his whole fortune ; that by the current re- 
port in the city, flic was the ;m6ft beautiful woman 
in Birbiry ; and that many, of the viceroys, who went 
thither, ha4 demanded her in marriage, but fhe 
would never yield her confent ; he like wife under- 
wood that ttie had once, a chriftian flave, who had 
5died Ibme time ago; fo that all thefe circumftance^ 
lagreed with the contents of her lettef.. We then con- 
iulted with the renegado about the means of tranf- 
portiTig ourfelve^, with the Moorifh lady, into Chrif-' 
tiendom ; 'and, at length we came to the refolutiorl 
tif waiting for another intimation from Zorayda> 
Vhich is the name of her who now defires to be 
'called Maria : for we plainly perceived, that by 
means of her ind no other, we fhould be enabled to 
iurmouht JU the difficulties that occurred. 
4 Having come to this determination, the renegad6< 
bid us give ourfelvcs no uneafinefs ; for he would 
either procure our liberty, or forfeit his o^n. life^^ 
Th6 bath being full of people, during four days, no 
cane appeared all that time, at the end of which the 
iifual folitude prevailing, we perceived it with a hand- 
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kerchief, fo pregnant as to promife » moft -happf 
birth. I ftood under it ; the whole was dropped a^ 
ufual, and I found in the handkerchief anotner par 
per, with one hundred crowns in gold, without any. 
mixture of other coin. The renegade being then 
prefent) we carried him to our cabin, where we de?- 
lired him to read the letter^ which he interpreted in 
thefe words : 

'* I know not, dear fir, how to give dire£lions 
*' atiout our pafTage into Spain ; nor hath Lela Ma- 
** rien told me, though I have eameftly implored 
^ her aiTiftaivce. But what may be eafily effeftcd 
*' is this : I will from this window furnifh you with 
' ** a great quantity of money ; fo that you may ran- 
" fom yourfelf and your companions, and going to 
•* the land of the chriftians, purchafe a bark, with 
" which you may return for the reft ; and you will 
" fin4 me in my father's garden, which -is by the 
** gate of Barbazon„ clofe to the fea-fide. There 1 
*1 (hall be during the whole fummer, vrith my father 
" and fervants ; and froni thence you may, in Phe 
** night, carry me to the bark without fear. But 
** remember thou (halt be my hufband ; otherwife t 
**^ will pray to Marien to chaftife thee. If thou canft 
*• depend upon no other perfon for purchafing the 
•• bark, ranfom thyfelf for that purpofe. I know 
** thou wilt bp more apt th^nany other^oody to return^ 
.^ becaufe thou art a gentleman and a chriftian. 
^ Befure to inform thyfelf well, about the garden. 
•* When I fee thee walking where thou art at prefent, 
•* I fhall know the bath is empty, and provide thee 
^' with more money." 

" Ala preferve thee, my dear gentleman.'* 

Thefe were the contents and purport of the feconl 
paper ; which being read in prefence of us all, each 
propofed himfelf as the perfon to be ranfomed, nro- 
tnifing to go and return with the utmoft pun£Vuality ; 

I like- 
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I like wife ofFered myfelf for that purpofe. But the 
reiicgado oppofed the propofal, feying, that he could 
by no means confent that one (hould be let free^ be- 
/ fore we had all obts^ined our liberty ; becaufe expe- 
rience had taught him, how ill thofe who are frpe 
perform the promifes they have made in their capti- 
vity : for prifoners of note had often priaftifed the 
expedient of ranfpining one of their number, to go to 
Valencia, or Majorca, with money to purch^jfe an 
armed bark, and return for his companions ; but 
they never faw his face again ; for having once ob- 
r-tained his own liberty, the dread of^lofmg it again, 
by returning, blots all manner of obligations out of 
his remembrance.. As a confirmation of the truth of 
wliat he alledgedj^he briefly recounted a cafe which 
had lately happened to fome chriftian gentlemen^ 
attended with tne ftrangcft circumftances ever known 
even in thefe partSj where the moil uncommon and 
furprifing events occur almofl: every day. In Ihort, 
he told us the moft prafticable and prudent fcheme 
was, to give him the money we (hould receive for 
our ranfom, with which he would purchafc a bark at 
Algiers, under pretence of becoming merchant, and 
trading to Tetuan, and the other places on that 
coafl ; and that being mailer of the vefTel, he would 
foon contrive the means of difengaging us from the 
bath, and getting us all on board : efpecially if the 
Moorifh lady fhoifld perform het promife in fupply- 
ing us with money fufficient to pay the ranfom of our 
whole company ; in which i:afe, being no longer 
Haves^ we might embark with the greateil eafe and 
fafety, even at noon-day. The '^e:atefl difEculty 
that occurred, was the batkwardnefs' of the Moors, 
to allow a renegade to purchafe or command a vef- 
fel, unlefs it be a large cruizer for pirating ; becaufe 
they fufpeft, efpecially if he be a Spaniard, that his 
fole motive in buying a fmall bark^ is 10 make his 
efcape into Chriftendom •, but he undertook to rc- 

Is incdy 
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mcdy th-4t. inconvenience, by giving a fliare of the* 
bark and profits of the merchandize to a Tangarin 
Moor ; by which means he fliould be mafter of the- 
bark^ and of confequcnce^ have it in his power to ac- 
complifh the whole affair. 

Although, in the opinion of me and my compa- 
nions, there was no better plan than that of fending 
to Majorca for a bark, as the Moorifli lady had pfo- 
pofcd, we durft not contradift the fenfciments of the- 
renegade,., feft he, being difobfiged by Qur aftirig. 
contrary to his intention, fhould make a difcovery 
of our correfpondence with the fair Moor, and endan- 
ger not Gijy onr own lives, but alib that sf Zbrayda^ 
K>r which we would have willingly facrificed our 
ewn. We therefore determined to rely upon God 
and the renegado; and immediately wrote an anfwer 
to ZoFayd^,. importing, that .we would adhere iii> 
every thing to her advice,, which was as prudent as 
if it had been diftated by Lela Marien ; and that it 
depended folely upon her, either to haften or retard- 
the negotiation : pledging my faith anew, to be- 
come her fpoufe. In confecjuence of this intimation,., 
the very next day, when the bath Happened to be 
empty, fhe at different times, by means of the cane 
and handkerchief, tranfmitted two thoufand crowns, 
in gold, M'ith a paper fignifying, that on the firft 
Jama, which is Friday, flie fhould fet out for her^ 
fathciC$ garden, but, before her departure^ fupply us 
with md«<^ money ; and defired us to inform hcr», 
if we fhouTd j^pd that infufficient ; for fhe would 
give us as much' as we could defire, her father having, 
fuch vaft fums, that he would never be fenfible of? 
what fhe took> efpecially as all his keys were in her 
poflefEon. We immeiately accemxnodated the re- 
negade with five hundred crowns, for the purchafe 
of the bark : with eight hundred more I ranfomed 
myfelf, depofiting the money v^ith a Valentian mer-- 
diaut then reliding at Algiers, who bargained for 

my 
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my ranfom with the king, and obtained my fr^edom^ 
upon giving his word t6 pay the mtJney, on the ar- 
rival of the firft Ihip from Valencia ; for if he had 
paid it immediately, the king would have iufpe£led 
that the ranfom had beeili fonie time at Algiers and 
that the merchant, had httlierto d^tsttned it for his- 
dwn convenience. In fliort my mailer w^s fo con* 
teiitious, that I durft, by no m^tos> difburfe the 
money at ohce. On the Thurfday before the fair 
Z<Mayda removed to her father's cOuntry-hoafe^ fhe 
gsLtt us another thonfand crowns, and apprifed us* 
of her departure : intreatihg me>. a3 foiDn as I ihould 
be ranfomed, to make myfelf acquainted with her 
father's garden, and find fome opportunity of going; 
thither to fee her, I anfwered,, in. few words, that 
I would obey her in every thing, defiring (he wouW 
fervently recommend us to Lela Marien in all thofe 
prayers which fhe had learned &f the flave.. 

This a^r being tranfaded, means were concertcxS 
for ranfoming my three companions ; kft, feeing me: 
at liberty and themfelves confined, (ince I had mo-^ 
ney enough to procure tlieir fr6edtMn,. they fliould 
be chagrined, and ten^ted by the devil to do fomc- 
thing to the prejudice of Zorayda : for although 
their honour and integrity might have fecured mc" 
againft any fuch apprehenAon> I would not run the 
taalleil riik,. and therefore tocdtcarc they (houldbe- 
fanfomed by the fame canal through which mjr 
Hberty was pbtaineifc; depofiting the whole fuhircr 
quired in the merchant'^ hands,, thit he might, witli 
iliore certainty and confidence^ aft the part of tlieir 
bondfman } though we never difclofed to him our 
{beret commerce with Zorayda,. for feax of what 
mi^ht happen*. . - 
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CHAP. XIV. 

The condnuation of the captiye's advehlures. 

l>£FOR£ fifteen days had elapfedy our renegade 
-'-'had- purchafed a ftout veflel, capable of con- 
- taining thirty perfons at leaft j and to fecure what 
he had done with a favourable pretext, he made a 
voyaige to a place called Sargel, about thirty leagues 
from Algiers, towards the coaft of Oran, where there 
is a great traffic of ^ricd figs : and he made tw6 or 
^three trips of this kind, in company with the Tanga- 
rin Moor already mentioned. The Moors of Arra- 
gon are, in Barbary, called Tangarins, and thofe of 
.Grenada, go by the name of Mudajares ; though 
thefe laft are, in the kingdom of Fez, called Elches, 
-being the people whom the king chiefly ufes in his 
: ^Mrars. I lay, then in every paflage, the renegado 
brought his barl^ to an anchor in a fmall creek, 
. .within two bow-lhots of Agimorato's garden 5 and 
there purppfciy employed himfelf and his Modrifli 
705krers in pr^difing the Zala * ; or. attempted that 
in jeft which he intended to execute in eanieft. He 
'went frequently to Zorayda's garden, on pretence of 
aflcing fruit, which he always received from her fa- 
ther,, though he did not know him : but although, 
as he afterwards owned, he wanted to fpeak with 



liSorayda, and tell her that h<; was the petfon ap« 
pointed by me U> carry her oflTto the land of the 
^j ehriftians, that me might be fatisfied and fecure of 



'>4»8 fidelity ; he neyef had an opportunity of execut- 
ing his defign : for the Moorifli women avoid the 
fight of their -own countrymen and the Turks, un- 
iefs when they are commanded to appear, by their 
parents and hufbands ; though they talk and con- 

verfe with chriftian captives, even more freely than 

't - 
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* ZaI*, w Sila, it the Moorilh faluution. ^ 
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decency allows. I (honld have been very much con- 
cerned, had he fpoke with her, becaufe it would, 
perhaps, have given her great uneafinefs, to fee rene- 
gades entrufted with the aifair ; but God, who or- 
dained all for the beft, gave him no opportunity of 
fulfilling his well-meaning intention. 

Perceiving how fecurely he traded to and from'Sar- 
gel, and anchored when, where, and how he pleafed, 
his partner fubmitting to his dire£lion in all things ; 
and that I being ranfomed, there was nothing wanted 
but (bme chriftians to row, he defired me to pick out 
thofe who fliould. accompany me, exclufive of my 
friends who were ranfomed, and befpeak them for 
the Friday following, which he had appointed for the 
day of our departure. Seeing him thus determined, 
1 fpoke to a dozen Spaniards, all of then) able-bodied 
rowers, and people who could eafily get out of the 
city : and indeed, it wa3 no fmall difficulty to find fo 
many at that conjunfture: for no fewer than twenty 
gallies being then out upon the cruize, almoft all the 
rowers were employed, fo that I fliouM not have 
found thofe I havd mentioned, had not their matter 
ftaid at home that fummqr, to finiih a veflel which 
he had on the ftocks. -All I faid to them was, that 
next Friday in the evening they (hould flily flip out 
<rf the city, one by one, and betake themfelves to 
Agimorato's garden, where they (hould wait my 
coming j and I direfted every one by himfelf, if he 
ffaould meet with other chriftians at the rendezvous, 
tQ fay r\o&ing, bu^ that I ordered him to wait 
for me in that place. 

This point being fettled, another precaution, ftill 
more neceflary, remained untaken ; this was to ad- 
vertife Zorayda of the (ituatidn of our affairs, that 
(he mieht be prepared and guarded againft furprifc 
at our ludden affault, before (he could think it pof- 
(ible that the chriftian bark Was arrived. Refolved, 
therefore^ to fee and fpeak with her, if podible, one 

day 
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day before our departure, I went to the garden, on 
pretence of gathering fonne herbs; and the firft per- 
/ fon I met was her father, who fpokc to me in a lan- 
guage ufed through all Barbary,. and even at Con- 
ftantinople, between the captives and the Moors ; it 
is neither Arabic nor Caftilian, nor indeed peculiar to 
any nation, but a mixture of different tongues> by 
which we make fhift to underftand each other. I 
fay, he aiked in this fort of jargon, who I was, and 
what I wanted in his garden ? I anfwered, that I 
was a Have belonging to Arnaute Mami, who I 
knew to be an intmiate friend of his v s^nd that I 
wanted a few herbs fpr a fallad. In corifequence of 
this anfwer, he inquired whether or not I Was to he 
ranfomed> and what my matter demanded for my 
freedom ? And while we were thus converfing toge- 
ther, the fair Zorayda came out into the garden.. 
She had already perceived me from a window of the 
houfe ; and, as the Moorifh women make no fcruple^ 
of {hewing themfelves to..Chriftians,. with whom, as I 
have already obferved> they are cot at all fliy, (he,, 
without any hefitation^ walked towards the place 
where I was (landing with her father^ who no fooner 
faw her, than he called at a dittance, de firing her to 
come up. It would be a diflScult tafk for me, at pre- 
fent, to defcrihe the exceeding beauty, the genteel 
Hiien, the gay and rich ornaments with which my 
beloved Zorayda then prefented herfelf before ittinc 
eyes :: I ihall only obferve> that the pearls about her 
beauteous neck and ears outnumbered the hairs d 
her head.. On her ancles,, which were bare, accord- 
ing to the cuftom of the country^ (he wore car- 
caxes (by which name the bracelets for the feet are 
called in the Morifeo language)', of the pureft gold, fet 
with fuch a quantity of diamonds, that ihe dfccrwards 
told ine> her father valued them at twenty thoufand 
ducats;^ and thofe flie wore upon her wrifts were of 
equal richncfs. The pearls, though in. fuch a raft 

8 nambe% 
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V BiimbeT, were extremely fine : fof the greatefl: pride 
a«d magnificence of the Moorish women lie in pearla 
and embroidery ; confequently there is a greater quan- 
tity of pearls and feed -pearl in Barbary^ than in all 
the other nations of the world, and Zorayda's father 
had the reputation of pofleffing the greateft number 
and the bcft in Algiers, together with a fortune of 
two hundred thoufand Spaniih crowns, of all which 
flie, who is now mine, was once miftrefs- Whether,^ 
■with the affiftance of all thefe ornaments, fhe appear- 
' ed beautiful or not, and what fhe muft have been in 
her profperity, may be conjcftured by what remains 
aftefthe great fatigues (he hath undergene 5 for it is. 
well known, that the beauty cf fome women hath its 
days and feafons, and is diminifhed or increafed, ac- 
cording to the circumftances that happen ; being im- 
proved or impaired^ nay, often lotaHy deftroycd, by 
the pafllons of the mind. In fhort, flie approached, 
in all the pomp of drefs, and all the excefs of beau- 
ty ; at leaft to me, {lie feemed the jnoft beautiful 
creature I had ever feen ; which circumftance, joined 
to the obligation L lay under, made m^ look upon. 
Ber as an angel fent from heaven for my delight and. 
deliverance* When fiic came up, her father told her^ 
in their own language, that I was a captive belong- 
ing to his friend Arnaute Marmi^ and had come for 
a fallad j, upon which flie took up the difcourfe, and 
in that jumble of languages before mentioned, afked 
if I was a gentleman ; and why I did not ranfom 
myfelf ? I anfwered, that I wasalready ranfomed, and 
that flie might fee in what efteem I was with my 
mailer, by the fum he received for my freedom, whicn 
. was no lefs than fifteen hundred fultanins. To this 
obfervation Ihe replied, " Truly, if thou hadft be- 
longed to my father^ he fliould not have parted with 
thee for twice the fum ; for you Chrlftians always 
difTemble, and call yourfelves poorer than you- really 
arc,, with a view of iianpofing ufon. the Moors/* 

" That 
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" That may be fomctimes the cafe, madam» faicl t ; 
but I adhered to the truth, in bargaining with my 
. mailer, and will deal honeftly with all mankind." 
She then aiked how foon I intended to depart ; and 
I anfwered, "To morrow, I believe : there is a 
French fhip in the harbour to fail in the morning, 
and I have feme thoughts of taking my paffage on 
board of her." " Had not you better ftay till the arri- 
val of a vefiel from Spain, faid ^Zorayda, than trufk 
. ypurfelf with the French, who are no good friends 
of yours?** No, madam, anfwered I; though, as 
there is a Spanifli fhip expefted if fhe arrives im- 
mediately, I believe I fhall wait for her : biit it is 
more likely that I fhall fail tomorrow ; for the dcfire 
I have to fee myielf in my naVive country,^ with 
thofe I love, is too ftrong to let mc '^ait for any other 
convenience, let it be ever fo good. •' " Without doubt, 
faid Zorayda, thou art married in thy own country, 
and therefore deCrous of being with thy wife." " I 
am not yet wedded, I replied ; but under promife of 
being married at my return." " And is the woman 
beautiful to whom thou haft pledged thy faith ?" 
faid (he. ^* So beautiful, anfwered I, that to com- 
pliment her, and tell thee the truth, (he is the ex- 
zik refemblance of thyfelf." 

Her father laughed heartily at this declaration, 
faying, " Truly, Chrlilian, fhe muft be very hand- 
Ibme indeed, it (he refeipbles my daughter, who is 
the mod beautiful woman in this kingdom : look at 
her, and thou wilt fee whether or not 1 fpeak truth. 

In the greateft part of this converfation, Agimo- 
rat6 ferved as an interpreter for his daughter, he being 
better acquainted with this fpurious language, which. 
. though fhe underftood a little, in confequence of iti 
being much fpoken among the Moors, fhe explained 
her meaning by figns, oftener than by words. 

While we were engaged in this and other fuch 
converfation, a Moor ran towards us, crying aloud, 
\ that

that four Turlss. haying got thjpugh the palesj pt) 
leaped over the gardcn-wall> were gatjierihg the fruit/ 
though it was not yet ripe. At this irifprmation the 
0I4 man and Zorayda ftarte4i. for the Moors are 
commonly, and as it were n^turaMy, afraid of th^ 
Turks, efpecUdl^ the foldiers, who are fo infoleht bnd 
imperious to their Moorifh fubjefts, that they treajE 
them worfe than if they wejre UaYes. Accordihgly,* 
the father faid to Zorayda,/* Daughter, retire tp the. 
boufe, apd lode thyfelf up, while I go and talk to 
thofe dogs 5 and thou, Chriftian ( turning to ihe), ga- 
ther thy herbs, and depart in peace; and Ala' fend 
thee fate into thy own country." ' I made my obei* 
fance, and he went in fearch oif the Turks, leaving 
me alpne with Zorayda, who pretended to go home- 
ward, according to her father*5 delir^ ; but no fooneir 
was he put of figjit, among the trees of the garden^ - 
than flie came back, with her cy^ drowned in tears^ 
faying, " Amexi, Chriftiano, amexi !'* the iigni6ca^ 
tioh of which addrefs is,' "Thou art going awayy 
Chriftian, thou art going away!" " Yes, madam« 
anfwered t, but by no nieans without you : on the 
next Jama expeft me, and be not afraid when you 
fee us ; for we (hall certainly go to the land' of thp 
Chriftians." I made (hift to exprcfs myf^lf in fuch a 
manner, that (he underftood this, and every thing 
clfe that I faid ; and throwing her arm about my 
neck, began to walk towards the houfe, with a flow 
and faultering pace : but it pleafed fortune, which 
might have proved very unlucky, had rot heaven 
otherwife ordained, that while we walked in this atr- ^ 
titude, wiih her arm abput my neck, we were ob- 
ferved by her father, on his return from having fent 
away the Turks » and we immediately perceived our- 
^ftlves difcovered. Neverthelefs, Zorayda, prompted 
by her difcretion and prefence of mind, would not 
take her arm from my neck ; but on the contrary^ 
coming elofer to me, let her head drop upon my bo- 

fom 
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fom, and her knees fifik under her, ks if 'flie ^a^ 
fainting ; while I feenied to fupport her with a fort 
of drained civility. 

The father feeing his daughter in tKis fltuafion, rah 
towards us with great concern, and afked what \t^as the 
matter? hut Oie making no reply, " Doubtlefs, faid 
he, {he hath fainted with the fright odcafiofKfd bytlie 
Snfolence of thofe dogs." Then Cakifig her o'tit of 
my arms, he fupported her in his own j while flie, 
fetching a deep figh, the tears ftill continuiitg in her 
eyes, repeated, " Amexi, Chriftiano, arhexi {** 
** Begone, Chriftian, begone.** ** There is no neccf- 
]fity for the Chriftian's departure, faid the father, he 
hath done thee no harm ; and as the Turks are gone 
already, be hot difturbed : thou haft no caufc to be 
uneafy : for, a$ I have already faid, the Turks kt my 
intreaty, went out as they had come in." ** Indeed^ 
lir, faid I, they have difcompofed her very much, a§. 
yo\x obferve; but firice. fhe defires me to go, I witt 
hot ftay to give offence. Peace be with you. I will, 
^vith your permiffioii, return to this garden for herbs, 
if they ifhould be wanted ; for my mafter fays there 
are hone better to be found in any other place.'* 
^* Thou mayeft come as often as thou wilt, anfwered 
Agimorato : what my daughter fays Is npt out of re- 
fentment againft theie, or any other Chriftian 5 but irr- 
head of bidding, the Turks begone, flie applied the 
words to thee, or elfe thought it was time for thee t<^ 
ko and gather thy herbs.'* I then took leave of them 
both i and ftie, as if her foul had been rent from her 
body, went away with her father, while I, on pre- 
tence of culling ray fallad, went round the whole gar- 
den, at my pleafure, obferving all the entries and out- 
let$, together with the ftrength of the houfe, and every 
convenience that might tend to facilitate our purpofe^ 
Having thus reconnoitred, I went, and communi- 
tated my obfervations to the renegado, and the reft- 
of my* companions, longing eagerly fot tlie hour of 

feeing 
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feeing myfelf in peaceable poffeffion of the bleffing 
.which fortune prefcnted in the beautcoUs arid charm- 
ing Zorayda. At length, the intervening time 
clapfed, and the long wiihed-fbr day and period ar- 
* rived, when all of us, following the order and plan 
which had been often canvafTed, and at laft fettled^ 
after tne moft mature deliberation ; our defires were 
happily accomplifhed. On the Friday after I had 
fpoke with Zorayda, Morrenago, which was the re- 
negade's name, anchored his bark, at night-f^ll, • op- 
p6fite to the place where my^ charming miftrefs re- 
♦.5^^ > and the Chrillians who were to row, in con- 
fe^ifcnce of my direftions, lay already concealed in 
different corners, all around the place, waiting for 
me with impatience, joy, and defire of attacking the 
veflel which was in viewj for' they were ignorant of 
.our confederacy with the renegade, and believed that 
they muft win and maintain their liberty by force of 
arms, in killing all the Moors who belonged to the 
bark : wherefore, as fooh as I and tnj cofn'panion"s 
appeared, thofe who were hid came and joined u^ 
. immediately, about the time \\4ien the city gates were- 
fhut J fo that not a foul was to be feen ivi the fields. 
Being all met together, we were in feme dotibt whe- 
ther we fliould go immediately for Zorayda, or firft of 
,all fecure the Moorilh rowers belpnging to the bark. 
While we hefitated on this point, the renegado ar- 
riving, afked what we waited for ? obferving, that 
now was the time, the Moors being altogether un- 
guarded, and the greatell part of them actually afleep r 
we .told him the fubjeiSl of our doubt ; upon which 
he afTured us, that it v/as of the greateft confequence 
to make ourfelves firft mafters of the bark, a precau- 
tion which might be eafily taken, without running 
the leaft hazard ^ and then we could go in queft of 
Zorayda, with greater fecurity. His advice was una- 
nimoufly approved; and therefcre, without farther 
delay, we followed him as guide to the veflel, into. 

which: 
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which' he leaped, and drawing a fcymitar, called in 
the Moorifli language, ** Let none of you ftir, on 
pain of death." ^ The Chriftians were at his back in 
an inftant; while the Moors being naturally pufiUa-- 
niiiious, hearing their mailer talk in this manner, 
were feized with confternation ^ and as there were 
few or no arms on board, fuiFered- themfelvie, with- 
out the lead refinance, to be fettered by the. Chrift^ 
ians^ who performed this office with infinite dexte- 
rity and diipatch, threatening to put them all to the 
fword, if any one of them fhould raife his voice, or 
attempt to make the leaft noife.- 

This fcheme being executed, we left pne^haljf of 
our number to guard them, and with the reft, ufiijg 
the rencgado ftitl as our guide, went to Agimorato » 
garden-door, which fortunately opened with as much 
cafe as if it had not been locked ; fo that, without 
being perceived, we proceeded to the houfe with great 
iilence and compofure* The adorable Zorayda, who 
ftood waiting for us at a window, no fooner perceived 
people at the door, than fbe afked, with a low voice, 
if we were Nazarini, which in their language figni- 
fies Chriftians ? I replied in the affirmative^ defiring* 
,her to come down : when (he knew my voice, (hfi 
made no delay, biit without anfwering one fyllablc 
came down in a moment, opened the door, and ap- 
peared fo beautiful and richly dreffed, as to furpafs all 
defcription, Tranfported at the fight, I. took her 
hand and kifTed it moft devoutly : the rcnegadr*, and 
my two companions, did the fame, and the reft:, though 
ignorant of the occafion, followed our example* 
thinking we exprefled our thanks and acknowledg- 
ments to her as the inftrument of our deliverance. 
The renegado aflced, in the Morefco tongue, if her 
father was in the houfe ? and (he, afluring him, that 
he was afleep in his own apartment : then it will 
be neceffary, faid Morrenago, to take and carry him 
QiYy together with every thing of value, in tlxis agree- 
able 
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afclc habitation." ** Touch not my father, faid flic, 
and take my word for it, there is nothing valuable in > 
this houfe but what I have fecured, which i$ enough 
to make you all rich and happy ; ftay a little and 
thou flialt fee." 

So faying, flie went back into the houfe, protcft- 
ihg flie would immediately return, and defiring us to 
make no noife. I then aflced the renegade what had 
pafTed between them, and when lie told me, charged 
him to do nothing that fliould be difagreeable to Zo- 
rayda, who foon returned with a coffer fo full of 
golden crowns, that flie could fcarce fupport the 
weight \ but our evil fortune ordained that her father 
fliould wake in the interim, and hear a noife in the 
g!arden; upon which he ftarted up, and running to 
the window', no fooner perceived that we were all 
Chriftians, than he began to bawl, in Arabic, with 
viaft vociferation, " Chriftians ! ChrilUans ! thieves ! 
thieves!" and liis cries threw us all into the utmoft 
terror and confufion : however, the rcnegado feeing the 
danger we were in, and how much it imported him 
to atjchieve the enterprife without being detected, 
ran iip to Agimorato, with infinite agility, being ac- 
companied with fome otliers of our company, as I 
could not leave Zorayda, who by this time had faint- 
ed in my arms : in fliort, thofe who entered the houfe 
managed him fo well, tjiat in a moment they brought 
him down, with his hands tied, and an handkerchief, 
lA his mouth, to hinder him from crying, threaten-* 
ing all the while, that if he prefumed to fpeak, it 
would coft him his life. His daughter covered her 
eyes, that flic might not fee her fatlier in that con- 
dition ; while he was aftonlftied at (ight of lier, little 
thinking how willingly flie had put herfelf in our 
power 5 and our feet being then more neceflary than 
our hands, we with great induftry and difpatch, re- 
turned to the vcflcl,- where we were expcdted with 

7 impa- 
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impatience by thofe we had left, who had begun to 
fear we had met with fome mifchance. 

Before two hours of the night had elapfed/ we 
were all fafe On board, where we untied the hands of 
Zorayda's father, and took tjie handkerchief out of 
his mouth ; though the renegado commanded him again 
to be (ilent, on pain of death. Seeing his daughter- 
alfo in our power, he began . to figh moft bitterly, 
more efpeciaJly as he perceived her lie quietly in my 
arms, without refilling, complaining, or the leaft 
appearance of conftraint: but he was fain to hold 
his tongue, left the renegado ihould put his repeated 
threats in execution.. Zorayda now feeing us em-" 
barked, and on the point of manning the oars, while 
hef father and the other Moors, remained fettered, as 
prifoners among us, bade the renegado defire, in her 
name, that I would be fo good as to difmifs the 
Moors, and fet her father at hberty ; for {he would 
rather throw, herfelf into the fea, than behold a pa- 
rent, who loved her fo much, dragged into captivity 
on her account. Morrenago having made me ac- 
quainted with her requeft, Iconfented to the propo- 
fal ; but he faid it was by no means expedient, be- 
caufe, fhould we leave them there, they would in- 
ftantly alarm both town and country ; fo that fome 
light frigates would be fent out in purfuit of us^ and 
then we fhould be fo befet, both by fea and Ijmd,. that 
it would be impoffible for us to efcape : he propofed, 
therefore, to fet them at liberty on the firft Chriftiaa 
land he fhould make. We were all of the fame opi- 
nion, which was alfo embraced by Zorayda, to whom 
he imparted the reafons which hindered us from com- 
plying irnmediately with her defire ; then each of our 
valiant rowers laid hold of his oar with joy, iilence^ 
and alacrity, and recommending ouxfelves to the 
protcftion of God, we took our departure, direfting 
our courfe towards the iflamd of Majorca, which was 
the neareft Chrifliaii land^ but the north wind be- 
ginning 
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ginjning to blow, and the fea becoming rough, it was 
impoifliBle to (leer our courfe, and we were obliged to 
row along fljorp towards Oran, hot without great ap- 
prehenfiori of being difcovercd from the town of Sar- 
gel> which lies upon that coaft, about fixty miles 
from Algiers : we were alfo afraid of meeting, in 
thofe partS| wi,th fonie of- the galleys which fre- 
q^uently come thither from Tetuan to trade ; though 
each pf us fingly, and all of us together, prefumed, 
that if we could fall in with a merchant velTel hot 
fitted out, or n^anncd for a corfair, far from lofmg 
our liberty again, we fhould make ourfelves mailers 
of a fhip in which we might perform our voyage with 
more fecurity. While we thus coafted along, Zo- 
rayda lay with her head in my bofom, that fhe might « 
not fee ter father in diftrefs ; and I could hear her 
imploring Lela Marien to affift us in our defign. 

' When we had rowed about thirty miles, day break- 
ing difcovered that we were about three gun-fhots 
diftant from the fhore of a defert country, where not 
a foul appeared to deteft us: but for all that, we 
plied hard to get a little farther off to fea, which was 
now fomewhat calmer ; and having made about two 
leagues, direfted the men to row by turns, that we 
might refrefli ourfelves with the provifions, of which 
we had plenty in the bark; but the rowers faid, it 
was then no time to be idle, and defired the reft to 
bring them victuals, which they would eat while at 
work, protefting that they would by no 'means quit 
their oars: this hint was accordingly taken, and a 
frelh gale fpringing up, we were obliged to lay afide 
our oars, and make fail dircftly for Oran; for it 
was impoflible to follow any other courfe* All this 
was done with great expedition ; we failed at the rate 
of eight miles in an hour, without any other dread 
than that of falling in with foine corfair. We ordered 
fomc victuals to.be given to the Moors, who were 
confoled by tlie renegado's telling them, that they 

were- 
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\ycrt not flavcs, and fliould have their freedom with 
the firft opportunity; tile fame declaration he made 
to Zorayda's father, who anfwered, " I might ex- 
peft any other favour from your cenerofity and 
courteous bqhaviour, O Chriftians! out you muft 
not think me fo fimple as to believe yoii virlU give me 
iX^y freedom; for you would never have run fuch 
rilk in depriving me of it^' with a view of reftdring 
it fo liberally ; efpecially, when you know who I am, 
and the advantage you may reap from m^ ranfom, 
which, if you will now propofc, I here promife to 
pay your utmoft demand, for myfelf and this un- 
happy daughter, or for her alone, who is the better 
part of my foul," , ' ^ 

. So faying, he wept with fuch bitterrtefs, as moved 

us all to compaflion, and obliged Zorayda to lift up 

her eyes; ,when feqing the tears trickle down from 

his aged cheeks, ike was melted, and riling from the 

place where I fupported her, went to embrace her 

father ; then joining her face to his, the two uttered 

fuch a tender lamentation, as drew tears of fytopathy 

from the eyes of almoft all thofe who heard it ; but 

when Agimorato perceived her fo gayly drelled, w^th 

all her jewels about her, he faid with fome furprife, 

in their language, " What is the meaning of this 

fi^iery, my child? Laft night, before this' terrible 

misfortune happened, I faw thee in thy ordinary and 

common drefs ; but now, though thou haft neither 

time, nor any happy tidings to lolemnize with fuch 

ornaments and finei;y, I fee thee decked in all the 

richeft apparel I could contrive or beftow upon thee 

while fortune was much more favourable than at 

frefent! Anfwer me in this particular, at which 
am Kiore concerned and furprifed, than at tlic 
mifhap which hath befallen us ?" The renegado in- 
terpreted to us all what the Mooor faid to his daugh- 
ter, who made no anfwer to his quettion; but when 
he faw on one fide of the bark, the coffer in which 

(he 
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flic nfed to keep her jewels, which he knew he had 
left at Algiers, when he moved to his country-houfe, 
he was ftill more confounded, and afked how that 
cafket had fallen into our hands, and what it con- 
tained ? To this queftion the rencgado replied, with- 
out waiting for Zorayda's anfwerj " You need not 
weary yourfelf, fignor, in putting fo many queftions 
to your daughter; for I can fatisfy you in one 
word : know then, that Zorayda is a Chriftian ; that 
flie hath filed off our chains, and converted our cap- 
tivity into freedom j that (lie came hither of her own 
accord, and is now, I believe, as well fatisfied with 
her prefent condition as one delivered from darknefs 
to light, from death to life, and from affliftion to 
triumph." " Daughter," cried the Moor, " is that 
which he affirms, true ?*'" Yes," replied Zorayda. 
** That thou ^rt actually a Chriftian, and the very 
perfon who hath pat thy father into the hands of his 
enemies ?" refumed the old man. *' I am a Chrif- 
tian, 'tis true," faid Zorayda, "but not the perfon 
who reduced you to this fituation ;- for my defire never 
extended fo far as either to leave or render you un- 
happy, my fole intention being to provide for my 
own welfare." " And how haft thou provided for 
it, my child ?" replied the father. ^* Put that quef- 
tion to J/ch Marien," faid fhe, ** who will inform you 
better than I can*" 

Scarce had thefe words reached the ears of Agimo- 
rato, than, with incredible agility, he darted him- 
felf headlong into the fea, where, without all doubt, 
he niuft have pcriflied, had not his large entangling 
pobes helped to keep him afloat* Zorayda (hrieking, 
begged we would fave her father ; upon which we all 
exerted ourfelves, and laying hold of his upper gar- 
ment, palled him on board, already half-drowned, 
and depnved of allfenfation ^ when Ihe was fo much 
afFe£ted with his condition, that fhe uttered a moft 
tender and doleful lamentation over himj as if he

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had been a^tui^y dead. Having turned him vpoit 

hi& face^ %. great quantity o£ wftier ran. oat of his 
TOQUth^ and he recoyered thcr.ufc of his ftnfcs, in the 
fpaikC of two hi>uis,,.during which»«tke wind fhifting, 
VfQ were driven towards the flaiocey and byi cnain 
dint of rowing, k^pt from running aground ; hut:, 
by goodi fortune^ we arrived, in a creek fbnwed by a 
imall creefe or promontory,, kiiown among the 
Moors hy the name of Cava Rumia, which fignifies 
The wkked Chriftian wonoan ; there btdng a tr^« 
tion among them,, that * Cav^a, on whofe account 
they Ipft their pofiefijons in Spain, i& interred in that 
place ; for Cava^ in their language, implies a Wicked 
Woman^ and Ruxnia fignifics Chriftian : fo that they 
Ipok upon it as a bad omen when they- are obliged 
by neceility to drop anchor here^ and, except iit 
^fe3 of emergency, they never attempt it : though 
to ust it Wjas by no means the fhelter of a wicked 
woman^ but a fecure harbour in (lormy weather. 
Haying placed centinels on ihore, without quitting- 
Qur oars^we made another meal of what the renega* 
do had provided ; and prayed heartily to God and 
the Blefled Virgin, to favour and affift us in bring* 
ing fuch a fortunate beginning to a happy conclu- 
fion. We then determined, at the intreaty of Zo- 
]]ayda» to fet her father and. the Moors, whom we 
had fettered, on fhore, becaufe ihe had not refo- 
lutioh e;nough, nor could her tender difpofition en«» 
duxe to fee her parent and countrymen in the con- 
dition, of captives : we, accordim^ly promifed to gra- 
tify her deiire at our departure, fince we ran no 
p(k in fetting them at liberty in that uninhabited 
plaCP*.

Our prayers were not fo vain as to be rejefted by 
Heaven, that Tent a favourable wind and a fmooth 
fea, inviting us to proceed with* alacrity in the voy*«- 
age we had undertaken. This we no . fooncr. pcr- 
ceived, thani unbinding the Moors, we put them all 
on fhore, one by one, to their no fmall aftonifiiment ; 
but when we came to difmifs Zorayda's father, who 
by this time had recovered the entire ufe of his fenfesy 
** Chriftians/* faid he, " do you think that bad 
woman rejoices at my freedom, through filial piety? 
No, furely, but merely to be rid of the check whicH 
fhe would receive from my prefence, in feeking to 
gratify her vicious dedres. Do not Imagiiie that fhe 
hath been induced to change her religion, becaufe 
(he believes that the Chrillian faith is preferable to 
ours ? No, fhe hath apoilatized, becaufe fhe under<<> 
ftood that,, in your country, (he might indulge her 
loofe inclinations more freely than in her own." 
Then turning to Zorayda, while I and anodier Chrii^ 
tian held him fail, that he might not commit fohicf 
difperate aftion, he faid, " O infamous wVetch, and 
ill-advifed maiden ! what blindnefs and diftra£tiott' 
hath prompted thee to put thyfelf in the power of 
thefe dogs, who are all our natural foes ? Curfed be 
the hour in which thou waft engendere^I ! and curfed 
be the gaiety and indulgence in which I brought 
thee upf" 

Perceiving that there was no likelihood of his end- 
ing his exclamations for fomc time, I prefently fct 
him on fliore, where he proceeded with his re- 
proaches, imprecations, and complaints, itxlploring 
the mediation of Mahomet with Ala, to confound^ 
overwliclm, and deftroy us ; and when wfe had failed 
out of hearing, we could perceive him a£l his dclpaif} 
pulling his beard, and rolling himfelf upon' tiie 
ground; nay, once he raifed his voice in fuch t 
manner, that we could diftindily hear him pronounce 
•' Return, my beloved daugnter ! return to the 

K 2 ihore j 
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ihorc ; I forgive all that is paft : leave with thefe men 
the money which they already have in their poflTeC- 
jSon^ and return to comfort thy difconfolate father, 
who, if thou forfakeft him, will lie down and breathe 
his laft upon this barren fand !" 1 his pathetic ad^ 
^refs was heard by Zorayda, who lamented his af- 
ilidion with the utmoft fenfibility, though (lie could 
make no better reply than this, *' Ala grant, my ,dear 
father, that Lela Marien, who was the caufe of my 
converfion, may confole you in your diftrefs ! Ala 
knows I could not do otherwife than I have adedy 
and that thefe Chriftians owe nothing to any parti- 
cular good-will I bore them ; for if I liad not aflifted 
and accompanied them in their efcape^ but remained 
at home with you, it would have been impoiTible for 
ine, in confequence of the earned iblicitations of 
my own foul, to execute that which, in my opiniqn, 
is as righteous as it is infamous and wicked in 
yours." But thefe words never reached the ears of 
her father, whom by thi$ time we could jiot per'- 
ceive : I therefore endeavoured to confole my amia- 
ble miftrefs, while the reft were intent upon our 
voyage, which was fo much favoured by a fair wind^ 
that we laid our accounts with being next day on 
the coaft of Spmtn. 

But as good fortune feldom eomes pure and fingle^ 
unattended or unpnrfued by fome troublefome and 
unexpeAed circumflance, it was ordained by Heaven, 
perhaps in confeouence of the curfes imprecated by 
the Moor upon nis daughter ; for fuch curfes are 
to be dreaded, let the parent be what he will : I 
fay. Heaven ordained, that when we were a good 
way off at fea, with a flowing iheet, three hours of 
the night being alresCdy fpent, the oars lafhed apy 
becaufe the fair wind^made it unnecefTary to ufc them^ 
and the moon (hining with remarkable brightnefs ; 
we perceived a large round veiiel with all her fails 
out, fteering a litde upon the wind| right athwart 

our 
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our haufe, and . fo near, that we were obliged to 
ihorten fail that fhe might not run foul of us, while 
flie clapped her helm aweather that we might have 
time to pafs : thofe upon deck hailed us, aflcing who 
we were, whence we came, and whither bound ? 
but as they fpoke in French, the renegado faid^ 
** Let no man anfwer 5 thefe are French privateers, 
who make prize of every thing that falls in their 
way.'* 

Thus cautioned, wc made no reply, but failed on, 
leaving th^ fhip a little to windward, when all of a 
fudden, they difcharged twb pieces. of cannon loaded, 
in all appearance, with chain-fhot 5 for one of them 
cut away our mail in the middle, which, with the 
(ail, fell overboard into the fea ; and the other, 
coming a moment after, took us amidfliips, and laid 
the fide of the bark intirely operi, without doing any 
other mifchief* Seeing ourfelves going to .the bot- 
tom, we began ta cry aloud for afTiftance, befeeching 
the people in the (hip to favc us from perifhing : 
then they brought to, and hoifting out their boat or 
pinnace, it was inftantly panned by a dozen of 
Frenchmen, well armed with their mulkets and 
lighted match, who rowing up to us, and feeing how 
few we were, as alfo that our bark was on the point 
of foundering,, took us in, obferving that this mif- 
fortune had happened becaufe we had been fo un- 
civil as to refufe an anfwer to their hail : while the 
renegado, without being perceived, took up the 
coffer in which Zorayda's treafure was contained, 
and threw it into the fea. In fliort, we went on 
board with the French, who, when they had in- 
formed themfelves of every thing wc could impart, 
for their purpofe ; as if they had been our enemies, 
plundered us of all that we had, taking from Zorayda 
the Tcry bracelets (he wore upon her ancles : but 
their benaviour to her gave me the more anxiety, as 
I was afraid that, after having pilfered all her rich 

K 3 and 
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^nd precious jewels, they would, proceed to rob her 
of that which was of greater v^lue, and which Ihe 
hcrfcif efteenied infinitely more than all the reil : 
l^ut the defires of thofe people extend no fardier 
thi\u to mpney, and with that they can never fatiate 
their avarice, which then engrofTed them fo much> 
that they would even have robbbed us of the wretched 
gijrments we wore in our captivity, if they could 
have, applied them to ?ny fort of ufe : nay, fomC' 
among them propofe^l to wrap us altogether in a 
fail, and throw us into the fea ; becaufe they intended 
to trade in the ports of Spain, under pretence of. 
being Britons, and if they carried u^ thither alive,, 
their depredation would be difcovered, and them-*' 
fclves chaftifed accordingly. But the captain, who 
had with his own hands rifled my beloved Zorayda, 
faid, he was fatisfied with the prize he had got, and 
refolved to touch at no port in Spain, but pafs the^ 
ftreights of Gibraltar in the night, or take the beft^ 
opportunity of fo doing that (hould occur, and r€-' 
turn to Rbchelle, from whence he had failed on ihc 
cruize : they therefore agreed to give us their boat, • 
with what neceflaries we fhould want, to finifh the 
litde that teraained of our voyage : this promife tliey 
a^iially performed next day, at a fmall diftance. 
from the Spanifli coail, at fight of which all our 
poverty and vexation vanifhed from oiir remem- 
bjance> ^8 if we had never endured them ; fuch ia- 
the tranfport occafioned by liberty regained ! It 
Xdight be about noon when we were put into the boat^ 
lyith two calks of water and fome bifcuit ; and the 
captain, moved to compaffioii at the diftrefs of the 
lovely Zorayda, gave her to the amount of forty 
crowns in gold, and would not fuifFer his foldiers to 
ftrip her of her cloaths, which flie now wears : fo 
that at parting, inftead of complaining of the hard 
ufage we niet with, we thanked them kindly for the 
benefit we had received at their hands. They fleered 

right 
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right before the wind for tHc ftreiglits> while m-c^ 
w^ithout minding any other compafs dian that of the 
land that aj^eared ahead, plied our oars fo vigo* 
roufly, th«t, at funfet, we were near enouch to con- 
clude, that we could eafily reach the (hore before the 
night (hould be far advanced ; but that night being 
dark, without any moonfliine, and every body on 
board ignorant of the coail, fome of our comapany 
judged it Ainfafe to row afhore, while others infilled 
upcm our running that hazard, even if we fhould 
land among rocks, or in (bme uninhabited part of. 
the country, that we might be fecuredfrom the juft 
apprehenfion of -meeting with fome rowers from Te* 
tuan, who are frequently, in the beginning of the 
night, in Barbary,* and in the morning, on the Spa- 
ntlh coaft, where having taken a prize, they retuni 
the fame day, and fleep at home in their own houfes* 
fX thefe contrary opinions we chofe that of rowing 
gently towards the fliore, with intent, if the fmooth*'- 
iiefs of the feB would permit, to land at llie firffc 
convenient place ; in confequienjce of this rdisdution^ 
ft little heiove midnight, we arrived at Ae foot of a 
huge and lofty mountain, though not fo rocky towards 
the fea but that there was a littk fpace left, for com<» 
modious landing : the boat being run afhore, and all 
of us difembarked, we kiffed the ground, and with 
^ars of unuttcrayc joy, returned fmccre thanks ta 
our gracious Lord^ for his unparalleled prote£l:ion 
vouchfafed to us in the voyage : then we took out 
the provifion, and dragging her on fhore, afcended 
a va{l way up the mountain ; not being as yet able 
to quiet our apprehensions, or perfuade ourf^lves, 
though it aftually was fo, that the foil we trod waft 
Chriilian ground. The day broke much later thati 
we could have wifhed, and about this time we gained 
the fummit of the mountain, purpofin^ to look 
from thence for fome village or (hepherd huts ; but^ 
although we viewed d^ whole country around, we 
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could neither difcem village, houfc, highway^ pathy 
nor the leaft trace of human footfteps. Neverthe- 
lefs, we determined to penetrate farther into the 
country, fince it could not be long, before we (hould 
difcover fome perfon who could give us information : 
but what gave me the greateft concern, was to fee 
Zorayda travelling on foot, among the flinty rocks ; 
for though I fometimes took her on my (houlders, 
ihe was much more fatigued with feeing me weary, 
than refrefhed by finding herfelf exempted from 
walking ; and therefore would not allow me to take 
any more trouble of that kind, but proceeded with 
infinite cheerfulnefs and patience, while I led her by 
the hand all the way* 

In this manner, we had gone about a quarter of a 
league, when our ears were faluted by the found of 
a fmall iheep-bell, which was a fure fign of a fiock'a 
being fomewhere not far oflT; looking therefore at* 
tcntively to difcover it, we perceived a young ihep* 
herdy fitting with great compofure at the root of a 
cork-tree, unoothing a ftick with his knife : when 
we called to him, he raifed his head, and ftarted 
nimbly up, and, as we afterwards underflood, the 
renegade and Zorayda, who were in Moorifh drefs» 
being the firft obje£ts that prefented themfelves to 
his eyes, he thought all the corfairs of Barbary were 
Upon him, and running with incredible fwiftnefs into 
a wood that grew near the place where he was, he * 
began to cry as loud as he could bawl, '^ The 
Moors ! the Moors' are landed ! the Moors, the 
Moors ! to arms, to arms !" This exclamation threw 
US ail into perplexity; but reflecting that his cries 
would alarm the country, and that the cavalry of 
the coaft would immediately come and fee what was 
the matter ; it was agreed, that the renegadp fliould 
pull oflF his Turkiih robes, and put on a flave's jacket, 
with which one of our company accommodated hiro, 
though he himfelf remained in nis ihirt. This being 

done^ 
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done, we recommended ourfelves to God, and fol- 
lowed the fame road which we faw the (hepherd take, 
expecting every moment to fee ourfelves furrounded 
by the cavalry of the coaft. Neither were we deceived 
in our expedkation ; for in lefs than two hours, hav- 
ing crofled thofe thickets, and entered a plain on the 
other fide, we defcried about fifty horfemen riding 
brifkly towards us, at a hand -gallop; upon which 
we halted until they fhould come up: but when 
they arrived, and, inftead of the Moors they came 
in queft of, beheld fo many poor Chriftian captives^ 
they were utterly confounded, and one of them afked, 
if we were the people who had been the occafion of a 
fhepherd's calling to arms ? I anfwered in the affirm- 
ative, and being defirous of telling him who we 
were, whence we came, and wl^at had happened to 
us, one of our company knew the horfcman who ac- 
cofted us, and without giving me time to fpeak an- 
other word, faid, ^* Thanks be to God, gentlemen, 
for having conducted us to fuch an agreeable part of 
the country, for, if lam not miftaken, the ground 
we now tread belongs to Velez Malaga ; and, if the 
years of my captivity have not impaired my remem- 
hr^nce, you, fignor, who a(k that queftion, are Pe- 
dro Buftamante, my uncle." 

Scarce had the captive pronounced thefe words, 
when the cavalier threw himfelf from his horfe, and 
ran to embrace the young man, faying, " Dear ne- 
phew of my life and foul! I now recolleft thee : thy ' 
fuppofed death ha&been mourned by myfelf, my fifter, 
thy mother, and all thy relations, who are ftill alive ; 
for Heaven hath been pleafed to lj)ire their lives, that 
they might enjoy the pleafure of feeing thee again^: 
I knew thou waft at Algiers, and from the informa- ' 
tion of thy habit, and that of all your company, I 
guefs you nave made a miraculous efcape.'' " Your 
coniedure is ttnie,'* replied the young man, '* and wc 
ihaS have time to recount the particulars/' As fbon 
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a$ the horfcmen underftood we ^ere Chriftian cap*, 
tives, they alighted, and each of them made a tender 
of his horfe to carry us to the city of Velez Malaga, 
which was about a league and a naif from the place 
where they found us. Some of them went to bring 
the boat round to the city, after we had told theni 
where ihe lay ; others took u^, up behind them ; and 
Zorayda rode with the Chriftian^s uncle. All the 
people came out to receive us, being apprifed of ouy 
arrival by one of the troopers who nad puihed on 
^fore ; not that they were furprifed at the fight of 
paptives freed, or Moors in captivity j for the inha* 
bitants on that coall are accuftomed to fee great 
numbers of both ; but they were amazed at the beau* 
ty of Zorayda, which was at this inftant in full per^ 
fecStion^ the fatigue of her journey co-operating with 
the joy (he felt in feeing herfelf in a Chriftian coun« 
try, without fhe fear of being loft, having pifoduce^ 
{uch a bloom upon her countenance, that, uiilefs I 
was then prejudiced by my afie£^n, I will venH^e 
to fay, the world never produced, at leaft, I ha^ 
never feen, a more beautiful creature. 

We went dired^ly to church, to make our acjcnoup* 
ledgments to God fpx his mercies \ 2^nd as foon as^ 
Zorayda entered, fhe faid ih^ perceived fome faces^ 
that refembled Lela Marien : we told her ihefe were 
the images of the Blefled Virgin;, and the renegado, 
as well as he could, informed her of their fignificationj, 
that {he might adore them, as if each was a^ually the 
pcrfon of Lela Marien, who had fpoke to her ; fa 
that, having naturally a good underftanding, with a 
docile and difcerning difpotition, flie eafily compre- 
hended what he faid upon thefubje£l. From tlience 
they conducted us to our lodgings in diffcifcnt families, 
of the town ; e renegado, Zorayda, and I, being 
invited by the Chriftian who efcaped with us,, to the 
houfe of his father, who was moderately provided 
with the good things of this life^ and treated us with 

the 
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tKe fame affeAion he expfefied for Im own foii» Six 
days we tarried at Veiez, during which the renegado^ 
having informed himfelf of what was nccefTary for 
him to do, went to the city of Grenada, there, by 
means of the holy inquifition, to be re-admitted into 
the bofom of our moil facred church : the reft of our 
company departed, each for his own home v leaving 
Zorayda and me by ourfelves, deftitute of every thing 
but the few crowns which (he received from the cour- 
tcfy of the French corfair. With part of tbefe I 
bought the animal on which fhe arrived at this inn, 
and hitherto have, cherifhed her with the al&£liQn of 
a parent, and the fervice of a fquire, without ufihg 
ihe prerogative of a hufband: we are now upon th^ 
road to tfc place of my nativity, to fee if my fafiher 
be ftill alive, and if either of my brothers has been 
more foruoate than myfeif ; though, as 'Heaven hath 
made Zorayda my companion for life, fortune couUt 
not have poflibly beftowed upon me any other favour 
which I Ihould have valued at fo high a rate. Thc' 
patience with which ihe bears the inconveniences atn 
tending poverty, and the zeal (he manifefts to ht^ 
eome a Chriftian, is fo great and extraordinary, as to^ 
raife my admiration, and engage me to ferve her all 
the days of my life r bur the pkafure I? take m thi^- 
efHce, and the profped of feeing her mine, is dif- 
turbed and perverted, by reflediing, that poflibly, in^ 
my own country, I (hall not find a corner in which 
I can (belter the dear objeftof my love 5 and diat 
time- or death may have made fucli alterations in the 
fortune and lives of my father aixl his other chil<» 
dren, that I (haJl fcarce meet with a foul that know&. 
me. 

' This, gentlemen,, is the fubftance of mf (lory r: 
whether or not " it be agreeable and uncommon, I. 
fcave to the decifion of your better judgment ^.^f— 
fiirkig you that I wi(h I could havereJbtedat movfe 
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fuccin£):ly, though the fear of tiring you hath made 
me fupprefs a good number of circumftances. 

CHAP. XV. . 

Of what further happened at the inn, with. many 
other particulars worthy to be known. 

TjE R £ the captive left off fpeaking ; and Don 
^^ Fernando faid to him, " Really, fignor captain, 
the novelty of your ftrange adventures is equalled by 
your agreeable manner of telating them. Your whole 
ftory is uncommon, furprifing, and full of incidents 
that keep the hearers in admiration and fufpenfe; 
and fuch is the pleafure We have received from it, 
that though the narration fhould have continued till 
to morrow morning, we (hould rejoice at yourbe* 
ginning it anew." - 

When this compliment was pafled, Cardenio, and 
all the reft of the company, offered to ferve him 
to the utmoft of their power, with fuch affe£^ionate 
and fincere expreffions of friendihip, that the captive 
was extremely well fatjsfied of their good will. Don 
Fernando, in particular, promifed, that if he would 
go home with him, his brother the marquis fhould 
ftand godfather to Zorayda; * and ^ that he, for his 
part, would accommodate him in fuch a manner, 
that he fhould return to the place of his nativity with 
that authority and eafe to which he was entitled by 
his birth and merit.

" liand a young lady, feemingly fix teen years of age, » 
drefled in a riding (uit, and fo fprightly, beautiful, 
and genteel, as to raife the admiration of all who be- 
held her : fo that thofe who hz^ not feen Dorothea, 
Lucinda, and . Zorayda, then prefent, would have 
thought it a very difficult talk to find another woman 
of equal beauty. Don Quixote feeing the judge and 
young lady as they entered, pronounced with great 

• folemnity, " Your worfhip may fecurely epter and 
recreate yourfelf in this caftle, which, though nar- 
row and inconvenient, there is no narrov/nefs and 
inconvenience in this world but what will make 
room for arms and letters ; efpecially, if they have for 
their guide and conduftor, fuch beauty as that which 
accompanies the letters of your worfhip, in the per- 
fon of that amiable young lady, to whom not only 
caflles ought to open and unfold their gates, but alfo 
rocks divide, and mountains bow their heads at her 
approach. Enter, - 1 fay, this paradife, where you 
will find ftars and funs to accompany that heaven 
which you have brought hither. Here you will find 
arms in perfe£lion, and beauty in excefs." 

The judge marvelled greatly at this addrefs of the 
knieht, whom he eameftly confidered, no lefs fur- 
priied at his figure than his words, without knowing 
what reply to make, fo much was he confounded at 
boAj when he was relieved by the appearance of 

X4ucinda, 
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Lucinda, Dorothea, and Zorayda, who npon hearing 
.the news of their arrival, and the landlady's defcrip- 
tion of the young beauty, had come out to welcome 
and receive her : the beauteous ladies of the inn wcl- 
corned this beauteous damfel } while Don Fernando^ 
Cardenio, and the curate, paid their compliments ta 
the judge, in the moft civil and polite terms. He 
was more and more aftontihed at what he faw and 
heard, though he could eafily perceive that his fellow^

them. The- jixdge was very well fatisfied that hisi 
daughter (for fuch the young maiden was) fhould 
lodge with the other ladies, Ihe herfelf willingly con«* 
fenting to the propofal j and what with part of the* 
innkeeper^s narrow bed, and the half of that which: 
the judge brought along with him, they made fhift 
to pafs the night more agreeably than they expefbed^ 
The captive> who, from the firft moment he "bfe— 
held the judge, felt his heart throb with a fort of in- 
timation, that this was his own brother, afked of one 
of the fervants that attended him his mafter*J5 name, 
with the place of his nativity. The footman replied, 
that his. name was the licentiate Juan Perez de Vied- 
ma ; and born, as he had been informed,, in the 
mountains of Leon. This information, together with 
what he himfelf had before obfervcd, con&rmed him. 
in the opinion that he was his brother,. who». by his^ 
father's advice, had followed his ftudies^ Tranfported 
with this difcovery, he called afide Don Fernando^ . 
the curate, and Cardenio, to whom he imparted the 
affair, and aflured them that the judge was his ownt 
brother, by the fervaiit*s report^ fo far on his way ta

CO. He underftood alfo by the fame canal, that the

be- 
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between his father, two brothers and himfdf, which, 
had it not been affirmed by a perfon of his veracity, 
I fhould havtj looked upon as one of thofe tales which 
old women tell by the fircfidc in winter : for he faid 
his father divided his eftate equally among his three 
fons5 whom he, at the fame time, enriched with ad- 
vice more falutary than any that ever Cato gave* 
This I know, the choiqe he made of going into the 
army fucceeded fo well, that in a few years, by his 
gallant behaviour, and without any other adiflance 
than that of his extraordinary virtue, he rofe to be 
captain of foot, and faw himfelf in the ftraight road 
of becoming a field officer very foon: but there, 
where he had reafon to expedl the fmiles of fortune, 
(he proved moft unkind, he having loft her, with his 
liberty, on that glorious day of the battle at Lepanto, 
in which it was found by lb many Chriftians. I was 
taken in the goleta, and, after various viciffitudes, 
we happened to be fellow-flaves at Conftantinople, 
from whence he was tranfported to Algiers, where 
he met with one of the ftrangeft adventures that ever 
was known." 

Then the curate briefly recapitulated the ftory of 
Zorayda, to which the judge liftened with more at- 
tention than ever he had yielded on the bench*. But

That valiant captain 
whom you have mentioned is my father's eldeft fon, 
who, being more brave and noble-minded than my 
youngeft * brother and me, chofe the honourable 
exercife of arms, which was one of the three paths 
propofed by our father in his advice, as you feem to 
have been informed by your companion in adverfity. 
I followed that of letters, in which God hath been 
pleafed to reward my diligence with that ftation which 
you fee I now maintain : my younger brother is at 
prcfent in P^ru, fo rich that his remittances to my 
fattier and me have made large amends for the fmafl 
fum he carried with him at firft ; and even enabled 
the old gentleman fully to indulge his liberjal difpo- 
fition, impowering me alfo to profecute my ftudies, 
with more honour and decency, until I acquired the 
poft I now enjoy. My father is ftill alive, though 
daily pining with the defire of hearing from his eldeft 
fon, and putting up petitions to Heaven, InceiTantly, 
that his own eyes may not be clofed for ever, until he 
fliall have feen thofe of his firft-born in life. What 
gives me a great deal of furprife is, that a perfon of 
his difcretion fhould, in the midft of fuch trouble and 
afBi6^ion, or even in his profperity, omit writing to 
his father ; for if he, or either of us, had known his 
fituation, he Ihould have had no occafion to wait for 
the miracle of the cane, in obtaining his liberty ; but, 
at prefent, the uncertainty of his fate gives me the 
greatefl; concern, as it is doubtful whether thofe

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French have iet him at liberty, ortaken awayliis life^ 
to conceal their robbery. This apprehenfion will 
convert the joy and fatisfa£^ion with which I under- 
took my journey, into melancholy and defpondence« 
O my dear brother! would to Heaven I kneww^herc 
thou art, that I might go and free thee from all 
trouble and affli&ion, though at the expenCe of my 
own. Who (hall carry the news of thy being alive 
to our aged father i that, although thou art Abut up 
in the deepeft dungeon of Barbary, thou mayeft be 
delivered by my brother's riches, and my own ! O 
generous and lovely Zorayda I. who (hall requite thy 
benevolence to my brother, be prefent at the regene- 
ration of thy foul, and aiGft at the nuptials which 
would afibrd fuch pleafure to us all \" 

Thefe, and many other exclamations, the judge 
pronounced with fuch fymptoms of forrow^ at me 
news he had received of his brother, that all the 
hearers fympathi^ed with him in the expreffions of 
his grief. The curate, feeing every diing fucceed to 
lis own expectation and the captain's defire^.wM 
unwilling to protraA the judge^6 angui(h> and the 
impatience of the whole company; fo rifing front 
the table, and going into the otner apartment, he 
led oiit Zorayda, who was followed by Lucinda>, 
Dorothea, and the young lady lately arrived ; then> 
taking in his other hand the captive, who ftood

his arms and (bed a flood of tears of joy, while the 
greateft part of thofe who were prefent wept in con- 
cert at the afFediiing fcene. The expreffions of both 
the brothers, and •their mutual demondrations of af- 
fe£lion, are, I believe, fcarce to be conceived, much 
le6 defcribed. They briefly recounted their adven- 
tures to each other, and manifefted the genuine flame 
of fraternal affe£lion. There the judge embraced 
Zorayda, making her a tender of all his wealth i 
there he commanded his daughter to receive her 
with open . arms ; there the mutual carefles of the 
beautiful Chriftian and lovely Moor renewed the 
tears of the whole company ; there Don Quixote 
filently obferved thefe furprifing accidents, which he 
wholly at^ibute^ to the chimeras of knight-<rrantry ^ 
tlier^ it was- concerted that the captive and ^o- 
xayda fhould leturnr to Sevil with his brother, from 
whence they could advertife their father of the liber- 
ty and arrival of his fon ; :iiiit the old gentleman, be- 
ing ftill able to undertake fuch a journey, might come 
and « be prefent at the baptifm and nuptials of his 
daughter-in-law ; as it would be impoflible for the. 
judge to gp far out erf his wiy, becaufe he was 
informed that in a month the flota would fet fail 
from Sevil for New Spain ; and it would be ex- 
tremely inconvenient for him to lofe his paflage. 
In {hort,'the whole company were exceedingly re- 
joiced at the captive's good fortune ; and two-thirds

Dorothea wU^ furprifed at this paffionate 
declaration of fuch a young creature, who feemed to 
have fo much more fenfibifity than could be expefted 
from her tender years ; and faid to her, " Truly, 
Donna Clara, you talk in fuch a manner, that I do 
not underfland you. Pray, explain yourfelf, and tell 
me the meaning of thofe expreffions, ^bo.ut fortune, 
and heart, and that mufician, whofe voice hath 
thrown you into fuch diforder : but fay no more at 
prefent; for I would not, by attending to -your 
tranfports, lofe the pleafure of hearing the finger, 
who now feems to be tuning his voice, and preparing 
to give us another fong** " With all my heart," 
iaid Clara, flopping her ears with her fingers, to 
the further admiration: of Dorothea, who, liftening 
attentively, heard the mufician proceed in thefe 
words:

Here the voice ended : and Clara's figns beginning 
afrefli, kindled Dorothea's curiofity to know the caute 
of fuch agreeable mufic and grievous lamentation ; 
(he therefore now defired to hear what her bedfellow 
had before proffered to impart : then Clara, fearful 
of being overheard by Lucinda, crept clofe to Do- 
rothea, and applying her mouth to her ear, fo that 
ihe could fecurely fpeak without being perceived^ 
** Dear Madam, faid fhe, that finger is the fon of an 
Arragonian getleman, who is lord of two towns, and 
when at court, lives oppofit^to my father's houfe : 
and although our windows are covered with canvas 
in winter, and lattices in fummer, I know not how 
this youi)g gentleman, while he profecute^ his ftu<« 
dies, got (ight of me, either at church, or - fome- 
where elfe ; andin fhort, being fmitten, difclofed his 
pai&on from the windows of his own apartment, by 

fo 
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fo many tears and fignificant expreilionsy that I be< 
lieved him fincere, and even loved hifn in my turn, 
without* knowing the nature of my own defires. 
Among other fignsj he made that of joining his 
handsj giving me to underfland that he would take 
me to wife ; and though lihould have been extremely 
glad to comply with that propofal, as I was alone 
and motherlef9> I had nobody to confult> and there- 
fore let it reft, without granting him any other fa- 
vour, except (when his father and mine were 
abroad) that of lifting up the canvas or lattice, that 
he might have a more perfe A view of my perfon ; 
and this condefcenfion always tranfported him fo 
much, that I was afraid he would have run ftark 
mad with joy : in tlie midft of this commerce, the 
time of my father's departure drew near, of which 
being informed, though not by me, fori never had an 
opportunity of telling him, he fell fick, as I under- 
fland, of grief; fo that, when we fet out, I could 
not fee him> as I wiflied, to indulge one parting 
look: but having travelled, two days, juft as I en- 
tered the place at which we lodged laft night, I per- 
ceived him (landing at the gate, difguifed fo naturally 
in the habit of a muleteer, that it would have been 
impoffible for me to know him, had not his image 
been fo deeply imprinted on my foul. The fight of 
him filled me with joy and fnrprife; and he gazed 
upon me by ftealth, unperceived by my father, 
from whon) he always conceals his face, when he* 
crofles the road before me, or is obliged to appear 
at the inns where wc lodge ; knowing therefore who 
he is, and that he travds on foot, undergoing fo 
much hardfhip and fatigue for love of me. I am half 
, dead with grief and anxiety, and wherefocver he fets 
^ his feet, there I fix my pitying eyes : I know not 
1 what he intends by thus following me, nor how 
\he could manage to efcape from his father, who 
\Iove6 him tenderly, bccaufe he has no heir but him i 
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and the young gentleman dcferves all his afib^iioiii 
as you will perceive when you fee him. I can nwre- ; 
over aflure you^ what fae fings is the produ€^ pf his 
own head j for I have been told that he is a grea| 
fcholar, and an excellent poet : every time I. behold 
him, or hear him fing, 1 ftart and tremble from head . 
to foot, being afraid that he will be known by my . 
father, and ttius our mutual love be difcovjered ; for> 
though I never fpokc to him in my life, my paflion is 
fo violent, that without him I ihall not be able to . 
Hve. This, dear madam, is all T can fay concerning . 
that mufician, wh6fc voice hath given you fuch plea* 
fure } and is alone fufficient to convince you, that he 
is not a oiuleteer, but the lord of towns and hearts, 
as I have defcribed him." 

"Enough, Donna Clara (faid Dorothea, kiflSng 
her with great affeftion) : fay no more; but wait* 
with patience till the approach of a new day, when 
I- hope in God, to manage matters fo well, as to 
bring fuch a virtuous beginning to an happy end.** 
** Ah, madam ! replied the young lady, what happy . 
end can be expe£):ed, feeing his father is a man of . 
fuch rank and fortune, that he would think me un- . 
worthy to be the fervant, much lefs the wife of his 
fon ? and as to marrying him without my own fa* . 
ther's confent, I would not do it for the whole uni- 
verfe. * All I defire is, that the young gentleman 
would return ; perhaps his abfence, and the length . 
t>f the journey we have undertaken, will alleviate the 
uneafinefs I at prefent feel, though I mud owny I bci- 
lieve that remedy will have ^f mall eBe6^. I cannot 
conceive what the deuce is the matter wi^h mej nor 
how this fame lore got entrance into my heart, con« 
iidering how young we both are; for I really be- 
lieve we are of the fame age, and ray father fays, 
that till Michaelmas next, I fhall not be fixtcen.*' 
Dorothea could not help laughing at thefe innocent 
obfervations of Donna Clara, to whom flie faid,

They accordingly went to reft» and a general 
iilence prevailed over the whole houfe, in which there 
was not a foul awake, except the inn-keeper's daugh- 
ter and her maid Maritornes, who, by this time, 
being acquainted with the extravagant humour of 
Qon Quixote, and knowing that he was. then with- 
out the gate, keeping guard in arms, and on horfe- 
tack, determined to play fome trick upon him, or, at 
leail, divert themfelves in liftcning to his folly- 

The inn chancing to have no window nor opening 
towards the field, but a hole through which they took 
in their ftraw ; this pair of * demi-ladies there took 
their ftation, and obferved Don Quixote, who fat 
on horfe-back, leaning upon his lance, and breathing 
froni time to time fuch profound and doleful fighs, 
as feemed to tear his very foul : they likewife heard 
him pronounce, in a foft, complacent, and amorous 
tone, " O my dear miftrefs, Dulcinea del TobofoJ 
thou perfeftion of beauty, fcope and fum- total of dif- 
cretion, cabinet of good humour, depofitory of vir- 
tue, and laftiy, the idea of all that is u&ful, chafte, 
^nd deleftable in this life I in what art thou at pre- 
fent employed ? Art thou refleftin^ upon thy cap- 
tive knight, who voluntarily fubjefts himfelf to fuch 
dangers, with the folc view of ferving thee ? Give 
me fome information of my love, thou three-faced 
luminary 1 who now, perhaps, with envioup eyes, 
1>eholdeft her walking through fome gallery of her 
fumptuous palace, or leaning over fome balcony, 
Tcvolving in her muid, how, without impairing the 
4delicacy of her honour, (he may affiiage tlie torments 
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that this heart endures on her account ; how {he 
may crown my fufferings. with glory ; my care with 
comfort ; in fine, my death with new life, and my 
fervice with reward : and thou fun, who by tliis time 
muft be bufy in harneffing thy fteeds to light the 
world, and to enjoy the fight of her who is the fove- 
reign of my foul, I intreat thee to falute her in my 
behalf ; but in thy falutation, beware of touching t 
her amiable countenance, elfe I (hall be more jealous 
of thee than ever thou waft of that nimble ingrate, 
who made thee fweat Co much along the plains o£ 
ThefTaly, or banks of Peneus ; for I do not re- 
member through which tliou ran'ft, fo jealous and 
enamoured/* 

So far had the knight proceeded in this piteous 
exclamation, when the inn-keeper's daughter whiC* 
pcred foftly, *' Sir knight, will your worftiip be 
pleafed to come this way ?" Hearing^ this invitation, 
he lifted up his eyes, and by the light of the moon, 
which was then in full (plendor, perceived them 
beckon to him from the ftraw hole, which he mif- 
took for a window, adorned with gilded bars, fuit- 
able to the grandeur of fuch a magnificent cafUe as 
the inn appeared: then. his crazy imagination in- 
ftantly fuggefted, as before, that the beauteous dam- 
fel, daughter of the conftable, being captivated by 
his perfon, inteifded . again to folicit his love. Oh 
this fuppofition, that he might not feem difcourteous 
or ungrateful, he turned Rozinante, and riding up

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Pardjon piy refufal, honoured madam, and retire t© 
your apartment, ' without fecking to explain your 
fentiments more fully, that I may not appear infen- 
fible or ungrateful } and if your love can find in mc 
the power of giving you. any other fort of farisfaftion, 
you may freely command my fervvce ; for I fwear by 
that abfent and amiable enemy of mine, to gratify 
your wifli immediately ; even if you fliould defire to 
have a lock of Meduia's hairj which was altogether 
compofed of fnakcs, or the rays of the fun confined 
in a vial.* 

" Sir knight^ anfwered Maritomes, my lady ha3 
no bccafion for either of thefe things." " What then 
is your lady's pleafure., difcjeet Duenna ?" refumed 
the knight* ^ Only the favour of one of your beaur 
tiful ha^ids;, replied Maritomes, with whicn flie may, 
in fome mcafure, indulge the' longing defire that 
brought her to diis ftraw:-hole, fo much to the danger 
jof her reputation, that if Ihe ihould be dete£led 
by her father, the firft flice of his indignation would 
coft her an ear at leaft." " I would fain fee him 
take that liberty, faid Don Quixote ; but he will take 
care to refrain from any fuch a£ls of barbarity, un- 
lefs he had a mind I {hould bring him to the moft 
calamitous exit that ever happened to a father, for 
having laid violent hands upon the dcUcate members- 
of his enamoured daughter." 

Maritomes concluding that he would certainly 
grant the requeft, and having already determined on 
what fhe was to dd, ran down to the ftable, and laid 
hold of the halter belonging to Sancho's afs, with 
which fhe inftantly returned, juft when Don Quixote 
had made ihift to fei his feet on the faddle mat he 
might reach the gilded window, at which he imagin- 
ed the wounded damfel was ftandine: prefenting 
therefore his hand,** Receive,. madam," faid he, ** that 
hand, or rather that chaftifer of all evil-doers; rc^ 
ceire^ I fay, that h%nd« which was never touched by 

any 
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any other woman, not even by her who is in pof- 
ftflion of my whole body. I do not prefent it to be 
Kfled; but that you may eontemplate the contex- 
ture of its nerves, the knittings of the mufcles, the 
hrg« and- fwelling veins ; from whence you may 
Gonjefture what ftrength muft refide in the arm to 
which it belongs." " That we fhali fee prefently,"' 
fcid Maritomes, who having made a running knot 
on the halter, fixed it upon his wrift,, and defcend- 
ing from the hole, made fail the other end to the 
bolt of the-hay loft door. Tlie knight feeling 
the roughnefs of this bracelet, hidy *' Your laHylliip 
fisems to rafp rather than to clafp my hand : do not 
treat it fo cruelly; for it is not to blame for what 
you fuffer from mv inclination ; nor is it juft that 
fuch a fmall part mould bear the whole brunt of 
your indignation : confider that one who is fuch a.

AH tihcfe expoftulations of Don Quirotc were ut^ 
tered in vain ; for as foon as Maritornes had tied him 
op, flie arid her companion, ready to expire with 
laughing, left him faftened in fuch a manner, that' it 
Wad impoffible for him to get loofe : thus, while he 
flood on Rozinante*s back, with his whole arm 
thruft up Into the ftraw-hole, and fall tied to the 
Bolt of the door, he was in the utmoft apprehenfioti 
and dread, that if his horfe (hould make the leaf): 
motion to either fide, he muft Ibfe his fupport, and 
the weight of his whole body hang by oiie arm 5 fb 
that he durft not venture to ftir 5 though he might 
have expcfted, from the patience and peaceful difpofi- 
tion of Rozinante, that he would ftandmotionlcftfot 
a whole century. In fhort, finding hiiiifelf thua 
tucked up, and' the ladies vani&ed, he imagined 
that the whole had been effefted by the powet of eni- 
chantment, which he had experienced once bJsfbre.^ 
in that feme caftle,. when he was beUboured ty dtfe" 

Lvj, cachant^' 
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enchanted Moor of a carrier ; and curfed, witHin 
himfelf, his want of conduCb and difcretion, in enter- 
ing a fecond time that fortrefs in which he had fared 
fo ill at firft ; it being a maxim among knights- 
errant, that when they prove an adventure, without 
fuccefs, they conclude it is refei^'ed for another, 
and therefore think it unneceflary to make a fe- 
cond triah Neverthelefs, he pulled with intention 
to difengage his arm, but he was fo "^ell fecured, 
that ^11 his efforts were inefFcftual : true it is he 
puiled with caution, that Rozinante might not be 
diflurbed \ and though he had a longing defire of 
(itting down upon the faddle again^ he found that 
he muft either continue in his prefent upright pof- 
ture, or part with his hand : then he began to wifli 
for the fword of Amadis, againft which no encbant- 
jxxent could prevail \ then curfed his fortune \ then 
exaggerated the lofs which the world would, fuf- 
tain, while he remained enchanted, as he firmly be- 
lieved himfelf to be \ then he refleAed anew upon 
his beloved Dulcinea del Tobofo ; then he called to 
his trufly fquire Sancho Panza, who, ftretched Upon 
the pinnel of his afs, and buried in fleep, at that 
in dan t, retained no remembrance of the mother that 
bore him ; then he implored the afli (lance of the 
two fages Lirgando and Alquife ; then he invoked 
his good friend Urganda, for fuccour in his diftrefs : 
and in fine, the morning found him in that fituation, 
fo di(lra£ted and perplexed, that he roared aloud 
like a bull, without expefling that the day would 
put an end to this difafler, which he thought would 
be eternal, believing himfelf aflually enchanted: 
and. this opinion was confirmed, by his feeing that 
Rozinante fcarce ofiered to ftirj for he was per- 
fuaded, that in this manner, without eating, drink- 
ing, of ileeping, he and his horfe would continue 
until the evil influence of the ftars fhould pafs over, 

or 
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or fome^ other fage of fuperior (kill difengage them 
from their enchantment. 

But for once he was miftaken in his calculation ; 
for dajr had fcarce begun to dawn, when four men 
on horfeback arrived at the inn, 'vi^ll mount<id and 
ax:coutredwith carabines hanging at their faddle-bows:

our journey ; for we are in hatte.*' ** Gentlemen,** 
replied Don Quixote, ** do you think I refemble an 
innkeeper ?** *' I don't know what you refemble,** 
anfwered the other ; "but this I know, that you talk 
nonfenfe, in calling this inn a cattle.** ** A cattle it 
is," cried the knight, " and one of the beft in this pro- 
vince \ nay, ^t this very inttant, it contains thofe 
who have wore crowns on their heads, and wielded 
fteptres in their hands*'* ** Or rather the rcverfc," 
f6L)A the traveller : " that is, the fceptre on the head, 
and crown in the hand * \ but perhaps, there may

note wpuld lodge,'* " You know little of the world," 
replied Don Qnixote, ** fince you are fo ignorant o£ 
the e-^^nts thathappen in knight-errantry." 

The other horfemen, being tired with this dialogue 
diat paffed- between the knight and their companion,, 
began again to kjiock and bawl with fuch vocifera-^ 
tton^ that the landlord and all the perfons in the init 
waking, rofe to fee who called fo furioufly: about 
thift time, one of the horfes belonging to the travel- 
lers, drew near^ ajnd fmelled at-Rozinante, who, fad 
and. melancholy, with his ears hanging down, ftood 
fupporting his outftretched mafter, without ftirring^ 
but. at length, being made of flefli, though he feemed 
to have been cjarved out of a blocks he was fenfiblfi.

wanted, of being fir-raly fuftained, he ft retched and 
fatigued himfelf with endeavouring to fet his feet 
la^on the ground, like thofc wretches, who, in under- 
going the ftrappado, being hoifted up a very little 
fj)ace, increafe their own torment by their eager ef^- 
fort-s to lengthen their bodieiS| mifled by the vain h6pe 
of reaching the ground

TVOiM Quixote a^luaUy made fuch a hideous ouU 
-*^ cry, t£at the inn-keeper opened the deor, and 
«an oot to fee what wa6 the matter ; while the ftrai^ 

fsrs that remained wkhout were no lefs afloniHied ^t 
is bellowing. Maritornes being alfo waked ^y the 
&me noife, conje£kured what might be the cafci and 
gping ibrai^ to the ha7«-4oft, without being per«- 
oeived, untied the halter that fuftained him,, to that 
the knight came to the grouud^ in fight of the landr 
lord and ftrangers, who running upy alked what was 
the matter with him, and wherefore be cried fo vio- 
lently ? Without anfwering one word, he loofed the 
tether from hts wrift, and rifing up, mounted Rozv- 
nante, braced his target,, couched his^ lance, and 
making a pretty large circuit in the field,, returned 
at a half gaJJop, pronouncing with great emphatic, 
'* If any perfon whatever fayeth, that I have juftly 
fttfiered enehantmcnt, I here, with the permiflion ci' 
my lady princefs IVficomlcona, give him the lidy chaV 
lexige, and defy him to fingle combat*'^

proper that one go round the whole houfe, to pre- 
vent his efcaping over the yard-waU. This plan 
beine agreed upon^ two of them entered the inn, 
another remained at the door, and the fourth rode 
/ round the houfe to reconnoitre ; while the landlord 
obferving every thing that pafled, could not con- 
ceive the meaning of all this care and diligences 
although he believed they were in fearch of the 
youtl^ whom they had defcribed. By this time it 
was clear day-light, and upon that account^ as well 
as in confequence of Don Quixote's roaring, all the

Bed in which you 'now lie, extremely well adapted to 
the tendernefs and delicacy in which your mother

The yoath rubbed his fleepy eyes, and looking 
ftedfaftly at the perfon who held him by the arm, no 
fooner perceived that he was one of his father's fer- 
vants, than he was fo much furprifed and confounded, 
that for a good while he could not fpeak one word :

home agaiiT> and the youth^^s refufal to comply with 
ius defire. This information, together with the know- 
ledge of that fwcet voice with which Heaven had en- 
dpwed him, excited in all the cobipany a defire of 
knowing more particularly who he was^ and even of. 
alEfting him, fliould they offer any violence to his in^ 
clination : for this purpofe, therefore, they repaired 
to the place where he ftiU flood, talking and difput- 
jng with his father's fervant. At the tame time,, 
Dorothea coming out of her apartn>ent, followed by 
Donna Clara, in the utmoft confufion, called Car«

thcfe words ; " Sir knight, I befe^ch your worffiip,, 
by the valour which God hath given you, to go 
to the affiftance of my poor father, whom two 
wicked men are now beating to a jelly".

Eour fon.; and though my father, prompted, perhaps, 
y other views, fhould be difbUiged at the bleffing

Ae other bellowed upon the barber fuch a flap in the 
face, as bathed his whole jaws in blood. But for all 
tiiat^ be would net quit the paanel which he had alfa 
fcized ; on the contrary, he raifed his voice fo high, 
as to alarm the whoI« company, and bring them to 
the fceiiie of contcntio-n, crying, " Jultice ! help me 
m the kin,^"*s name ! this robber wants to murder me, 
becau& { endcavcur to recover my own property."" 
** You lie," anfwered the fquire, " I sim no robber; 
|ny lord Dton Q^i^ote won tbefe fpoUs fairly in bat- 
tle.'* The kniglit coming up, among the reft, beheld^.,

the judge exerted himfelf in his defence. Don Fer- 
nando having brought one of the troopers to the 
ground, kicked his whole carcafe to his heart's con- 
tent: the landlord raifed his voice again, roaring 
for help to the holy brotherhood : fo that the whole 
inn was a fcene of lamentation, cries, fhrieks, con- 
fudon, dread, difmay, difafler, back-ftrokes, cudgel- 
ling, kicks, cuffs, and efFufion of blood. In the midft 
of this labyrinth, chaos, and compofition of mifchief, 
Don Quixote's imagination fuggefled, that he was all 
of a fudden involved in the confufion of Agramonte's 
camp J and therefore pronounced, with a voice that 
made the whole inn refound, ** Let every man forw 
bear, put up his fword, be quiet, and liiien, unlefs 
he be weary of his life. 

On hearing this exclamation, all the combatants 
paufed, while he proceeded thus : " Did not I tell 
you, gentlemen, that this caftle was enchanted, and 
doubtlefs, inhabited by a whole legion of devils ; as 
a proof of which, you may now perceive, with your 
own eyes, how the difcord and mutiny in Agramonte's 
camp is tranflated hither : behold, in one place, we 
fight for a fword ; in another for a horfe ; in a third 
for an eagle ; and in a fourth, for a helniet; in ihort^ 
we are all by the cars together, for we know not what. ' 
Advance, therefore, my lord judge, and Mr. CuratCy 
^nd in the perfons of Agramonte and king Sobrinq^ 

re- 
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rc-eflablifh peace among us; for, by Almighty God, 
It were wicked and abfurd, that perfons of our import* 
ance fhould be flain in fuch a frivolous caule/* 

The trooperS) who did not underiiand the knight's 
ftile, and found themfelves very feverely treated by 
Don -Fernando, Cardenio, and their companions, 
would not be pacified ; but it was otherwife with the 
barber, who, in the fcuffle, had loft both his pannel 
and beard : Sancho, who, like a faithful fervant, 
minded the leaft hint of his mafter, willingly obeyed ; 
and the fervants of Don Lewis were fain to be quiet^ 
feeing how little they had got by concerning them- 
felves in the fray ; tne innkeeper alone infifted upon 
their chaftifmg the infolence of that madman, who 
was every moment throwing the whole houfe into 
confufion; at length, the difturbance was appeafed, 
the pannel remained as an horfe's furniture, tiil the 
day of judgment, the bafon as an helmet, and the inn 
as a caftle, in Don Quixote's imagination. 

Every thing bellig thus "amicably compofed by the 
perfuafion of the judge and pricft, the fervants. of 
Don Lewis began again to prefs him, with great ob- 
ftinacy, to fet out with them for his father's houfe 
immediately; and while he expoftulated with thecn 
the judge confulted with Don Fernando, Cardenioi 
and the curate, about what he (hould do on this oc- 
cafion, imparting to them the declaration Don Lewis 
had made ; at laft it was agreed that Don Fernand<^ 
ihould tell the fervants who he was ; and exprefs a 
^defire, that Don Lewis fhould accompany him tQ 
Andalufia, where his brother, the marquis fhould 
entertain him according to his rank and merit ; for 
he well krww the young gentleman was fixed in thft 
determination of being cut to pieces, rather than re^ 
turn to his father at that time. The domeftics being 
informed of Don Fernando's quality, and underftandr 
ing the refolution of Don Lewis, determined amongflt: 
Vol, IL iVI thsmr 
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themfelves, that three of them ffaould return and 
give the father an account of what had happened, 
while the fourth fhould attend the youog gcndeman, 
tintil they fliould either come back for him, or know 
his father's pleafure. 

. In this manner was that accunuilation of quarrels 
appeafed, by the authority of Agramonte and pru- 
dence of king Sobrino j but the enemy of concord 
and rival of peace being thus foiled ajid .di(appoiot- 
©d, and feeing hpw little fruit he had reaped from 
the labyrinth of confufion in whicK he had involved 
them, determined to try his hand once more, and re- 
vive difcord and difturbance anew; and thefe were 
the means he pra6iifed for this purpofe : the troopers, 
flpprif^d of the quality of thofe with whom they had 
been engaged, were fain to be quiet, and jetreat/rom 
the fray, concluding that whatever might happen, 
they would have the worft of the battle ; but one of 
them, who had been pummelled and kicked by Don 
Fernando, recolle6l:ed that among other warrants for 
apprehending delinquents, he had one againft Don 
Quixote, jflued by the holy brotherhood, on account 
of his having fet the galley flaves at liberty, as San- 
cho had very juilly feared ; this coming into bis he^d, 
he was refoived to affure himfelf, whether or not the 
knight's perfon agreed with the defcription ; and pull* 
sng out of his bofom a bundle of parchment, be foon 
found what he fought, and beginning to (peM with 
great deliberation (for he was by no means an .expert 
reader) between every word he fixed his eyes, upon 
the knight, whofe phyfiogmony he compared with 
the marks fpecified in the warrant, and difaovered, be- 
yond all doubt, that he was the very peribn defcribed : 
no fooner was he thus convinced, then putting up 
the parchment, and holding the warrant in his left 
hand, be wilh his right fcized Don C^ixote fo feft by 
the collar, that he could (carce fetch his breath, roar- 
ing aloud " Help, in the name of the holy brother- 
hood ; 
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hood ', and that you may fee my demand is jufl*, read 
that warrant for apprehending this highwayman.'' 

The curate, upon perufmg the warra;it, found 
what the trooper faid was true, and that the defcrip* 
tion ex^dUy agreed with the perfon of Don Quixote, 
who feeing himfelf fo unworthily treated by fuch a 
ragamufEn, was incenfed to the higbeft degree, fo 
that every bone in his bod^trembled with rage -, and 
he made fliift to. faften on the trooper's throat with 
both hands fo violently, that if his companions had 
not come to his aiHftatice, he would have quitted his 
life before the knight had quitted his hold. The inn- 
keeper being obliged to fuccour his brethen, ran 
immediately to their afEftance i his wife feeing her 
hufband re-engaged, in the quarrel, exalted her voice 
anew ; Maritornes and her daughter fqualled in con- 
cert, imploring heaven and the byftanders for help i 
Sancho, perceiving what paffed, ^* By the LordT* 
cried h^, ^^ what my mafter fays about the enchant- 
ments of this caftle is certainly' true ; for it is impof- 
fible to live an hour in quiet within its walls !" 

Don Fernando parted the knight and trooper, to 
their mutual fatisfaftion ; unlocking their hands, 
which were faft clenched in the doublet-collar of rhc 
one, and the windpipe of the other : but, for all 
that, they did not ceafe demanding their prifoner, 
and the ailiftance of the company, in binding and 
deliver!: g him to their charge, agreeable to the fer- 
vice of Lhe king, and the order of the holy brother- 
hopd, in whofe behalf they repeated their demand of 
favour and affiftance, to fecure that felon," robber, 
and thief, Don Quixote fmiled at hearing thefe 
epithets, and with much compofure, replied, " Come 
hither, yc vile and bafe born race ! do you call it 
the province of an highwayman, to loofe th^ chains 
of the captive, and fet the prifoner free ; to fuccour 
the miferable, raife the fallen, and relieve the dif- 
trefly ? Ah ! infamous crew ! whofe low and gro-

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veiling underftanding renders you unworthy, that 
heaven ihould reveal to you the worth that is con- 
tiined in knight-errantry, or make you fenfible of 
your fin and ignorance, irt negleding to reyere the 
very (badow much more the fubftance of any knight. 
Come hither, ye rogues in a troop, and not troopers ; 
ye robbers licenfed by theTioly brotherhood ; and 
tell me what ignorant wretch he was, who figned a 
warrant of caption againft fuch a knight as me? 
Who did not know that we are exempted- from all 
judicial authority, and that a knight's own fword is 
his law, he being privileged by his valour, and re- 
ftridlcd only by his will and pleafure ? Who was the 
blockhead, I fey, who does not know, that no gen- 
tleman's charter contains fo many rights and in- 
dulcrences as adhere to a knight-errant, the very- 
day on which he is dubbed and devotes himfelf to 
the painful exercife of arms?. What knight-errant 
ever paid tax, toll, cujom, duty, or excife? What 
tailor ever brought in a bill for making his clothes ? 
What governor ever made him pay for lodging in his 
caftle ? What king did ever negleft to feat him 
at his own table ? What damfel ever refilled his 
charms, or refufed to fubmit herfelf intirely to his 
pleafure and will ? And, in fine, what knight-errant 
ever was, is, or will be, whofe fingle valour is not 
fufficient to- annihilate 'four hundred troopers, fhould 
they prefumc to oppofe him !" 

CHAP. XIX. 

In which is -concluded the notable adventure of thi 
trpopers j with an account of the furprifing fcro* 
city of our worthy knight Don Qyixote. 

WHILE Don Quixote harangued in this man- 
ner, the curate v^as employed in perfaading 
the troopers, that he was a man difordered in his 
judgment, as they niight perceive both by his words 

and 
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and aflions, and therefore they ought not to proceed 
any further in the affair j for even if they fliould 
apprehend him, he would foon be difmifled as a per- 
fon non compos. To this obfervation the man who 
had the warrant replied, " that it was not his bufinefs 
to judge of Don Quixote's madnefs, but to obey the ^ 
orders of his fuperiors; and that if he was appte- 
hended once, they might difcharge him three hun- 
• dred times over, if they would." " For all that, 
faid the prieft, you muft not carry him off*, at pre- 
fent, nor do I believe he will fuffier himfelf to be lo 
treated." 

In {hort, the curate talked fo effediualjy, and ftic 
•knight himfelf adcd fuch extravagances, that the 
troopers muft have been more mad than he, if they 
had not plainly perceived his defedl ; therefore they 
^thought proper to be fatisfied, and even performed 
the office of mediators betwixt the barber and Sancho 
.Panza, who ftill ntaintamed the fray with great 
-animolity; for the troopers, as limbs of juttice, 
•brought tho caufe to an arbitration, and decided it 
in fuch a manner, as left both parties, if not fuliy~ 
fatisfied, at leaft in fome fort content with tlie deter- 
mination, which was, that the pannels (hould be ex<- 
changed, but the girths and halters remain as they 
were. With regard to Mambrino's helmet^ the cu«» 
rate, unpercetved by Don Quixote, took the^ barber 
afide, and paid him eight rials for the bafon, taking 
a receipt in full, that cleared the knight from any 
fufpicion of fraud, from thence forward, for ever, 
amen. 

Thefe two quarrels, which were of the greatefl: 
importance of any that happened, being luckily com- 
pofed, it remained that three of the fervants belong- 
ing to Don Lewis (hould return, and the fourth ac- 
company his matter to the place whither Don Fef- 
naodo intended to condu6l him ; and as good luck 
and favourable fortune had already begun to quell

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the fpirit of difcord, and fmooth afl difficulties, in 
behalf of the lovers and heroes in the inn, .they were 
refolved to proceed ' in fuch a laudable work, and 
bring ^very thing to a happy conclufion ; for the 
domefticks were fatisfied with what Don Lewis pro- 
pofed ; a circumftance that gave fuch pleafure to 
Donna Clara, that every body who beheld her face 
might have difcerned the joy of her foul. Zorayda, 
though fhe did not well underftand the incidents flie 
fed feen, was forrowful and gay, by turns, according 
as fhe perceived the company afre6led, particularly 
her Spaniard, upon wjjom her eyes and heart were, 
always fixed. The innkeeper, who took particular 
notice of the full fatisfaftion which the barber had le- 
ceived from the curate, demanded payment of Don 
Quixote of the reckoning, as well as for the damage 
he had done to the bags, and the lofs of his wine, 
fwearing that neither Rozinante nor Sancho's afe 
ihould Aiit from the ftable, until he fhould be fatisfied 
to the laft farthing *.** The curate pacified the land- 
lotdy and Don Fernando paid the bill, although the 
judge very frankly offered to take that upon himfelf: 
in this manner univerfai concord was reflored; fo 
that the^ inn no longer reprefented the diforder in 
Agramonte's camp^ but rather the peace and quiet 
that reigned in the time of OSavius Csefar i arud this 
bluffing Was generally afbribed to the laudable inten- 
tion and great eloquence of the prieft, together .with 
the incomparable generofity of Don Fernando. 

Don Quixote now finding himfelf freed and difiri- 
tangled from fa many broils, in which both he and 
his i'qtjjre had been inTcrfvcd, thought it high time to 
procee<^ on his joutney, in order to finiih that great

ad- 
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adventure to which he had been fummoned and cho- 
fen : he therefore, with determine4 purpofe, went 
and fell upon his knees before Dorothea, who re* 
fufing to hear him in that pofture, he rofe in obe- 
dit;nce tx) her wiH, and exprefied himfeif in this man* 
ner : ** It is ai common proverb, beauteous princefe,^ 
that diligence is the mother of fuccefs ; and in many 
important caufes, experience bath (hewn, that the 
afliduity of the folicitor hath brought a very doubt't- 
ful fuit to a very fort/unate iffue 5 but the truth of 
this maxim is no where more evinced than in war, 
where activity and difpatch anticipate the defigns of 
the enemy, and obtain the vidory, before he. has 
time to put himfeif in a poftuiie of defence. This I^ 
obferve, moft high and excellent princefs, ^ecaufe^ 
in my opinion, our ftay in this caftle'is unprofitable' 
and prejudiciaY, as we may one day perceive^ when 
it it is too late ^ for who knows but by means df 
fecr^ and artful fpies, your enemy, the giant, may 
get notice thatt I am coming to deftroy htm ; and 
taking the opportunity of our delay, fortify himfeif 
in (bme knpregaabte caflie, agsaidd which all my tdi«- 
Jfgen^<?, and the ftrength of my inddattgable arm, 
will not avail : wherefore, moft noble princefe, lot 
ufi) as I htve alnsady obferved^ prevent his defigns 
by our activity, and fet out inun^iately in the jname 
i^' good fortune, which your highnefs fliall not long 
figh for, after I fhall hav« come within fight of yowc 
adverfary." 

Here the knight left off ipeaking, and with great 
compofure, expeded the anfw^r of the beautiful in^ - 
Anta, w4io, with a moft princdy air, and in a ftile 
f)etfe£l«ly wdl furted to his addrefe^ replied in this 
manner: ** I thank you^ fir knight, for the define 
you exprefs to affift me in roy neceffity, Hke a true 
knight, whofe duty and province it is to fuccour 
the fartherlefs and diftrefled ; and Heaven gram that 
your defire and my expe<£iation may be fiiifiUed, that 
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you may fee there are grateful women upon earth. 
Wirh regard to my departure, let it be as fpeedy 
as you pleafe : my will is altogether included in 
yours 5 difpofe of- me, therefore, according to your 
own pleafure; for (he who hath once invefted you 
with the charge and defence of her perfon, and 
'folely depends upon your valour, for being re-efta- 
'blimed on her throne, would aft prepofteroufly, 
in feeking to contradi6t what your prudence fhall 
ordain," ' ^' In the name of God, then," cried Doa 
Qiiixote, " fince a princefs humbles herfelf thus be- 
fore me, I will not let flip the opportunity of raifing 
her up, ^nd placing her upon the throne of her an- 
ceftors : let us depart immediately ; for the defire 
of feeing you reftored, the length of the journey,^ 
•and the common reflexion, * that delays are danger- 
ous,' aft as fpurs upon my refolution ; and fince 
heaven hath not created, nor hell ever feen an objedl 
that could ftrike me with terror and conftsrnation ; 
go, Sancho, faddle Rozinante, prepare the queen's 
palfrey, and get ready your own aip-, while we take 
leave of the conftable, and thefe noble perfonages, 
and fet forward on our journey, without lofs of 
time." . 

Here Sancho, who was prefent all the time, fhook 
bis head, faying^ " Ah, mafler, mafter ! there are 
mpre tricks in town than you dream of: with fub- 
miifion to the honourable lappets be it fpoken." 
" What tricks can there be either in town or city, 
that can redound to my difcredit,* rafcal ?" cried the 
knight. " Nay, if your worJhip be in a paffion," re- 
plied the fquirc, *^ 1 will ktcp my tongue within my 
teeth, and not mention a fyllable of what, as a trufty 
-fquire and faithful fervant, I am bound to reveal to 
my mafter." " Say what thou wouldft," anfwered 
Don Quixote, " fo thy words have no tendency to 
make me afraid ; for in being fufceptible of fear, 
thou ihewcft the bafenefs of thy own charafler, as I, 

in 
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in being proof againft. all forts of terror, prefervc the 
dignity of mine," " As I am a.finner to god/' cried 
Sancho, " that is not the cafe ; but this I know for 
truth and poiitive certainty, that this lady, who calls 
herfelf queen of the great kingdom of Micomicon, 
is no more a queen than my mother 5 for if (he were 
what fhe pretends to be, (he would not be nuzzling 
into a corner with one of this company, at every 
fnatch of an opportunity." 

, Dorothea's face was ovei^ead with a blufh, at 
thefe words of Sancho ; for, footh to fay, her huf- 
band Don Fernando had feveral times, as he thought 
unperceivfed, made free with her lips, as earneft of 
that reward his aiFedion deferved ; and in fo doings 
he was obferved by Sancho, who thought that fuch 
€ojide(cen(ion in her looked fnore like the behaviour 
of a courtezan than that of fuch a mighty princefs ; 
fo that (he neither could nor would anfwer one word 
to this charge, but fufFered him to proceed in thefe 
words : " This, dear mafter, I make bold to men- 
tion, becaufe, if after we have travelled, the Lord 
knows how far, and pafled many weary days' and ' 
bitter nights, he that is taking his recreation in this 
inn (hould gather the fruit of all our labour j we 
need not be in fuch a perilous hurry to faddk Rozi- 
nante, prepare the palfrey, and get ready the afs ; 
but had bet^r remain in peace where we are, and as 
the faying is, ** While we enjoy our meal, let every 
harlot mind her fpinning- wheel." 

Gracious Heaven ! what a torrent of indignation 
entered the breaft of Don Quixote, when he heard 
thefe indecent expreffions of his fquire: fuch, I fay, 
was. the rage that took pofleffion of his faculties, that 
with a iTaultering voice and ftammering tongue, 
wfiile his eyes flaihed lightning, he exclaimed, " O * 
villainous, inconfiderate, indecent and ignorant pea- 
fant ! thoii fottUmouthed, unmannerly, infolent and 
malicious flanderer ! dareft thou utter fuch language 

M 5 againft 
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againft thefe b<yift>tirable ladies in my prefence? dareft 
thou entertain foch difgracefui and audacious ideas in 
thy confufed imagination ? Get out of my fight, 
monftcr of nature^ dcpofitory of lies, cupboard of 
deccrt, granary of tnavery, inventor of mifchte^ 
pttWilher of folly, and foe to that reJpeft vt^iich is 
dwe to royalty ^ go,- nor prefume to fee my face 
again, on pain of my highefl di(pleafure ?" So fay- 
ing, he pulled up his eye-brows, diftended his cheelcs, 
kfoked round hin[>5 and^with his right foot ftamped 
violently upon the floor, in confequence of the wrath 
that preyed upon his entrails. - 

Sancho was fo (hrunk and terrified at thefe words 
and fdrioils geflur^s, that he would have been glad, 
ff tte earth had opened that inflant under his feet 
and fwallowed him up i and not knowing what elfe 
to do, he fneaked off from the prefence xjf his in- 
cenfed mafler : but the difcreet Dorothea who wj« 
!b wdl acquainted with Don Quixote's humour, in 
Order to appeafe his indignation, accofled him thus \ 
** Sir Knight of the Rueful Countenance, let not your 
ivrath be kindled by the noiifenfe which your good 
fquire hath uttered ; for, perhaps, he might have had 
fome fort of reafo;i for what he faid : and as from 
his good underflanding and chriftian confcience, he 
cannot be fu(pe<£ked of a defign to bear falfe witnefs 
agairifl any perfon whatever, it is to be fuppoied, 
and indeed I firmly believe, that every thing in this 
caflle, as you, fir knight, have obferved, being con* 
du(£ted by means of enchantment, Sancho, through 
^hat diabolical medium, mufl have feen what he af<* 
^rm», fo much to the prejudice of my honour and re* 
Station." " I fwear by Almighty God !** cried Doa 
<Jyixote, " that your highnefs hath hit upon the true 
caiife, and the eyes of that poor fmner Sancho have 
"been fafcinated by fome delufive vifion of what could 
not pofTibly be real ; for unlefs he had been mifled 
-by enchanlmvnt> fuchis the innooeace and fimplicity

of that miferaUe wretch, that I know he neither 
could nor would invent a flaoder againft any living 
foul." " That certaidy is, and ihali be the cafe,'* 
fatd Don Fernando ; ^ for which rea:fi>n, fignor Don 
Quixote ought to pardon and reft ore. him to the bo»« 
Torn of his fevo»rj /icut ^rat in priucrpioy before thoie 
iHufions impaired his underftanding." 

The knight promifed to forgive him accordingly; 
upon which the curate went in queft of Sancho, who 
came in with great humilky, and falling on his 
4cnees, begged leave to ki& his mafter's hand; this 
favour was granted by Don Quixooe, who -ahb gave 
him his benediSion, faying, " Thou wilt now, foA 
Sancho, be convinced of the truth of what 1 have fo 
often told thee, that all things in this caftle are per* 
formed by the power of enchantment." " 1 believe 
fo too," replied the fquire, ** except in the affair of the 
blanketting, which really happened in the ordinary 
Courfe -of things." ** Thou muft »ot imagine anj^ 
fuch thing," anfwerod the knight ; *^ for had that beea 
the cafe, I fhould ha^ revenged thy oaufe at the 
time, And even now would do thee juftice ; but nei- 
ther at that time ncM* now, could I, or can I find 
any perfons to chaftife as the cauie of thy di&fter." 

The -company being defirous of -knowing the affair 
of the blanket, tlH landlord gave a very minute de- 
tail of Sancho^-s capering, to the no fmall diverfion of 
all prcfent, except the fquire himfelf, who woukt 
have been very much out of countenance, had not 
the knight afiured him anew, that the whble was ef- 
fc£^d by enc*hantment : though the folly of Sancho 
never rofe to fuch a pitch, but that he firmty believed, 
without the leaft mixture of doubt or <lelufion, that 
his blanketing had been performed by perfons of 
flclh and blood, and not by phantoms or imaghiary 
beings, according to the opinion and aifirta^ion of 
his mader.

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Two days had iKts illnftrious company already 
pafled at the inn, ^otn whence thinking it now high 
time to depart, toey concerted matters in fuch a 
manner, as tha^ without putting Dorothea and 
Don Fernando to the trouble of returning with Don 
Quixote to the place of 4iis habitation, in order to 
carry on the fcheme concerning the red oration of 
queen Micomicona, the curate and barber were en« 
abled to execute their defign of carrying him to his 
-own houfe, where endeavours might be ufed for the 
cure of his diforder. In conlequence of this plan 
they agreed with the mafter of an ox waggon, who 
chanced to pafs that way, for tranfporting the knight 
in the following manner: having made a fort of 
wooden cage, capacious enough to hold Don Quixote 
at his eafe, Don Fernando, with his companions) 
the fervants of Don Lewis, together with the troopers^ 
and innkeeper, by order and dire£tion of the curate, 
covered their faces, and difguifed tfaemfelves, fotpe in 
one fhape, fome in another, fo as to appear, in Don 
Quixote's eyes, quite different from the people he 
had feen in the caftle. Thus equipped, they entered, 
with all imaginable fdence, into the chamber where 
he lay afleep and fatigued with the toil he had un- 
dergone in the fkirmiflies already defgribed ; and 
laying &ft hold on him, while ki fecurely enjoyed 
his eafe, without dreaming of fu^ an accident^ tied 
both his bands and feet fo effectually, that when he 
waked in furprize, be could neither move nor do 
any other thing but teftify his wonder and perplexity 
at the (ight of fuch ftrange faces. Heathen had recourile 
to what his diftempered imagination continually fug- 
gefted, and concluded that all thefe figures were 
phantoms of that enchanted cafile y and that he him- 
felf was, without all queftion, under the power of 
incantation, feeing he could not even flir in his own 
defence : and this conceit was exactly foremen by the 
curate, who W2is author of the whole contrivance. 

The 
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.The only peribn of the whole company who rensmned 
unaltered^ both in figure and inteilei^, was Sancho, ' 
who, though his lack of underftanding fell very little 
fhoit of his maker's infirmity, was not fo mad but 
that he knew every one of the apparitions, though 
he durft not open his mouth, until he ihould fee the 
meaning of this ailault and capture of the knight, 
who likewife expeSed, in filence, the ifTue of his owa 
misfortune.

RuefiA Countenance ! affli<Sl not thyfelf on account of 
thy prefent confinement, which is neceflary toMrards 
the more fpeedy accompliihment of that great adven* 
ture in which thy valour hath engaged thee^ and 
which will be atchieved when the furious Mancbegan 
lion is coupled with the white Tobofian dove, their 
lofty necks being huhfibled to the foft matrimonial 
yoke. From which unheard-of conjundlion the world 
.{hall be blefied with couragpous whelps, who will 
imitate the tearing talents of their valiant fire ; and 
this will happen ere the purfuer of the fugitive 
nymph fliall have twice performed his Vifit through 
the refplendent conftellations, in his natural and ra- 
pid courfe. And O ! thou the moft noble and obe- 
dient fquire that ever wore fwprd in belt, beard on 
chin, or fmell in nofiril, be not difmayed nor dif- 
cohtented at feeing the flower of knight errantry thus 
carried off before thine eyes j for if it pleafe the 
Creator of this world, foon fhalt thou be fo exalted 
and fublimed, as that thou wilt not even know thy- 
felf j neither fhalt thou be defrauded of the fruit of 
thofe promifes which thy worthy lord has made ia

toy bthhW^ and I afliiw Aee, in the ntitre of the

for it ^ fteceffary that yoti ftkxild. prcfceed together to 
the 5eftd of your career 5 atrcl sis I am not permrtted to 
declare myfeJf more expl*cMy, I hid you heartily 
fefe^vell, «Rd wiU retitm J wcH know whtther." 
Towards the end of this prophefy, he raHed his 
Vdke to the higheft.f>itch., m^ then fdnk it gradu- 
ally to (vth a fetnt -ffnd -diftant tone, that even thofe 
xvhlo were privy to ^e jfifce, were tempted* to believe 
what they had ^heard. 

OoH 'Quixote remained 'very much comforted by 
this pro"fihecy, the tneaning of which he no fooner 
• iieard than oomprehended 5 i«terpretmg the whole 
into « -promife, that he ifeould <mt day fee hrmfeJf 
joined 4n the ji^ft afnd hf^ly bon^ of matrinrrony with, 
his beloved Dulciiiea del ^obofo, from w^de fortu- 
fme ivomb would proceed thofe "whelps (meaning hi's 
fons) which wbuW perpetuate the g^ory cf la Man- 
cha. In this perfuafion, therefore, and firm i)elie^ 
ber^Med his voice, and heaving a profound figh, re- 
plied, ** O thou ! vi4iofoevet than art, whofe prog- 
niftic<iitibn founds fo Illvouraibly in urine ears, I teg 
th^u wilt, in my name, befeedr tiie fage en(^hanter 
wl^o takes charge of my affairs, that he will not leave 
frte to perifti in the confinement which I now fuffcr, 
t^ntil I ftiail have feen the acconxpHflinrent of thofe 
joyftil and incomparable promifes which thon haft 
Uttered in my behalf. So Aall I glory in the hard- 
fhips of this prifon, and bear with pleafure thefe 
chains with which my li-mbs are fettered : and inftcad 
of comparing the boards on which I he, to the rough^ 

uncomfortable field of battle, confider them as the

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foodiing.down of the itoeft 'happy and luxurbus mar- 
riagc-hed. With refpp6t to the confolation of San- 
cho Panza, my fqurre, I confide in his virtue and af- 
fedion, which will not allow him to f«rfeke me either 
in profpeiity or adverfity -, for ihould h& evil fortune^ 
or my unhappy fete, hinder me from beft owing uponr 
him the ifland, or fome eqiftvalent according to my 
promife : at leaft he ihall not lofe his wages, fpeci-. 
ficd and bequeathed to him in my will that is already 
made ; a recompence which, though proportioaed to 
my own ilender ability, comes far fliort of his great 
and faithful ferviccs." 

Here the fquire bowed in the moft itjfye«aful man-p 
ner, and kiffed both his hands, as he could not make 
his compliments to one of them apart, , they bdng 
faft bound together. Then the apparitions taking 
the cage upon their (houlders, carried it to the wag- 
gon, in which it was immediately fixed^ 

CHAP, XX. 

An account of the ftrange manner in which Don. 
Quixote vwas enchanted, with other remarkable 
events. 

ON Quixote feeiag himfelf thus encaged, and. 
placed upon a cart, could nor help faying, 
" Many very gra^Ae hiftories have I read, concerning 
knights-errant J but never did I. read, fee, or hear 
that enchanted knights were tranfported in this man* 
ner, at fuch a pace as thefe lazy, flow-footed animals 
feem to promife ; for they ufed always to be carried 
through the air with furprifing fwiftnefs, wra[jt up \j\ 
fome dark and dufky cloud, or in a fiery chariot, or 
mounted on a hypogriff, or fome fuch creature : fo 
that, before 6oa ! I am utterly confounded at my 
own fate, in being thus tranfported on a waggon 
drawn by oxen. But, perhaps, the chivalry and en- 
chantments <>f this age follow a different path from 

that 
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that which was purfued of old; and as I am a new 
knight on the face of the earth, and the firft who re- 
vived the long- forgotten order of errantry, perhaps 
they may have alfo newly invented other kinds of in^ 
cantation and other methods of conveying thofe 
whom they enchant. What is thy opinion of the 
matter, fon Sancho ?" " I know not wh«t my opi- 
nion is,'' replied the fquire, ^^ becaufe I am not fo 
well read in the fcriptures of errantry as your worihip : 
but for all that I will venture to affirm,' ay and fwear 
to it, that thefe apparitions who ftroll about us, are 
not altogether catholic." " Catholic ! my * ftars !" 
anfwercd the knight, ^^ how can they be catholic, 
when they are all devils who have afiumed fantaftical 
fhapes, and come hither on purpofe to perform this 
deed, and leave me in my prefent iltuation ? But that 
thou may ft be f convinced of the truth of what I al- 
lege, endeavour to touch and feel them, and thou wilt 
perceive that they have no other bodies but forms 
of condenfed air confifting of nothing but mere fem- 
bhnce." " 'Fore God ! lir," cried Sancho, " I have 
ihade that trial already, and that fame devil who goes 
about fo bufy, is well provided with good fubftantial 
flefh, and has another property widely different from 
what is reported of evil fpirits, all of whom, they fay, 
flink of brimftone and other bad fmells ; whereas he 
is fo well fcented with amber, that you may perceive 
it at the diftance of half a league^" Sancho made 
this remark on Don Fernando, who being a man of 
fafliion, probably wore fcented linen. ** Marvel 
not at that circumftance, friend Sancho,*' replied the 
knight s ^' for thou.mufl know that devils are a fet of

very 
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very fagacious beings, and although they bring fmells 
along with them, they themfelves being fpirits, can 
produce no fmell 5 or if any odour proceeds from 
them, it cannot be agreeable, but rather ftinking and 
unwhdlfome, becaufe they c^rry their hell about them 
wherefoever they are, and their torments admit of no 
kind of alleviation : now fweet fmells, being agree- 
able and delicious, cannot poffibly proceed from 
. beings which are productive of nought but evil : 
therefore if, in thy opinion, that devil fmells of am- 
ber, either thy fenfes are perverted, or he wants to 
impofe upon thy underftanding, by making thee be- 
lieve that he is not an inhabitant of hell" 

Don Fernando and Cardenio overhearing this dia- 
logue between the mafter and the fquire, were afraid 
.of Sancho's ftumbling upon the difcovery of their 
whole plot, in which he feemed already to have made 
great progrefs : therefore determined to haften their 
^departure, and calling the landlord afide, ordered 
• him to faddle Rozinante, and put ihe pannel on San- 
jcho's afs. This talk he performed with great difpatch, 
.while the curate agreed to give the troopers fo much 
a day for attending Don C^ixote to the town where 
he lived. Cardenio having faftened the target to one 
,ilde of the pummel of Rozinante's faddle, and the 
bafonto the other, made figns for Sancho to mount 
his afs, and. lead his mafter's deed by the bridle, and ' 
then ftationed two of the troopers, with their car- 
bines, on each fide of the waggon. But before 
it began to move, the landlady, her daughter, and 
.Maritornes, came out to take leave of Don Quixote, 
.feigning themfelves extremely affected with his mif- 
fortune ; upon which he faid to them, " Weep not, 
worthy ladies ; all thefe dilafters are incident to thofe 
who choofe my profeffion ; and if I were not fubjedt 
to fuch calamities, I fhould not deem myfelf a re- 
nowned knight-errant: for thefe things never happen 
to knights of little fame and reputation, who are ne- 
ver 
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ver regarded) fcafce even ttmemhtrcd on the face of 
the earth. It h quite othefwife with the valiant, 
whofe virtue and valottf is envied by many princes 
ahd rivals, who ende^four by the moft perfidioirs 
means to deftroy thcfiti ; but neverthelefs, virtue rs 
fo powerful, that of berfelf flic will, in fpite of all 
the necromancy pofiefled by the firft inventor Zo- 
roaftef-, come off conqueror in every fevere trial, and 
ihine refulgent in the world, a^ the fufi fhines in the 
heavens. Pardon nit, beauwous ladies^ if I have 
given you any difguft, through rtegleft or omiffion j 
for willingly and knowingly, f never offended a Kving 
foul ; and pray to God to deliver itie from this prifbn 
in wh'ch I am confined by fome maKcious enchanter t 
for if I regain my liberty, the favoutis I have received 
from your courtefy in this caftle, Ihall never eicape 
my remembrance, but always be acknowledged wiib 
gra tirade, fervice, and refpeft." 

While the knight made thefe pr6feflions to the la- 
dies of the caftle, the curate and barber took their 
leave of Don Fet-nando and his companions, the cap- 
tain and his brother, and all tht hsippy ladies, cfpe- 
cially Dorothea and Lucinda : they embraced each 
other, and agreed to tnainTain a correfj5ondcnce by 
letters, Don Fernando giving the curate a diredlten 
fey which be tntght v^^ritc to him an account of thie 
knight*s future behaviocit arid fete, than whk*,. 
he protefted, nothing could ^ie!d htm mwepteafcre-: 
and proTtiifing,, for his own part, to inform the prieft 
of every thing which he thought wouM cowdoce to hh 
fati^fa^'oft, relating to hi$ own marriage, the b^jv 
tifm of ZoraydSa, thre furcefs of Do« Lewi^,, <md tSfe 
terarn of Lucinda to her fathet^s houfe :: the prieft 
teving affiired him that he would dbey his ceimmands 
wit-h the Qtmoft punftuality, they embraced a&airt^ 
and rcfpeafted their mutual proflfere of fcrvice. Fhc 
innkeeper coming to the curate, put into hjs hand a 
bundle of papers, which he faid be ijad found in the 

lining 
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lining of the portmanteau, along with the novd of thfe 
Impertinent Curiofity ; and fince the owner had not 
, returned that way, he defired the prieft: to accept of 
them. J for as he himfelf could not read, he had n6 
, occafioii for fuch ufelefs furniture : the curate thank- 
ed him for his prefent, which he immediately opene<f, 
and found Written in the title page, Rinconnete and 
Cortadilla *, a novel : from hence he concluded that, 
fmce the Impertinent Curiofity was an entertaifting 
ftory, this might alfo have fome merit, as being 
probably a work of the fame author ; and on this 
iuppofition put it carefully up, intending to pcrufe 
it, with the firft convenient bpportuaity : then he 
and his friend the barbet mounting their beads, with' 
their faces ftill difguifed, that they might not be 
Jcno^^ri by Don Quixote, jogged on behind thfe 
waggon, and the order of their march was this : firft 
of all proceeded the cart, condtiftfed by the drivef, 
and guarded on each fide by the troopers with their 
carbines, as We have already obferved ; then followed 
Sancho Panza upon his afs, leading Rozinante by tn^- 
bhidle ; and in the rear of all, came the curate aiti 
the barber hiafked, and mounted en thHr trufty mut^ 
i^ith ^ gtave and folemh air, matching no fafter thafi 
\ht (I'ow pace of the oxen would allow ; white thfe 
knight fat within his cage, his hands iisttferfed anfl 
his Tegs butftretched, leaning againft the bat«^ ^ith 
fuch liknte and refigrtatioW, that he ]o6ked mo^ ' 
like a ftatue of ftohe than a tnan of fltdi and bteod •: . 
in this flow and fifent manner they had travelled 
about a couple (A leagues, when 'they arrived in h 
vaTle^, vi^hich thfe Waggoner think-Png a ciottvenieirt 
fpot for his putpofe, propofed fo the curate, that 
they ibouid halt to tefr^ themfelves, and let thfe 
oxen feed ; but the barber was of opinion^ that \hey 
Ihould proceed a little farthi^r to the othet fide of a

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j'tfing ground, which appeared at a fmall diftance, 
where, he knew there was another valley better ftored 
with grafs, and much more agreeable than this in 
iWhich the waggoner propofed to hah. The advice of 
.Mr Nicobs was approved, and they jogged on accor- 
dingly. ; ^ 

About this time the curate chancing to look 
back, perceived behind them, fix or feven men well 
mounted, who foon overtook them, as they did not 
travel at the phlegmatic pace of the oxen, but like 
people. who rode on ecclefiaftic mules, and were defi- 
rous of fpending the heat of the day at an inn that 
>appeare4 within lefs than a league of the waggon : 
thefe expeditious firangers coming up with our flow 
travellers, faluted them courteoufly, and one among 
^em, who was a£lually a canon of Toledo, and 
mafter of thofe who accompanied him, obferving the 
regular proceflion df the waggon, troopers, Sancho, 
^Rozinante, the curate and barber, and, in particular 
Don Quixote encaged and fecured as he was, could 
riot help afking why, and whither they were convey- 
ing that maif in fuch a manner ? though they had al- 
ready conjectured, from the badges of the troopers, 
.that he mud be fome atrocious robber or delinquent, 
the punifliment of whom belonged to the holy bro- 
therhood. One of the troopers, to whom the queftion 
was put, anfwered, ^^ Signor, the gentleman himfelf 
will tell yQU the meaning of his travelling in this 
manner ;, for our parts, we know nothing at all of 
the matter," The knight, overhearing what pafled, 
faid to the ftrangers, ** Gentlemen, if you are (killed 
knd converTant in matters of knight-errantry, I will 
communicate my misfortime; otherwife there is no 
•reafon why I fhould fatigue myfelf with the rela- 
tion." 

By this time the curate and barber having per- 
ceived the travell^s in converfatton with the knight, 
came up, in order to prevent their plot frc^ being 

dif- 
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difcovcred, juft as the canon had begun to anfwet 
Don Quixote in thefe words : ** Truly, brother, t 
am better acquainted with books of chivalry than 
with tKe fummaries of Villalpando j fo that, if there 
be nothing clfe requifite, you may freely impart td 
me as much as you pleafc.*' ** A God's name, then,** 
faid Don Q^iixote, " if that be the Cafe, you muft 
know, fignor cavalief, that I am enchanted In this 
cage, through the envy and fraud of mifchievous ne-i 
cromancers ; for virtue is always more pcrfecuted by 
the wicked than beloved by the righteous : a knfght- 
errant I am, though none of thofe whofe namei Fame 
never enrolled* in her eternal records; but^of that 
number, whom maugre, and in defpite of Envy her- 
felf, and all the magi whom Perfia ever produced^ 
yrith the brachmans of India, and gymnofophifts of 
Ethiopia) will leave their names engraved on thd 
temple of immortality, as examples and patterns to 
fucceeding agesj by which all knights-errant may fefl 
what fteps they muft follow, if they wi(h to attain thd 
height and honourable fummit of arms/* 

Here the curate interpofmg, faid, ** Signer Don 
Quixote fpeaks no more than the truth ; he is en- 
chanted in that waggon, not On account of his owri 
crimes or mifdemeanorsj but through the malice of 
thofe who are difgufted at virtue^ and offended at va- 
lour : this, fignor, is the knight of the Rueful Coun- 
tenance, whofe name perhaps you have heard, and 
whofe - valiant exploits, and mighty atchievements^ 
will be engraved on durable brafs, and carved in eter^ 
nal marble, in fpite of the unwearied efforts of malict 
to cancel, and of envy to obfcure them**' • 

The canon hearing fuch a ftile proceed^ not only 
from the prifoner's mouthj but alfo from the lips 
of him who was free, had well nigh croffed himfeff 
with aftonifhment, and could not conCeiVe what had 
befallen him, while his whole company vrtre feized 
with the iame degree of amazements but Sanchb 

Panza, 
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PanKa, ^^ho was near enough to hear what pafled, 
being willing to undeceive the ftrangers, faid to them, 
^' Grentlemen, whether wh'at I am going to fay be ill 
or well taken, I muft tell you the cafe is this : my 
fnafter Don Quixote' is no more enchanted than the 
mother th?Ll bore me^ be enjoys his right wits, eats, 
clriQl^s, and does his occafions, like other men, and 
^s-fae hirafelf was .wont to do, before he was encaged : 
pow, if this he the tryith of the rjiatter, how can any 
nifiQ perfuade me that he is epchanted? fince I have 
heard divers perfon? obferve, that thofe who are en- 
chanted, neither eat, flepp, nor fpeak ; whereas my . 
xnafter, if be is not hindered, will talk like thirty 
harrifters.'V Then turning to the curate, he pro- 
ceeded thus : " Ah, Mr. Curate, Mr. Curate j you 
think I dont know you, and imagine that I cannot 
dive into the micaning of thefe new enchantments ; 
but you are miftaken : I know you very well, for all 
your maiking ; and can fmell out your plots, diiguife 
them as you will : in (hort, av the faying is, Juft are 
virtue's fears, where envy domineers 5 and Bounty 
will not ftay, where niggards bear the fway. Damn 
the devil, if it had not been for your reverence, my 
mafter, by this time, would have been married to the 
princefs Micomicona, and I (hould have been an earl, 
at leaft; for lefs I could not expedi, either from the 
generofity of my lord of the Rueful Countenance, or 
from the greatnefs of my own ferviccs : but now I fee 
the truth of what is commonly faid, that fortune 
turns fafter than a mill wheel ; and that thofe who 
-were yefterday at top, may find themfelves at bottom 
to-day. It grieves me, on account of my poor wife 
.^jnd children, who, iojkead of feeing their father come 
home in the poft of governor or viceroy of fome ifland 
or kingdom, as they had great reafon to expeft, will 
behold him returning in the ftation of a common 
^r^m : all this 1 h^ve obferved, Mr. Curate, for no 
<Hhfir fcalbii but to prevail upon you/ fatherlhip to 

make 
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mskc a confcienpe of thje ill treatnoicnt .my mafter 
receives at your hancjs ; and conCder that God may 
call you to account in the next world for tivs capti- 
vity of my lord Don Quixote, and for all the fuccours 
and benefits that are prevented by his beipt thus coa- 
fined," 

*^ Sauff me thefe candles (cried the barber, hear-^ 
ing the f^juiire^s declaration), whyjfure, 8ai?cho, you 
belong to your iViiifter^s fraternity ; by the Lprd ! I 
find }'ou ought to keep hini company in his cage, and 
undergo the fame fort of enchantment, fo much are 
you infecSed with the humour of his chivalry: in an 
unhappy moment were you got with chtld by his 

f>romifes, and in an evil hour did th^t ifland you harp 
b much upon take poflefSon of yoar fkiill.'* *' I am 
not with child by any perfon whatever," anfwered 
Sancho, *' nor will I fuffer any king in Chriftendom 
to begei a child Upon my body ; for though I be a poor 
man, I'm an old Chriftian, and owe no man a far- 
thing : if I long for an ifland, others long for things 
that are worfe, everyone being the fon of his own 
works : the lowed mortal may come to be pope, 
much more governor of an ifland, efpecially as my 
mafter may gain more than he knows well what to do 
with. Mr. Barber, you had l)etter think before you 
fpeak : there is fomething elfe to do than {having of 
beards » and one * Pedro may ditFer from another : this 
I iay, becaufe we know one another ; and you muft 
not think to palm falfe dice upon me : with regard to 
the enchantment of my niafter, God knows the truth, 
and there let it lie ; for^ as the faying is, The more 

you ftir it, the more it will « you know what.'* 

The barber durft not make any reply, left Sancho's 
fimplicity flibuld difcover what he and the curate 
were fo defirous of concealing ; and the prieit being 
under the fame apprehenfion, defired the canon to 
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ride on with him a little before the waggon, pto* 
mifing-.to difclofe the myftery of the encaged knight, 
with other particulars that would yield him fome di- 
verllon : the canon put on accordingly, with his fer- 
vants, liftening attentively to every thing the curate 
was pleafed to communicate, concerning the rank, 
employment, madaefs, aod manners of Don Quixote ; 
for he briefly recounted the caufe and beginning of 
his diforder, with the whole progrefs of his adven« 
tures until he was fecuTed in the cage, by their con- 
tiivance that they might carry him home to bis own 
houfe, and endeavour to find fome cure for his dif« 
temper. 

The canon and his fervants wet-e aftoniflied anew^ 
at hearing the ftraiige ftory of Don Qyixote, which 
being finifhed, the Toledan replied, *' Truly, Mr» 
Curate, I am firmly pcrfuaded that thofe books of 
chivalry are veiy prejudicial in the commonweaMi ^ 
for though I have been induced by a falfe tafte and 
idle cuhofity, to read the beginning of almoft every 
one that hath been printed, I never could prevail 
upon rtiyfelf to read any one of them from the firft 
to the laft page 5 becaufe, in my opinion, they are 
all of the fame (lamp, wichoutany eiTential difFerence ; 
and indeed that kind of compofition feems to fall 
under that fpecies of writing called the Mllefian fables, 
which are no pther than extravagant tales calculated 
for mere amufement, without any tendency to in- 
ftruftion : on the contrary, the fcope of your apo- 
logues is to convey inftruftion and delight together. 
Now, though the principal intcnti^rl of thofe book^ 
is to delight and entertain the readef, I do not fee 
how they can anfwer that end, being, as they are, 
fluffed with fuch improbable nonfenfe : for the plea- 
fure that the foul conceives, is from. the beauty and 
harmony of thofe things which are contemplated by 
the view, or fuggefted by the imagination 5 fo that wc 
can receive no pleafdre from objefts that arc uniiatu- 

xal 
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Tal and deformed. And wh^t beauty, fymmctry or 
proportion can be obferved in a book, containing the 
hillory of a youth of feventeen, who, with one back- 
ftroke, cuts through the middle a giant like a tower, 
with as much eafe as if he had been made of pafte.; 
and in the defcription of a battle, after having ob- 
ferved that there are no lefs than a million of com- 
batants on the fide oppoiite to that which the hero 
of the piece efpoufes, we muft, in defpitc of common 
feiife, believe, that fuch a knight obtained the vi£lory 
by the fmgle valour of his invincible arm. Then, how 
ihall we account for the confidence with which fome 
queen, empfefs, or orphan heirefs, throws herfelf 
into the proteftion of an unknown knight-errant ? 
What mind, if not wholly barbarous and uncultivat- 
ed, can be pleafed with an account of a huge tower 
full of knights, failing upon the fea, like a fliip before 
the wind; being over-night upon the coaft of 
Lombard y, and next morning arrived in the domi- 
nions of Preller- John, in the Indies, or in fome 
other country which Ptolemy never difcovcred, nor 
Marcus Polus ever faw ? If to this obfervation, it be 
anfwered, that the authors of thofe books do not 
pretend that the itories they contain arc true; and 
therefore they are under no ncceffity of adhering to 
fuch niceties of compofitioii : I reply, that fiftion is 
ahvay the better, the nearer it refembles truth ; and 
agreeable in proportion to the probability it bears, 
and the doubtful credit which it infpires. Wherefore, 
all fuch fables ought to be fuited to the underftand- 
ing of thofe who read them, and written fo, as that 
by foftening impoflibilities, fmoothing what is rough, 
and keeping the mind in fufpenfe, they may furprife, 
agreeably perplex and entertaijii, creating equal ad- 
miration and delight ; and thefe never can be excited 
by authors who lorfake probability and imitation, in 
whidi the perfeftion of writing confifts. I have ne- 
ver as yet feen in any book of cliivalry, an entire 
Vox..

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body of a fable, with all its members fo proportioned 
as that the middle correfponds with the beginning, 
and the end is fuitable to both : on the contrayj one 
would think the author's intention is commonly to 
form a chimera or monfter, inftead of a figure well 
proportioned in all its parts.* Befides, their ftyJe is 
ufually harftt, their atchievements incredible, their 
afnours lafcivious, their courtefy impertinent, their 
battles tedious, their dialogue infipid, their voyages 
extravagant, and, in (hort, the whole void of all in- 
genuity or invention; fo.that they dcferve to be 
banifhed as ufelefs members from every Chriftian 
commonwealth." 

Tlie curate, who had liftened with great attention, 
hearing the canon talk fo fenfibly, looked upon him 
as a man of excellent underftanding, and afTented to 
every thing he faid, obferving that, in confequence 
of his being of the fame opinion, and of the grudge 
he bore to fuch books of chivalry, he had burned a 
great number of thofe that belonged to Don Quixote. 
He then gave him a detail of the fcrutiny which had 
been made, diftinguiihing fuch as he Ipared, from 
thofe that he condeipned to the flames. 

The traveller laughed heartily at this account of 
fuch an extraordinary trial, faying, that notwith- 
(landing what hc- had advanced to the difadvantage of 
fuch books, there was one thing in them which he 
cbuld not but approve; namely, the fubje£l: they pre-^ 
f^nted for a good genius to difplay itfelf, opening a 
large and ample field in which the pen might, at 
leifure, expatiate, in the defcription of (hipwrecksj 
t^mpefts, battles, arid encounters; painting a valiant 
general with all his neceffary accomplifiiments, fage 
and penetrating into the: enemy's defigns ; eloquent 
and efie£tual, either in perfuading or difluading his 
foldiers, ripe in council, prompt in execution^ and 
equally brave in (landing or in giving an ai&ult. One 
while recounting a piteous, tragical ftory; at an- 
other 
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Other time, defcribing a joyful and unexpected event ; 
here a' mod beautiful lady endued with virtue, dif- 
cretion, and referve; tliere, a Chriftian knight pof- 
fefled of courtefy and valour j in the tliird place, an - 
outrageous boafting biarbarian; and in a fourth, a 
polite confiderate, gallant prince : not forgetting to 
defcribe the faith and loyalty of vaffals, together with 
the grandeur and generofity of great men. The au- 
thor may alfo fhew himfelf an aftrologer, geographer, 
mufician, and well fkilled in ilate affairs ; nay, if he 
be fo minded, he will fometimes have an opportunity 
of manifeiling his fkill in necromancy and magic : 
he may reprefent the cunning of Uiyfles, the piety of 
j^neas, the valour of Achilles, the misfortunes of 
He£ior, the perfidy of Sinon, the friendfliip of Eu* 
ryalus, the liberality of Alexander, the Ability of 
Caefar, the clemency and candour of Trajan, the 
' fidelity of Zopytus, the wifdom of Cato, and finally, 
all thpfe qualifications which conftitute the per- 
fe^ion of an illuftrious hero; fometimes uniting 
them in one, fometimes dividing them into feveral 
charaders; and the whole being expreffed in an 
agreeable ftile and ingenious invention, that bor- 
ders as near as poflible upon truth, will, doubtlefs, 
produce a web of fuch various and beautiful texture, 
as when finiflied, to difplay that perfection which 
will attain the chief end and fcope of fuch writings, 
which, as I have already obfervcd, is to convey in- 
ftrufkion mingled with delight. Befides, the unli- 
mittd compofition of fuch books gives the author 
opportunities of (hewing his talents in e];||p$, 
lyrics, tragedy and comedy, and all the different 
branches of the delicious and agreeable arts of poetry' 
and rhetoric : for epics may be written in profe as 
well as vctfc." 
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CHAP. XXI. 

In which the canon profecutcs the fuhje£l: of knight- 
errantry, and makes otlier obfervations worthy of 
his genius. 

« TWyfR. Ganon," faid the curate, " what you havC 
•^^ obfefved, is extremely jull 5 and therefore 
thofe authors deferve the greater reprehenfion, who 
have ' compofed fuch books, without the leaft regard 
to good fenfe or the rules of art, by which they 
might have conduced their plans, and rendered them- 
felves as famous in profe as the two princes of Greek 
and Latin poetry are now in verfe." " I myfelf," re- 
plied the canon, ^* have been tempted to write a book 
of chivalry, obferving all the maxims and precautions 
I have now laid down : nay, to tell you the truth, no 
lefs than an hundred flieets of it are already, writ- 
ten ; and in order to try if my own opinion of it 
was well founded, I have communicated my perform- 
ance to a great many people, who are paffionately 
fond of that kind of reading;- not only men of learn- 
ing and tafte," but alfo ignorant perfons, who chiefly 
delight in extravagant adventures ; and I have been 
favoured with, the agreeable approbation of them 
all ; neverthelcfs, I have not proceeded in the work j 
becaufe, I not only thought it foreign to my profcf- 
fion, but likewife concluded, that the world abounds 
much more with fools than people of fenfe ; and 
though an author had better be applauded by the 
fewtthat are wife, than laughed at by the many that 
are foolilh, I was unwilling to expofe myfelf to the 
uninformed judgment of the arrogant vulgar, whofe 
province it principally is to read .books of this kind^ 
but what contributed moft to my laying afide the 
pen, and indeed all thoughts of bringing the work 
to a conclufion, was, a refle£tion I made upon the 
comedies of the prefent age. Ifj faid I to myfelf, 

our 
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our moilern plays, not only thofe which are formed 
upon fi6bion, but likewife fuch as are founded on the 
truth of hiftory, are all, or for tlie greateft part, 
unlverfally known to be monftrous produftkjns, with^ 
out either head or tail, and yet received with pleafure 
by the multitude, who approve and efteem them as 
excellent performances, though they^ are far from 
deferving that title ; and if the authors who compofe^ 
and the a6lors who reprefent them, affirm that this 
and no other method is to be pradlifed, becaufe the 
multitude muft be pieafed ; that thofe which bear the 
marks of contrivance, and produce a fable digeflcd 
. according to the rules of art, ferve only for enter- 
,tainment to four or five people of tafte, whp difcerti 
the beauties of the plan, which utterly efcape all the 
reft of the audience; and that it is better for theni 
to gain a comfortable livelihood by the many, than 
ftarve upon reputation with the few; at this rate> 
fftid I, if I (hould iiniQi my book„ after having 
fcorched every hair in 'ir>y wifkers, in poring over it> 
to preferve thofe rules and precepts already men* 
tioned, I might fare at laft, like the * fagacious 
botcher, who fewed for nothing, atKl found hia 
cuftomers in thread. I have fometimes endeavoured 
to perfuade the players, tliat they were miflaken iii 
their maxims; and that they would bring more 
company to their houfe, and acquire much more re- 
putation, by reprefenting regular comedies, than, 
fuch abfurd performances ; but I always found tliem 
fo obftinately bigotted to their own fancies, that no 
evidence or demonftration could alter their opinioa 
in the leaft. I remember I once faid to one of thofe 
pragmatic fellows, -" Don't you recolle£b, that, a few- 
years ago, three tragedies were a£ted, compofed by 
a celebrated poet of this kingdom ; and that thejr 
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raifed admiration, pleafttre, and furprife, in all 3who 
faw them exhibited, gentle as well as fimple, igno- 
rant as well as learned, and brought more money to 
the a6lor5 than thirty of the beft that have fince ap- 
peared?" " Doubtlefs," anfwered the player, "you 
mean Ifabella, Phillis, and Alexandria/' ** The very 
lame," faid I : " and pray take notice, whether or not 
'they are compofed according to rule, or failed topleafe 
every body, becaufe they were regular ? Wherefore, 
the fault does not lie in the multitude's demanding 
abfurdities, but in thofe who can reprefent nothing 
elfe; for there is nothing abfurd in the play of 
Ingratitude Revenged, nor in Numantia, the Mer- 
chant Lover, the Favourable Female Foe, nor in 
-fonie others which were compofCd by ppets of genius^ 
to their own reputation, and the advantage of thofe. 
who i*eprefented them. I made ufe of many more 
arguments, by which he feemed to be confuted, 
though not fo much fatisfied or convinced, as to re« 
trait his erroneous opinions.** 

*' Mr. Canon," faid the curate, interrupting him in 
this place, *• the fubjeft you have touched upon awakes 
in me an old grudge I have bore to our modern 
plays, even equal to that I entertain againil book^ 
of chivalry. Comedy, according to Tully, ought to 
be the mirrour of life, the exemplar of manners, 
and pidlure of truth ; whereas thofe that are repre- 
fented in this age, are mirrours of abfurdity, exem- 
plars of folly, and pictures of lewdnefs ; for fure 
nothing can be more abfurd in a dramatic perform-^ 
ance, than to fee the perfon, who, in the firft fcene 
of the firft aft, was produced a child in fwaddling- 
cloaths, appear a full-grown man with a beard, io 
the fecond ; or to repref<pnt an old man aftive and 
valiant, a young foldier cowardly, a footman clo^ 
quent, a page a counfellor, a king a porter, and a 
princefs a feuUion. Then what feall wc^ fay con- 
Corning th^ir managemf^nt of tbc time and place, in 
^ ' whiqi 
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which the afbions have, or may be fuppofed to have 
happened? I have ieen a comedy, the firft ad o£ 
which was laid in Europe, the fecond in AGzy and 
. the third Was finilhed in Africa ; nay, had there bectt 
a fourth, the fcene would have fhifted to America^. 
{o that the fable would have travelled through all 
the four divifions of the globe. If imitation be the 
chief aim of comedy, how can any ordinary under- 
ilanding be fatisfied with feeing an aQion that paffed 
in the time of king Pepin and Charlemagne, afcribed 
to the emperor Heraclius, who being tlie principal 
perfonage, is rcprefented,i like Godfrey of BuUogne, 
carrying the crofs into Jerufalem, and making him- 
felf mafter of the holy fepulchre ; an infinite mimber 
of years having pafled between the one and the other. 
Or, when a comedy is founded upon fiftron, to fee 
fcraps of real hiftory introduced, and fads mifrepre- 
fented both with regard to perfons and times ; not 
with any ingenuity of contrivance, but with the moft 
maAifeft and "ineitcufable errors and ftupidity : and 
vdiat 18 worft of all, there is a fet of ignorant pretend- 
ers, who call this the perfedion of writing; and';. 
that every attempt to fucceed by a contrary method 
is no other than a wildgoofe chace *. Again, if we 
confiHer thofe plays that ^re written on divine fub* 
jeds, how many falfe miracles do they contain I how" 
many apocryphal events mifunderftood by the au^ 
thor, who frequently confounds the operations of 
one faint with thofe of another? nay, in*: prophane 
fubjefts, they have the aflurance to work miraclep,, 
for no other refped or confideration, but becaufe they 
think fuch a miracle will make a very decent appear- 
ance in fuch a place ; and as they termat, attrad: 
the admiration of the vulgari. and bring them in 
crowds to the play j but all this redouhds' to the^ 
prejudice, of truth, die contempt of hiftory, and fcan^. 
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dal of our Spaniih wits ; fo that the authors of oth^r 
nationS) who punf^ually obferve the unities of the 
drama, conclude, that we are barbarous and igno- 
rant, from our abfurd and prepotterous produ£tions. 
Neither is it a fufficient excufe to fay, that the in- 
tent of all well-governed commonwealths, in permit- 
ting public plays to be afted, is to entertain tl>c 
; common people with fome honeft recreation, in or- 
der to divert -thofe bad humours which idlencfs 
iifually engenders*, and that, fince this end is an- 
fwered by any play whatever, either good or bad, 
• there is no occafion to cramp and limit the authors 
or a£lors to the juft laws of compofition; the pur- 
pofe of the legiflature being, as I have faid, aCcom- 
pliflied without any fuch rcftriftion. To this fuggef- 
tion I anfwer, that the fame end, without any fort 
of comparifon, will be much better anfwered by good 
than bad comedies ; for after having feen an artful 
and well-digefted play reprefcnted, the hearer will 
go away delighted with tlie comic parts, inftrufted 
by the ferious, and agreeably furprifcd with the in- 
cidents; colle£^ing information from the dialogue, 
precaution from the deceits of the fable ; experience 
from the examples exhibite^:, afFeciion for virtue, 
and indignation for vice. All thefe fenfations, I fay, 
"will a good comedy excite in the fpedator*s mind, 
let it be never fo ftupid and uncultivated: for of all 
impoflibilities, it is the moil impoflible, that a co- 
medy, thus perfeft in all its parts, Ihould not yield 
more entertainment, fatisfa<9:ion, and delight, than 
one that is defe£live in each particular, as the grcateft 
part of our modern pieces are. Neither is this want 
of corrcftnefs always to be laid to the author's charge j 
for there are fome poets among us who are perfedtly 
well acquainted with the rules of writing, and could 
cafily avoid any fuch errors of compofition ; but as 
their pieces are made for fait, they fay, and it is 
very true, that the players would not purchaft: them 
' - if 
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if they were of any other ftamp : fo that the author 
is fain to accommodsite himfelf to the demand of the 
aftor who pays him for his work. The truth of this 
obfervation evidently appears in a great number of 
comedies which have been compofed by a moft happy 
genius of thefe * kingdoms, with fo much wit, plea- 
I'antry, elegance of verfification, genteel dialogue^ 
fententious gravity, and finally with fuch elocution 
and fublimity of ftyle, that the whole world refound* 
with his fame : yet, in fuiting himfelf to the falfe 
tafte of the a£tors, he hath not been able to bring 
them all to the requifite point of perfeftion. Others 
again are fo inconfiderate in their produftions, that 
after a reprefentation, the players have been frequently 
obliged to fly and abfcond, for fear of chaftifcmentj 
on account of having exliibited fomcthing to the 
prejudice of royal heads, or diChonour of noble famir 
lies : now, all thefe inconvenienceis, with many more- 
that I do not choofe to mention, might be prevented^ 
if there was at court fome perfon of tafte and learn- 
ing, appointed to examine every dramatic perform- 
ance before its appearance on the ft age ; and this 
precaution ftiould affeft not only the plays compofed 
in Madrid, but all pieces whatever to be reprefentcd 
within the monarchy of Spain. ; for, without the ap- 
probation of this liccncer, figned and fealed, no ma^ 
giftrate fhould allow any production to be a£ied 
within the bounds of his jurifdiftion^ In confequence 
of this expedient, the aiJiors would take care to ful>- 
mit every play to the cenfure of the examiner, that 
they might afterwards reprefent them with fafety j. 
and the authors would employ more caution and 
ftudy in their compofitions, knowing that they muft 
pafs the rigorous examination of an intelligent judge : 
in this manner, good comedies would be produced, 
and the aim of fuch vnitings^ happily accompliftiedy 
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to the entertainment of the pepple, and the credit of 
Spanifli wits ; while the aftors would reprefent them 
with fecurity and advantage, and the ftate be ex- 
empted from the trouble of chaflifing fuch delinr 
quents. And if the fame licencer, or any other per- 
fon, were invefted with the charge of examining 
books of chivalry, before they fee * the light, fomc 
performances of that fort would certainly appear in 
all the perfeftion you have defcribed, enriching our 
language with the delightful and precious treafure of 
eloquence 5 while the old romances would be entirely 
cclipfed by the light of the new» that would furnifh 
rational amufement not only for the idle^ but alfo> 
for thofe who are mofl induftrious ; feeing it is im- 
jpofTible for the bow to continue always bent^ or that 
feeble nature can fubfift^ without Ipme innocent re-^ 
creation.. 

Thus far had the canon and curate proceeded in 
their converfation, wljenr the barber coming up to 
them, faid to his town fm an, ^^ Mr» Licentiate^ this^ 
is the place in which I propofed to halt,, that the 
oxen might have frefh pafture in abundance." The 
curate approved of the hint, and communicated their 
intention to the canon, who refolv^d to day with 
them, being invited by the Situation of a delicious, 
valley that prefented itfelf to his view ; that he 
might therefore enjoy the agreeable fpoty together 
with the converfation of the curate,^ for whom he had 
already conceived an affedlion, and be more particu* 
larly informed of Don Qnixote'd exploits, he ordered 
his domeftics to proceed to an inn, which was not far 
-off, and bring from thence viduals fufficient for the 
whole company ; for he was refolved to fpend the 
afternoon where he was. One of the fervants told 
him that the fumpter mule, which by that time had 
•reached the inn, carried provifion enough, and that 
ihey fiieuld want nothing out barley fox the beafts. 
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** If that be the cafcy" faid the canons " cany the reft 
to the inn, and bring the fumpter-mule hither." 

Mean while, Sancho, perceiving that he might now 
fpeak to his mailer, wkhout being overheard by the 
curate and barber, of whom he was fufpicious, ap- 
proached the cage,- and thus addreflcd himfelf to the 
knight : *' Truly, Sir, in order to difburthen my 
tronfciencfe, I muft tell you foriicthing concerning this 
fame enchantment. Thefe peopicyr with maiks on 
their faces, are no other than the curate and barber 
of our town, who, I verily believe, have contrived 
to carry you off in this manner, out of pure envy 
and 'fpite, becaufe your worlhip has got the heels o( 
them in your famous atchieVements : now, this be* 
ing fuppofed, ii follows, as plain as the nofe upon 
my face, that you are not enchanted, but radier 
fooled and bamboozled. As a proof of which, £ 
defire to afk you one queftion, which, if you anTwer^ 
as I do believe you will, your worfhip may qlap your 
ten fingers on the: trick, and 'perceive that you are 
hot enchanted, but that your whole brain is turned 
topfy-turvy." " Afk what you will," fen Sancho, 
replied Don Quixote, ** I will freely anfwer, and fa- 
tisfy your doubts to the beft of ray power : with re- 
jgard to your faying, that thofe who attend us are out? 
friends and townfmen the curate and barber, fo in* 
deed they may appear to your eye : but, that they 
are really and effedlually fo, you muft, by no means^, 
believe ; on thfe contrary, yo« are to conclude, that, 
if they refemble our friends, the enchanters, who can 
^ume what form they pleaf©, have taken that ap- 
pearance and refemblance, to miflead your credit^ 
and bewilder your imagination in fuch a labyrinth ofc 
perplexity, that even the clue of Thefeus '^ould not- 
extricate your thoughts: bcfides, they-' may have, 
-done it with a view of confounding my judgment^, 
that I liiight not be able to guefs from what quarter ' 
my misfortune proceeds; for^ if on one hand^ yon.^ 
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zBaxmj that I am attended by the barber and curate 
of our town j and on the other I find myfelf encaged ; 
though I am fenfible that nothing but fupernatural 
force could fufBce to confine me thus, what would 
you have me fay or think, but that the manner of 
my enchantment exceeds every thing I have read in 
all the hiilories that treat of enchanted knights ? 
.Wherefore, fet your heart at reft, and take it for 
granted, that theft are as far from being the perfons 
you have mentioned, as I am from being aTurk» 
With refpeft to the defjre of afking: me queftions, I 
repeat my promife of anfwering, even if thy interro- 
gations fhould laft till to morrow morning.'* " God's 
blefled mother !" cried the fquice with great vocifera- 
tion, *' is it poffible that your worfhip can be fo thick- 
fkulled and braiplefs, as not to perceive the truth of 
^hat I allege, and fee that this imprifonment and 
misfortune i^s more owing to malice than enchant- 
ment ? But feeitig it is fo, I will venture to prove, 
beyond all contradiftion, that you are no more en- 
chanted than my afs: tell me, therefore, as God 
fliall deliver you from this mifchance, and as you 
hope to fee yourfelf in the airms of my lady Dulci* 
nea, wheh you leaft expei^ any fuch good luck — *' 
** Truce with thy conjuration," faid^the knight, ** and 
afk what thou wilt ; I have already promifed to an- 
fwer with the utmoft punftuality." **'That is my re- 
queft," anfwercd Sancho ; *' and what I want to know, 
is, that your worihip will tell me, without eking or 
curtailing God's precious truth, but in honeft fim- 
plicity of heart, as it ought to be, ^nd always is told^ 
thofe whb> like your wor&ip, profefs the occupation 
of arms, under the title of knights-errant — " " I 
tell thee," cried the knight, interrupting him, *^ I wiH 
not in the lead prevaricate; diipatch then, Sancho, 
for truly I am quite tired with to many falvos, feli- 
citations and preambles." " I make fo bold,'* replied 
the fquire, '^ becaufe I am well aware of my mafter^s 

good* 
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goodnefs and fincertty, wliich being as it were to the 
purpofe, I a(k (with reverence be it fpoken) whether 
or not, fincc you have been confined^ and> as yoij 
fuppofe,, enchanted in this cage, your worihip hath 
felt any motion or defire ta undam either way, as the 
faying is ?" " I do not know what you mean by un^ 
damming,*' anfwered Don Quixote ; ^* you muft be 
more explicit, Sancho, if you expeft an anfwer to the / 
purpofe." " It is poflible," faid thp fquire, " that ypuy 
worfliip Ihould be ignorant of the . meaning of the 
word undamming, which is the firft thing the boys 
learn at fchool ? Well then, you muft know, I 
wanted to aflc if you never had any inclination to dp 
that w:hich no body elfe can do for you.'* . ** Now I 
underftand thee, Sancho," faid the knight -y " verily, 
I have had divers calls of that nature, one of which 
is at prefcnt very importunate. : pray fall upon fome 
method to difembarrafs me ; for I believe all is not 
fo fwe§t and clean as it ought to be." 

CHAP. XXII. 

The fage converfation that pafled between Sanchd 
Panza and his mafter Don Quixote. 

*' U A !" cried Sancho, "have I caught you at laft? 
•*• ^ This is what I wanted to know^ with all my 
heart and foul : come on, fir, there is no denying of 
what is commonly faid, when any perfon is in the 
dumps, I know not what is the matter with fuch an 
one ; he neither eats, drinks, nor llceps, nor anfwers 
to the purppfe, when he is fpoke to j fure the man 
muft be enchanted : from whence we are to conclude, 
that thofe w4io are enchanted neither eat, drink, 
fleep, nor do their natural occafidns, as I have ob- 
fcrved j but this is not the cafe with fuch as are dit 
turbed with tl|e indination tliat your worfliip at pre- 
fcnt feels, drilling when they can get liquor, eating 
when they can lay hold on food, and giving plain an-» 

a - fwers 
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fwers to every queftion that is aiked." ** Thou art in 
the right/* replied Don Quixote : ** but I have already 
told thee, that there are different kinds of enchant- 
ment ; and time may have fo entirely altered the 
fafliion^ that thofe who are under the power of en- 
chantment in this age may, like me, retain the ufe of 
their faculties, though it was quite otherwife of old y. 
fo that there is no arguing or drawing confequences. 
againft the different praftice of different times.- I 
am fenfible and certain of my being enchanted^; and^ 
that is fufficient for the quiet of my confcienoe, which 
^ould give me great uneaiinefs, if I had the leaft 
vloubt about my fate, and allowed myfel£ to be in 
this cage, like an idle coward^, deceitfully with- 
holding my fuccour from a great number of the needy 
and opprelTed, who, at this very hour, mufl be in 
the moft abfolute and extreme neceffity, from the • 
want of my aid and protoftion.** •* Neverthelefs," 
anfwered the fquire,^. '* for your more abundant fati&* 
faction, your worlhip, methinks> might try to efcapc 
from this prifon^for my own part, Pll be bound 
not only to give my afliflance, but even tp work your 
deliverance j and then you may endeavour to remount 
your trufly Rozinante, who trudges along as melan- 
choly and fad as if he was enchanted alfo* Thii 
being perfonned, let us try our fate once more in. 
queft of adventures ^ and if they do not turn out to 
our expectation, it will be time enough to return to 
the cage, in which, I promife, on the faith of a true 
and loyal fquire, to fhut myfelf up with your worihip^ 
if perchance, through your ill fortune or my folly, this 
that I mention fhould not fucceed." •* I am content 
to follow tty counfel, brother Sancho,'* replied the 
-knight ; "and whenever thaix (halt perceive a proper 
conjun£ture for effedling my deliverance, I will im- 
plicitly obey thee in every thing 5 but thou wilt foon 
£nd thyfelf deeeived in thy opinion of my mifiiap.** 
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This convcrfation between the knight-errant and= 
die erring fquire, lafted until they arrived at the place 
in which the curate, canon, and barber, who had 
already alighted, waited for themv The waggoner 
immediately unyoking his oxen, turned thenv locie in 
J:hat verdant and delicious fpot, the coolnefs of which 
was extremely inviting^ not only to enchanted people,. 
like Don Quixote, but alfo to perfons of intelligence 
^nd difcretion, like his fquire, who befought thejru- 
rate to let his matter come out of the cage for a Tew 
jninutes : becaufe, without fuch permiffion, the pri- 
fon would not be quite fo clean as the decency of fuch. 
a knight required. The curate, underftanding what 
he meant, told him that he would wUlinrly grant hi^ 
jequeft, were he not under fome apprehenfion that 
his matter, finding himfelf at liberty, would play one 
4>f his old pranks, and be gone where men ihould 
never fee his . face again* ** I wilt be bound for his 
good behaviour," anfwered Sancho : " And I alfo,'*^ 
faid the canon, ** efpecially if he will promife,. onvthc. 
word of a knight, not to ttir from our piefence, until 
he fliall h^ve obtained our confent.'* 

** I will (cried the knight, who overheard all that 
pafled), the more fo, as one who, like me„ is en<» 
x>hanted, cannot be at liberty to make ufe of his own^ 
perfon ; for the. enchanter can fo utterly deprive him. 
<)f all motion), that he fhall not be able to ttir from 
the place for three whole ages r and if he fiiould make 
his efcape, would whifk him back through the air in a. 
twinkling." This being the cafe, he faid, they might 
very fafely uncage him,^ efpecially as fuch indulgence 
would redoiind to the benefit of the whole company t 
for he protefled, that if they did not comply with his- 
.prefent neceflitiesy he ihould be obliged to incom- 
mode their fenfe of fmelling,. unlefs they removed ta 
^ greater dittance from the place of his confinement* 

The canon, confiding in his word and honour^ took 
him by the hands> tied a&they were^ and helped hin^ 

to 
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to defcend from his ciagc: then the knight, Being- 
infinitely rejoiced at his momentary deliverance*, 
ftrecched every joint in his body^, and going up to 
Rozinapte, gave him a flap on- the buttocks, faying^ 
** I Hl^l hope in Gpd and his blefTed mother, thou 
flower and ^nirfour of fteeds ! that in a fhort time wc 
fhall both totaiifi our heart's dcfire ; thou prancing 
%i^er the ag¥^eeable prefTure of thy lord, and I mount- 
vCoppon thy trufty back, exercifihg the employment 
'.^r which Heaven fei^t' me into the world.'* Having 
pronounced this apoftrophe, he retired with Sanch6 
to a remote pl/ce, from whence he returned much 
eafed and comforted, and more defirous than ever of 
executing the projeft bf his fquire. The canOn could 
not help gazing iipon him, being ftruck with admira* 
tion at tne ffrangc unaccountable fymptoms of his- 
dffotder ; for^ in all his converfation and replies, he 
gave evident proofs of an excellent underftanding,. 
arid never loft himfelf *, except on the fubje<5l of clii* 
valry, as we have formerly obferved : he was there*- 
fore touched with compaffion for his infirmity, and 
when the whole company were feated oh the grafs, 
waiting for the return of the fumpter-mule, addrefled 
hinifeif to the knight in this manner : 

** It is poflible, good fir, that the idJe and un«- 
lucky reading of books of chivalry can have fo far 
impaired your judgment, as that you (hould now 
believe yourfelf enchanted, and give creclit to other 
illufions of the fame kind, which are as' far from 
being true, as truth rs ^diftant from falfehood ?- It is 
poflible that the. human untlerftandihg can fuppofe 
that ever this world produced that infinite number of 
Amadifes, with the whole crowd of famous knights^ 
* fo many emperors of Trebifond, Fleximartes of Hyr- 

cania, palfreys, datmfels, ferpents, dragons, and giants 5 
fo many incredible adventures, enchantments of dif-

• Literally, never loil the iUrrapt. 
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fcrent kinds, batties, dreadful encounters, magnifi- 
cence of apparel, enamoured princcfies, fquires, cre- 
ated earls, witty dwarfs, billets, amorous expreflions,, 
valiant ladies, and finally fuch extravagant events as 
are contained in books of knight-errantry ? For my 
own part, when I read a performance of that fort, 
without refieOing that it is a legend of vanity and 

' lies, my imagination is a little amuied ; but as foon. 
as I begin to confider.it in the right point of view, I 
dafh the volume againft. the wall, and would even, 
commit it to the flames (if -I fbould chance to be 
near arjf^re), as a criminal richly deferving fuch puriifli- 
men^f on account of its falfehood and impofture, Jo 
contrary to nature, and bewildered from the traft of 

' common fenfe ; and as an inventor of new fefts and 
pfepofterous ways of life; mifleading and inducing 
the ignorant vulgar to believe the abfurdities which it 
contains : nay, fo prefumptuous are fuch productions^ 
as to difturb the minds of gentlemen of birch and 
education, as may be too plainly perceived by their 
effects upon you, fignor, whom they have reduced to 
fuch a pafa, as to make it neceflary that you ihould 

-be cooped up in z cage, and tranfported from placp 
to place on a waggon, like ar lion or tyger, exhibited 
as a fhiew for money. Go to, fignor Don Quixote 5 
have* pity upon yourfelf, return into the bmom of 
difcretion, and put thofe happy talents, which Heaven 
hath been pleated to beftow upon you, to a better 
ufe ; employing your genius ii;i other (Indies, which 
may redound to the increafe of your honour, as well 
as to the good of your foul ; or, if f\vayed by your 
natural inclination, you are ftill defirous of reading 
the hiflories of exploits and atchievements, you may 
have recourfe to the book of Judges in the holy fcripr 
ture 5 and there you will find real miracles of might, 
and actions eqnally valiant and true. Portugal pro* 
duced a Viriatus, Rome a Cjefar, Carthage an Han* 
nibal, Greece an Alex^mder, Caftilc a count Fcrnan

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Gonzales, Valencia a Cid, Andalufia a Gonzalo Fer- 
nandez, Eflremadura a Diego Garcia de Paredes,, 

- Xerez a Garcia Perez de Vargos, Toledo a Gafci- 
laiTo, Sevila Dton Manuel de Leqn;, the hiftory ofi 
theiy valiant exploits will afford entertainment, in- 

■ . flru£lion, furprizc and delight^ to readers of the moft 

- fablitne conception* Such iludy as this would be 
Mcorthy of the good fenfe of fignor Don Quixote, who 
would thus become learned in hiftofyy enamoured of 
virtue, improved in worth, bettered in morals^ brave 
without raftmefs, cautious without cowardice ; while 
the whole would redound to the honour of Qod, his 
own particular emolument, and the renown of La 
Mancha, from whence I underftand his family and 

- origin is derived." 

Don Quirxote liftened with iiifinite attention to this 
-harangue ; and, evcn^ after he percSved it was finifhed^ 
'looked ftedfaftly at the canon for fome time,, before 
he anfwercd in thefe words j ^* Signor Hidi^go, if I 
am. not miftaken^. the fcope of your difcourfe was to. 
convmce me that there never were knights-emmt 
in this world ; that all the books of chivalry are falfe^ 
deceitful, unprofitable, nay mifchievous in a commqn- 
'wealth J that I have been much to blame in reading, 
more fo in believing, and moil of all in imitating 
^e chara6tcr they dcfcribe, by. following the molt 
-painful profeffion of knight-errantry ; and laftly, you 
deny that ever there was an Amadts either of Gaul or 
Greece, or that any one of that vaft number of knights 
y recorded in thofe writings had any real exiftence." 

" You have exaftly fummed up my allegations," faid 
the canon. " You were likewife pleafed to add," re- 
fumed the knight, ** that fuch books had done me in- 
•finite prejudice, impaired my judgment, and reduced 
me to the neceffity of being confined in a cage 5 and 
that I would do well to amend and alter my courfe 
©f iludies, and to ufe performances which contain 
more truthf inftrudionjj^. and delight." <i That," faid 

the 
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the canon, ** \^§my precife meaning.*' " Why then,." 
cried Don Quixote, " in my opinion^ the perfon im- 
paired in his judgment, and enchanted, is no other 
than your woxfhip, who have prefumed to uttei: fuch 
blafphemies againftan order -fo well received in the 
world, and cftabliiaied as truth, that hp who like you 
denies it, defervea the fame punifhment you ii^flifted 
-upon thofe books that gave you difgufl ; for to fay 
•tha^ there never was fuch a perfon as Amadis, or any 
iother of thofe adventurous knights, with whom hiC* 
tory abounds, is like an endeavour to perfuade peo- 
ple, ,that froft is not cold, that the/un yields no light,, 
and the earth no fuftenance. Will any earthly, elo- 
quence make a man believe that the ftory of the In- 
fanta Floripes, and Guy of Burgundy, is falfe ; or 
that of Fierabtas, with tlie bridge of Mantible, which 
.happened in the time of Charlemagne, and I vow to 
\God ! is as true as that the fun ffeines at noon-day i 
Jf this be a lie, you may alfo affirm, that there never 
•was fuch an event as tne Trojan war, nor fuch per- 
fons as Heftor and Achilles, pr the ty^elve peers ot 
-France, or Arthur king of England, who to this day 
rfurvives in the likenefe of a raven, and is every mo- 
anent expecbed to reafeend his throne. People may 
a» well venture to fay, that the hiftory of GuarinO' 
Melqutno, and the fuitof St. Oriel, are pure fiftion 5. 
and look upon the amours of Don Triftan and queen 
Ifco, with thofe of Qinebra and Lancelot, as alto- 
gether apocryphal ; though there are people who al- 
'jnaft remember to have feen the duenna Quintanona, 
who was the beft wine-fkinker in Great Britain r 
this is (b true, that I myfelf have heard my grand- 
mother by the father's fide, often fay, when fhe hap^ 
pened to fee a dueno^ with a reverend * biggen,. 
** Grandfon, there is a perfon very like the ducLnna^

* Toca, which is the original word, figniftc* a wotxun*s coif, veil,, 
or handketcfaie^ 
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Qumtanona/' From whence I conclude, that {be 
muft either have known her perfonnally, or, at leait> 
fcen feme picture of that venerable matron ; then, 
who can deny the hiftory of Peter of Provence, s^nd 
the fair. Magalona^ fince, to this day, may be feen, 
in the royal armoury, the very peg that turned the 
wooden horfe upon which the valiant Peter travelled 
through the air ; by the fame token, that it is fome- 
thing larger than the pole of a coach, and (lands 
near the (addle of Babieca : nay, at Roncevallcs, you 
may fee Orlando's horn, as big as a weaver's beam. 
From all which circumftances we may juflly infer, 
that the twelve peers, the Peters, the Cids, with 
all thofe who were called knights-errant, a£i:ually 
exided, according to the records of their fame: 
otherwife, they may as well deny, that the yaliant 
Portugucfe, Juan de Merlo, was a knight-errant; 
'i^ though it is well known, that he went to Burgundy 
^ and fought in the city of Ras with the famous lord 

of Charne, called Monfeigneur Pierre, and afterwards 
in the city of Bafil with Monfeigneur Henrique dc 
^j; Remeftan, gaining the viftory in each of thcfe com- 
bats,- with abundance of honourable fame: neither, 
I fuppofe, will they credit the defiance and adventures 
that were alfo atchieved in Burgundy, by thofe vaHant 
Spaniards Pedro, Barba and Guttierre Quixada (from 
whom I am lineally defcended on the father's fide,) 
who conquered the fons of the count de St. Paul : 
nay, let them likewife refufe to own that Don Fer- 
nando de Guevara went in queft of adventures into 
Germany, where he fought with MefBre George, a 
knight of the houfehold to the duke of Auftria ) and 
iay that the jufts and tournaments of Suero de Qui- 
nones, and the pafs, were mere illufiOn ; as well as 
the enterprifes of Monfeigneur Lewis de- Falfes, 
pgainft Don Gonjalo de Guzman, a Caftilian knight^ 
together with many other exploits performed by 
Chriftiau warriors belonging to thefe and other fo- 
reign 
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teigit realms, fo authentic and true, that (I repeat . 
my afleveration ) he who denies them is^void of all 
reafon and common fenfe." 

The canon was ftruck with admiration, when he. 
heard Don Quixote utter fuch a medley of fiQion and 
truth; and perceiving that he was Intimately ac- . 
quainted with every circ'umftance regarding and con- 
cerning the atchicvements of knight-errantry, an- 
fwered him in thefe words : " Signor Don Quixote, 
I cannot deny but what you have faid is partly true, 
particularly that which regards the Spanifh knights: 
I grant alfo that there was an order called the twelve 
peers of France, but cannot believe that they per- 
formed all thofe exploits recounted by archbifliop 
Turpin ; for the truth is, they were a fet of knights 
chofen by. the kings of France, under the title of the 
twelve peers, becaufe they were all equal in point of 
virtue, rank, and valour : at leaft, if they were not, 
they ought to have been poflefled of this parity of 
qualifications; for it was an affociation refembling 
the modern orders of St. Jago and Calatrava, which 
fuppofe that every member is valiant, virtuous, and 
noble ; and as we now fay a knight of St. Juan or 
Alcantara, in thofe days they faid a knight of the 
twelve peers ; becaufe thofe who prdfcfled that mili- 
tary order were equal in all refpejfts, and twelve in 
number : that there were fuch perfons as the Cid and 
Bernardo del Carpio, I make no' queftion ; but whe-> 
ther or not they performed all thofe exploits which 
are afcribed to them, is, I believe, extremely doubt- 
ful : with refpe6t to the peg of count Peter, whicK' 
you fay, ftands by the faddle of Babieca in the royal 
armoury, to* my fhame be it fpoken, I am either fo' 
ignorant or (hort-fighted, that although I have feen 
the faddle, I could never obferve the pegj large as 
you have been pleafed to de (bribe it.** " But there ' 
it certainly is," replied the knight 5 " and what makes 
it the more remarkable, it is faid to be kept in a cafe 

■ of 
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of calves leather, that it may no^Tuft." **Itmay. 
be fo," faid'the canon ; " but by my holy orders ! I 
do not remember to have feen any fuch thing : yet 
granting it to be in that place, I am not therefore 
bound to believe the (lories that are recounted of fo 
many Amadifes, and fuch a rabble of knights: nor 
is it reafonable, that a perfon of honour, like you, 
endowed with fo many happy talents, fhould give . 
credit to fuch extravagant rhodomontades as are re- 
lated in the lying legends of knigho-errantry." 

CHAP. xxni. 

Of the •fage conteft between Don Quixote and the 

canon, with other events. 

•* AGoodjeft, truly!" replied Don Quixote, "that 
'^*' books printed with the licence of kings, and 
approbation of thofe who are appointed to examine 
them, read with univerfal delight, celebrated by great 
and fmall, rich and poor, knights and plebeians, the ' 
learned and illiterate ; finally, by perfons of all ranks 
and degrees wha;tever, fhould contain nothing but 
lies I notwithftanding the appearance of truth which 
they maintain, in mentioning the father, mother, - 
country, relations,^ condition, birth-place; and in 
giving an exa^ journal of the exploits peculiar to 
every individual knight : ceafe therefore, >good fir, to 
vent fuch blafphemy, and believe, thatj in this par* 
ticular, I advile you to aft according to the didates 
of good fenfe : read them again, and you will fee 
what pleafure you will reap for your pains ; for what 
can be more entertaining than to fee, as it were, be- 
fore our eyes, a vaft lake of boiling pitch, through 
which an infinite number of ferpents, fnakes, and 
alligators, with many other kinds of ifierce and ter- 
rible creatures, are continually winding and writhing * 
along 'f then to hear a mod difmal voice that feems to 
ifiue from the middle of this pitcjiy pool^ pronounce^

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*^ O knight, whofoever thou art, tliat now ftandeft 
gazing at the dreadful lake, if thou wouldft enjoy 
the blifs that is concealed beneath tliefe fable waves, 
difplay the valour of thy dauntlefs breaft, and dart 
thyfelf amidft thefe black and burning billows ; other- 
wife, thou art not worthy to behold the mighty won- 
ders depofited and xiontained within the feven caftles 
of the feven nymphs that dwell below this fullen 
flood*" Scarce haththefound of this difmal voice ceafed 
to vibrate on his ear, when the knight, without the 
leaft hefitation, or reflecting upon the danger he in- 
curs, nay, without putting off his heavy armour^ 
but recommending himfelf to God and his mi(lrefs> 
plung|9s at once mto the burning^ lake ; and when 
he neither cares nor knows what will be his fate, 
finds himfelf in the midft of a delightful plain, by * 
which the lElyfian fields are infinitely excelled: 
there the heaven feems more tranfparent, and the ' 
fun (bines with new luftre ; the eye is entertained 
with an agreeable foreft of tall and leafy trees, 
whofe verdure delights the view, while the ear is re- ' 
galed with the fweet ind artlefs notes of an infinite 
number of little painted watblers that hop from * 
bough to bough : here he perceives a brook, whofe 
refreihing waters, clear as liquid cryftal, run mur- ' 
muring on the yellow fand, and gliftening pebbles, 
that emulate the pureft pearls and heaps of fifted gold. 
In one place, fptings an artificial fountain adorned 
with variegated Jafper and poliihed marble ; in an- 
other, rifes a ruftic grotto, in which the fmall fliells 
of the muflel, and the white and yellow twifl:ed 
domes of the fnail, placed in beauteous diforder, and' 
mixed with bits of ihining cryftal and counterfeit 
emeralds, compofe fuch an agreeable variety, that 
nature feems to be excelled by imitative art. In a- 
tkird pkce, all of a fudden, appears a ftrong caftle' 
or magnificent palace, the walls of maflTy gold, the 
battlements of diamond, tifc gates of hyacinth, and' 

finally, 
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finally, the workmanfhip fo admirable, as infinitely 
to excel the materials, which are no lefa than adamant, 
Cfrbuneles,-rubies, pearls, emeralds, andgcfld. Nay, 
after having thUs feaftqd his eyes, there ftill remains 
for him to fee a fair bevy of damfels coming out at 
the caftle-gate, drcflfed in - fuch gay and fplendid at- 
tire, that were I to defcfibe it minutely, as it is re- 
prcfented in the hiftory, I fhould .never have done. 
Then, {he who appears the principal, takes by the 
li»nd the undaunted knight, who threw himfelf into 
the boiKng lake, and fileiltly Jcading him into the rich 
caftle or palace, ftrips him as naked as he was when 
his mother bore him, and batlies him in water of an 
agreeable temperature, then anoints his whole bo<ly 
with aromatic eflences, and puts upon him a fliirt of 
the fined lawn, all fcented and perfumed; then 
comes another damfel, and throws over his (boulders 
a mantle, which, at lead, is ufually valued at the 
price of a whole city, or more, Aft^r all this cere- 
mony, what a fight it is, when, as they relate, he 
is conduced into anotlier hall,'iii which a table is 
furniflied with fuch elegance as to excite his admir- 
tion and fufpence ! when they fprinkle upon his hands 
water <iIftiUed from amb^r and odoriferous flowers ! 
when he is feated upon a chair of ivory, and attended 
by all thofe damfels, who ferve him in amazing 
filence ! when he is allured by fuch a variety of 
difhes, and fo favourily cooked, that the appetite is 
confounded in its choice ! then to hear mufic, during 
his repaft, without feeing the minftrel, or knowing 
from whence the found proceeds ; and, after he has 
refrefhed himfelf, and the table is uncovered, while 
he lolls at eafe upon his chair, perhaps picking his 
teeth, according to cuftom, he is furprifcd with the 
fight of another young lady, much more beautiful 
than any of the former, who enters the hall, and fit- 
ting down by the knight, begins to tell him whofe 
calUe that is, and how £he is enchanted within it, re- 
lating 
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hting other circumftances which create wonder in 
him, and raife the admiration of. thofe who read the 
flory. . I need not fm'ther expatiate on this fubje<ft| 
flnce^ from what hath been laid, it plainly appears, 
that any part whatever, of the hiflory of any kniglit- 
crrant whatever, muft yield pleafure and furprlze to 
any reader whatfoevcr. Believe «ie, therefore, good 
iif, and as I hare already hinted, take tlie trouble of 
reading thofe books, and you will fee what ciFedkual 
antidotes they are againft melancholy, and how they 
improve the difpofition, when it is bad. For my"' 
own part, I can fafely ayer^ that fmce I profeiled the 
order of knight-errantry, I have been valiant, cour- 
teous, liberal, well-bred, gencrousj civil, daring, 
good-humaured, and a patient cndurcr of toils, cap- 
tivities, and enchantment ; and though I fo lately 
found myfelf fhut up in a cage, like a madman, I 
kope, by th^fvalour of this my arm, provided Heaven 
Ihall favour, and fortune ceafe to oppofe me, in a few 
^ days to fee rajfelf fovereign of fome kingdom, when 
1 (hall he enabled to demonftrate the gratitude and 
generofity which refide within my bread : for truly, 
fignor, a poor man is incapable of exerting the vir- 
tue of liberality, let him poiSefs i-t in never fo emi* 
nent a degree : and that gratitude which is reftrai«ed 
to good-will alone, is like faith without works ; no 
more than the ghoft of virtue. Wherefore I wifh 
fortune would fpeedily furnifti Tne with an opportu- 
nity of making myfelf an ehiperor, that I may ex- 
crcife the virtues of my heart, in bcftowing benefits 
on my friends, cfpecially on my poor fquire Sancho 
Panza, one of the beft men in the world, whom 1 
intend to create an earl, in conf©quence of a promifc 
which he obtained from me long ago ; though I fear 
he wants capacity to mggiage his eftate." 

Thcfe laft words being overheard by Sancho, he 

faid to his mafter, " Signor Don Quixote, I wirfi you 

would take the trouble tp give me that fame earldom, 

. Vol. 11. O which 
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which is as firmly promifed by your worfhip as ex-* 
pefted by me, and I will undertake to find ability 
to manage it ; or if I fhouid find myfclf at a lofs, I 
have hfeard it often faid, that there are certain per- 
fons who farm the eftates of great noblemen at fo 
much a year, and take charge of the whole, while 
the owner rolls at Iris eafe, enjoying his income, with- 
out troubling his noddle about any other affairs. Now, 
I would live in the very fame manner, minding the 
^cares of this world as little as poflTible ; but leaving 
off all forts of bufinefs enjoying my rents, like any 
duke, and let the world wag." " Brother Sancho, * 
faid the canon, ** that is to be underftood only of die 
fpending your income ; but the lord of a great eftate , 
muft have regard to the adminiftration of juftice,which 
requires ability, found judgment, and principally an 
upright intention ; for if this be wanting in the be- 
ginning, the middle and end will alway%j)e involved 
in error; and therefore Heaven ufually aiTifts the 
righteous intent of the fimple, while it confounds the 
wicked aims of the cunning." ** I know nothing of 
thefe philofophers," anfwered the fquire ; " but this I 
know, that I wifh to God I had this earldom, as foon 
as I {hould find underftanding to manage it ; for I 
have as big a foul as my neighbours, and as niuch 
body as he that has more ; and would be as much si 
king in my own eftate> as any he that wears a head : 
and fo being, I would do what I pleafed ; atid doing 
what I pleafed, I fhouid pleafe myfelf ; and pleafing 
myfelf, I fhouid be fatisfied ; and in being fatisfied^ I 
fhouid have nothing more to defire ; and having no- 
thing more to defire, there would be an end i fo let 
the earldom come a God's name : I jwifh we could 
fee it, as one blind man faid to another." " Thefe 
are no bad philofophies, as fou call them, Sancho,*' 
faid the caQon, *^ but for all that, there is much to 
be faid on the fubjedl of earldoms." " I know not 
ivhat more cap be ii^id/' replied Don Qui&ote i " for 

my

my own part, I do no more tl\an follow the example 
iranfraitted to me by the great Amadis de Gaul, who 
created his fquire earl of the Firm Ifland ; and there- 
fore I may, without fcruple of confciencc, bellow the 
iame honour on Sancho Panza, who is one of the 
bed fquires that ever fervcd knight- errant. 

The canon was amazed at the methodical mad- 
ncfs of Don Quixote, manifeiled in his defcription 
of the knight of the lake 5 and in the impreilion 
which the falfe adventures of chivalry had made upon 
his imagination : neither was his wonder diminifhed^- 
when he conddered the folly of Sancho, who fo ar- 
dently defired the poiTeifion of that ifland which his 
mailer had promifed to give him, as the reward of 
bis fervices* 

By this time the canon's fervants had returned 
'from the inn with the fumpter-mule j and, inftead 
of a table, fpread a carpet on the green grais, under 
the {hade of fome trees, wliere the company feating 
themfelves all roudd^ went to dinner, that the wag* 
goner might not lofe the opportunity of fuch a con- 
venient fituation, as we have ah-eady obferved. 
While they thus enjoyed themfelves, their ears were 
ftruck witha fudden noife, and the found of a bell, 
iffuing from the midft of fome briars and thickets, 
that furrounded the place where they fat ; and im- 
mediately appeared a beautiful (lie-goat ; her Ikin 
fpeckled with fpots -of white, black, and grey, follow- 
ed by the goaUierd^ who, in his rullic diale£t, called 
<o her to ftop and return to the fold. The fugitive 
goat, trembling with affright, came towards the com- 
pany, and there flopped, as if to implore their nro- 
tedtion ; while her keeper, feizing her by the hcmis,- 
accofled her in thefe words, as if flie had been pof- 
feffed of fenfe and underftanding : " Ah I you fpotted 
wanton, what a rambler you have become of late ; 
the wolves will feaft upon yq| one day— what is the 

O z matter, 
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matter with you, my petty child ? yet what clfe can 
it be, but that you are a female, and confequentlyin- 
coivftant!. a plague upon your difpoiition, and all 
thofe you refemWe : return, return my darling ; and 
if you are not fo happy, at leafl; you will be more fe- 
cure in the fold among your companions ; for if you, 
who ought to watch over and guide the reft, ftray 
about in this imprudent manner^ what muft become 
of them?" 

Thefe words of the goatherd diverted thofe who 
heard them, efpecially the canon, who faid to him, 
** I befeech yoU, brother, lo pacify yourfelf, and be 
not in fuch a hurry to drive back your goat, which be- 
ing a female, as you obferve, will follow her natural 
difpoiition, in fpite of all you can do to oppofe it. 
Take this morfel, and affuage your choler with a cup 
of wine, and in the mean time the goat will repofe 
berfelfJ'^ 

So faying, he prefented to him, on the point of a 
fork, the hind quarter of a cold rabbit,- which was 
thankfully accepted by the goatherd, who having ta- ' 
ken a long draught, and compofed himfelf, faid to 
the company, " Gentlemen, you muft not take me 
for a fimpleton, becaufe I talk to this animal as if it 
were a rational creature 5 for really there is a myfte- 
fy concealed beneath the words I have uttered. I 
aiA a peafant 'tis true 5 yet not fo ruftic, but that 
I know how to converfe with men as well as beafts." 
♦' I firmly believe what you fay," replied the curate : 
" for I myfelf have experienced that the mountains 
produced learned men, and that pbilofophcrs are to be 
foi^ within the fhepherd's cot/' " At leaft,'* re- 
fumed the goatherd, " the cottage may contain thofe 
who are warned by woeful experience ; and to con- 
vince you feelingly, that what I allege is true^ I« 
though undefired, and felf-invited, faving the good 
pleafure of this good company, intreat a moment's 

hear- 
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hearing, while I recount a true ftory, which will con*^ 
firm what thart gentleman (pointing to the curate), 
and myfelf have obferved/' 

To this propofal Don Quixote replied : ** As thia 
affair feems to bear fomething of the (hadow of ait 
adventure, I, for my part, will gladly give you the 
hearings brother; and fo will all thofe gentlemen^ 
who are perfons of tafte, and lovers of curious novels, 
that furprize, delight, and entertain the fenfible hearer v 
for I hope your ftory will certainly produce thef(i 
agreeable efFefts : begin then friend \ we are all at-r 
tention.** ** By your leave," cried Saricho, " 1 will 
e'en betake myfelf, with this piece of pafty, to yonder 
brook, and lay in ftore for three days ; for I have 
heard my mafter Don Quixote obferve, that the fquire 
of a knight-errant ought to eat as often and as much 
Jis he can ^ becaufe they are frequently fo* bewildered 
in woods and forefts, tnat it will take them fix whole 
days to difcharge themfelves ; and if a man's belly 6v 
his bags be not well lined with provifion, there he 
may, as he often does, till he withers into perfe^ 
mummy.'* " You are in the right, Sancho^" faid 
the knight, ** go where you wHl, awid eat as much/as^ 
you pleafe ; for my own part, my grofler appetite i^ 
Satisfied, and now I want refrefliment for the mindf 
which I fhall enjoy in liftening to thi& honeit cofin- 
tryman's ftory.'^ *^We fh^ll all fliare in the repaiS;,'^ 
replied the canon, who iatreated the peaiCan^ to per* 
form his promife- 

Then the goatherd gave the goat, which he held by 
the horns, two flaps an the buttocks, faying, ** Lie 
down by my fide, you fpeckled nanrty 'y we fliaU have 
time eirough to return to the fold." The creature 
feemed to underftand his meaning ; for he was no 
fooncr fet, than flie lay down very quietly, and look- 
injg in his face, gave him to underftand that flie was 
attentive to what he was going to fayj upon which 
he began his ftory in thefe words :

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C H A P. XXlVv 

The ftory which the goatherd recounted -fo the con« 

duftors of Don Quixote. 

" T^HREE kagues from this valley flands a vil- 
lage, which, though fmall, is one of the lichcft 
in all this country ; and therein dwelt a farnier in grca§ 
repute : and albeit refpeft follows worldly wealth, he 
was mote beloved for his virtue, than refpefted for 
his tiches ; but what he regarded as the beft part of 
his good fortune (as he himfelf was wont to fay) was a 
daughter lie had, of fuch exceeding beauty, tare dif-* 
ctetion, modeftiy and grace, that every one who faw 
and knew her, marvelled at the happy talents with 
which Heaven and nature had enriched her body and 
htt foul : in the cradle flie was handfome, and con-* 
tinually increafed in beauty, til^ at the afre of fixteen 
the was a itioft enchanting creature : the fame of her 
charms began to fpread over all the neighbouring 
village ^ but what need I fay the neighbouring vil- 
lages I it extended to diftant cities, and even made 
its way into the king's court, filling the e^s of all 
forts of people, who came from all pafts to fee her^ 
^ if (be had been fome great 'curiofity) or miracle* 
working iffittge. Her father watched oVer iter with 
cirett tkte^ and ihe took great care ofhctfelf; for 
truly^ a fiiftideti's own prudent referve is ^ better 
guard u^on her condudi than all the bolts, and fpies 
and padlock^ upon earth. The father's wealth and 
ihe daughters J>e&uty moved a great many people, 
both in town and country, to demand her in mar« 
riage i but he, like one who has the difpofal of a rich 
jewel) was perplexed in his mind, and could not de<« 
termine in ^vour of any one of the infinite number 
that folicited his/ronfent. Among tlie crowd of her 
fuitors I was one, who conceived gre^t and fl&tter<» 
ing hopes of fuccefs > begaufe her father knew me to 

be 
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be his towRfman, of an honeft famity, in the flower 
of my age, rich in wealth, and in point of uiidcriland- 
ing not very poor. She was alfo courted by another 
young man of our town, who was in every refpecl: 
my equal ; fo that her father was perplexed, and 
wavered in his choice, becaufe he thought his daugh- 
ter would be well beftowed upon either of us : where- 
fore, in order to deliver himfelf from this fufpeiife,. 
he refolved to communicate our demands to Leandr;i, 
(for that is. the name of this wealthy maiden, \<?h(j 
hath made me miferable';) and fmce we were equal 
in all qualifications, to refer the whole affair to the 
choice and decilion of his beloved daughter. Aa ex^ 
imple worthy to be followed by every father in the 
fettlement of his children : not that I would have pa- 
tents leave them to their own choice, in things thac 
are manifeftly wicked and bafe j but fird propofe a 
number of prudent fcheihes, out of which they may 
be allowed to fix updH that which is moft to their lik-i 
ing. I know not to which of us Leandra gare the 
preference ; this onlv I know, that her father put ua 
off, on pretetice of his daughter's tender yearsy in ge-< 
neral terms^ which neither bid him undcT sny obli- 
gation,, nor gave tis any caofe of complaint. I think 
proper to telf yoo, that I am calkd Eugenio^ and my 
rival Anfelmo, that yoti may be acquainted with the 
names of the perfons principally concerned in.thif 
tragedy, which is ftill depending j though one may 
eafily torefee^ that it muft have a melancholy end. 

But to return to my ftdry : juft about that timc^ 
there came to our town one Vincent de la Rofe^ the 
fon of a poor labouring man that li^ed in the villase : 
this Vincent, who was jttft returned from being a icU 
dier in Italy, ar>d other foreign parts, had been car-» 
Tied away, when he was a boy about twelve years o£ 
age, by a captain that chanced to march through the 
town with his company : and now, after an abfence 
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of another dozen of years, he returned, in the garb 
of a foldier pinked up in a thoufand colours, and 
bedecked with a power of glafs toys and llender 
chains of fteel. To-day he drefled himfclf out in one 
gay fuir, to-morrow in another j but all this finery 
and gewgaws were of Irttle weight or value. The 
labouring people, who are naturally malicious, nay, 
when idlenefs gives them opportunity, downright 
malice itfelf, obferved and took an exaft account of 
all his ornaments and fine apparel, and found that 
he had no more than three fuits of different colours, 
with garters and kofe i but he found means to dif- 
guifethem by fiich inventions, that one. who had not 
been at tlie pains to dete£l him, would have fworn 
that he had appeared in more than ten different dref- 
fes,^ and in upwards of twenty ^plunves of feathers 5^ 
and you mull not think it impertinent or fooliih in 
me to give you this accoimt of. his cloaths,. becaufe 
they bear a confiderablc (hare in^ithe ftory. He ufed 
to feat himfelf upon a ftone, under a tall poplar that 
grew in om: market-place, and there keep us all gap- 
ing round him at the exploits which he recounted : 
if you would take his word ibr it, there was not a 
country on the. face of the eaith which he had not 
feen, nor a battle in which he had not ferved : he 
had killed a greater number of Moors than ever Tu- 
nis or Morocco produced ; and, by his own account, 
fought more fingle combats than were ever maintain- 
ed by Gante, Luna, Diego Garcia de Paredez, and 
a thoufand more whom he named, gaining the vic- 
tory in «ach, without lofing one fingle drop of his 
blood : then he would ^ew the marks of wounds, 
which though not to be diftinguiihed, he gave us to 
underftand were the effedls of muiket-fliot Ee had re- 
ceived in different a£bions and encounters: finally, 
with incredible arrogance, he ufed to hout his own 
equals, even thofe who knew his extra£tionj and fay, 

that 
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that his own arm was his father, his family the work 
of his own h^nds, and being a foldier, he owed no- 
thing even to the king himfelf : with all his boafting, 
he knew fomething of mufic, and could thrum upon 
the guittar, fo as that fome people faid he made it 
fpeak : but his talents did not end here 5 for he was 
alfo a piece of a poet, and wrote ballads a league and. 
a half long, upon every filly trifle that happened ia 
the village. Well then, this foldier whom I have de-' 
fcribed, this Vincent de la Rofa, this Braggadocio^ 
this gallant, this mufician, and poet, was often feen 
and obferved by Leandra from the window of her 
apartment,, that looked towards the market-place r 
(he was captivated by the tinfel of his gaudy clothes,! 
and enchanted by his ballads 5 for he gave away 
twenty copies of each that he compofed 5 the feats he 
related of himfelf reached her ears 5 in fliort (as the 
devil himfelf muft certainly have ordained),, (he felt 
in love with him, even before he had the prefumption 
to make any attempt upon her heart y. and as, in the 
affairs of love, every tiling is eafily accomplifhed by 
the man who is already in pofTeflion of the woman** 
aflFeftion, Leandra and Vincent foon came to a right 
underftanding ; and before any one of her numerous 
admirers had the lead inkling of her inclination, (he. 
had already gratified it, by leaving the houfe of her 
loving and indulgent father (mother (be had. none)* 
and running away with the foldier^ wha triumphed^ 
in that enterprife, and more eflfeftually, than' in an jr 
one he had ever undertaken. 

This even filled not only the whole village, but 
likewife all who heard of it, with admirdfion : I, for 
my part, was amazed, Anfelmo afloniihed, the father^ 
overwhelmed with forrow, and the relations, with- 
(hame. Juftice, however, being foliated^ the troop- 
ers immediately took the road, examined every 
copfe and thicket thereabouts, and, after a fearch of 
three days^ found the giddy Leandra in the cave of 2., 

O 5, moun- 
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mountain, naked to the fmock, and ftripped of a 
great quantity of money a^d precious liwels, which 
She had carried off when (he made her efcapc : when 
flie was brought back to the prefence of her afflided 
father, and queftioned about her misfortune, (he 
frankly owned that Vincent de la Rofa had impofed 
upon her ^ that, under promife of marriage, he had 
perfuaded her to forfake her father's houfe, pro- 
mifing to condud her to Naples, which, he faid, was 
the moft beautiful and flourifhing city in the whole 
world 'i that (he inadvertently and fondly believed his 
falfe profeffions, and robbing her father, put hcrfelf 
under his prote(fiion that fame night ihe was mifled^ 
when he carried her to a rocky mountain, and con- 
fined her in the cave where fhc was found : flic like- 
wife affirmed that the foldicr, witliout making any at- 
tempt upon her virtue, had ftripped her of all ihe had, 
and left her in that forlorn condition ; a circumftancc 
that furprifed all who heard it^ the foldier*s conti- 
nence being fo incredible; but flie infilled upon it 
with fuch earneft afleverations, that the difconfolatc 
father wa& in fom^ fort comforted, ^making little ac- 
count of the money he had loft, fincc his daughter 
was allowed to keep the jewel, which, when once 
loft, there is no hope of retrieving. 

The fame day that Leandra appeared, her father 
removed her from our eyes, and (hut her up in 3 
monaftery of a neighbouring tovim, hoping that time 
would efface fome part of the bad opinion his daugh- 
ter had incurred : the tender years of Leandra ferved 
as an cxcufe/or her mifcondutk, efpccially with thofc 
who are not concerned in the a^ir ; but thofe wha 
know her difcretion and good fenfe, do not afcribe 
her fault to ignorance, but to mere levity, and Ac 
natural difpofitkm of women, which is always inju* 
dicious ana imperfect. Leandra being thus fecured, 
Anfelmo's eyes were blind to every thing that could 
yield him pleafure ; and mine remained m darknefs, 

without 
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without the leaft glimpfe of light to dire£t them to 
any agreeable object; the abfenee of Leandra in- 
creafipd our afflid;ion and exhaufted oiir patience; 
we Gurfed the foldier's finery, and exclaimed againfl: 
her father's want of care : at length we agreed to 
quit the village, and repair to this valley, where he 
feeding a vail flock of fliecp, which are his own pro- 
perty, and I tending a numerous fold of goats, which 
are alfo mine, we fpend our lives under th^cool (hade 
of lofty tre.es, and give vent to our paffion,. either by 
finging in concert the praifc or diforaife of the beau- 
tiful Leandra, or each by himfelf f%hing in the lone- 
ly grove, and ejaculating his complaint to Heaven. 
In imitation of us, many more of Leandra's lovers , 
have betaken themfclves to thefe rugged mountains, 
and (he exercife of the fame employment ; fo that 
this fpot feems to be transformed into a paftoral Ar- 
cadia, every field being crowded with fbepherds and 
folds, and every corner refounding with the name of 
the fair Leandra. One curfes and calls her fickle,* 
inconftant, and immodeft; a fecond condemns her 
cjedulity and l^htnefs of behaviour j a third acquits, 
and forgive her, while (he is arraigned and rd-. 
proached by a fourth ; fome celebrate her beauty ; 
others find fault with her difpofition : in fliort, flie is 
ccnfured and adored by them all \ nay, to fuch a 
pitch hath their extravagance rifen, that fome of 
them complain of her difdain, though they never fpoke 
to her ; .and others, in their lamentations, pretend to 
feel the rage of jealoufy, which is a paflion flie never 
infpircd > for, as I have already mentioned, her faul^ 
was known before her inclination was fufpcfted :~ 
there is not the hollow of a rock, the margin of a rill, 
nor the (hade of a tree, that is not occupie;! by fome 
ftepherd, recounting his misfortune to the winds: / 
whereyer an echo can be formed, it repeats the name 
of Leandra ; the hills refound with Leandra ; the ri- 
vulets murmur Leandra: in fixort^ Leandra keeps usx. 

O 6 aU 
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all enchanted and perplexed, hoping we know not 
how, and dreading we know not "what* Among the 
wrongheaded fociety, he that ftiews the kaft, thImgH 
he had the greateft fhare of judgment, is my rival 
Anfclmo, who, notwithftanding all the caufe he had 
to be diffatisfied, complains of abfence only, tuning 
his lamentation to the found of the rebeck, which he • 
touches with admirable fkill, in verfes that fhew the 
excellence of his genius : I follow a more eafy, and in 
my opinion a wifer courfe ; namely, to inveigh againft 
the levity of the fj^male fex ; their ficklenefs, their 
double dealing, their rotten promifes, their broken 
faith $ and finally, their want of judgment in be- 
ftowiag their afFefHons. Thefe, gentlemen, are my 
reafonsfor the difcourfe you heard me addrefs to my 
goat, whom (becaufe (be is a female) I defpife, al- 
though (he be the beft of the fold ; this is the ftory I 
promifcd to recount 5 and if I have been prolix in 
the narration, I fhall not be brief in what fervice you 
Ihall pleafe to command : hard by is my cottage, in 
which I have plenty of new milk, and moft favoury 
cheefe, with abundance of the fruit in &afon, no lcf» 
agreeable to the tafte than to the view*" 

CHAP. XXV. 

Of the quarrel that happened between Don Quixote 
and the goatherd, with the curious adventure of 
the difciplinants, which the knight happily at- 
chieved with the fweat of his brow. 

'Sp HIS ftory of the goatherd gave infinite pleafure 
-*• to all that heard it, efpecially to the canon, w:ho 
obferved, with admiration, his manner ©f relating 
it, as diftrunt from the ruftic phrafe of a peafant, as 
naar approaching to the polite ftile of a. courtier^ 
and therefore, he faid, the curate had juftly obfervedy 
that the mountains fometimes produced learned men. 
. JEvery tody made proffers of fervice to Eugenlo, but- 

he 
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he that (hewed himfelf mod liberal in compliment' 
was Don Quixote, who faid to him, " Truly, bro- 
ther goatherd, were it poflible for me te undertake 
any new adventure, I would forthwith fet forward in 
your behalf, and deliver Leandra from that monafte- 
ry, in which (he is, doubtlefs, detained again ft her 
will, in fpight of the abbefs and all that (hould op- 
pofe my defign, and would put her into your hands 
to be treated according to your^ood-will and plea-^ 
fure, fo far as is confiftent with the laws of chivalry, 
by which all damfels are protefted from wrongs r 
though I hope in God, that a malicious enchanter 
Ihall not fo far prevail, but that he may be excelled* 
in power, by another of a more righteous difpofition v 
and then, you may depend upon my favour and af- 
fiftance, according to the duty of myprofeffion,^ 
which is no other than to fuccour the wretched and 
the weak." 

The goatherd ftared at Don Quixote, and being 
ftruck with admiration at his rueful afpeft and diflie- 
velled locks, faid to the barber who fat near him, 
** Signor, pray, who is that man ^o looks and 
talks fo wildly ?'* "Who (hould it%e," anfwered 
the barber, " but the Tcnowned Don Quixote de la 
Mancha, the redreffer of grievances, the righter of 
wrongs, the protedor of damfels, the terror of gi- 
ants, and thunderbolt of war ?** " That difcourfe,'" 
replied the peafant, " puts me in mind of thofe books 
which treat of knights-errant, who were commonly 
diftinguifhed by fuch titles as you beftow on that 
man : but, I fuppofe you are pleafed to be merry, or 
clfe the apartments of this poor gentleman's fkullarc 
but indifferently furnifhed." 

" You are a moft impudent rafcal \ (cried the 
knight, overhearing what he faid) it is your fkulF 
that is unfurniflied and unfound; but mine is more 
pregnant than the abomina)blc whore that brought 

you' 
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you forth/' So faying, he fnatched up a loaf, and 
flung it at the goatherd with fuch fury that he levelled 
his nofe with his face. 

Eugenio, who did not underftand raillery, finding 
himfeif maltreated in earned, without any refpe^ 
for the carpet, table cloth, or company, leaped upon 
the knight, and laying hold of his collar, with both 
hands, would certainly have flrangled him, if Sancho 
Panza had not at that inftant fprung to bis mailer's 
afliftance, and pulling his antagoniil backwards, turn* 
bled him over upon the table, \y^here plates, cups, 
vi£):uals, wine, and all went to wreck. Don Quix- 
ote finding himfeif difengaged, arofe, and in his turn^ 
got upon the goatherd, who being battered by the 
maftev, and kicked by the man, was creeping about 
on all four, in queft of a table-knife, with which 
he intended to take fome bloody revenge ; but was 
prevented by the canon and curate: the goatherd, 
however, managed matters fo, as that *he got the 
knight under him, when he rained fuch a iliower of 
kicks and cufFs upon his carcafe, that our hero's coun« 
tenance was as much overflowed with blood as his- 
own : the curate and canon were ready to buv(t with 
laughing, the troopers caperdv about with joy, and 
the whole company hallooed, according to the pra<£lice 
of the fpe£t:ators, when two dogs are engageii; San-e 
cho Panza alone was diflr^i^lred, bec^fe hq could not 
get out of the clutches of one of the canon's fervants, 
who hindered him from aiBding.his mailer. In fine, 
when every body was thus regaled and rejoiced, except 
the combatants, who worried each other, they heard 
a trumpet utter fuch a melancholy note, that they 
could not help turning their heads, and looking to- 
wards the place from whence the found feemed to 
come ; but he on whom it made the. greateil im- 
prefTxon was Don Quixote, who, though lying under 
his antagoniil^ very much againll his inclination, and 
juore than fuificiently pummeUed, faid to the goat-' 

■ ^ herd. 
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herd, " Brother devil (for fure thou canft be no- 
thing elfe, who has ftrength and valour fufficient 
to overcome my efforts), I beg a truce for one hoar 
only; becaufe the doleful found of that trumpet 
which falutes our ears, feems to fummon me to 
fome new adventure." 

The goatherd being by this time heartily tired of 
drubbing, as well as of being drubbed, immediately 
complied with his requeft ; and Don Quixote ftarting 
up, direfted his view towards the place whence the 
found feemed to iffue, where he defcried a great 
number of people dtefled in white, like difciplinants, 
coming down the fide of a neighbouring hill. That 
year the heavens had with-held refrefliing fhowers 
from the earth ; and through all the villages of that 
diftri^ the people inftittttcd proceffions, difciplines, 
and prayers, befceching God to open the fountains of 
his.piercy, ^nd favour them with rain: for this pur- 
pose, the inhabitants of a neighbouring village were 
then going in proceffion to a holy hermitage built 
on an eminence that flcirted the valley ; and Don 
Quixote feeing the ftrange d|efsof thedifciplinants% 
without recoUefling that hdKd frequently feen fuch 
habits before, concluded the whole to be an adven- 
ture, which it was the province of him as a knight- 
errant, to atchieve : what, ferved to confirm him in 
this ndtfbn was an image clbathed in black, which 
was carried before them, and which he fuppofed to 
be fome princefs, w^hom thofc difcourteous robbers 
were carrying off by force. 

This whim no fooner entered his brain, than he 
ran with great agility to Rozinante, who was feed-- 
ihgvery quietly, and taking the bridle and ibield, 
which hung upon the pummel* of the faAile, clapt 
the bit in his mouth in a twinkling, and demand- 
ing his fwoird from Sancho, mounted his ftead and* 
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braced his target, calling aloud to the company/ 
*' Now, honourable gentlemen, ye fhall perceive the 
importance of thofe who profefsrthe order of knights 
errantry ! now, I fay, ye (hall, in the deliverance of 
that excellent lady, who is at prefent a captive, be- 
hold how much knight-errants ought to be ef- 
teemed" , 

So faying, he clapt heels to Rozinante (fpurs he 
had none), and at a hand-gallop (for we do not find 
in this true hiftory, that ever Rozinante went fulL 
fpeed) rode up to attack the difcipUnants. TThough- 
the canon, curate, and barber made efforts to 46taiiv 
him, they found it impraSicable 5 he was even deaf 
to the cries of Sancho, who bauled with great voci- 
feration: " Where are you going fignor Don Quix^ 
ote ? what devil poffeffes aiid provokes you to a£t. 
againft our catholic faith! take notice— a plague 
upon me ! take notice that this is no other than a 
proceffion of difciplinants, and that lady carried^bn 
the bier the bleffed image pf the immaculate virgin T 
Confider, fignor, what you are about j. for fure I anv 
you do not know !" > 

In vain did Sancho ftlHsi his lungs : his mafter was- 
fo intent upon overtaking the apparitions,, and fet-' 
ting the lady in black at liberty, that he heard not 
one fyllable ^ nor if he had, would he have returned,. 
even if the king had commanded him fa^ito do» 
When he approached the procefllon, he ftopped Ro- 
zinante, who was already out of breath, and with a- 
hoarfe difordered voice, pronounced, "You thcre^ 
who, perhaps, difguife yourfelves for no good, ftop> 
and give ear to what I am going to fay." 

Thofe who carried the image were the firft that 
halted, and one of the four pricfts who fung the li- 
tanies, obferving tlie ftrange alpe£t of Don Quixote, 
the leannefs of Rozinante,. with other .ridiculous, 
circumftances belonging to both, anfwered in thefe 
words : " Friend, if you have any thing to fay, fpeak 

^ quickly; 
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quickly J for thcfe our brethren are all this while 
fcourging their own fleOi ; and we cannot, nor is it 
reafonable we fhould tarry to hear any thing that 
cannot be comprehended in two words." " I will 
comprehend what I have to fay in one," replied the 
knight ; *' and it is this : I command you inftantly to 
fet free that beautiful lady,^ whofe tears and melan- 
choly deportment clearly demonftrate that you are 
carrying her off, contrary to her inclination, after 
having done her fome notorious wrong ; and I, who 
was bom to redrcfs fuch grievances^ will not fufFer 
you to proceed one ftep farther^ until fhe fhall have 
©bctained that liberty fhe deferves.** 

^ From thefe words, concluding that he muft be 
fome madman, all of them began to laugh very hear- 
tily; and their mirth aftSig as a train of gunpowder 
to the knight's choler, he drew his fword> and with- 
out uttering another word, attacked the bearers v one 
of whom, leaving his fhare of the load to his compa- 
nions, oppofed himfelf to this aggreffbr, brandifhinff 
a fork or pole, on which (when they were wearied) 
they fupported the bier, Don Quixote, with a furi- 
0115 back ftrokej, cut this implement JM| two *, but 
with the piece which remained in thenand of the 
defendant, received fuch a thwack upon the flioul- 
ders above his fword-arm, that his buckler was un- 
able to fuftain the (hock of fuch a rude aflault, and 
down came the poor knight, in a moft lamentable 
condition. , 

Sancho Panza, who came puflSng after his .matter^ 
feeing him fall, called aloud to his antagonift to for- 
bear; for he was a poor enchanted knight, \^q 
had never done the leaft harm to man, woman, or 
child I. but the peafant*s forbearance was not owing 
to this exclapaation of the fquire, fo much as to the 
Ctualion of Don Quixote, who neither moved hand 
nor foot ; fo that believing he had doM his buGnefs, 
he .haftily gathered up his frock,, and fled through 

the 
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the field as nimble as a buck. By this time the 
whole company were come up to the place where 
Don Quixote lay ; and thofe belonging to the pro- 
ceflion feeing fo many people running towards them, 
accompanied by the troopers with their crofs bows, 
began to be in dread of fome mifchievpus event, and 
formed them felves. into a circle around the image; 
then the difciplinants lifting up their hoods, and 
wielding their fcourges, and the piiefts their long ta- 
pers, waited the afTault, with full determination to 
defend themfelves, and, if poffible, aft ofrcnfiveiy 
againft all who fhould attack them. But fortune di{^ 
po fed of things more favourably than they expefted ; 
for all that Sancho did, Was to throw himfelf upon 
the body of his maftcr, who, he befievcd, was ac- 
tually dead, and utter the moft doleful and ludicrous 
lamentatioh that ever was heatd. The curate was

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wiclccd, a profeflcd enemy to every thing that was 
■bufe ; in fliort, a knight-erra»t> and that is every 
thing in one word V 

'i he cries and groans of Sancho revived his mafter, 
and the firfl words he pronounced were thefe : " He 
who is condemned to live abfcnt froth thee, mofl a- 
miable Dulcinea ! is fubjefted to much greater hard- 
(hips than thefe. Friend Sancho, help to lay me on 
the enchanted car ! for l^ am incapable of prefling 
Rozinante's faddle, this whole flioulder being cruffied 
to pieces." *^ That Til do very willingly, dear m af- 
ter," replied the fquire, " and let us return to our own 
habitation, in company of thefe gentlemen, who 
wifh you well ; and there we will lay a fcheme for 
another fally,. which, I hope, will be more fortunate 
and creditaWe." *• You arc in the right, Sancho,'* 
replied Don Quixote, " and it will be very prudent in 
lis to Jet the malign influence of the ftars pafs over.** 
The canon, curate, and barber approved of his 
intention, and being extremely diverted with the 
fquire's fimplicity, conveyed the knight to his former 
(ituation in the waggot^. The proceiBon was formed 
Juiew, and fet forwards accotdidgly, tlK goatherd 
U)ok his leave of the company^ the troopers being 
unwilitng to go farther, Were paid by the#Orate for 
their trouble, tlie cdnon having intreated the prieft 
to inform hinci by letter of Dto Quixote*8 fate, with 
regard to the continuation or cure of his extrava- 
gance, bad him farewell, and proceeded on his jour-> 
liey; in (hort, there was a general feparation, till 
at length the curate, barber, Don Quixote and Pan* 
ia, were left by themfelves, with the truAy Rozi- 
nante, who, with the patience of his mafter, bore' 
and beheld every thing diat paffed. 

The waggoner yoking his oxen, accommodated the 
knight with a truU of hay, andjpth his ufual phlegm 
jogged on according to the priefWl direftions, till, at 
the end of fix days, they arrived at their own village^ 

which 
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which they entered about noon, and it chancing to 
he Sunday, the nvaricet-place through which they 
were obliged to pafs was crowded with people, who> 
running to fee what was in the cage, recognized their 
townfman, and were ftruck wim aftonimment- A 
boy ran immediately to his houfekeeper and niece, 
whom when he informed of their mafter's arrival, 
in a moft meagre, withered coiiditiou, ftretched upoa 
a trufs of hay, in a waggOn ^ it was a piteous thing 
to hear the cries that were uttered by thcfe worthy

Ha^ you brought home a new petticoat for 
me, or (hoes for your children ?" " I have brought no 
fuch matters, my dear," replied Sancho, ** but things 
of greater confideration and importance." " I anr 
glad of that, with all my heart," faid the wife ; " pray 
fiiew me thefe things of greater confideration and 
importance, that the fight of them may rejoice my 
heart, which hath been fo fad and difcontented all 
the weary time of your being away." " You (halt 
fee them at home," anfwered Sancho i " and heark*ee 
wife, make yburfelf eafy for the ptcfent 5 for an it 
pleafe God that w^ec out again in queft of adven- 
tures, you Oiall fpeally behold your hufband an earl, 
or governor of anKiiland ;, I don't mean your conv* 

mou 
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mon iflands, but one of the beft that ever was feen." 
" The lord in heaven grant it, hufband ! for I am 
fure we have need enough of fuch windfalls : but 
tell me, what is an illand3 for truly, I know not 
the meaning of the word." " Honey was not made 
for the mouth of an afs, faici tlie fquire : you (hall 
fee what it is, aB in good time, ray dear 5 ay, and 
admire to hear all your vaflals call you, my lady.'* 
*VWhat is that you fay, Sancho, of ladies, iflands, 
and vallals ?^' cried Joan Panza ; for tliat was the 
name of the fquire's wife, though {he was not re- 
lated to Sancho before marriage ; but it is the cuf- 
torn in la Maacha for the women to take the names 
of tlieir hulbands. " Don't be in fuch a hurry to 
know every thing, Joan," replied the fquire 5 it is 
fufEcient that I. tell thee nothing but truths let 
this therefore ftop that mouth of thine. Meantime, 
however, I care not if I tell thee, that it is one of . 
the moll pleafant occupations in the world for an 
honourable perfon, like me, to be Tquire to a 
knight-errant, when he is in queft of adventures. 
True it is, the greateft part of them do not fall out 
quite fo much to ones liking as one could wifli ;'for, 
out of an hundred in#^hich we are engaged, ninety- 
nine are generally crofs and unfortunate. That I 
know by experience, having been fometimcs 
threfhed, and fometimes blanketed: but howfom- 
cver, it is a curious paftime to be always in expefta- 
tion of adventures, crofling huge mountains, fearch- 
ing woods, climbing rocks, viiiting caftles, lodging 
at inns, where we live at rack and manger, and the 
devil a farthing to pay." 

While this converfation pafled between Sancho 
and his wife, the houfc-keeper and niece received 
Don Quixote, wtom they undrcflTed and put to bed 
in his old chamber, while he eyed them afkance, 
without being able to comprehend where he was*

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. The curate laid his injunftions on the niece to chc- 
riih her uncle with great tendernefs, and charged 
, them both to take elpeciai care that he might not 
«fcape again, giving them an account of the trouble 
he had been at bringing him back to his own houfe. 
Here they raifed their voices arain in concert, re- 
newing their curfes upon the booMi of chivalry, and 
befeeching Heaven to confound the authors of fuch 
madnefs and lies to the loweft pit of hell, in ihort^ 
they were half difttafted with the apprehenfion of 
lo(ing him again, ^s foon as his health (hould be re* 
cflablifhed ; and this was a^ually the cafe. 

But the author, of tnis hiftory, although he en- 
quired with the utmoft curiofity, and diligence coo^ 
cerning the a£lions of Don Quixote in his third fal- 
ly, could never find any fatistaftory and authentic 
account of them 5 only, fame hath preferved fome 
memoirs in la Mancha, by which it appears that 
Don Quixote, when he fet out the third time, went 
to Saragofla, where he was. prefcnt at a mod cele- 
brated tournament, in which many things happened 
to him worthy of his igenius and valour : but with 
regard to his death and burial, he could obtain no 
information ; and mull have ipmained entirely igno- 
rant of that event, had he not luckily met with an 
old phyfician, who had in his cuftody a leaden box, 
which he faid he found under the foundation of an 
ancient hermitage that was repairing* This box con- 
tained fome (kins of parchment, on which were writ- 
ten in Gothic charadiers, and Caililian verfc, many 
of our knight's exploits, with a description of Dulci- 
nea's beauty, Rozinante's figure, Sancho's fidelity, 
and Don Quixote^s own funeral, celebrated by di- 
vers epitaphs, and panegyrics on his life and morals* 
All that could be read and fairly copied, arc thofc 
which are here inferted bv the faithful author of this 
new and Xurprifing hiftoryi wJio, in recompence for ^ 

the 
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the immenie trouble he has undergone in his enqui- 
rie8> and in examining the archives of la Mancha^ 
that he might publilh it with more certainty, defires 
the reader to favour him with the fame credit which 
intelligent perfons give to thofe books of chivalry 
that pafs fo currently in the world ; and herewith he 
will reft fujly fatisfied; and perhaps be animated to 
fearch after, and find out other hittories, if not as au- 
thentic, at leaft as full of invention and entertainment. 
The verfes which were writtea in the firft (kin of 
parchment found in the leaden box were thefe.
